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JTttention  has  already  been  directed  in  the  Bli.i.etin  to  the  ap^oj-ciaq^ing 
yl  celebration  of  the  Bicentenary  of  the  birth  of  John  Wesley,  and  every 
alumnus  has  been  informed  in  general  terms  of  the  character  of  the  exercises 
deemed  appropriate  for  that  occasion.  In  the  present  issue  of  the  Bulletin 
appears  a  more  detailed  statement  of  the  programme  so  far  as  arranged. 

The  opportunity  afforded  by  this  celebration  should  be  welcomed  by  every 
friend  of  the  University  for  setting  forth  more  exactly  and  adequately  than 
is  commonly  done  the  status  of  Wesleyan  as  an  institution  of  higher  learning. 
Wesleyan  has  kept  one  ideal  steadily  in  view  throughout  all  her  history,  and 
that  is  to  provide  a  broad,  thorough,  humanizing  education,  equal  to  the  best 
that  the  country  can  afford,  but  never  to  allow  mere  scholarship  to  count  for 
more  than  character.  This  ideal  she  has  in  large  measure  realized  even  with 
an  imperfect  equipment.  But  nothing  short  of  the  best  attainable  faculty  and 
equ  ^inent  should  be  provided.  Other  institutions  of  our  own  class  have  made 
great  advances  in  the  course  of  the  last  quarter-century  in  subdividing  depart- 
ments, in  providing  laboratories,  lecture-halls,  and  increased  library  facilities, 
and  especially  in  enlarging  the  corps  of  instruction.  We  too  must  make  con- 
stant advance  if  we  are  worthily  to  hold  our  own. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  resources  of  the  institution  must  be 
largely  multiplied  if  it  is  to  stand  in  the  front  rank.  The  new  buildings  shortly 
to  be  erected  will  relieve  some  of  the  most  pressing  needs  in  the  matter  of 
laboratories  and  lecture-rooms.  But  the  present  endowment  fund,  though  far 
larger  than  that  of  fifteen  years  ago,  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  the 
institution  and  the  reshaping  of  departments  made  necessary  by  the  broadening 
of  the  curriculum.  The  endowment  fund  must  at  no  distant  day  be  doubled, 
as  in  fact  it  has  been  doubled  within  a  comparatively  few  years.  Falling  rates 
of  interest  and  increasing  demands  upon  the  annual  income  make  a  large  addi- 
tion to  the  productive  funds  not  merely  desirable  but  imperative.  This  be- 
comes evident   by  a  glance   at   the   following  facts:     In   1S87  the  productive 
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funds  were  $660,852.33;  in  iSgy,  $1,172,533.48.  At  present  they  are  §1,443,- 
754.30.  The  annual  expenditure  has  risen  to  over  a  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  the  normal  growth  of  the  next  few  years  will  make  the  annual  outlay 
increasingly  larger.  The  now  considerable  yearly  deficit  must  therefore  in- 
evitably become  formidable  at  no  distant  date  unless  the  permanent  endowment 
is  made  conamensurate  with  the  demands  upon  the  income. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  large  gifts  that  have  come  to  the  college  within  the 
past  year  and  the  unusual  activity  of  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the  college  in 
helping  to  enlarge  the  number  of  students  and  the  equipment,  there  is  good 
ground  for  hope  that  not  merely  the  present  rank  of  the  institution  will  be  honor- 
ably maintained,  but  that  larger  possibilities  will  be  realized  in  the  near  future. 


With  a  view  to  securing  the  active  cooperation  of  Wesleyan  alumni  in  the  Bi- 
centenary celebration,  there  are  to  be  formed  a  considerable  number  of  local 
alumni  associations  in  towns  where  at  least  ten  or  fifteen  Wesleyan  graduates 
are  within  easy  reach  of  one  another.  These  local  clubs  will  meet  once  or 
more  in  the  course  of  the  year  to  talk  over  the  interests  of  the  University  in 
their  own  districts.  Plans  are  already  on  foot  for  the  organization  of  about 
twenty  such  clubs  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  weeks. 


It  is  hoped  and  expected  that  an  unusually  large  number  of  alumni  will  return 
for  the  Commencement  of  1903.  Every  class  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  hold 
a  reunion.  In  order  that  the  necessary  arrangements  may  be  completed,  as  full 
a  list  as  possible  of  class  secretaries  is  to  be  published  in  the  next  issue  of  the 
Bulletin.  The  secretary  of  each  class  will  facilitate  matters  by  sending  his 
name  and  address  at  once  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty.  In  cases  where 
there  is  no  class  secretary,  the  last  president  of  the  class  is  requested  to  send 
his  own  name  or  that  of  a  temporary  secretary. 

There  will  be  general  interest  in  the  floor-plans  and  the  design  of  the  new  lec- 
ture-hall presented  in  this  Bulletin.  General  satisfaction,  too,  will  be  felt  that 
the  new  building  is  to  bear  the  name  of  Willbur  Fisk,  first  President  of  the 
University. 

Full  details  concerning  the  new  science  hall,  in  memory  of  John  Bell  Scott, 
of  the  class  of  '8 r,  are  not  yet  ready  for  publication,  but  they  will  probably  ap- 
pear in  the  next  Bulletin. 


In  the  Bulletin  of  a  year  ago  the  opinion  was  ventured  that  the  compara- 
tively small  entering  class  of  that  year  could  not  be  regarded  as  an  indication 
of  a  permanent  decline  in  our  numbers.  Various  causes  that  need  not  be  here 
specified  combined  to  check  the  increase  that  had  been  regular  for  several  pre- 
ceding years.  This  year,  however,  we  have  an  entering  class  of  105,  one  of  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 
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The  completion  of  the  new  covered  grand  stand  for  the  Andrus  Athletic 
Field  well  rounds  out  the  athletic  equipment  of  the  college.  Minor  improve- 
ments may  be  required  from  time  to  time  in  the  Fayerweather  Gymnasium  and 
on  the  athletic  field,  but  at  present  the  opportunity  afforded  at  Wesleyan  for  a 
thorough  and  satisfactory  physical  development  compares  favorably  with  that 
to  be  had  at  any  collegiate  instititution  of  the  size  in  the  country. 


In  May,  1902,  Weslej'an  became  a  member  of  the  New  England  College 
Entrance  Certificate  Board,  which  was  organized  at  Boston  by  the  concerted 
action  of  the  following  institutions:  Boston  University,  Brown  University, 
Darmouth  College,  Mount  Holyoke  College,  Smith  College,  Tufts  College, 
Wellesley  College,  Wesleyan  University.  In  accordance  with  the  rules  then 
adopted  no  certificate  will  be  accepted  by  this  institution  after  January  ist, 
1904,  from  any  school  in  New  England  which  has  not  been  approved  by  the 
above-mentioned  Board. 


By  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Academic  Council  the  chair 
of  Romance  Languages  is  hereafter  to  be  known  as  the  Hollis  Professorship  of 
Romance  Languages,  and  the  chair  of  the  English  Language  as  the  Waite  Pro- 
fessorship of  the  English  Language. 


THE  WESLEY  BI-CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION. 

The  programme  of  exercises  for  the  Wesley  bi-centennial  celebration,  next 
June,  is  not  yet  complete,  but  the  following  definite  announcements  may  now 
be  made. 

Sunday,  June  28,  morning.  The  Baccalaureate  Sermon,  by  President  Brad- 
ford P.  Raymond,  D.  D.,  LL.  D. 

Sunday,  June  28,  evening.  Addresses  on  the  Religious  and  Ecclesiastical  Sig- 
nificance of  the  Wesleyan  Movement,  by  Rev.  William  F.  McDowell,  D.  D., 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
Rev.  George  Jackson,  B.  A.,  of  Edinburgh. 

Monday,  June  2g,  evening.  Address,  "John  Wesley,  the  Man,"  by  Professor 
C.  T.  Winchester. 

Tuesday,  June  jo,  evening.  Address,  "John  Wesley's  Place  in  History,"  by 
Woodrow  Wilson,  LL.  D.,  President  of  Princeton  University. 

Other  speakers  and  other  details  of  the  programme  will  be  announced  in  the 
Bulletin  of  May  next.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  ordinary  programme  of  Com- 
mencement week  will  next  year  be  largely  modified  and  parts  of  it  omitted,  to 
make  room  for  these  special  exercises. 
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It  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  say  that  the  Rev.  George  Jackson,  who  will 
represent  the  English  Wesleyan  body  on  this  occasion,  has  been  for  the  last 
dozen  years  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  useful  clergymen  of  the  city  of 
Edinburgh.  He  is  Superintendent  of  the  Wesleyan  Mission  in  that  city,  and  his 
Sunday  evening  services  in  Synod  Hall,  and  more  recently  in  the  new  and  im- 
posing Wesleyan  Hall,  have  for  years  attracted  not  only  a  large  audience  of  the 
citizens  of  Edinburgh,  but  many  visitors  and  strangers.  Mr.  Jackson  combines 
a  scholarly  temper  with  an  intense  interest  in  all  philanthropic  and  social  meas- 
ures, which  has  won  for  him  the  warm  sympathy  of  many  of  the  most  eminent 
citizens  of  Edinburgh,  irrespective  of  denominational  relations,  and  has  en- 
abled him  to  be  a  great  force  for  good  in  that  city.  Still  a  young  man,  it  may 
be  said  that  few  men  of  his  age  in  the  denomination  have  a  better  record,  or 
give  promise  of  better  work  in  the  future. 

The  gathering  of  alumni  next  June  should  be  larger  than  in  any  previous  year 
in  the  history  of  the  college — and  probably  will  be.  Indications  are  already 
received  of  a  very  general  attendance.  It  is  suggested  that  every  class  should 
plan  to  have  a  reunion  of  its  members  at  some  time  during  the  week.  As 
stated  elsewhere,  the  Bulletin  will  be  glad  to  publish  in  its  May  number  any 
special  notices  that  may  be  received  as  to  such  reunions,  and  to  aid  in  any  way 
possible  in  securing  a  representation  of  every  class.  There  should  be  nearly  or 
quite  a  thousand  alumni  on  the  campus  next  June. 


COMMENCEMENT    NOTES. 

Trustee  Meeting. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  held 
in  Middletown,  beginning  on  the  evening  of  Monday,  June  23,  and  concluding 
on  the  following  day. 

Hon.  George  G.  Reynolds.  LL.  1).,  was  reelected  President  of  the  Board, 
Rev.  E.  M.  Mills,  Ph.  D.,  D.  D.,  Secretary,  and  John  E.  Andrus,  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  presented  his  annual  report,  which  was  accepted  and  placed  on 
file. 

The  President  in  his  report  read  a  letter  from  Charles  Scott  and  Charles  Scott, 
Jr.,  offering  together  to  give  §75,000  for  a  new  building  at  Wesleyan. 

A  committee  reported  a  memorial  minute  concerning  the  late  Hon.  George 
West.     The  resolutions  were  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  following  new  appointments  were  made:  R.  C.  Super,  to  be  tutor  in 
Modern  Languages  for  one  year;  Otto  Dunkel,  to  be  Instructor  in  Mathematics 
for  one  year;  A.  W.  Rowe,  to  be  assistant  in  Chemistry  for  one  year.  F.  G. 
Benedict  was  reappointed  Associate  Professor  of  Chemistry  for  one  year.  Pro- 
fessor E.  B.  Rosa  was  given  leave  of  absence  for  one  year. 

The  following  trustees  were  reelected:  William  Connell,  George  S.  Bennett, 
Charles  L.  Rockwell,  Rev.  A.  W.  Hazen,  William  E.  Sessions,  their  terms  to 
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expire  in  190S.  Rev.  Charles  H.  Buck  was  elected  trustee  for  five  years  in 
place  of  Rev.  D.  H.  Ela,  whose  term  expires  in  1903. 

The  President  of  the  University  was  authorized  to  confer  the  following  hon- 
orary degrees:  The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  on  Wilbur  Fisk  Gordy,  class  of 
1880;  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  on  Rev.  William  F.  Anderson,  Ph.  D., 
Rev.  William  Burt,  class  of  1879,  R^v.  Joel  Marvin  Leonard,  Ph.  D.,  and  Rev. 
Herbert  Welch,  class  of  1S87;  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  on  Edmund  Janes 
James,  Ph.  D.,  President  of  the  Northwestern  University. 

The  President  was  authorized  to  award  $7,000  in  tuition  scholarships  to  needy 
and  worthy  students. 

Rev.  F.  M.  North  reported  for  the  Visiting  Committee.  The  report  was  re- 
ceived and  placed  on  file. 

The  Trustees  adopted  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote  the  following  minute  pre- 
pared by  a  committee  in  appreciation  of  the  services  of  John  E.  Andrus  as 
Treasurer  of  Wesleyan  University: — 

"Among  the  greatest  blessings  of  the  past  ten  years,  Wesleyan  University 
reckons  the  fact  that  during  that  period  its  funds  have  been  in  the  secure  safe- 
keeping of  an  undoubted  master  in  finance,  to  whose  ability,  knowledge,  and 
vigilance,  it  is  due  that  not  a  dollar  of  our  endowment  has  been  lost,  and  that 
the  utmost  possible  yearly  revenue  has  been  obtained  from  the  University's  in- 
vestments, and  also  that  the  investments  themselves  have  increased  in  value  by 
a  large  percentage  on  the  total  amount. 

"This  complete  combination  of  gratifying  results  could  only  be  achieved  by 
exceptional  financial  sagacity  plus  a  large  measure  of  unselfish  devotion  to  the 
welfare  of  the  college.  And  the  credit  of  it  belongs  solely  to  our  treasurer,  Mr. 
John  E.  Andrus,  of  the  Class  of  1862,  who,  being  unwilling  to  entrust  any  of 
the  work  to  another,  has  held  his  own  brain  constantly  against  the  finances  of 
the  institution,  carrying  every  item  in  his  own  mind,  and  even  keeping  the  de- 
tailed record  of  collections  with  his  own  hand,  guarding  the  property  of  the 
college  with  more  scrupulous  and  painstaking  care  than  he  gives  to  his  own 
property. 

"In  ability,  in  minute  carefulness,  and  in  fidelity,  treasurership  could  no 
further  go.  No  college  in  the  land  can  surpass  this  record  of  masterly  manage- 
ment; and  Wesleyan  congratulates  itself  on  having  the  perfect  treasurer.  In 
his  services  we  recognize  pure  love  for  his  Alma  Mater,  and  that  loyalty  to 
one's  own  life-history  and  relationships  which  is  among  the  finest  traits  of  noble 
character.  We  pray  the  influence  of  this  example  may  spread  through  the 
whole  wide  circle  of  Wesleyan's  alumni. 

"While  Wesleyan  is  but  one  of  numerous  large,  varied  and  important  in- 
terests of  Methodism  which  Mr.  Andrus  freely  serves,  we  are  firmly  convinced 
that  no  service  of  his  eminently  useful  life  can  be  of  more  lasting  and  wide- 
reaching  value  to  God  and  to  man,  or  more  congenial  to  his  own  feelings  than 
his  benefactions  of  money  and  labor  and  time  bestowed  on  our  dear  old  college. 
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"  For  these  his  benefactions  we,  his  brethren  and  fellow-members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  representing  we  are  sure  all  the  friends  of  Wesleyan,  do 
offer  to  John  E.  Andrus  our  wajm  appreciation  and  our  affectionate  respect. 

"And  we  again  make  the  request  that,  if  the  lightening  of  his  labors  be  a 
necessary  condition  of  his  continuing  his  invaluable  and  indispensable  services 
as  treasurer,  we  will  employ  at  the  University's  expense  all  needed  assistance." 

Alumni  Association. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  on 
Tuesday  of  Commencement  week.  In  the  absence  of  the  president  and  vice- 
presidents,  W.  P.  Hubbard,  '63,  was  chosen  temporary  president.  The  fol- 
lowing officers  were  elected  for  the  year  1902-1903:  President,  W.  H.  Sutton, 
'57;  Vice-Presidents,  A.  B.  Sanford,  '72,  J.  F.  Calef,  '77,  C.  H.  Judd,  '94;

James,  '83;  Treasurer,  J.  E.  Foveland,  '89;  E.xcculi7>e  Committee,  D.  W. 
Northrop,  '68,  E.  B.  Birdsey,  '71,  E.  G.  Derby,  "83,  M.  B.  Crawford,  '74, 
W.  U.  Pearne,  '74. 

Martin  A.  Knapp,  '68,  was  reelected  Alumni  Trustee,  A.  W.  Harris,  'So, 
w-as  elected  Alumni  Trustee  in  place  of  VV.  M.  Ingraham,  '46,  and  W.  U. 
Pearne,  '74,  was  elected  Alumni  Trustee  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  W.  C.  Wallace,  '76.  C.  E.  Bacon  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Alumni 
Librar)'  Committee  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

R.  S.  Douglass,  '61,  C.  C.  Adams,  '59,  and  C.  H.  Judd,  '94,  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  take  such  steps  as  lay  in  their  power  to  secure  the  adequate  care 
of  the  college  cemetery  and,  in  particular,  of  the  monuments  of  past  officers  of 
the  University  therein  interred. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Trustees  be  requested  to  employ  landscape  architects 
and  have  a  comprehensive  plan  prepared  for  the  future  as  well  as  the  immediate 
development  of  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  university. 

The  Trustees  found  it  impracticable  to  meet  in  joint  session  with  the  Alumni. 
but  the  greetings  of  the  Board  were  brought  by  D.  G.  Downey  and  S.  F.  Upham, 
who  also  reported  on  the  plans  for  the  Wesley  bi-centennial  celebration  of  1903 
and  for  securing  an  adequate  endowment.

The  resignation  of  John  E.  Andrus  as  Treasurer  was  accepted,  and  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  of  the  Board  were  instructed  to  inform  Mr.  Andrus  that  his 
resignation  had  been  accepted  with  regret  and  to  assure  him  of  the  respect  and 
gratitude  of  the  Board. 

Rev.  Charles  H.  Buck  was  elected  Trustee  in  place  of  Bowles  Colgate,  de- 
ceased, his  term  to  e.xpire  in  1904.  Dr.  Buck  was  then  elected  Treasurer  of  the 
Board.

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APPOINTMENTS  TO  THE  FACULTY. 

Frederick  W.  Marvel,  elected  Director  of  the  Gymnasium  and  a  member 
of  the  Faculty,  received  the  degree  of  Ph.  B.  from  Brown  University  in  1894. 
During  the  two  following  years  he  was  Instructor  in  Mechanical  Drawing  and 
Physical  Culture  at  Brown,  and  from  1896-1901  Director  of  the  Gymnasium  at 
Wesleyan.  Last  year  he  was  Director  of  the  Gymnasium  of  the  Friends'  School 
in  Providence,  R.  I. 

Walter  Guyton  Cady,  elected  Instructor  in  Physics,  received  from  Brown 
University  the  degree  of  Ph.  B.  in  1895,  and  of  A.  M.  in  1896.  He  remained 
at  Brown  for  two  years  after  his  graduation  as  Instructor  in  Mathematics,  at 
the  same  time  continuing  his  work  in  Physics.  From  1897  to  1900  he  was  a 
student  at  the  University  of  Berlin,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Ph.  D. 
in  1900.  His  thesis,  "  Ueber  die  Energie  der  Kathodenstrahlen,"  was  pub- 
lished in  the  Annalen  der  Physik,  and  the  American  Joiirtial  of  Science.  While 
at  Brown  he  also  published  a  paper,  "On  the  Volume  Measurement  of  an  Air 
Thermometer  Bulb,"  in  the  American  Journal  of  Science.  In  the  summer  of 
1900,  he  entered  the  Magnetic  Division  of  the  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic 
Survey,  and  after  a  few  months  of  field  work,  was  appointed  to  install  the  in- 
struments at  the  new  Magnetic  Observatory  at  Cheltenham,  Md.,  where  he  re- 
mained in  charge  of  the  Observatory  until  May,  igo2. 

Ralph  Clewell  Super,  elected  Tutor  in  Modern  Languages,  was  graduated 
from  Ohio  University  in  1895,  with  the  degree  of  B.  A.  The  two  years  succeed- 
ing his  graduation  were  spent  in  study  at  the  Universities  of  Jena,  Leipzig, 
and  Lausanne.  In  1899  he  received  the  degree  of  M.  A.  from  Ohio  University 
and  returning  to  France,  continued  his  studies  at  the  University  of  Grenoble, 
where  in  1901  he  was  given  the  Certificat  d' Etudes  fran^aises.  The  summer 
was  spent  in  the  study  of  Spanish  at  Madrid,  and  the  following  college  year  as 
Instructor  in  the  Department  of  Romance  Languages  of  the  University  of  Cin- 
cinnati. 

Otto  Dunkel,  elected  Instructor  in  Mathematics,  was  a  student  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  for  five  years,  receiving  the  degree  of  Mechanical  Engineer 
in  1896,  and  B.  A.  and  M.  A.  in  1898.  During  the  year  1896-7  he  was  Fellow 
in  Astronomy.  In  i8g8  he  entered  the  Graduate  School  of  Harvard  University 
as  a  student  of  Mathematics,  and  was  admitted  to  the  degree  of  M.  A.  in  1899, 
and  of  Ph.  D.  in  1902.  His  thesis,  entitled  "Regular  Singular  Points  of  a 
System  of  Homogeneous  Linear  Differential  Equations  of  the  First  Order,"  is 
published  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  for 
October,  1902.  Dr.  Dunkel  has  also  published  a  note  "  On  Some  Applications 
of  Green's  Theorem  in  One  Dimension,"  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  American 
Mathematical  Society  for  April,  ig02. 

Harry  Torsey  Baker,  elected  Assistant  in  English,  was  graduated  from 
W'esleyan  University  with  the  degree  of  B.  A.  in  1900.  During  the  two  fol- 
lowing years  he  was  Assistant  in  English  and  also  a  graduate  student  at  Wes- 
leyan, receiving  the  degree  of  M.  A.  in  1902.  Mr.  Baker  has  published  a  paper 
on  "  Maurice  Hewlett"  in  the  Methodist  Review  for  July-August,  1902. 
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THE   NEW  BUU. DINGS. 

The  new  lecture-hall,  a  view  of  which,  from  the  architects'  drawings,  is  given 
on  another  page,  will  be  a  most  important  addition  to  the  group  of  college 
buildings.  It  will  occupy  a  commanding  position  on  the  northeast  corner  of 
High  and  College  Streets.  The  college  has  secured  the  entire  property  from 
the  corner  of  College  Street  to  the  line  of  the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  lot,  a  front- 
age of  about  200  feet  on  High  Street,  and  about  250  feet  on  College  Street. 
The  building  will  thus  stand  in  grounds  appropriate  to  its  size  and  dignity.  It 
will  be  built,  like  all  the  older  college  buildings,  of  Portland  brownstone.  It  is 
to  be  113  feet  in  length  by  62  'feet  in  depth— the  longer  frontage  of  course  be- 
ing on  High  Street — and  is  to  be  three  stories  in  height  above  the  basement. 

The  arrangement  of  rooms  on  the  several  floors  will  be  seen  from  the  plans 
given  herewith. 


BASEMENT   PLAN. 

The  basement  story  contains,  beside  the  apparatus  for  ventilation,  the  wait- 
ing and  toilet-rooms,  a  large  class-room  at  the  northeast  corner,  and  two  large 
lecture-rooms  on  the  south  side,  which  can  be  thrown  together  into  a  hall  capable 
of  accommodating  some  400,  that  can  be  used  for  large  lecture  classes,  the  meet- 
ings of  societies,  etc.  These  lecture-roo.ns  are  about  fourteen  feet  high,  are  ad- 
mirably lighted,  and  are  accessible  by  a  rear  entrance,  approached  from  College 
Street,  as  well  as  by  a  stairway  from  the  main  entrance  hall  on  the  first  floor. 

The  first  story  contains  two  lecture-rooms  for  the  largest  classes,  and  two 
somewhat  smaller  lecture-rooms,  with  studies  and  seminary  rooms  for  the  De- 
partments of  History  and  Economics.     The  front,  or  west,  half  of  the  second 
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floor  is  allotted  to  the  Department  of  Philosophy,  containing  a  large  lecture- 
room,  seminary,  studies,  and  two  psychological  laboratories — a  larger  and  a 
smaller,  or  private,  one.     The  rear  half  of  this  floor  is  occupied  by  the  studies.

seminaries,  and  lecture-room  of  the  Departments  of  English  Literature  and  of 
English  Language.    The  third  floor  is  designed  for  the  use  of  the  Departments 
of  Latin,  Greek,  French  and  German,  with  convenient  lecture-rooms,  seminaries 
and  studies. 
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The  building-  has  been  planned  with  reference  lo  modern  methods  of  instruc- 
tion, and  especial  attention  has  been  paid  to  matters  of  heating  and  ventilation. 
It  is  believed  that  in  dignity  of  e.xternal  appearance,  in  the  completeness  of 
its  appointments,  and  its  adaptation  to  the  uses  for  which  it  is  designed,  it  will 
be  a  model  college  building.  By  the  vote  of  the  Trustees,  at  a  recent  meeting, 
it  is  to  bear  the  honored  name  of  the  first  president  of  Wesleyan  University;  it 
will  be  called  the  WiUbur  Fisk  Hall. 

The  architects  of  the  building  are  Cady,  Berg  cS:  See,  of  New  York.  The 
contract  for  construction  has  been  awarded  to  William  Mylchreest,  of  Middle- 
town.  It  is  hardly  possible  that  the  building  can  be  completed  before  next  Com- 
mencement; but  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  opening 
of  the  next  college  year. 


THIRD   FLOOR   PLAN. 


The  proposed  new  Physical  Laboratory,  which  is  to  be  erected  by  the  munifi- 
cence of  Mr.  Charles  Scott  and  Mr.  Charles  Scott,  Jr.,  of  Philadelphia,  is  to  be 
located  on  the  south  side  of  Cross  Street,  at  the  corner  of  College  Place.  It 
will  have  a  frontage  on  Cross  Street  of  lOO  feet,  a  depth,  for  the  main  building, 
of  45  feet,  with  an  extension  of  about  28x45  feet  in  the  rear.  The  lecture- 
room  is  to  be  located  in  this  extension,  on  the  second  floor,  and  lighted  in  part 
from  overhead.  The  building  will  have  a  well  lighted  basement  and  three 
stories,  except  in  the  extension,  where  there  will  be  but  two  floors  above  the 
basement.  The  basement  and  first  floor  will  be  devoted  chiefly  to  rooms 
adapted  for  advanced  laboratory  work,  the  main  lecture-room,  apparatus  room 
and  library  will  be  on  the  second  floor,  and  the  elementary  laboratory  and  a 
smaller  lecture-room  on  the  third  floor.  The  building  is  to  be  of  brick  trimmed 
with  stone.      The  architect  is  Mr.  Charles  A.  Rich,  of  New  York. 
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THE  LIBRARY. 

P>om  May  ist  to  November  ist  the  sum  of  $34.00  has  been  received  on  ac- 
count of  subscriptions  to  the  Alumni  Library  Fund.  Unpaid  subscriptions  now 
amount  to  less  than  $700.  By  the  sale  of  some  real  estate  the  principal  of  the 
fund  has  been  further  increased  $333-33-  The  Alumni  Library  Fund  amounts 
now  to  $34,965.03.  The  Hunt  Library  Fund  amounts  at  present  to  $27,500. 
In  addition  there  is  the  Wilcox  bequest  of  $20,000,  the  income  of  which  will  be 
available  in  about  a  year. 

The  following  facts  concerning  the  increase  in  the  number  of  volumes,  the 
circulation  of  books,  and  the  progress  made  in  the  work  of  classification  may 
be  of  interest.  The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  Library  from  June  i, 
1901,  to  May  31,  1902,  was  1,814.  They  were  obtained  as  follows:  F.y  pur- 
chase, 929;  by  binding  periodicals  and  pamphlets,  291;  by  e.\change  2;  by  gift, 
740.  Deducting  148  volumes,  exchanged  or  lost,  there  remains  a  net  addition 
of  1,814  volumes.  The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  at  the  present 
time  is  63,000. 

From  June  i,  igoi,  to  May  31,  1902,  6,741  books  and  periodicals  were  drawn 
from  the  Library  for  home  use.  In  addition  1,126  volumes  were  withdrawn 
from  circulation  and  reserved  either  in  the  Library  or  in  seminary  rooms. 

The  reclassification  work  of  the  past  summer  covered  history,  geography  and 
travel  (except  American),  and  political  and  social  science,  about  6,500  volumes, 
in  all.     The  total  number  of  volumes  classified  is  38,000. 


THE  MUSEUM. 

In  a  sojourn  of  a  few  weeks  at  North  Woodstock,  N.  H.,  during  the  summer 
vacation,  Professor  Conn  made  a  collection  of  about  three  hundred  specimens 
of  Fungi,  representing  nearly  a  hundred  species.  This  collection  of  well 
studied  specimens  fills  a  gap  in  the  Museum,  as  the  Fungi  were  previously 
represented  only  by  a  few  specimens  mostly  unidentified.  Mrs.  Van  Benschp- 
ten  has  given  to  the  Museum  a  considerable  number  of  minerals,  fossils,  and 
Indian  relics. 

During  the  last  spring  a  thorough  re-arrangement  of  the  collection  of  birds 
was  made  by  the  Curator.  The  arrangement  of  the  cephalopods  and  gastro- 
pods has  been  completed,  and  the  re-arrangement  of  the  large  collection  of 
molluscan  shells  is  in  progress. 


THE  CRYOGENIC  LABORATORY. 
The  first  successful  run  of  the  liquid  air  plant  was  made  on  the  morning  of 
July  29th.      Though  the  liquefier  was  not  then  in   its  final  form,   the    results 
were  quite    satisfactory.     On   the    following  forenoon,    the   course   of   lectures 
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given  by  Prof.  Bradley  in  connection  with  the  summer  school  was  fittingly  con- 
cluded by  a  demonstration  of  liquid  air,  some  two  or  three  quarts  of  this  pro- 
duct having  been  made  for  the  purpose. 

During  the  month  of  September  the  work  of  final  installation  was  brought  to 
completion  and  early  in  the  present  term  liquid  air  was  used  experimentally  be- 
fore certain  of  the  regular  classes  in  chemistry  and  physics.  The  new  laboratory 
thus  becomes  a  permanent  part  of  the  working  equipment  of  the  University. 


THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL. 

The  Summer  School  of  Chemistry  and  Biology,  whose  first  session  was  held 
at  Wesleyan  University  in  July,  marked  a  distinct  step  in  educational  work.  It 
was  mainly  in  the  interest  of  the  new  but  rapidly  growing  pedagogic  movement, 
designated  as  domestic  science,  home  economics  or  home  science.  In  view  of 
the  investigations  on  the  food  and  nutrition  of  man,  carried  on  by  authority  of 
the  United  States  Government  throughout  the  country  under  the  supervision 
of  Professor  Atwater,  and  of  the  important  part  of  this  work  done  under  his 
immediate  direction  in  the  chemical  laboratory  at  Wesleyan;  and  of  the 
researches  bearing  upon  food  preparation  and  preservation,  and  upon  general 
household  hygiene  conducted  in  the  bacteriological  laboratory  of  Professor 
Conn,  it  was  not  unnatural  that  a  number  of  the  leaders  in  the  home-science 
movement  requested  that  the  exceptional  facilities  at  Wesleyan  should  be  made 
available  to  them  and  that  its  Board  of  Trustees  gave  their  consent. 

No  public  announcement  was  made  of  the  school,  and  circulars  were  sent  to 
only  a  limited  number,  but  the  attendance  considerably  exceeded  expectation. 
Thirty-seven  were  present  from  various  parts  of  the  country,  and  even  from 
England  and  Japan.  The  faculties  of  five  state  universities,  one  medical 
school,  and  a  number  of  colleges  and  technical  schools  were  represented. 

Lecture  courses  were  offered  in  bacteriology,  the  chemistry  of  food  and  nutri- 
tion, food  analysis,  sanitary  chemistry,  including  water  and  ventilation,  and  the 
liquefaction  of  gases.  The  lectures  were  given  by  Professors  Atwater,  Conn, 
and  Bradley  of  Wesleyan,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Richards  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology,  Dr.  H.  C.  Sherman  of  Columbia  University,  and  Dr.  C.  F. 
Langworthy  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  chemical  and  bacterio- 
logical laboratories  were  also  open  for  pra'ctical  work.  Professor  Bradley  and 
Drs.  Sherman  and  Murrill  were  in  charge  of  the  chemical  laboratory  and  Pro- 
fessor Conn  and  Mr.  Esten  of  the  bacteriological  laboratory. 

In  connection  with  one  of  the  boarding  clubs  a  five-day  dietary  study  was 
made,  the  results  of  which  will  probably  be  published  by  the  government.  One 
of  the  most  interesting  and  helpful  features  of  the  Summer  School  was  the  hour 
given  each  day  to  a  general  conference  in  which  special  topics  were  discussed. 
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RECENT  GIFTS. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  June  Bulletin,  about  two  thousand  dollars 
more  has  been  received  from  the  estate  of  the  late  William  H.  Mollis  of  the 
Class  of  1854,  making  the  total  gift  from  that  estate  $37,621.74. 

Members  of  the  Middletown  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  have  given  $375 
additional  as  part  of  the  Twentieth  Century  offering. 

Four  thousand  dollars  has  been  received  on  account  of  subscriptions  toward 
current  expenses. 

One  thousand  dollars  has  been  given  by  W.  L.  Billings  for  a  tuition  schol- 
arship. 


THE  Cr-l.WD  ST.AND. 
The  Grand  Stand,  which  has  so  long  been  desired  by  the  undergraduates  as  a 
necessary  part  of  the  equipment  of  the  Andrus  Athletic  Field,  was  erected  dur- 
ing the  summer.  It  occupies  the  southwest  corner  of  the  field,  about  100  feet 
behind  the  home  plate,  and  is  therefore  especially  adapted  for  the  spectators  at 
baseball  games,  though  the  experience  of  this  fall  indicates  that  it  will  be  of 
considerable  value  at  football  and  track  contests.  The  stand  is  75  feet  long 
and  35  feet  deep.  There  are  four  aisles  and  the  seats  are  arranged  in  three 
sections  with  nine  rows  in  a  section.  It  will  furnish  ample  accommodation  for 
about  350  spectators,  and  additional  seats  can  be  provided  if  occasion  should 
arise.  Under  the  rear  of  the  stand  is  a  room  75  feet  long  and  15  feet  deep 
which  is  to  be  fitted  up  as  a  dressing-room  for  visiting  teams,  for  whom  the 
gymnasium  does  not  afford  convenient  accommodation.  The  architects  were 
Messrs.  Van  Vleck  &  Goldsmith,  of  New  York;  and  the  contractor,  Mr.  C. 
O.  Stone,  of  Middletown.  The  entire  cost  of  the  stand  has  been  $3,371-35. 
of  which  amount  $2,000  was  given  by  Mr.  John  E.  Andrus,  $500  by  the 
Wesleyan  Glee  Club  of  1901-02,  $146.86  was  interest,  and  the  balance  was 
contributed  by  other  friends  whose  names  are  withheld  at  their  request.  The 
cast-iron  columns  are  the  gift  of  Hon.  William  E.  Sessions.

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,,  ^VERY  ALUMNUS  has  been  informed  in  general  terms  with  regard  to  the  cel- 
'^^  ebration  at  the  approaching  Commencement  of  the  Bi-Centenary  of  the 
birth  of  John  Wesley.  In  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin  the  complete  pro- 
gramme is  presented  as  a  part  of  the  calendar;  it  will  be  found  to  differ  in 
some  respects  from  that  already  sent  to  the  alumni.  It  is  surely  unnecessary  to 
remark  that  the  occasion  is  likely  to  be  one  of  unprecedented  interest  from  the 
presence  of  many  distinguished  speakers  and  invited  guests,  and  of  alumni  who 
will  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  of  revisiting  their  Alma  Mater.  Every 
effort  is  making  to  provide  adequate  entertainment  for  all  that  may  come.  But, 
as  is  remarked  in  the  announcement  of  the  Committee,  a  reasonable  foresight  in 
giving  notice  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  accommodations  required  will 
enable  the  preparations  to  be  made  more  satisfactory  than  will  otherwise  be 
possible. 

For  some  years  it  has  been  a  matter  of  earnest  solicitude  to  those  most  inti- 
mately related  to  the  administration  of  the  University  lest  the  annual  income 
should  fall  seriously  behind  the  annual  expenditure.  It  is  indeed  true  that  the 
productive  endowment  is  larger  by  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  than  it  was 
ten  years  ago,  and  that  the  finances  of  the  University  have  been  managed  with 
a  skill  and  prudence  worthy  of  all  praise.  But  the  necessary  enlargement  of 
old  departments  and  the  founding  of  new  departments  demanded  by  new  con- 
ditions have  increased  the  yearly  expenses  to  a  point  where  the  present  endow- 
ment is  no  longer  adequate.  If  rates  of  interest  on  trust  funds  were  now  equal 
to  what  they  were  a  score  of  years  ago,  there  would  be  no  embarrassment.  But 
as  matters  stand  at  present  the  annual  deficit  is  so  large  as  to  be  a  serious  men- 
ace to  the  prosperity  of  the  institution.  The  fact  must  be  stated  plainly,  for  it 
is  evident  that  many  friends  of  Wesleyan,  with  abundant  means,  have  no  ade- 
quate conception  of  what  the  real  needs  of  the  institution  are. 
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In  order  to  bring  up  the  endowment  to  the  level  of  present  requirements  and 
to  carry  on  work  already  begun,  a  plan  has  been  formulated  to  add  a  million  of 
dollars  to  the  permanent  endowment.  The  matter  will  be  brought  in  more 
detail  to  the  attention  of  the  alumni  at  a  future  time.  The  Bi-Centennial  Com- 
mittee, with  the  authorization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  have  appointed  Rev.  I. 
L.  Wood,  of  Mt.  Vernon,  N.  Y.,  Financial  Secretary,  with  the  aim  of  bringing 
before  the  friends  of  the  University  important  facts  relating  to  the  movement 
for  enlarging  the  endowment.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  for 
some  months  the  more  energetic  alumni  have  been  interesting  themselves  in  the 
matter  of  increasing  the  permanent  funds  of  the  University,  and  a  report  of 
the  progress  made  is  to  be  expected  at  the  coming  Commencement. 


During  the  past  few  months  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  has  been  engaged 
in  preparing  a  record  of  the  non-graduates  of  Wesleyan,  to  be  published  regu- 
larly hereafter  as  a  supplement  to  the  Alumni  Record.  Many  difificulties  attend 
the  compilation  of  such  a  record,  owing  in  part  to  the  very  brief  stay  of  some 
students  at  college,  and  in  particular,  to  the  fact  that  the  record  has  not  been 
kept  up  since  1SS2.  

Interesting  details  are  presented  in  this  Bulletin  concerning  the  .Scott  Phys- 
ical Laboratory.  Considerable  progress  has  been  already  made  in  the  construc- 
tion, and  the  building  will  probably  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  the  course  of  the 
ne.xt  collegiate  year. 

Of  Willbur  Fisk  Hall  the  walls  of  the  first  two  stories  are  nearly  completed, 
and  unless  some  unforeseen  hindrance  arises  the  entire  structure  will  be  finished 
in  the  course  of  the  first  term  of  next  year. 

The  erection  of  a  new  chapter-house  by  the  X.  t.  Fraternity  on  a  site  over- 
looking the  front  Campus  will  add  one  more  structure  to  the  quadrangle  of 
buildings  devoted  wholly  or  in  part  to  collegiate  purposes.  Although  the  fra- 
ternities have  no  official  relation  to  the  college,  they  are  generally  recognized  as 
an  important  element  in  college  life  at  Wesleyan,  and  their  suitable  housing  is 
a  matter  of  interest  to  students  and  to  alumni. 

We  note  with  regret  that  Associate  Professor  Faust  has  resigned  his  position 
in  the  Department  of  German  at  Wesleyan  to  accept  the  Directorship  of  the 
Department  of  Modern  Languages  in  the  Nautical  Preparatory  School. 

The  list  of  Class  Secretaries,  and  the  usual  reports  on  Recent  Gifts,  the 
Librar)-,  and  the  Museum,  are  omitted  from  this  issue  on  account  of  lack  of 
space,  but  will  appear  in  the  November  number. 
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EI-CEXTENNIAL  NOTES. 

The  additional  exercises  connected  with  the  Bi-Centennial  celebration  have 
necessitated  several  changes  in  the  usual  Commencement  programme.  The  final 
e.xaminations  will  close  on  Thursday,  June  23,  instead  of  Friday.  The  Prize 
Declamation  contest  between  speakers  from  the  three  lower  classes  will  be  held 
on  Thursday  evening,  the  Senior  competition  for  the  Rich  Prize  in  Oratory  will 
take  place  on  Friday  evening,  as  there  are  to  be  no  student  speakers  at  the 
Commencement  exercises,  and  the  Glee  Club  will  give  the  annual  concert  on 
Saturday  evening. 

By  the  recent  vote  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  name  of  Wesleyan  has  been 
added  to  the  rapidly  increasing  list  of  colleges  where  on  academic  occasions  the 
members  of  the  Faculty  appear  in  the  gow*ns  and  hoods  appropriate  to  their 
respective  degrees.  As  it  is  probable  that  academic  costume  will  also  be  worn 
by  most  of  the  representatives  of  other  institutions  and  the  recipients  of  honor- 
ary degrees,  the  Commencement  exercises  should  gain  much  in  dignity  and 
impressiveness.  In  view  of  the  large  number  entitled  to  participate,  the  proces- 
sion on  Wednesday  morning  will  form  on  the  College  Campus,  and  march  to 
the  Middlesex  Opera  House,  where  the  Commencement  exercises  will  be  held. 
Addresses  will  be  delivered  by  Bishop  Brewster,  Bishop  Andrews,  and  Presi- 
dent Tucker  of  Dartmouth  College,  and  the  degrees,  both  in  course  and  hon- 
orary, be  conferred. 

All  those  interested  in  the  Bi-Centennial  celebration  will  be  glad  to  learn  that 
Mr.  Richard  Watson  Gilder,  editor  of  the  Century  Magazine,  has  written  a  poem 
for  the  occasion,  which  he  will  read  on  Monday  evening  after  the  address  of 
Professor  Winchester.  At  the  close  of  the  exercises  the  Campus  will  be  illumi- 
nated. This  "Campus  Rally"  is  largely  in  charge  of  a  committee  of  under- 
graduates, and  their  plans  provide  for  an  open-air  concert  by  the  Hatch  Military 
Band,  to  be  followed  by  a  "  college  sing"  and  a  "  walk  around."  It  is  expected 
that  the  alumni  will  heartily  cooperate  with  the  undergraduates  in  their  endeavor 
to  make  this  somewhat  informal  celebration  one  of  the  pleasantest  reunions  of  the 
week.  It  will  form  a  most  appropriate  prelude  to  the  gatherings  of  Tuesday, 
which  is  distinctively  "Alumni  Day."  In  the  morning  the  business  meeting  of 
the  Alumni  Association  will  be  held,  followed  by  informal  Campus  reunions  of 
the  classes,  which  will  take  the  place  of  the  usual  class  dinners.  At  2  p.  m.  the 
Alumni  luncheon  will  be  held  in  the  Gymnasium.  The  large  number  likely  to 
attend  has  necessitated  several  changes  in  the  usual  arrangements.  Tables  will 
be  laid  in  the  main  hall  for  the  invited  guests  and  older  classes,  and  in  the 
basement  for  the  younger  alumni.  Opportunity  will  be  given  for  all  to  gather 
up-stairs  to  listen  to  the  after  dinner  speeches.  The  Toastmaster  will  be 
Stephen  H.  OHn  of  the  Class  of  1S66,  and  among  those  who  are  expected 
to  respond  to  toasts  are  President  Eliot  of  Harvard  University,  Hon.  Carroll 
1).  Wright,  Bishop  Hendrix.  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South,  Hon. 
'■.   G.   Reynolds,   '41,   President   of   the  Board  of  Trustees,    Rev.   James   M. 
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Buckley,  and  William  D.  Leonard,  '78.  Even  with  the  increased  accommoda- 
tions the  number  of  seats  is  necessarily  limited,  and  as  it  is  very  important  that 
the  Committee  know  how  many  are  likely  to  attend,  it  is  hoped  that  the  alumni 
will  respond  promptly  to  the  circular  letter  of  the  Committee  on  Entertainment. 
Those  who  do  not  apply  beforehand,  cannot  be  guaranteed  places  at  the  luncheon. 

On  Tuesday  evening  the  address  by  President  Woodrow  Wilson  of  Princeton 
University  will  afford  an  opportunity  of  paying  honor  to  one  whose  hearty 
welcome  is  due  not  only  to  his  official  position  and  high  reputation  as  a  man  of 
letters,  but  even  more  to  the  esteem  and  affection  which  he  won  alike  from  his 
colleagues  and  his  students  during  his  brief  tenure  of  the  chair  of  History  and 
Political  Science  at  Wesleyan.  The  college  counts  itself  fortunate  that  in  spite 
of  his  many  engagements  he  has  accepted  the  invitation  to  deliver  one  of  the 
chief  addresses  of  the  celebration. 

Alumni  on  their  arrival  in  Middletown  are  requested  to  register  at  their  earliest 
convenience  at  the  Library,  where  the  Committee  will  establish  a  Bureau  of  In- 
formation. 

The  Commencement  Luncheon  will  be  open  this  year  to  alumni  and  to  offi- 
cially invited  guests  only,  each  alumnus  being  entitled  to  one  ticket.  The 
accommodations  are  limited  and  tickets  will  be  assigned  in  order  of  application. 
Order  a  ticket  no7v  and  it  will  be  reserved  until  9  A.  M.,  Tuesday,  June  30. 
After  that  hour  it  will  be  subject  to  reassignment.  Tickets  must  be  called  for 
in  person  at  the  Library.  The  Committee  on  Entertainment  has  sent  to  the 
alumni  a  letter  accompanied  by  a  private  mailing  card  to  be  filled  out  and  re- 
turned.    These  cards  will  be  filed  as  received  and  used  as  a  directory. 


THE  JOHN  BELL  SCOTT  MEMORIAL. 
The  Scott  Physical  Laboratory,  now  in  process  of  erection,  on  the  corner  of 
Cross  Street  and  College  Place,  nearly  opposite  Judd  Hall,  will  consist  of  a 
main  building,  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  cut,  and  an  extension  in  the  rear. 
The  main  building  will  be  102  by  51  feet,  outside  measurements,  containing 
basement  and  three  stories.  The  extension  will  be  50  by  30  feet,  with  base- 
ment and  two  stories.  The  basement  and  first  story  will  be  given  up  chiefly  to 
the  more  advanced  laboratory  work.  Four  good  sized  rooms  and  one  very 
large  one  will  be  used  on  these  floors  for  the  department  of  electricity,  besides 
the  storage  battery  room.  No  attempt  has  .been  made  to  keep  any  part  of  the 
building  absolutely  free  from  iron,  although  care  has  been  taken  in  one  corner 
of  the  basement,  by  the  use  of  brass  heating  apparatus,  etc.,  to  avoid  iron 
which  shall  be  subject  to  great  changes  of  temperature.  It  is  hoped  that  thus 
a  fairly  constant  magnetic  field  may  be  secured.  In  the  room  devoted  to  elec- 
trical engineering,  only  comparatively  small  machines  will  be  used,  the  college 
lighting  plant,  as  also  the  college  machine  shop,  remaining  as  at  present  in  the 
boiler-house. 
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The  hrst  lloor.  besides  two  of  the  rooms  above  referred  to  which  are  re- 
served for  electricity,  will  include  an  office,  balance  room,  chemical  room  and 
six  rooms  devoted  to  work  in  optics,  heal  *nd  mechanics.  The  second  story- 
will  contain  the  large  lecture  room,  with  about  150  seats,  the  adjoining  appa- 
ratus room,  two  small  private  laboratories,  an  office,  a  library,  and,  opening- 
from  this,  a  room  for  drafting  and  for  computations.  The  third  floor  will  be 
chiefly  given  to  the  more  elementary  laboratory  work,  containing  in  addition 
a  small  lecture  room,  and  a  well-lighted  room  with  adjoining  dark  rooms  for 
photographic  purposes.  The  basement  is  to  be  of  granite,  the  remainder  of  the 
building  of  Harvard  brick  and  Indiana  limestone.  It  will  cost  over  §100,000. 
The  architect  is  Charles  A.  Rich,  of  New  York  City,  who  has  designed  most  of  the 
fine  group  of  buildings  which  have  been  erected  in  recent  years  at  Dartmouth. 
The  building  is  given  by  Charles  Scott  and  Charles  Scott,  Jr.,  of  Philadelphia, 
the  former  for  many  years  a  trustee  of  Wesleyan,  the  latter  a  graduate  of 
^Vesleyan  in  the  class  of  1S86.  It  is  given  in  memory  of  John  Bell  Scott, 
class  of  i88r,  who  died  from  illness  contracted  while  serving  as  chaplain  in  the 
United  States  Navy  during  the  Spanish- American  ^Var.

Professor  Atwater  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the 
Connecticut  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  and  was  given  leave  of  absence 
for  the  months  of  October  and  November,  1903. 
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Professor  Mead  was  granted  leave  of  absence  during  the  last  half  of  the 
college  year,  1903-04. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed:  "That  it  is  desirable  and  expected 
that  the  Faculty  wear  academic  costume  on  academic  occasions,  beginning  with 
the  Commencement  season  of  1903."  Voted,  also,  that  candidates  for  honor- 
ary degrees  next  Commencement  be  notified  that  they  will  be  expected  to  wear 
gowns  at  the  Commencement  exercises. 

A  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  re-writing  the 
charter  and  by-laws.  The  committee  consisted  of  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  George 
S.  Coleman  and  D.  G.  Downey. 

A  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  consider  the  advisability  of  publishing 
a  memorial  volume  of  the  Bi-Centennial  exercises,  to  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Bi-Centennial  committee  that  the  alumni  lunch- 
eon of  Commencement  week  be  free  to  all  alumni,  was  approved. 

It  was  voted  that  honorary  degrees  this  year  be  conferred  in  English. 

An  expenditure,  not  to  exceed  $10,000,  was  authorized  for  the  purpose  of 
equipping  the  Scott  Memorial  Building,  the  expenditure  of  said  sum  to  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  building  committee. 

Rev.  J.  M.  Buckley  and  Rev.  C.  H.  Buck  were  appointed  to  prepare  a 
minute  concerning  the  late  William  Hoyt,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board. 

Rev.  F.  M.  North  presented  a  minute  on  the  late  Bowles  Colgate,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted  and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes,  by  a  rising  vote. 


DEPARTMENT  NOTES. 
Gkkek. — As  there  is  to  be  no  increase  in  the  teaching  force  during  the  com- 
ing year,  the  work  of  the  department  will  be  rearranged  so  as  to  provide  new 
elective  courses  for  Juniors  and  Seniors.  Course  I.  w-ill  remain  substantially 
unchanged.  In  Course  II.  Thucydides,  Books  VI.  and  VII.  will  be  read  dur- 
ing the  first  half-year,  and  the  Persians  and  Prometheus  Bound  of  Aeschylus 
during  the  second.  Course  III.  will  take  up  New  Testament  Greek.  In 
addition  to  the  lectures  and  recitations,  a  considerable  amount  of  collateral 
reading  will  be  required  in  the  Greek  Testament  and  in  other  books.  The 
Course  will  be  open  to  those  who  take  or  have  taken  Course  II.  In  the  reading 
course  for  Juniors  and  Seniors  (three  hours  a  w-eek),  the  first  half-year  will  be 
given  to  a  study  of  the  Gorgias  of  Plato,  and  the  second  to  a  comedy  of  Aris- 
tophanes and  selections  from  the  Lyric  Poets.  During  the  first  half-year  there 
will  be  offered  a  course  upon  the  Acropolis  of  Athens  and  its  Monuments. 
This  will  necessarily  involve  a  study  of  the  elements  of  Greek  architecture,  and 
of  the  history  of  Athenian  sculpture  until  the  end  of  the  fifth  century,  B.  C. 
The  work  will  include  lectures,  collateral  reading,  and  reports  on  special  topics. 
A  new  course  in  Homer  will  be  offered  during  the  second  half-year.     A  part  of 
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the  Iliad  will  be  read  and  studied  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  language  of  the 
Homeric  poems.  Some  account  will  be  given  of  the  ancient  recensions  of  the 
poem.  The  linguistic  basis  for  the  present  views  on  the  Homeric  question  will 
also  be  discussed.  The  two  latter  courses  will  be  elective  for  those  who  take  or 
have  taken  the  Junior  reading  course.  The  first  half  of  Course  H.  and  the 
course  in  Homer  will  be  given  by  Associate  Professor  Chase;  the  other  courses 
by  Associate  Professor  Paton. 

ROM.A.NCE  Languages. —  i.  Course  II.  in  French  will  be  given  three  hours 
a  week  instead  of  two  as  heretofore. 

2.  A  new  course  will  be  given  next  year  of  two  hours  a  week,  to  take  the 
place  of  Course  III.,  which  will  be  dropped.  It  will  consist  of  advanced  work 
in  grammar,  composition,  and  practice  in  conversation,  and  will  be  elective  for 
those  who  have  taken  Course  I. 

3.  Hereafter  Course  l\'.  in  P'rench  will  be  open  only  to  those  who,  having 
had  Courses  I.,  II.  and  III.,  obtain  special  permission  of  the  instructor. 

4.  An  advanced  Course  in  Spanish,  chief  emphasis  being  laid  on  the  Don 
Quijote  of  Cervantes,  will  be  given  in  place  of  I.  Spanish,  which  will  be 
omitted  next  year. 

5.  A  new  course  will  be  given,  to  be  known  as  Dante  in  English.  The  New 
Life  and  the  Divine  Comedy  of  Dante  will  be  carefully  studied  in  English  trans- 
lations by  the  class,  while  the  instructor  w-ill  endeavor  to  interpret  the  works  of 
Dante  in  the  light  of  the  history,  theology,  philosophy  and  literature  of  the 
Middle  Ages.  Frequent  comparisons  will  be  made  with  the  works  of  the  other 
great  world  poets.     This  course  will  be  elective  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

English  Literature. — The  subject  of  the  Senior  Course  (IV.),  for  next 
year  will  be  New  England  Literature,  1S35-1SS5 — Emerson,  Longfellow, 
Lowell,  Whittier,  Hawthorne,  Holmes. 

History. — The  Historical  Seminary,  Course  VI.,  will  study  the  American 
Revolution  next  j'ear. 

Philosophy.  —  i.  In  1903-04,  Course  V.,  Introduction  to  Philosophy,  will 
be  transferred  to  the  second  half-year  and  enlarged  to  two  hours  per  week.  It 
will  further  be  opened  for  election  to  all  Juniors  and  Seniors  without  restrictions. 

Course  XL,  Readings  in  Modern  Philosophy  will  be  enlarged  to  three  hours 
per  week,  first  half-year,  and  Course  XIL,  Metaphysics,  will  be  reduced  to  two 
hours  per  week,  second  half-year. 

2.  A  list  of  lectures  delivered  before  the  department  in  i902-'o3,  will  be 
found  on  page  14  of  this  Bullktln.  The  plan  of  inviting  specialists  to  speak  on 
subjects  connected  with  their  own  investigations  was  adopted  in  order  to  pro- 
vide opportunity  for  meeting  prominent  psychological  and  philosophical  thinkers 
from  elsewhere  and  for  becoming  directly  acquainted  with  the  latest  results  of 
their  researches.  The  lectures  have  been  thrown  open  to  the  Faculty,  Gradu- 
ate Students  and  the  members  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes.  The  response 
on  the  part  of  those  invited  to  attend  has  been  gratifying,  and  it  is  the  purpose 
of  the  officers  of  the  department  to  arrange  for  a  similar  course  in  i903-'o4. 
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Physics. —  Dr.  Cady  will  offer  a  new  graduate  course  next  year,  meeting 
once  a  week.  The  subject  will  be  Errors  of  Observation  and  the  Method  of 
Least  Squares,  as  applied  in  the  Solution  of  Physical  Problems. 

Chemistry. — Among  the  recent  gifts  by  the  Carnegie  Institution  in  aid  of 
research  is  one  of  §5,000  to  Prof.  Atwater  for  inquiries  with  the  respiration 
calorimeter  at  Wesleyan  during  the  current  year.  The  Atwater-Rosa  calorim- 
eter has  been  so  developed  as  to  make  it  possible  to  measure  nearly  all  the 
factors  of  the  income  and  outgo  of  matter  and  energy  in  the  human  body,  but 
means  for  the  determination  of  the  amount  of  oxygen  actually  used  by  the  body 
have  been  lacking.  To  promote  this  latter  object  was  the  special  purpose  of  the 
grant  by  the  Carnegie  Institution.  The  effort  is  proving  unexpectedly  successful. 
Not  only  has  the  apparatus  been  so  modified  as  to  make  the  measurement  of  the 
oxygen  possible  but  very  satisfactory  experiments  with  a  man  have  already  been 
instituted.  That  the  Carnegie  Institution  should  be  ready  to  promote  such 
forms  of  higher  research  is  very  encouraging  and  it  is  especially  gratifying  to 
the  friends  of  Wesleyan  University  to  know  that  the  Institution  has  been  so 
generous  in  aiding  such  work  in  our  laboratories. 

A  set  of  specimens  illustrative  of  the  manufacture  of  cocoa  and  chocolate  has 
been  recently  presented  to  the  Chemical  Laboratory  from  Huyler's,  New  York. 

In  the  Cryogenic  Laboratory  the  investigation  of  the  so-called  critical  phe- 
nomena of  carbonic  acid  gas  has  been  continued.  It  is  expected  that  this 
inquiry,  which  is  being  prosecuted  in  part  under  a  grant  from  the  Elizabeth 
Thompson  Science  Fund,  will  be  completed  soon  after  Commencement.  The 
liquid  air  plant  has  recently  been  subjected  to  a  thorough  series  of  efficiency 
tests.  Under  varying  conditions,  the  yield  of  liquid  air,  the  amount  of  com- 
pressed air  delivered  by  the  compressor,  and  the  indicated  horse-power  of  the 
motor  have  been  determined.  The  results  are  very  satisfactory  and  will  soon 
be  put  in  print.  The  laboratory  has  received  a  gift  of  $100  from  William  E. 
Sessions  of  Bristol. 

Geology. — A  number  of  relief  maps  have  recently  been  purchased  for  the 
use  of  the  Geological  Department,  from  Edwin  E.  Howell  of  Washington. 
One  of  them,  exhibiting  the  region  of  the  Grand  Canon  of  the  Colorado,  has 
been  placed  in  the  northwest  alcove  of  the  lower  hall  of  the  Museum.  It  is 
about  six  feet  square;  and  the  large  scale  of  the  map  and  the  extraordinary 
character  of  the  topography  of  the  region  have  rendered  it  possible  to  construct 
an  impressive  map  without  any  vertical  exaggeration.  Three  other  relief  maps 
have  been  placed  in  the  recitation-room,  for  more  convenient  use  in  the  classes 
in  Geology  and  Physical  Geography.  One  of  these  is  a  map  of  North  America. 
The  second  is  a  map  of  the  United  States,  with  geological  coloring,  exhibiting 
also  the  spherical  curvature  of  that  portion  of  the  earth's  surface.  The  third  is 
a  map  of  Connecticut,  with  a  surface  of  blackboard  slating,  which  will  permit 
geological  details  or  other  features  to  be  put  on  with  chalk  or  colored  crayons 
as  from  time  to  time  they  may  be  wanted. 
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Bioi-OGY. — Course  IX.,  Bacteriology,  which  has  been  omitted  this  year,  will 
be  given  next  year.  The  character  of  the  course  will  be  somewhat  changed. 
More  attention  will  be  given  to  the  principal  aspects  of  modern  Bacteriology  in 
its  relation  to  sanitation  and  public  health  and  many  important  affairs  of  daily 
life.  It  is  intended  that  the  course  shall  give  a  knowledge  of  the  practical 
relations  of  modern  Bacteriology  to  every  day  questions.

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A  s  was  anticipated,  the  celebration  of  the  Wesley  Bicentennial  at  the 
last  Commencement  proved  an  occasion  of  unprecedented  interest 
both  on  account  of  the  number  of  alumni  and  distinguished  guests  who 
were  present  and  the  high  character  of  the  exercises.  The  entire  pro- 
gram was  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  great  man  whose  name  it  honored,  and 
worthv  the  dignity  of  the  institution. 


At  the  last  Commencement  Professor  John  Monroe  Van  Vleck  rounded 
out  a  half  centurj'  of  service  on  the  faculty  of  Wesleyan  University.  At 
that  time  aLso  he  resigned  the  office  of  Vice-President,  which  he  has  so 
worthily  held  during  the  past  thirteen  years.  Though  relieved  of  ad- 
ministrative duties  he  still  continues  in  charge  of  the  work  of  the  De- 
partment of  Mathematics  and  Astronomy.  The  part  which  Professor 
Van  Vleck  has  had  in  shaping  the  policy  of  Wesleyan  during  the  past 
two  generations  is  unique.  Repeatedly  called  to  the  position  of  Acting 
President  at  critical  periods  in  the  history  of  the  institution,  he  has 
stood  in  relations  to  trustees,  faculty,  graduates,  and  undergraduates 
different  from  those  that  have  fallen  to  any  other  person.  Conservative 
and  yet  progressive,  his  policy  has  become  recognized  as  characteristic 
of  Wesleyan  University,  and  his  work  holds  a  large  place  in  her  perma- 
nent historv.

The  names  of  the  class  secretaries,  so  far  as  known,  will  be  jjrinted  in 
connection  Avith  their  respective  classes,  and  not  in  the  BiLi.KTiN  as  was 
announced  in  a  previous  issue. 

Progress  upon  the  new  buildings  now  in  process  of  erection  is  being 
steadily  made.  The  John  Hell  Scott  T,aboratory  of  Physics  will  doubt- 
less be  read}'  for  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  college  }-ear.  The 
completion  of  Fisk  Hall  has  been  delayed  beyond  the  time  fixed  by  the 
contractor,  but  there  is  good  prospect  that  it  may  be  ready  for  occupancy 
not  later  than  the  middle  of  the  college  year. 

In  tlie  course  of  the  past  summer  the  old  steam  pijjes  leading  to  the 
various  college  buildings  have  been  replaced  by  new  pipes  enclosed  in  a 
protective  packing.  This  change  is  one  of  considerable  importance, 
since  the  loss  of  heat  from  the  defective  old  pipes  was  at  times  a  matter 
of  much  inconvenience  in  severe  weather. 


Encouraging  progress  has  been  made  toward  the  raising  of  the  million 
dollars  to  be  added  to  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  University.  Several 
pledges  of  considerable  amount  have  already  been  secured  and  others 
are  confidently  expected.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  next  BuLi^ETiN  a  more 
detailed  statement  may  be  given.  In  the  meantime  special  emphasis 
should  be  laid  upon  the  fact  that  the  alumni  at  their  last  annual  meet- 
ing pledged  their  best  efforts  toward  raising  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  This  ])ledge  will,  it  is  hoped,  I)e  realized  before  an- 
other Connnencement. 

Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  resolutions  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  memory  of  the  late  William  Hoyt,  w'hose  important  services 
to  the  University  in  various  relations  are  there  set  forth.  These  resolu- 
tions are  briefly  summarized  in  the  present  Bulletin  and  appear  in  full 
in  the  published  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
June  29,  1903. 
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In  the  death  of  Samuel  Talcott  Camp,  which  occurred  very  suddenly 
on  the  morning  of  Juh*  7,  Wesleyan  University  has  lost  a  true  and  val- 
ued friend.  For  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of 
the  Local  Executive  Committee,  he  gave  close  attention  to  the  business 
management  of  the  L^niversity,  and  freely  imparted  the  advice  that  was 
sought  on  every  question  bearing  upon  the  material  welfare  of  the  insti- 
tution. With  many  members  of  the  faculty  he  stood  in  relations  of 
peculiar  intimacj-,  and  his  personal  acquaintance  with  the  student  body 
for  more  than  fifty  years  was  unequalled  by  that  of  any  other  resident 
of  Middletown.  More  than  one  position  of  trust  and  honor  came  to  him 
unsought.  His  conscientious  performance  of  every  duty,  however  small, 
made  him  invaluable.  Himself  a  man  of  the  highest  integrit}-,  he  ex- 
pected from  others  the  same  devotion  to  principle  that  he  exemplified 
in  his  own  life.  But  his  was  a  kindly  spirit,  without  bitterness,  and  his 
memory  will  long  be  gratefully  cherished. 


COMMEN'CEMENT  NOTES. 

Trustee  Meeting. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
was  held  in  Middletown^  beginning  on  the  evening  of  Monday,  June  29, 
and  concluding  on  the  following  day.  Thirty-three  members  were 
present  at  the  roll  call. 

Hon.  George  G.  Reynolds,  LL.  D.,  declined  re-election  as  President  of 
the  Board,  and  was  elected  President  pro  tempore  to  serve  until  his  suc- 
cessor shoiald  be  chosen.  [At  a  special  meeting  held  in  October,  1903, 
Henry  C.  M.  Ingraham,  LL.  D.,  was  elected  President  of  the  Board.] 

Rev.  D.  G.  Downey  was  chosen  Secretary  in  place  of  Rev.  E.  M. 
Mills,  D.  D.,  who  declined  re-election.  The  Board  expressed  its  cordial 
appreciation  of  the  efficient  and  valuable  services  of  Dr.  Mills  and 
ordered  the  same  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes.  Rev.  Charles  H.  Buck 
was  re-elected  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  President  and  the  Finance  Committee  were 
received  and  placed  on  file. 

O.  K.  Eldredge  was  elected  trustee  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  William  Hoyt.  George  S.  Coleman,  S.  T.  Camp,  Rev.  Charles 
H.  Buck,  Hon.  Phineas  C.  Lounsbury,  and  O.  K.  Eldredge  were  elected 
trustees,  their  terms  to  begin  in  1904. 
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It  was  voted  that  the  title  of  W.  C.  Cady  be  Associate  Professor  of 
Physics,  and  that  the  title  of  H.  T.  Baker  he  Tutor  in  p;n,t^lish. 

The  request  of  Professor  E.  B.  Van  Vleck  for  leave  of  alisence  for  the 
college  year,  1904-1905,  was  granted. 

The  resignations  of  J.  M.  Van  Vleck  as  Vice-President  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  of  E.  B.  Rosa  as  Professor  of  Physics  were  accepted,  and 
committees  were  appointed  to  draft  appropriate  resolutions. 

The  Board  accepted  with  cordial  thanks  the  portrait  of  the  late  Presi- 
dent Joseph  Cunimings  offered  by  the  Rev.  F.  M.  Turrentine.  Mr.  Tur- 
rentine  appeared  before  the  Board  and  exhibited  the  portrait,  with  a 
brief  explanation  of  the  circumstances  under  which  it  came  into  his 
possession. 

The  action  of  the  Wesley  Bicentennial  Committee  in  employing  the 
Rev.  Isaac  L.  Wood  as  Financial  Secretary  of  the  University  was  ratified, 
and  the  following  statement  was  adopted  by  the  Board: 

"The  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  annual  meeting  June  30th,  1903,  finds  it- 
self under  that  increasing  financial  stress  which  is  at  once  an  evidence 
of  growth  and  a  pledge  of  permanence.  The  financial  condition  of  the 
University  is  thoroughly  sound,  its  one  need  is  an  enlargement  of  its 
permanent  funds,  and  this  need  is  both  imperative  and  immediate.  The 
Board  herewith  makes  record  of  its  conviction  that  at  the  earliest  day 
possible  one  million  of  dollars  should  be  added  to  the  permanent  funds 
of  the  institution,  and  pledges  its  earnest  support  to  the  special  commis- 
sion already  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  raising  this  fund  and 
to  the  Rev.  Isaac  L.  Wood,  Financial  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  in 
his  endeavor  to  secure  this  great  result  for  the  University." 

The  Trustees  adopted  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote  a  minute  concerning 
the  late  William  Hoj-t,  expressing  their  high  appreciation  of  his  nobility 
of  character,  his  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  University  and  of  its 
Faculty,  and  his  faithful  and  valuable  service  as  Treasurer. 

The  Local  Executive  Committee  was  given  authority  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  b^-  the  resignation  of  F'.  W.  Marvel  as  Director  of  the  Gymnasium. 

[During  the  summer  H.  C.  Swan,  M.  I).,  of  Tufts  Medical  College, 
was  appointed  Director  of  the  Gymnasium  for  one  year.] 

AiAMXi  Association. — The  .Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  was 
held  on  Tuesday  of  Commencement  week,  with  President  W.  H.  Sutton 
in  the  chair.  The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  3'ear  1903-1904: 
President,  W.  P.  Hubbard,  '63;  Vice-Presidents,  Charles  Scott,  Jr,  '86,.

J.  M.  Van  Meek  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Library  Committee 
for  the  term  of  three  years  and  M.  E.  Culver  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

Rev.  W.  V.  Kelley,  D.  D.,  presented  the  greetings  of  the  Trustees  and 
spoke  upon  the  urgent  needs  of  the  University. 

Rev.  F.  M.  Turrentine  of  Highland-on-the-Hudson  presented  to  the 
college  a  portrait  of  President  Joseph  Cunnnings,  which  had  formerly 
l)elonged  to  Amenia  Seminary.  The  portrait  was  received  on  behalf  of 
the  Alumni  by  Rev.  G.  P.  Mains,  D.  D.  The  Secretary  was  directed  to 
convey  in  writing  the  appreciation  of  the  Alumni  of  the  thoughtfulness, 
the  labor,  and  the  consideration  of  Rev.  F.  M.  Turrentine  in  obtaining 
for  the  University  the  portrait  of  President  Joseph  Cummingg, 

Rev.  I.  L.  Wood,  the  financial  agent  of  the  University-,  then  reported 
upon  the  efforts  being  made  to  secure  additional  endowment  for  the 
University. 

F.  D.  Beattys,  '85,  for  the  (Graduate  .Advisory  Committee  on  Athletics, 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Association  a  plan  for  the  management 
of  athletics  at  Wesleyan  I'niversity  by  means  of  an  Athletic  Council, 
comp'>sed  of  alumni,  members  of  the  Faculty,  and  undergraduates.  The 
plan  was  approved  by  the  Association,  and  W.  D.  Leonard,  R.  B.  Hib- 
bard,  and  W.  F.  Little  were  appointed  a  committee  to  nominate  the 
Alumni  members  of  the  Council.  The  members  thus  nominated  and 
elected  were  S.  V.  Coffin,  '89,  C.  H.  Judd,  '94,  and  L.  E.  Gordon,  '94. 
In  addition,  the  following  officers  of  a  proposed  Alimmi  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation were  elected:  President,  D.  L.  Robertson,  '78;  Vice-President, 
J.  C.  Wells,  '88;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  A.  H.  Burdick,  '99.  These 
officers  were  appointed  a  committee  to  determine  the  conditions  of 
membership  in  the  new  association  and  to  prepare  a  constitution. 

On  motion  of  D.  G.  Downey  it  was  voted  that  the  Association  pledge 
its  best  endeavors  to  raise  |i 00,000  among  the  alumni  of  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity. 

The  following  resolution  was  also  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Alumni  Association  of  Wesleyan  University  hereby 
express  its  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  contributors  of  the  Willbur 
I'isk  Memorial  Building  and  to  Mr.  Charles  Scott  and  Mr.  Charles  Scott, 
Jr.,  for  the  magnificent  gift  which  they  have  made  in  the  John  Bell 
Scott  Memorial  Laboratorv  for  Phvsics. 
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Notes. — The  celebration  of  the  Wesley  Bicentennial  brought  together 
a  larger  gathering  than  had  ever  attended  a  Weslej-an  Coniniencenient. 
The  most  complete  lists  obtainable  show  the  presence  of  ninety-two  in- 
vited guests,  of  whom  forty-four  represented  colleges  and  professional 
schools,  thirty-six  Trustees,  and  five  hundred  and  ninety-six  former 
students,  of  whom  only  twenty-seven  were  non-graduates.  Even  more 
gratifying  than  the  large  attendance  was  the  heartiness  with  which  all 
entered  into  the  spirit  of  the  occasion  and  contributed  to  its  succe.ss.

APPOINTMENT  TO  THE  FACULTY. 
Robert  Herndon  Fife,  Jr.,  elected  to  be  Associate  Professor  of  Ger- 
man, was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1895,  with  the 
degrees  of  B.  A.  and  IM.  A.  During  the  next  three  years  he  was  instruc- 
tor in  EvUglish  and  (ierman  at  St.  Albums  School,  Radford,  Va.  He 
spent  the  years  1S98-1901  in  study  at  Gcettingen  and  Leipzig,  receiving 
the  degree  of  Ph.  D.  from  the  latter  university  in  1901.  From  1901  to 
1903  he  was  instructor  in  German  in  the  Western  Reserve  University, 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  His  doctor's  dissertation  has  appeared  in  extended 
form  as  Der  Wortschatr:  des  englisclien  A/aioidez'it/e,  (Leijizig,  Seele  & 
Co.,  1902). 
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DEPARTMENT  NOTEvS. 
Ethics  and  Religion. — The  class  in  Relations  of  Science  and  Re- 
ligion this  year  will  use  as  a  text-book,  Professor  Rice's  book  entitled 
"  Christian  Faith  in  an  Age  of  Science,"  which  is  about  to  be  published 
])y  A.  C.  Armstrong  &  Son. 

Geology. — The  Connecticut  Legislature  at  its  last  session  made  an 
appropriation  of  |3,ooo  to  start,  in  a  humble  way,  a  Geological  and 
Natural  Hi-stor}-  Survey  of  the  state.  With  the  exception  of  the  making 
of  the  topographical  map  of  the  .state,  one-half  of  the  cost  of  which  was 
paid  by  the  state,  and  the  other  half  by  the  United  vStates  Geological 
Survey,  the  state  has  done  nothing  in  the  way  of  a  geological  and  natu- 
ral history  surve)^  since  the  surve}-  established  in  1835,  under  the  direction 
of  vShepard  and  Percival,  the  last  report  of  which,  by  James  G.  Percival, 
the  poet  and  geologist,  was  ])ublished  in  1842.  The  new  organization  is 
placed  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  consisting  of  the 
Governor  of  the  State,  and  the  Presidents  of  Yale,  Trinity,  Wesleyan, 
and  the  State  Agricultural  College.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners 
held  last  summer,  Professor  Rice  was  appointed  Director  of  the  survey, 
and  he  has  been  in  consultation  with  a  number  of  scientific  men  in  the 
state  who  will  undertake  various  parts  of  the  work.  One  piece  of  work 
which  is  to  be  undertaken  at  an  early  date  is  the  preparation  of  a  manual 
of  the  geology  of  the  state.  This  will  prol)ably  be  a  pamphlet  of  about 
100  octavo  pages,  and  will  give  a  .summary  of  our  present  knowledge  of 
the  subject.  It  is  believed  that  such  a  work  will  be  of  special  value  to 
the  teachers  in  the  high  .schools  and  other  educational  institutions.  This 
manual  of  the  geology  of  Connecticut  will  be  the  joint  work  of  Professor 
Rice  and  Professor  H.  E.  Gregory  of  Yale  University. 

During  the  past  summer  Mr.  Loper  has  been  employed  under  the 
auspices  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  in  the  study  of  the 
Cambrian  formation  of  Cape  Breton.  In  this  expedition  Mr.  Loper  col- 
lected more  than  4,000  specimens  of  fossils,  which  are  likely  to  prove  of 
great  value  in  connection  with  the  important  .studies  on  the  Cambrian 
which  are  being  prosecuted  by  Mr.  Walcott,  the  Director  of  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey.  The  preliminary  examination  of  Mr.  Loper's 
collection  which  has  been  made,  shows  that  he  has  obtained  one  large 
Trilobite  which  is  probablj^  a  species  entirely  new  to  science. 

German. — Professor  Fife,  in  taking  charge  of  the  department,  has 
made  certain  rearrangements  in  the  schedule  of  courses.  Course  III. 
in  conversational  German  has  been  extended  in  scope  and  Kron's  Ger- 
man Daily  Life  is  used  as  a  basis  for  the  work.  Course  V.,  which  was 
formerly  devoted  to  Goethe  and  Schiller,  is  now  limited  to  Goethe,  and 
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the  second  half-year  is  spent  on  I-'aust  and  the  Faust  Legend.  Former 
Course  \'III.,  rapid  readings  in  contemporary  German  literature,  has 
been  replaced  by  two  half-year  courses:  Course  VI.,  a  general  study  of 
Nineteenth  Century  German  literature,  and  Course  VII.,  devoted  to  the 
life  and  works  of  Heine.  Former  Course  VII.  is  now  numbered  VIII. 
Former  Courses  VI.,  Middle  High  German,  and  IX.,  German  Seminary, 
are  omitted  this  j-ear.  Next  year  two  half-year  courses,  IX.  and  X., 
will  be  given  in  Old  High  German  and  Middle  High  German  respectively. 
These  courses  are  intended  primarily  for  graduate  students,  and  in 
successive  years  will  probably  alternate  between  elementary  and  ad- 
vanced work. 


RECENT  GIFTS. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  Bulletin  in  December,  1902,  the  following 
gifts  have  been  received: 

Paj-ments  on  account  of  the  Twentieth  Century  Fund  have  amounted 
to  559-506.37.  Including  previous  payments,  there  is  available  for  the 
erection  of  Willbur  Fisk  Hall  the  sum  of  180,595.60,  of  which  11,039.58. 
is  accrued  interest. 

The  sum  of  $1,922.15  has  been  received  for  the  Wesley  Bicentennial 
Fund.  The  University  has  also  received  from  the  late  Joseph  Van  Vleck 
the  sum  of  125,000  in  payment  of  his  subscription  toward  the  building 
and  equipment  of  an  Astronomical  Observatory.  From  Charles  Scott 
has  been  received  |6o,ooo  and  from  Charles  Scott,  Jr.,  |5,ooo  on  account 
of  the  John  Bell  Scott  Memorial  Laboratory.  For  the  George  W.  Shonk 
Scholarship  Fund,  John  J.  Shonk,  of  Plymouth,  Mass.,  has  given  |4,ooo 
and  Mrs.  Ida  Shonk  f  1,000. 

The  contributions  for  current  expenses  and  for  deficit  amount  to 
13,625;  for  tuition,  f95o;  for  the  Cryogenic  Laboratory,  5505,28;  for  the 
salar}-  of  the  Ph3-sical  Director,  5576.50;  and  for  other  purposes,  I73.22. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  has  returned  f3,545,  being  the 
excess  of  legacy  taxes  collected  from  the  bequests  of  J.  H.  Sessions  and 
A.  S.  Hunt.     The  expenses  in  recovering  these  taxes  were  $354.50. 

Rev.  John  Gowdy,  '97,  of  the  Anglo-Chinese  College,  Foo  Chow, 
China,  desiring  to  be  represented  in  some  way  at  the  Wesley  Bicenten- 
nial celebration,  employed  two  men  last  winter  to  form  a  collection  of 
Chinese  coins,  which  he  has  sent  as  a  gift  to  the  University.  The  col- 
lection has  been  assorted  and  labeled  and  niimbers  more  than  two  hun- 
dred specimens,  dating  from  the  fifth  century  before  CKrist  down  to  the 
present  time.     Accompanying  the  collection,  which  is  now  in  the  coin 
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cabinet  in  the  Library,  Mr.  Gowdy  sent  a  list  of  the  Chinese  dynasties  in 
Chinese  characters  with  an  English  translation.  This  list  will  be  of  con- 
siderable service  in  the  study  of  the  large  number  of  Chinese  coins  which, 
the  University  now  possesses. 


THE  LIBRARY. 

From  November  i,  1902,  to  October  31,  1903,  the  sum  of  $375.50  was- 
received  on  account  of  subscriptions  to  the  Alunmi  Library  Endowment. 
The  University  has  received  from  the  United  States  Government  the  war 
tax  paid  on  the  Hunt  legacy.  After  deducting  certain  expenses  the 
amount  thus  added  to  the  Hunt  Library  Endowment  is  $2,065.50.  In 
addition  $434.50  has  been  transferred  from  income  to  principal,  increas- 
ing the  Hunt  Library  PCndowment  to  $30,000.  The  Alumni  Library 
Endowment  and  the  Hunt  Library  Endowment  amount  together  to 
I65.344-53- 

There  have  been  presented  to  the  Library  during  the  year  ending 
April  30,  1903,  764  bound  volumes,  2,294  pamphlets  and  numbers  of  peri- 
odicals, and  285  maps.  In  addition  40  periodicals  have  been  received 
regularly  as  gifts.  The  most  important  gift  of  the  year  was  an  almost 
complete  set  of  the  publications  of  the  Egypt  Exploration  Fund,  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  John  Bentley,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Other  principal  donors 
were  the  United  States  Government,  the  State  libraries  of  Connecticut 
and  New  York,  the  Connecticut  State  Board  of  Pxlucation,  the  Maryland 
Geological  Survey,  the  Washburn  Observatory,  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society,  and  the  following  individuals:  Prof.  A.  C.  Armstrong, 
Hon.  F.  E.  Barker,  '74,  A.  R.  Crittenden,  Rev.  J.  C.  W.  Coxe,  '63,  W.  B. 
Ferguson,  Prof.  W.  C.  Fisher,  Hon.  J.  R.  Hawley,  L.  R.  Hazen,  R.  D. 
Milner,  '98,  Prof.  J.  M.  Paton,  Miss  G.  G.  Pike,  Hon.  O.  H.  Piatt,  B.  A.

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  Library  from  June  i,  1902,  to 
May  31,  1903,  was  1,549.  They  were  obtained  as  follows:  By  purchase, 
635;  by  binding  periodicals  and  pamphlets,  292;  by  exchange,  25;  by 
gift,  633.  Deducting  36  volumes,  exchanged,  sold,  or  lost,  there  remains 
a  net  addition  of  1,549  volumes.  The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the 
Library  at  the  present  time  is  64,000. 

From  June  i,  1902,  to  May  31,  1903,  5,870  books  and  periodicals  were 
drawn  from  the  Library  for  home  use.  In  addition  877  volumes  were 
withdrawn  from  circulation  and  reserved  either  in  the  Library  or  in 
seminarv  rooms. 
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The  reclassificalioii  work  of  tlic  ])asl  suiiiiiier  covered  Ainerieaii  his- 
tory, geoj;ra})hv,  ami  lra\el.  about  3,000  vohmies  in  all.  The  total  iiuui- 
ber  of  vohiines  chissified  is  42,o(X). 


THK  MUSEUM. 

The  Curator  of  the  Museum  has  nearly  completed  a  rearrangement  of 
the  mineralogical  collections.  The  shelves,  which  were  somewhat  over- 
crowded, are  being  relieved  by  putting  some  of  the  inferior  specimens 
into  drawers,  and  the  best  .specimens  are  thus  more  advantageou.sly  dis- 
played. New  printed  labels  are  being  prepared  for  the  specimens  on 
the  shelves. 

The  following  are  among  the  most  important  donations  to  the  Museum 
which  have  been  received  since  the  last  Bulletin:  a  collection  of  about 
170  human  and  animal  figures  and  other  small  objects,  from  the  ancient 
temjjles  of  Assouan  in  p;gypt,  presented  by  Mr.  Clarence  S.  Wadsworth; 
an  Indian  mortar  from  New  Milford,  Conn.,  presented  by  Mr.  C.  O. 
Stone;  a  specimen  of  an  Angora  goat,  which  has  been  finely  mounted, 
presented  bv  Mr.  D.  \V.  Clarke;  a  fine  mounted  specimen  of  a  peacock, 
presented  by  Mr.  J.  Peters  Pelton;  a  collection  of  108  birds'  eggs,  pre- 
sented by  -Mr.  Richard  L.  deZeng;  and  a  model  of  the  famous  Welcome 
Nugget  from  Ballarat,  Australia,  pre.sented  by  Professor  Atwater. 


THE  ATHLETIC  COUNCIL. 
For  a  number  of  years  the  management  of  athletics  at  Wesleyan  has 
been  divided  among  three  bodies— the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Undergraduate  Athletic  Association,  an  Advisory  Committee  of  Alumni 
elected  by  the  undergraduates,  and  the  Faculty,  who  have  for  the  most 
part  confined  their  general  power  of  supervision  to  the  enforcement  of 
the  eligibility  rules  and  such  control  of  the  schedule  of  games  as  should 
prevent  any  excessive  absence  from  college  duties.  While  this  method 
has  been  fairly  successful,  it  has  for  some  time  seemed  to  those  especially 
interested,  that  a  closer  union  of  I'aculty,  alumni,  and  undergraduates, 
in  a  governing  council  composed  of  representatives  of  these  three  bodies, 
would  yield  more  satisfactory  results.  I^a.st  spring  a  con.stitution  for 
such  a  council  was  prepared  by  a  committee  consisting  of  Professor 
Nicolson,  E.  U.  vSteele,  '94,  and  Z.  P.  Bennett,  1903,  acting  by  the  ap- 
])ointment  of  the  .Alumni  Advisory  Committee.  This  constitution  was 
a])prove(l  at  once  by  the  Undergraduate  Athletic  Association,  and  l)y  the 
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Alumni  Association  at  its  annual  meeting  in  June.  This  fall  it  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Faculty  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  adoption  of  certain  conditions  which  will  be  incorporated  in  the 
revised  constitution  now  in  preparation.  The  Board  of  Trustees  has 
approved  the  formation  of  an  Athletic  Council  on  the  terms  proposed 
by  the  Faculty.  The  Council  is  composed  of  the  following  members: 
Faculty,  Professors  Nicolson,  Paton  and  Dodge;  Alumni,  S.  V.  Coffin,  '89, 
L.  E.  Gordon,  '94,  C.  H.  Judd,  '94;  Undergraduates,  H.  F.  Legg,  E.  Mac- 
Naughten,  C.  A.  Stone,  the  Managers  of  the  track,  base-ball  and  foot- 
ball teams.  It  has  organized  by  electing  Mr.  Coffin  President,  Professor 
Dodge  Vice-President,  and  Mr.  Legg  Secretary.  It  is  proposed  to  or- 
ganize in  the  near  future  an  Alumni  Athletic  Association,  whose  mem- 
bers will  elect  the  alumni  representatives  on  the  Council.  It  is  believed 
that  the  new  Council  will  not  only  conduce  to  an  harmonious  manage- 
ment of  the  athletic  interests  of  the  college,  and  the  development  of  a 
consistent  and  well-considered  policy,  but  also  .secure  renewed  interest 
and  hearty  support  from  the  alumni. 


CHI  PSI  FRATERNITY  HOUSE. 
The  Alpha  Alpha  of  Chi  Psi  has  nearly  completed  the  erection  of  a 
new  chapter  house  on  Cross  Street  nearly  opposite  Judd  Hall.  The 
house  is  in  the  form  of  a  letter  H,  two  stories  high,  with  low  roof  effect. 
The  architectural  .style  is  copied  from  English  models.  The  first  story 
is  of  brown  stone  and  brick,  and  the  second  story  of  stained  shingles. 
The  first  floor,  containing  the  reception  and  living  rooms,  will  be  fin- 
ished in  Flemish  oak  and  the  walls  hung  with  burlap.  The  second 
floor  will  be  finished  in  hard  woods  and  arranged  in  suites,  each  contain- 
ing a  study,  sleeping  room  and  bath,  to  accommodate  sixteen  men.  The 
architect  is  Mr.  Elmer  F.  Almiral  of  New  York,  and  the  contractor,  Mr. 
Horace  Butler  of  Middletown.  The  cost  including  furnishings  will 
amount  to  about  ^40,000.  The  fraternity  expects  to  move  into  the  lodge 
during  the  winter.

SINCE  the  last  issue  of  the  Bulletin  the  new  buildings  have  ad- 
vanced steadily  toward  completion.  While  the  work  on  Willbur 
Fisk  Hall  has  not  progressed  so  rapidly  as  was  anticipated,  the  contrac- 
tors have  now  finished  their  task  and  the  building  is  ready  to  receive  its 
furniture.  At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  necessary 
expenditures  for  this  purpose  were  authorized,  and  it  seems  certain  that 
the  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  opening  of  the  next 
college  year.  It  is  intended  to  dedicate  the  building  at  Conmiencement. 
The  exterior  of  the  John  Bell  Scott  ^Memorial  Laboratory  has  been 
finished,  while  work  on  the  interior  has  already  advanced  to  such  a 
point  that  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  this  building  also  will  be 
ready  for  use  in  September. 

The  .sixth  edition  of  the  Supplement  to  the  Alumni  Record  was  pub- 
lished in  December.  It  contains  alphabetical  lists  of  the  Facult}-,  living 
graduates,  non-graduates,  and  honorary  alumni;  the  names  of  all  alumni, 
and  of  all  non-graduates,  arranged  by  classes;  and  a  table  showing 
the  geographical  di.stribution  of  graduates  and  non-graduates.  The 
tables  of  statistics  show  that  of  the  2,398  alumni,  72  per  cent,  are  liv- 
ing. Of  these,  22  per  cent,  are  engaged  in  educational  work,  19  per  cent, 
are  in  the  active  ministry,  17  per  cent,  in  business,  12  per  cent,  are  law- 
yers, and  5  per  cent,  physicians.  The  only  changes  from  the  ratios  of 
the  fifth  edition  (1901)  are  an  increase  of  i  per  cent,  in  those  engaged  in 
educational  work  and  in  business,  and  a  decrease  of  i  per  cent,  in  the 
number  of  lawyers.  Copies  of  the  Record  may  be  obtained  by  apply  - 
ing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty,  Professor  F.  W.  Nicolson. 
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During  the  past  four  years  an  increased  interest  in  debate  has  been 
manifested  by  the  undergraduates.  This  is  undou1)tedly  (hie  in  great 
measure  to  the  establishment  in  1900  of  the  annual  debate  with  Williams 
College.  Following  this  was  the  change  in  the  method  of  appointing 
the  four  contestants  in  the  Briggs  Prize  Debate,  whereby  tliey  were 
selected  not  from  the  Junior  class  but  after  a  competition  open  to  all 
classes.  Last  year  arrangements  were  made  for  an  annual  del)ate  with 
Syracuse  Universit}-  to  be  held  near  the  end  of  the  winter  term.  Of  the 
four  debates  with  Williams,  each  college  has  won  two,  Wesleyan  being 
victorious  at  Middletown  last  November.  The  first  debate  with  Syracuse 
was  held  at  SN'racuse  on  March  28,  and  again  Wesleyan  w^as  successful. 
The  Freshmen  debaters  also  defeated  Mount  Hermon  School  on  April 
16.  The  only  formal  instruction  in  debate  provided  by  the  University  is 
a  course  for  Seniors  conducted  by  Professor  Winchester.  The  under- 
graduates, however,  have  organized  a  debating  society  with  member- 
ship from  the  three  upper  classes,  and  a  Freshman  society.  Both  bodies 
meet  regularly  throughout  the  college  year,  and  choose  from  their  mem- 
bers the  competitors  in  the  preliminary  trials  by  which  the  representa- 
tives in  the  public  debates  are  selected. 


The  University  has  recently  purchased  the  Hubl)ard  Clarke  estate  on 
the  corner  of  High  Street  and  Wylh's  Avenue,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  this  house  will  now  become  the  Presi- 
dent's residence.  In  connection  with  this  purchase  Miss  Jennie  M. 
Clarke  has  established  a  scholarship  fund  of  f  10,000,  to  bear  the  name 
of  her  uncle,  the  late  Samuel  D.  Hubbard.  This  fund  is  subject  to  an 
annuity  during  the  lifetime  of  Miss  Clarke. 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  Bi'LLKTiN  attention  was  called  to  the  comple- 
tion by  Professor  J.  M.  \'an  Vleck  of  fifty  years  of  service  on  the  Faculty, 
and  to  his  retirement  from  the  Vice-Presidency.  By  the  recent  action  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  he  has  now  been  made  Professor  Emeritus,  and, 
at  his  own  request,  relieved  from  obligation  to  further  service,  though 
retaining  the  privilege  of  giving  such  elective  courses  in  his  ilepartment 
as  he  may  see  fit. 
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By  the  death  of  Professor  R.  G.  Hibbard,  Wesleyan  University  has  lost 
one  of  her  oldest  instructors,  who  during  more  than  fort}-  years  of  faith- 
ful service  won  the  respect  and  affection  of  his  colleagues  and  pupils. 
The  minute  adopted  by  the  Faculty  expresses  in  some  measure  the  sor- 
row of  those  with  whom  he  had  been  so  long  associated,  but  his  loss  will 
also  be  deeply  mourned  by  the  many  alumni,  who  knew  and  loved  him. 


During  the  month  of  May  Professor  Winchester  has  been  in  Los  An- 
geles, California,  in  attendance  upon  the  General  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as  one  of  the  lay  delegates  from  the  New 
York  East  Conference.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  among  the  dele- 
gates to  the  General  Conference  are  twenty-six  Wesleyan  graduates 
and  six  non-graduates. 


Professor  Mead,  who  was  granted  leave  of  absence  for  the  second  half 
of  the  present  college  year,  sailed  from  New  Y^ork  on  March  12  for 
Gibraltar.  After  visiting  S])ain  and  Italy,  he  will  go  to  \'ienna,  where 
he  expects  to  spend  the  summer  in  stud}-. 


The  University  Sermon  this  year  will  be  preached  by  the  Rev.  Bishop 
John  H.  Vincent,  vS.  T.  D.,  LL.  D. 


Owing  to  lack  of  space  the  publication  of  the  reports  of  Recent  Gifts, 
the  Library,  and  the  Museum  has  been  postponed  until  the  next  numl^er 
of  the  Bulletin. 


RALPH  GUERNSEY'  HIBBARD. 

The  Faculty  have  placed  on  their  records  the  following  minute  on  the 
death  of  Professor  Hibbard: 

The  Faculty  of  W'esleyan  University  wish  to  record  their  sense  of  the 
loss  sustained  by  the  University,  and  their  own  poignant  sorrow,  at 
the  sudden  death  of  Professor  Ralph  Guernsey  Hibbard.  Professor 
Hibbard  had  been  a  member  of  the  Faculty  for  forty-four  years,  and 
enjoyed  the  ever  increasing  respect  of  the  many  classes  who  had  been 
his  pupils,  and  the  loving  regard  of  a  great  circle  of  friends.  A  most 
pleasing  voice  and  manner,  cultivated  by  long  training  and  directed  by 
ri  refined  taste,  made  him  an  excellent  teacher  of  the  art  of  public 
speech.  As  a  reader  he  had  few  superiors;  it  was  a  rare  pleasure  to 
listen  to  his  sympathetic  interpretation  of  some  of  the  choicest  passages 
of  our  literature.  But  while  Professor  Hibbard  was  highly  esteemed  in 
his  profession,   he  was  universally  beloved  as  a  friend.     His  gracious 
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dijjnity  of  manner,  his  genial  and  affable  temper,  his  unfailing  courtesy 
and  genuine  unselfishness  won  the  hearts  of  all  who  knew  him.  A  most 
useful  citizen,  an  earnest  Christian,  he  will  be  missed  in  all  the  best 
activities  of  city  and  church;  but  nowhere,  save  in  the  home  he  has  left, 
will  he  be  more  sadly  missed  than  in  the  college  he  has  served  so  long 
and  in  the  circle  of  the  Faculty  by  whom  he  was  so  highly  esteemed  and 
so  genuinely  beloved. 

TRUSTEE  MEETING. 
A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wesleyan  University 
was  held  at  150  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York,  on  Friday,  April  15,  1904,  at  2 
p.  M.,  President  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham  in  the  chair. 

Professor  J.  M.  Van  Vleck,  who  has  completed  fifty-one  years  of  ser- 
vice in  the  work  of  the  University,  was  at  his  own  request  released  from 
obligation  to  further  service.  His  title  was  changed  to  Professor  Emer- 
itus, with  the  privilege  of  giving  such  electives  in  his  department  as  he 
may  see  fit. 

The  following  persons  were  reappointed  for  one  year: 

Francis  G.  Benedict,  Ph.  D.,  to  be  Associate  Professor  of  Chemistry. 
George  M.  Butcher,  Ph.  D.,  to  be  Associate  Professor  of  History. 
Ralph  C.  Super,  M.  A.,  to  be  Tutor  in  Modern  Languages. 
William  M.  Esten,  M.  S.,  to  be  Assistant  in  Biology. 
Horace  C.  Swan,  M.  D.,  to  be  Director  of  the  Gymnasium. 
All  other  prospective  changes  in  the  Faculty  were  referred  to  the 
General  Executive  Committee  with  power. 

A  sum  not  exceeding  l7,ooo  was  appropriated  for  the  equipment  of 
Willbur  Fisk  Hall,  the  spending  of  the  amount  being  referred  to  the 
Local  Executive  Committee  with  the  addition  of  Mr.  W.  U.  Pearne. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  purchase  of  the  Clarke  property 
was  offered,  accepted,  and  ordered  placed  upon  the  minutes.  It  was 
voted  that  the  property  be  designated  as  the  President's  Residence. 


DEPARTMENT  NOTES. 
Greek.— The  following  changes  will  be  made  in  the  courses  in  Greek 
for  next  year.  A  new  course  (III.)  will  be  given  in  the  history  of  Greek 
literature.  It  will  meet  once  a  week,  and  in  addition  to  lectures  and 
recitations,  each  student  will  be  expected  to  pursue  a  short  course  of 
reading  in  Greek  or  English.  In  Course  IV.  (three  hours  a  week)  De- 
mosthenes' Oration  on  the  Crown  will  be  studied  during  the  first  half- 
year,  and  three  Greek  tragedies  during  the  second.  During  the  first 
half-vear  a  new  course,  meeting  twice  a  week,  will  be  offered  in  Athe- 
nian social  and  public  life.     It  will  treat  of  slavery,  trades  and  other 
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occupations,  the  organization  of  religion  and  its  relation  to  the  State, 
and  the  public  and  political  duties  of  the  citizen.  Instruction  will  be 
chiefly  by  lectures,  but  special  topics  will  be  assigned  to  the  students  for 
investigation  and  report.  These  courses  will  be  given  bv  Associate  Pro- 
fessor Paton.  Associate  Professor  Chase,  in  addition  to  conducting  the 
first  half  of  Course  II.,  will  repeat  his  course  in  General  Linguistics. 
This  course  treats  of  the  general  principles  of  the  science  of  language, 
and  is  intended  not  merely  for  students  of  Latin  and  Greek,  but  for  all 
who  are  interested  in  the  problems  connected  with  the  growth,  develop- 
ment, and  relationship  of  languages  in  general. 

Romance  Languages. — A  seminary  course  (VI.  French)  will  be  given 
next  year,  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  propose  to  teach  French. 
The  work  will  consist  in  the  study  of  grammar,  composition,  the  pho- 
netics of  French  pronunciation,  methods  of  teaching,  and  bibliography. 

Philosophy. — According  to  the  announcement  made  in  the  Bulletin 
a  year  ago.  Course  V.,  Introduction  to  Philosophy,  has  been  given  in 
1903-1904,  in  an  enlarged  and  remodeled  form,  as  an  elective  for  Juniors 
and  Seniors.  This  is  a  return  to  the  practice  which  was  followed  in 
18S8-1895,  and  it  is  intended  to  continue  the  same  arrangement  in  the 
future.  In  its  present  form  the  course  is  planned  as  a  first  course  in 
philosophy  proper,  and  so  to  meet  the  needs  of  different  classes  of  stu- 
dents. For  those  who  purpose  to  elect  the  advanced  courses  in  the 
department  it  may  serve  as  a  course  in  philosophical  encyclopedia.  For 
students  in  other  departments  it  includes,  further,  a  summary  account 
of  the  fundamental  philosophical  problems  and  the  principal  solutions 
which  have  been  proposed  for  them,  adding  thus  a  brief  outline  of 
philosophy  to  the  discussion  of  its  scope  and  relations.  Opportunit}-  is 
also  given  for  considering  the  interrelations  of  the  different  types  of 
modern  thinking,  and  the  various  branches  of  academical  study. 

A  duplicate  of  the  photographic  recording  apparatus,  which  was 
recently  designed  by  Prof.  Dodge  for  the  quantitative  study  of  the 
movement  of  the  eyes,  was  constructed  during  the  winter  for  Columbia 
L'niversity,  to  be  used  in  graduate  research  in  the  Psychological  Labo- 
ratory of  that  institution. 

Physics. — For  the  Electrical  Laboratory,  a  standard  potentiometer  out- 
fit has  been  purchased  from  the  Leeds  &  Northrup  Compan}-  of  Philadel- 
phia, for  use  in  calibrating  electrical  instruments  and  in  research  work. 

Che:mistry. — With  the  aid  of  the  grant  from  the  Carnegie  Institution, 
improvements  have  been  made  in  the  respiration  calorimeter  which  per- 
mit of  the  direct  determination  of  the  amounts  of  oxygen  consumed  by 
a  man  in  the  respiration  chamber.  The  results  have  been  unexpectedly 
successful. 
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The  _i(!-aiit  of  55. oo"  for  the  year  1903  by  the  Carnej^ie  Institution  to 
Professor  Atwater  in  aid  of  respiration  calorimeter  experiments  has  been 
renewed  for  the  year  1904,  with  an  increase  to  |7,ooo. 

Instruction  in  the  course  in  Liquefaction  of  Gases  is  much  facilitated 
this  year  by  the  use  of  a  very  complete  series  of  diagrams  and  charts. 
These  were  made  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Schutt,  '04,  and  illustrate  very  effectively 
the  history  of  the  subject,  representing  as  the}-  do  nearly  every  impor- 
tant advance  in  the  mastery  of  high  pressure  and  low  temperature  from 
the  time  of  Faraday  down  to  the  present. 

Owing  to  the  unusually  cold  winter  the  efficienc}^  tests  of  the  liquid 
air  plant,  which  were  begun  last  3-ear,  were  suspended  for  some  months. 
Curiously  enough,  extreme  cold  weather  is  unfavorable  to  the  produc- 
tion of  liquid  air  in  the  present  temporary  quarters,  as  it  renders  proper 
lubrication  of  the  machinery  difficult  and  at  times  quite  impossible.  The 
work  is  now  in  progress  again,  however,  and  with  very  satisfactory  re- 
sults. Friends  of  the  college  will  be  interested  to  know  that  the  liquefier 
now  in  use,  which  was  constructed  here  at  the  laboratory,  yields  easily 
from  three  to  four  times  as  much  liquid  air  per  horse-power  per  hour 
as  any  other  of  equal  size  in  the  world. 

Biology. — The  Agricultural  Department  at  Washington  has  made  ar- 
rangements to  cooperate  with  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  of  Wes- 
leyan  University  and  the  dairy  department  of  the  Storrs  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station  in  carrying  out  experiments  upon  problems  con- 
nected with  the  manufacture  of  soft  cheeses.  The  problems  concerned 
are  largely  those  of  bacteriolog}-  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  the  work 
is  to  be  vmdertaken  in  connection  with  the  laboratories  at  Weslej-an. 
The  experiments  are  to  be  carried  out  parth'  at  Storrs  where  the  more 
practical  problems  will  be  studied,  and  partly  at  Wesleyan  where  the 
work  done  will  be  of  a  more  scientific  nature.  The  whole  line  of  investi- 
gation is  under  the  general  direction  of  Professor  Conn,  who  visits  the 
station  at  Storrs  weekly  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  work  at  that  place. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  investigation  may  be  the  means  of  establishing  a 
new  industry  in  this  country. 

A  part  of  the  work  of  the  State  Geological  and  Natural  History  Sur- 
vey of  Connecticut  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  Professor  Conn. 
This  work  consists  of  the  .study  of  the  microscopic  life  of  the  waters  of 
the  state  and  is  in  line  with  work  that  has  been  done  in  the  Biological 
Laboratory  at  Wesleyan  University  for  a  number  of  years.  The  work  is 
to  be  partly  compilation  of  previous  work,  but  largely  new  work.  In 
this  work  Professor  Conn  will  be  aided  by  Miss  Lucia  Hazen  who  will 
give  special  attention  to  the  Algie.  Professor  Conn  himself  will  study 
the  Protozoa  and  the  bacteria.  He  will  devote  a  part  of  the  coming 
summer  to  this  work.

YOUNG  MEN'vS  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION. 

The  following  report  upon  the  work  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  has  been  furnished  by  Mr.  A.  R.  Gifford,  President  during 
1903-1904: 

Throughout  the  ])ast  year  the  healthy  tone  of  the  spiritual  life  of  our 
men  has  been  manifested  in  faithful  attendance  upon  the  devotional 
meetings  and  by  willingness  to  aid  the  various  committee  chairmen 
when  necessary.  During  the  second  week  of  December  special  services 
of  an  evangelical  nature  were  held  under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev. 
F.  W.  Hannan,  '90,  and  Rev.  T.  S.  Henderson,  '92.  Although  there  was 
a  marked  absence  of  sensationalism,  the  college  body  was  deeply  stirred. 
All  were  profoundly  influenced  by  the  helpful  addresses  of  Messrs. 
Henderson,  Hannan,  and  others  of  our  alumni.  Over  thirty  men  at  this 
time  took  a  positive  stand  for  "  the  better  things." 

The  Missionary  Volunteer  Band  numbers  six  members.  During  the 
year  two  Mission  Study  Classes,  having  a  total  membership  of  twenty- 
five,  have  been  maintained,  with  a  good  percentage  in  attendance.  The 
Association  has  guaranteed  $400  for  the  support  of  the  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity Mission  Institute  at  Chung-king,  West  China,  of  which  Joseph 
Beech,  '99,  is  principal  and  founder.  This  work,  which  has  been  highly 
commended  by  Bishop  Moore  and  others,  deserves  the  hearty  support  of 
both  undergraduates  and  alumni. 

A  large  Bible  Study  Class  has  taken  up  the  Life  of  Paul,  based  upon 
Burton's  "  Records  and  Letters  of  the  Apostolic  Age,"  binder  the  direc- 
tion of  Professor  Rice.  In  addition  six  group  classes  with  from  six  to 
twelve  members  each  have  been  organized  in  various  fraternity  houses. 

The  Neighborhood  Work  Committee  has  continued  the  usual  work  at 
the  Poor  Farm  and  the  supplying  of  preachers,  Sunday  School  teachers, 
and  speakers.  The  Sunday  School  for  the  children  of  employees  at  the 
Benvenue  quarry  has  also  been  continued. 
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The  Membership  Coininittee  secured  i6o  members.  During  the  first 
week  of  college  this  committee  conducted  an  Information  Bureau,  at 
which  over  $200  worth  of  second-hand  books  was  sold  for  students.  The 
exchange  of  furniture,  securing  of  rooms,  and  other  arrangements  were 
also  facilitated  by  the  Bureau. 

For  the  first  time  in  some  years  the  Financial  Committee  was  able  to 
report  that  the  Association  was  entirely  out  of  debt. 

At  present  the  Association  work  demands  more  time  than  undergrad- 
uate officers  can  justly  be  expected  to  give  to  it.  It  is  hoped  some 
arrangement  can  be  made  soon  for  securing  a  paid  secretary  who  would 
give  at  least  one-half  of  his  time  to  the  Association.  Those  who  have 
been  at  Weslevan  for  four  years  appreciate  the  fact  that  one  great 
need  of  the  Association  is  an  Association  Building.  The  very  fact  of 
such  a  building  would  give  the  Association  a  deeper  hold  upon  more 
men  than  can  at  present  be  reached.  The  work  of  the  Association  itself 
would  be  given  a  definiteness  and  tangibility  not  at  present  apparent  to 
those  not  actively  connected  with  it.  It  is  hoped  that  this  need— which 
is  so  real — will  before  long  be  recognized  and  met  by  some  generous 
alumnus. 


WEvSLEY  BICENTENNIAL  VOLUME. 

A  memorial  volume  was  issued  in  February  last  by  Wesleyan  Univer- 
sit}-  containing  a  full  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  celebration  of  the 
Bicentennial  Anniversary  of  the  birth  of  John  Wesley  w-hich  took  place 
at  Middletown  last  summer.  The  book  was  printed  by  Theodore  L. 
DeVinne  &  Co.,  of  New  York.  It  contains  over  250  pages,  and  includes 
a  general  account  of  the  celebration,  the  full  text  of  all  addresses  deliv- 
ered, and  an  appendix  giving  the  names  of  all  committees,  of  the  in- 
vited guests  who  were  present,  of  all  recipients  of  degrees,  honorary 
and  in  course,  and  of  nearly  600  alumni  who  attended  the  celebration. 
It  is  illustrated  also  with  several  pictures  of  the  college  buildings  and 
grounds,  with  two  excellent  portraits  of  Mr.  Wesley,  and  with  portraits 
of  the  principal  speakers.

With  the  opening  of  the  college  j^ear  the  new  Willbur  Fisk  Hall  has 
been  made  ready  for  occupancy.  Every  class  in  the  departments  of 
Ancient  and  Modern  Languages,  History,  Economics,  and  Philosophy  is 
now  adequately  housed.  Seminaries  for  reading  and  research  are  provided 
for  each  department,  and  the  professors  may  be  consulted  in  their  adjoin- 
ing studies.  Few  colleges  in  the  country,  it  may  be  safely  said,  have 
better  facilities  for  successful  work  than  are  provided  in  Fisk  Hall. 

Scott  Hall,  the  new  Laboratory  of  Physics,  is  to  be  dedicated  on  Decem- 
ber 7.  A  detailed  announcement  of  the  exercises  appears  on  a  subsequent 
page. 


As  is  noted  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  the  endowment  of  the  Library 
is  increased  by  the  payment  of  the  Wilcox  bequest  of  |20,ooo  to  185,379. 
This  increase  makes  possible  a  considerable  enlargement  of  the  annual 
appropriations  for  each  department,  and  facilitates  the  work  of  all  classes 
that  pursue  investigations  prescribed  by  the  instructor. 
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l'"()i-  several  vears  the  advisability  of  coiitiiiuiiiK  the  requireiiient  of 
church  attendance  has  been  carefully  considered  by  the  Faculty  and  the 
Trustees  of  the  University.  There  has  been  a  growing  feeling  that  the 
compulsory  attendance  has  not,  as  a  rule,  fostered  the  spirit  with  which 
a  religious  service  should  be  approached,  and  has  in  some  cases  engen- 
dered hostility  to  religious  exercises  of  every  sort.  Last  year  a  resolution 
of  the  Faculty  recommending  the  abolishment  of  the  requirement  was 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  After  some  discussion  the  matter 
was  referred  by  the  Trustees  to  the  Faculty  for  final  action.  This  has 
recently  been  taken,  and  the  requirement  has  been  abolished. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that  Wesleyan  remains,  as  it  has  always 
been,  a  Christian  college  in  spirit  and  in  influence,  and  that  this  change 
has  been  made  in  the  interest  of  a  more  genuine  religious  life  in  the 
student  bodv. 


DEDICATION  OF  JOHN  BELL  SCOTT  MEMORIAL  LABORATORY. 

The  Alumni  of  Wesleyan  University  are  invited  to  be  present  at  the 
dedication  of  the  John  Bell  vScott  Memorial  Laboratory  of  Physical  Sci- 
ence on  Wednesday,  the  seventh  of  December. 

There  will  be  an  address  at  2:30  P.  M.,  in  Memorial  Chapel,  by  Professor 
Edward  B.  Rosa,  Ph.  D.,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  on  "The  National  Bureau 
of  Standards  and  its  relation  to  Scientific  and  Technical  Laboratories." 
The  address  will  be  followed  by  the  dedicatory  exercises  in  the  lecture 
room  of  the  John  Bell  vScott  Memorial.  The  building  will  be  formally 
presented  by  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  LL.  D.,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee, and  accepted  by  President  Raymond.  The  dedicatory  prayer 
will  be  offered  by  Rev.  Bishop  E.  G.  Andrews,  LL.  D. 

The  exercises  will  be  followed  by  a  reception  at  the  President's  resi- 
dence from  5  to  6:30  V.  SI. 


SAMUEL  FOSTER  U.PHAM,  D.  D. 

It  is  fitting  that  the  death  of  Dr.  S.  F.  Upham,  which  occurred  ju.st  at 
the  beginning  of  the  present  college  year,  should  receive  a  few  words  of 
recognition  in  the  Bii.i.KTix.  Through  an  entire  generation  he  was 
actively  interested  in  the  develojMnent  of  Wesleyan  University,  and  in  a 
multitude  of  ways  helped  to  shape  the  ])olicy  of  the  institution. 
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Dr.  Uphain  was  pre-eminently  a  preacher.  In  the  good  sense  of  the 
phrase,  he  was  a  poj^ular  preacher.  He  preached  not  philosophy  nor 
literature,  but  the  gospel  of  Christ;  and  "  the  common  people  heard  him 
gladly."  His  occasional  addresses  were  often  remarkable  for  their  fit- 
ness and  timeliness.  As  Professor  of  Practical  Theology  since  18S1  in 
Drew  Theological  Seminary,  he  influenced  profound!}-  and  beneficently 
the  life  and  work  of  multitudes  of  the  younger  generation  of  preachers. 
The  respect  and  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  his  brethren  in  the 
ministry  is  shown  by  his  election  six  times  to  the  General  Conference. 
His  cordial  good-fellowship  and  geniality  of  spirit  made  him  one  of  the 
best-loved  men  in  every  society  in  which  he  moved.  He  served  as  a 
Trustee  of  Wesleyan  University  from  the  time  of  the  acceptance  of  the 
new  charter  in  1S71,  and  the  college  had  no  more  faithful  servant  or 
more  loval  .son. 


COMMENCEMENT  NOTEvS. 

Truster  Mkkting. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was 
held  in  Judd  Hall,  beginning  at  8  p.  M.,  Monday,  June  27,  1904,  the 
President,  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  in  the  chair.  The  officers  of  the  Board 
were  elected  as  follows:  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  President;  D.  G.  Downey, 
Secretary;  and  C.  H.  Buck,  Treasurer. 

The  President  presented  his  annual  re])ort. 

The  following  minutes  were  unanimously  ado])ted: 

First:  On  the  retirement  of  G.  G.  Reynolds  from  the  Presidency  of 
the  Board: 

"Your  committee  having  been  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  on  the 
retirement  of  Judge  Reynolds  from  the  Presidency  of  the  Board,  beg 
leave  to  report  as  follows:  The  glory  of  a  University  is  in  the  attain- 
ments, character,  and  influence  of  its  Alumni.  That  glory  is  enhanced 
when  its  Alumni  cheerfulh'  enlist  their  powers  in  and  devote  their  time 
to  the  service  of  their  Alma  Mater.  In  the  career  and  reputation  of  the 
Hon.  George  G.  Rej-nolds,  the  University,  in  all  its  personal  eletnents, 
has  rejoiced  from  his  graduation  to  the  present  time.  In  the  light  of  his 
life  the  work  and  standing  of  Wesleyan  University  have  been  seen  and 
admired  by  two  generations;  and  while  he  lives  and  long  afterwards,  his 
pure  fame  and  that  of  the  institution  will  be  interwoven.  At  the  present 
time,  by  his  retirement  from  the  Presidency  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
we  are  called  to  consider  the  invaluable  services  he  has  rendered  to  the 
University  in  the  office  he  has  resigned.  As  the  position  is  onerous,  to 
a  large  extent  private  and  without  emolument,  his  willingness  to  perform 
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its  duties  has  been  a  liviiii;  testimony  of  liis  interest.  His  legal  knowl- 
edge and  recollections  of  the  history  of  the  institution  have  been  made 
the  property  of  the  Board;  and  his  patience,  dignity  and  kindliness  of 
spirit,  not  less  than  his  sound  judgment,  have  contributed  to  the  orderly 
and  sagacious  transaction  of  business.  Of  all  this  the  Board  expresses 
its  high  appreciation  and  its  gratification  that  his  retirement  from  the 
Presidency  does  not  involve  his  withdrawal  from  the  Board,  which  we 
hope  will  include  his  name  and  enjoy  his  presence  for  many  years  to 
come." 

Second:  On  the  retirement  of  J.  M.  Van  VIeck  from  the  Vice-Presi- 
dency of  the  University: 

"John  M.  Van  Vleck  entered  Wesleyan  University  in  1849  and  was 
graduated  in  1850  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years.  In  1853  he  became  a 
member  of  the  faculty.  For  four  years  he  was  adjunct  Professor  of 
Mathematics,  and  from  1S5S  to  the  present,  he  has  been  Professor  of 
Mathematics  and  Astronomy  in  the  University.  When  he  entered  its 
faculty,  he  was  younger  than  any  other  person  who  has  ever  been  a 
member  of  that  body;  and  since  then  he  has  been  officially  connected 
with  the  University  longer  than  any  other  person,  excepting  onh*  Mr. 
John  L.  Smith,  who  was  a  Trustee  for  fifty-eight  years. 

"Four  of  his  children  are  graduates  of  the  institution,  and  in  one  of 
them  he  has  contributed  an  able  and  eminent  professor  to  the  depart- 
ment of  Mathematics.  Of  the  forty-one  hundred  students  that  have 
entered  Wesleyan,  about  thirty-three  hundred  have  passed  under  his 
formative  influence.  More  than  half  of  the  members  of  this  Board  were 
once  his  pupils.  He  has  been  Acting  President  of  the  University  on  three 
occasions,  in  all  for  iour  years,  and  he  has  been  its  Vice-President  from 
1890  to  1903. 

"Being  a  man  of  wide  and  accurate  information,  of  strong  moral 
character  and  influence,  self-reliant,  firm  in  purpose,  incisive  and  cogent 
in  argument,  persuasive  and  wise  in  counsel,  always  loyal  to  his  Alma 
Mater,  and  combining  in  a  marked  degree  a  dignity  of  culture  and 
scholarship  with  innate  force  of  leadership,  he  has  naturally  and  properly 
had  a  strong  influence  upon  the  development  of  the  University,  and 
greatly  to  its  benefit. 

"It  was  not  strange,  therefore,  that  this  Board,  in  1890,  not  finding  in 
the  Charter  of  the  University  or  its  By-laws,  any  provision  for  a  Vice- 
President,  created  the  office  in  order  that  it  might  avail  itself  more  fully 
of  his  services,  and  that  he  might  be  clothed  with  authority  to  take 
charge  of  its  administration  at  any  hour  of  need. 
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"It  is  not  necessary  that  we  should  make  note  of  this  man's  high 
relations  to  our  Universit)-.  For  thirteen  years  he  served  the  college 
well  as  its  Vice-President.  He  has  for  more  than  half  a  century  been 
transferring  his  own  ideas  and  life  into  the  character  of  the  institution, 
and  has  made  for  himself  an  abiding  place  in  the  memories  and  hearts 
of  the  thousands  whom  he  has  benefited.  Such  a  memorial  must  have 
far  more  significance  than  any  record  we  can  enter  upon  our  books. 
This  University  will  be  for  many  years  to  come,  among  other  good  things, 
the  conservator  of  his  useful  energy. 

"  Bodily  infirmities  lurk  in  the  path  of  most  men  who  have  passed  the 
year-post  of  seventy,  and  Professor  Van  Vleck  has  thought  it  wise  to 
move  into  the  autumn  of  life  untrammeled  by  office  and  its  obligations, 
and  to  be  free  to  realize  the  oi)timism  of  Browning  that  '  the  best  is  yet 
to  be.'  We  therefore,  in  justice  to  him,  while  rejoicing  that  we  cannot 
be  deprived  of  the  good  that  he  has  wrought  for  the  University,  regret- 
fully accept  his  resignation." 

The  gift  of  the  late  Joseph  \'an  Vleck  of  certain  securities,  then  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  thousand  dollars  in  value,  toward  the  erection  of  an  ob- 
servatory was  accepted,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  express  to 
the  family  of  the  said  Joseph  Van  Vleck  the  appreciation  of  the  Board 
for  this  generous  contribution  to  the  permanent  funds  of  the  University. 

H.  C.  M.  Tngraham  presented  the  researches  that  had  been  made  by 
Miss  Clara  Van  Vleck  under  instructions  from  the  Board,  concerning 
scholarships,  endowments,  etc.,  and  the  Finance  Committee  was  instructed 
to  have  Miss  Van  Vleck's  researches  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Board. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  were  tendered  to  Miss  Van  Vleck  for  her 
painstaking  researches. 

The  Finance  Conmiittee  was  authorized  and  instructed  to  separate  the 
various  accounts  for  endowment,  etc.,  and  to  keep  each  account  inde- 
pendently. 

The  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  additional  was  appropriated  for  the 
equipment  of  the  John  Bell  Scott  Memorial  Laboratory  of  Physics. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  was  authorized  to  express  to  the  Carnegie 
Institution  the  appreciation  by  the  Board  of  the  gifts  of  the  Institution 
toward  the  investigations  of  Professor  Atwater. 

The  following  resolution  on  the  services  of  S.  T.  Camp  was  adopted: 

"  Sanmel  Talcott  Camp  was  for  twenty- four  years  a  valued  member  of 
this  Board  of  Trustees,  beginning  in  1879  and  ending  at  his  death  on 
July  7th,  1903.  In  all  the  history  of  the  college,  few  men  have  served 
it  so  efficiently.  His  amiable  personal  qualities,  his  willing  disposition, 
his  sound  sense,  and  his  steadfastness  made  him  a  safe  and  sure  reliance. 
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The  three  institutions  to  which  he  was  supremely  devoted  were  his  home, 
his  church,  and  Wesleyan  I'niversity;  to  each  of  these  his  devotion  was 
entire;  for  each  of  them  the  only  limit  to  his  .services  was  the  limit  of 
his  power.  It  is  doubtful  if  any  trustee  ever  rendered  a  more  intelligent 
service.  As  a  resident  trustee  and  a  member  for  many  years  of  the  Local 
Executive  Committee,  he  was  of  exceptional  value.  He  had  the  ad- 
vantage of  knowing  the  college  and  its  work  and  all  that  went  on  in 
it,  b}-  constant  and  close  ob.servation.  Belonging  both  to  the  college  and 
the  town,  and  having  the  full  confidence  of  both,  he  was  a  promoter  of 
mutual  good  understanding  and  a  bond  of  union  between  town  and 
college.  In  this  respect,  particularly,  he  was  a  wise  and  influential 
helper  of  the  University.  His  practical  knowledge  as  a  man  of  affairs 
was  of  innnense  benefit  in  the  care  of  the  real  estate  and  local  property 
of  the  college.  He  watched  over  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  the  insti- 
tution as  intently  and  closely  as  over  his  own.  For  consultation  and 
advice  in  all  that  related  to  the  condition  of  the  property,  or  to  improve- 
ments or  changes  therein,  he  was  the  President's  main  dependence. 
Nor  was  he  a  mere  onlooker  and  dispenser  of  advice;  he  was  a  laborious 
worker,  giving  nmch  valuable  time  and  actual  hard  labor,  year  in  and 
year  out,  to  these  interests. 

"  His  last  service  to  the  college  was  in  watching  over  the  erection  of 
Willbur  Fisk  Hall,  as  a  member  of  the  building  committee,  from  the 
consideration  of  plans  and  the  breaking  of  ground  up  to  almost  the  last 
hour  of  his  life.  A  year  ago  he  went  with  us,  with  manifest  enthusiasm 
of  pride,  through  the  Wesley  Bicentennial  and  the  great  commencement; 
and  a  few  days  after  that  splendid  celebration  passed  into  history,  he 
passed  away  from  earth.  Seized  with  an  attack  of  angina  pectoris  in  his 
physician's  office,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  he  was  not, 
for  God  had  taken  him.  Sudden  and  swift  came  the  solemn  summons, 
and  in  the  full  tide  of  his  action,  when  his  heart  was  warm  and  his 
thoughts  were  bus)'  and  his  hands  were  engaged  for  Wesleyan  University, 
he  sank  dowai  into  the  long  rest. 

"His  service  w^as  not  in  word,  hut  in  deed;  in  its  solidity  and  in  its 
magnitude,  it  is  monumental  and  forever  memorable.  No  figures  or 
language  can  adeqtiately  tell  how  much  it  has  been  worth  to  the  college 
w-hich  he  so  sincerely  loved  and  so  greatly  assisted. 

"  We  direct  that  a  copy  of  this  minute  be  presented,  with  the  earne.st 
sympathy  of  this  Board  of  Trustees,  to  Mrs.  Samuel  T.  Camp."

D.,  President  of  Wesleyan  L'niversity  from  1842 
to  the  day  of  his  decease,  I  was  so  impressed  with  the  account  of  his 
conversion,  as  given  by  himself,  atid  of  the  incident  leading  to  it,  when 
he  just  entered  on  his  duties  as  the  Principal  of  the  Academy  at  Abbe- 
ville, S.  C,  that  I  wrote  to  Rev.  J.  O.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  for  a  piece  of  the 
tree,  at  the  foot  of  which  Mr.  Olin  gave  his  heart  to  God. 

"Failing  in  this,  I  wrote  as  directed  to  George  C.  Hodges,  M.  A.,  of 
Greenwood,  S.  C,  for  a  piece  of  the  Academy  building,  known  as  Cokes- 
bury  Academy,  at  Abbeville,  S.  C,  and  fortunately  obtained  the  beautiful 
gavel  which  I  present  to  the  Museum  connected  with  my  Alma  Mater." 
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It  was  votfd  that  hereafter  attendance  at  only  one  relij^ious  service 
should  be  reciiiired  on  Sunday,  it  being  left  to  the  I^'acnlty  to  decide 
whether  that  service  should  be  church  or  morning  chapel. 

On  motion  of  I.  H.  W.  WharfT  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  the 
Finance  Committee.

APPOINTMENT  TO  THE  FACII.TV. 
Burton  Howard  Camp,  elected  Instructor  in  Mathematics,  was  gradu- 
ated from  Wesleyan  University  in  1901  with  the  degree  of  B.  A.  The 
next  year  he  taught  Mathematics  and  Physics  in  Oak  Grove  Seminary, 
Vassalboro,  Me.  The  \'ear  following  he  was  a  student  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, and  last  year  Instructor  in  Mathematics  at  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology. 


DEPARTMENTAL  NOTES. 
Romance  Languages. — Course  VI.,  the  French  vSeminary,  has  been 
extended  from  one  to  two  hours  a  week . 

English  Literature. — The  subject  for  the  advanced  class  in  this 
department,  English  Literature  IV.,  for  the  present  year  is  the  New 
England  School  of  Literature,  1S35-1885.  This  course  is  given  this 
year  for  tlie  first  time. 

Philosophy. — The  Ps3chological  Laboratory  was  moved  during  the 
summer  into  the  rooms  assigned  to  it  in  Fisk  Hall.  The  new  acconmio- 
dations  are  adapted  to  general  undergraduate  work  and  to  research. 
The}-  consist  of  a  large  demonstration  and  lecture  room,  a  research 
laboratory,  a  ph^-siological  dark  room,  and  a  construction  and  apparatus 
room.  The  research  laboratory  and  lecture  room  are  provided  with  light- 
proof  shutters  for  experiments  requiring  dark  adaptation;  and  all  the 
rooms  are  provided  with  electrical  connections  of  the  most  approved 
.sort.     A  considerable  quantity  of  general  laboratory  fittings  has  been

addetl  to  the  equijjiiR'iil  of  the  hiboratorv,  and  some  of  the  special 
apparatus  needed  has  been  provided.  The  photographic  registering  aj)- 
paratns  has  been  remodeled  and  adapted  to  qnantitative  studies,  now 
under  way,  of  the  relation  between  sensorv  and  motor  processes. 

bioi.ocv. — I'roni  a  sjjecial  ai)])r()])riati()n  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
a  considerable  amount  of  a])])aratus  and  illustrative  material  has  been 
recently  purchased.  This  includes  models  illustrating  human  anatomy, 
pre])arations  of  fragile  animals  for  class  demonstration,  and  microscopes 
for  l)acteriological  work. 

During  the  past  summer  Mr.  I<oper  has  arranged  for  the  general  pub- 
lic and  for  biological  .students  a  special  collection  of  New  England  birds. 
This  collection  includes  mounted  specimens  of  nearly  all  New  England 
birds,  and  of  all  common  birds  of  this  vicinity.  It  is  located  in  the  hall- 
way leading  to  the  Biological  laboratories  and  in  a  position  to  ])e  most 
accessible  to  all  students  of  the  department. 

Professor  Conn  has  been  engaged  during  the  last  year,  and  especially 
during  the  summer,  in  work  upon  the  Protozoa  of  the  fresh  waters  of 
Connecticut,  as  part  of  the  work  of  the  State  Geological  and  Natural 
History  Survey.  A  preliminary  report  containing  over  300  figures  illus- 
trating most  of  the  species  found  in  the  waters  in  the  vicinity  of  Middle- 
town  is  about  ready  for  publication.  A  second  report  upon  the  Algae  of 
Connecticut  waters  will  be  ])id)lisheil  later  in  the  year,  conjointly  by 
Professor  Conn  and  Miss  Lucia  W.  Ha/.en.

Mr.  Philip  Reynoldsof  Brockton, 
Massachusetts,  has  given  $i,a)o  to  found  a  scholarship,  I500  has  been 
paid  in  for  the  Billings  Scholarshi])  I'und,  and  $200  has  been  added  to 
the  vStarks  Scholarship.  Sul)scri])linus  tor  tuition  have  l)een  received  to 
the  amount  of  $525. 
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The  bequest  of  $20,000  for  the  Library  endovvinent  from  the  estate  of 
Mrs.  Harriet  W.  Wilcox  has  been  paid  in.  Special  gifts  of  $400  for  the 
Department  of  Mathematics,  of  $550  for  the  Museiini  and  $1,300  for  the 
Cryogenic  Laboratory,  besides  some  smaller  gifts,  have  been  paid  in. 
Further  recognition  of  gifts  to  the  Librar}-  and  Museum  will  ])e  found 
elsewhere  in  this  Bulletin. 

Subscriptions  for  the  current  expenses  have  been  paid  in  during  the 
vear  to  the  amount  of  $6,124. 


LIBRARY 


Mrs.  Harriet  W.  Wilcox,  of  Brookh-n,  N.  V.,  who  died>in  1901,  left 
$20,000  to  the  LTniversity  as  an  endowment  for  the  Library,  the  income  of 
the  fund  to  be  spent  in  the  purchase  of  books.  The  executors  of  her 
estate  have  recently  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Univer.sity  $20,000, 
with  interest  for  six  months.  The  total  endowment  of  the  Library  is 
now  $85,379. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Hon.  W.  U.  Pearne.  "74.  Hon.  George  L.  Lillev, 
of  Waterbury,  representative-at-large  from  the  State  of  Connecticut,  has 
made  the  Wesleyan  Library  a  designated  depository  for  public  docu- 
ments. The  Library  has  already  a  large  and  valuable  collection  of 
L'nited  States  documents.  As  a  result  of  this  designation  the  important 
publications  of  the  national  government  will  be  received  regularly  and 
promptly. 

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  Library  from  June  i,  1903,  to 
May  31,  1904,  was  2,426.  They  were  obtained  as  follows:  By  purchase, 
868;  by  binding  periodicals  and  pamphlets,  257;  by  exchange,  13;  by  gift, 
1,340.  Deducting  52  volumes,  exchanged,  sold,  or  lost,  there  remains  a 
net  addition  of  2,426  volumes.  The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the 
Library  at  the  present  time  is  66,000. 

From  June  i,  1903,  to  May  31,  1904,  6,224  books  and  periodicals  were 
drawn  from  the  Library  for  home  use.  In  addition,  658  vokmies  were 
withdrawn  from  general  circulation  and  reserved  for  special  use  either 
in  the  Librarj-  or  in  seminar}-  rooms. 

There  have  been  presented  to  the  Library  during  the  year  ending 
April  30,  1904,  1,911  bound  volumes,  6,334  pamphlets  and  numbers  of 
periodicals,  83  maps,  and  20  photographs.  In  addition,  40  periodicals 
have  been  received  regularly  as  gifts. 

The  family  of  the  late  Rev.  S.  M.  Stiles,  '60,  has  presented  to  the  L^ni- 
versity  455  bound  volumes  and  737  pamphlets  from  his  library.  Another 
important   gift   received  during  the  year  is  a  set  of  the  Allgemeine 
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deulsclie  Bi()<<rapliie,  in  47  voliiiiies,  presented  by  the  Connecticut  Gam- 
ma of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  Other  principal  donors  were  the  United  States 
Government,  the  State  Libraries  of  Connecticut,  Maine,  and  New  York, 
the  New  York  State  Historian,  the  Field  Colum])ian  Museum,  the 
Kansas  Academy  of  Sciences,  and  the  following  individuals:  John 
Bentley,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Butler,  W.  H.  demons,  '02,  S.  Y.  Coffin,  '89,  Prof.

THE  MUSEUM. 

.\rraugements  have  been  made  for  the  purchase  of  Mr.  S.  Ward 
Loper's  ethnological  collection,  numbering  more  than  four  hundred 
specimens.  Among  them  is  a  small  but  choice  collection  of  neolithic 
relics  from  Denmark.  The  majority  of  the  specimens  are  the  work  of 
the  American  Indians.  Many  of  them  are  from  the  vicinity  of  Middle- 
town,  and  are  on  that  account  especially  desirable  for  the  Museum.  The 
collection  has  already  been  placed  in  the  Museum.  The  price  to  be  paid 
is  $400,  and  Professor  Rice  has  undertaken  to  solicit  the  monej-. 

The  mineralogical  collection  purchased  from  Mrs.  E.  F.  Sheldon  in 
1902  for  $550  has  been  paid  for.  The  securing  of  the  subscription  for 
the  purchase  of  this  collection  is  one  of  the  many  benefactions  for 
which  the  Museum  is  indebted  to  Hon.  A.  R.  Crittenden.  Mr.  Critten- 
den contributed  Jicxj  himself,  and  obtained  the  remainder  by  his  solici- 
tation.

A  valuable  collection  of  Cretaceous  fossils  from  Texas  has  been  ob- 
tained by  exchange  from  Marshall  R.  Gaines,  A.  M.,  President  of  Tillot- 
son  College.  The  collection  includes  about  two  hundred  specimens. 
With  these  fossils  came  also  a  collection  of  Indian  implements  and 
chipped  flints  from  the  same  region. 

During  the  summer  vacation  Mr.  Lo])er  worked  for  some  time  on  the 
bed  of  black  shales  in  Durham  ("anterior  black  shale"  of  Davis  and 
Loper)  which  has  yielded  numerous  fossils  in  former  years.  The  result 
of  the  work  done  in  the  past  summer  was  the  acquisition  of  a  collection 
of  one  hundred  and  sixty  specimens  of  fishes  and  plants,  many  of 
which  are  remarkably  perfect.

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THERE  is  reason  to  fear  that  the  graduates  and  friends  of  the  Uni- 
versity have  not  fnlly  realized   that  there  has  been  for  several 

>  iirs  a  serious  annual  financial  deficit.  The  Trustees  and  others  have 
nerously  endeavored  to  make  good  this  annual  drain,  but  the  present 
condition  of  affairs  can  hardly  be  expected  to  go  on  indefinitelv.  There 
has  come  the  time,  in  the  judgment  of  those  most  intimately  concerned 
in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  ^vhen  there  should 
be  a  frank  statement  of  the  situation. 

The  property  of  the  University  amounts,  all   told,   to  12,359,392.22. 

'  this,  $1,440,446.38  is  in  invested  funds.  Undoubtedly,  this  is  a  con- 
>i(lerabie  sum,  and  if  the  University  were  smaller  and  the  demands  of 
ri  hi  cation  were  simpler  than  they  now  are,  there  would  be  no  need  of 
the  present  appeal.  But  trust-funds  cannot  be  safel}-  invested  to-day  so 
as  to  yield  large  returns,  and  the  endowment  must  be  proportionally 
increased  to  make  good  the  shrinkage  in  rates  of  interest.  It  must  be 
remembered,  too,  that  the  institution  has  expanded  to  meet  modern 
conditions.  It  has  been  compelled  to  add  largely  to  the  Faculty  and  to 
provide  modern  equipment.  All  this  has  been  unavoidable,  but  it  has 
recjuired  large  sums  of  money.  There  is,  it  is  safe  to  say,  no  desire  on 
the  part  of  friends  of  the  University  to  go  back  to  the  old  state  of 
things.  That  is,  of  course,  out  of  the  question.  But  to  advance,  or 
even  to  maintain  our  present  status,  makes  imperative  a  very  consider- 
able increase  in  the  endowment.  At  present  rates  of  interest  the  income 
of  5300,000  additional  endowment  would  barely  make  it  possible  to  meet 
the  annual  deficit.  But  to  maintain  the  relative  standing  of  Wesleyan 
among  institutions  of  its  own  class,  there  must  in  the  near  future  be  an 
addition  of  not  less  than  a  million  of  dollars  to  the  present  endowment. 
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Plans  are  in  process  of  fornnilation  for  the  celebration  of  the  seventv- 
fifth  anniversary  of  the  foundin.tj  of  the  University.  It  is  intended  to 
make  this  a  peculiarly  Wesleyan  affair,  with  a  special  appeal  to  all 
alumni  and  all  former  students,  whether  graduates  or  not,  to  be  present. 
Such  an  occasion  will  afford  an  unusual  opportunity  for  renewing  old 
associations  and  for  getting  a  view  at  first  hand  of  the  present  .status  of 
the  institution.  The  changes  that  a  few  years  have  brought  will  sur- 
prise even  those  Avho  have  kept  somewhat  in  touch  with  the  more  recent 
advances.  Those  who  have  not  returned  for  fifteen  or  tw-enty  years — 
and  there  are  such— will  see  great  changes  in  more  than  one  familiar 
corner.  They  will  find  many  new^  faces  among  the  Faculty,  along  with 
some  old  ones,  but  thej-  will  realize,  it  is  hoped,  that  Wesleyan  has 
endeavored  to  be  true  to  the  traditions  of  scholarship  and  of  character 
that  were  the  boast  of  earlier  days,  and  ma)-  Avith  confidence  look  toward 
a  future  of  wider  usefulness  on  a  still  higher  plane. 


Although  there  was  a  very  large  attendance  of  the  alumni  during  Com- 
mencement Week  two  A-ears  ago  because  of  the  Wesley  Bi-Centennial, 
and  although  a  large  attendance  is  expected  for  the  celebration  next 
year,  it  is  hoped  that  the  alumni  will  remember  that  it  is  important 
that  there  .shoiild  be  a  large  attendance  at  every  Commencement.  This 
year  there  will  be  reunions  of  the  classes  of  '55,  '80,  '90,  '95,  "98,  and  '02; 
members  of  these  classes  are  urged  to  be  present,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
as  many  other  alumni  as  can  will  arrange  to  come  this  vear. 


There  are  now  in  existence  a  considerable  number  of  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity Clubs  in  various  parts  of  the  country.  Their  aim  is  to  bring 
together  in  cordial  social  relations  the  graduates  of  the  University 
within  a  given  district  and  to  keep  tl;em  informed  about  the  work  and 
the  needs  of  the  institution.  These  clubs  have  doubtless  done  much 
good  work  in  the  past,  but  their  usefulness  might  be  greatly  increased 
if  they  were  somewhat  more  thoroughly  organized.  Such  clubs  could 
be  of  great  service  in  acquainting  Aoung  men  who  are  looking  toward 
a  college  education  of   the  advantages  that  Wesleyan  offers.      Single 
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graduates,  unaided,  have  often  turned  the  attention  of  students  toward 
Weslevan,  and  this  might  be  done  far  oftener  than  is  now  the  case; 
but  what  is  needed  is  a  permanent  organization  in  every  community 
that  we  can  reach  which  shall  aim  in  all  legitimate  ways  to  keep  the 
claims  of  Wesleyan  before  the  public.  The  details  of  organization  do 
not  belong  here,  but  the  various  clubs  might  well  be  patterned  on  a 
common  type.  There  is,  at  all  events,  no  reason  why  any  community 
having  a  half-dozen  Wesleyan  graduates  should  not  organize  a  Club  as 
a  center  for  the  surrounding  territory  and  hold  at  least  two  or  three 
meetings  every  year. 


After  an  honorable  service  of  several  years  in  the  Department  of  Greek 
at  Wesleyan,  Associate  Professor  James  M.  Paton  has  resigned,  with  a 
view  to  carrying  out  extended  plans  of  study  in  Europe.  It  is  needless 
to  say  that  Dr.  Paton  carries  with  him  the  sincere  good  wishes  of  his 
former  students  and  Faculty  associates,  and  that  the  value  of  his  ser- 
vices to  Wesleyan  during  his  connection  with  the  institution  is  cordially 
recognized. 


DANIEL  HENRY  CHASE,  LL.  D. 

Daniel  Henry  Chase,  the  first  man  to  receive  a  degree  from  Wesleyan 
University,  closed  his  long,  useful,  and  respected  life  on  the  morning  of 
Monday,  May  15,  1905.  Probably  no  man  was  more  familiar  to  the  whole 
body  of  Wesleyan  Alumni  than  Dr.  Chase.  He  had  resided  in  Middle- 
town  continuously,  save  for  two  years'  absence  in  Europe,  for  over  seventy 
years,  and  his  venerable  figure  was  sure  to  be  seen  at  every  public  meet- 
ing held  by  the  college.  He  had  entered  his  ninet\'-second  year,  and 
his  continued  health,  up  to  a  month  before  his  death,  had  led  him  and 
all  his  friends  to  hope  that  he  might  be  present  at  the  seventy-fifth  anni- 
versary of  the  founding  of  the  college  in  1906;  for  his  \ngor  both  of  mind 
and  body,  quite  down  to  the  last  days  of  his  life  w-as  most  remarkable. 
Through  the  severe  weather  of  the  past  winter,  he  might  often  have 
been  seen  upon  the  street,  with  a  hale  and  energetic  manner  that  belied 
his  years;  he  attended  the  fortnightly  meetings  of  a  Club  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  scholarly  and  practical  subjects  regularly  till  within  three 
weeks  of  his  death,  and  his  friends  saw  no  diminution  of  the  clearness 
of  his  opinions  or  the  vigor  with  which  he  was  used  to  defend  them. 
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■  Dr.  Chase  tauylil  in  Wt'sluyan  riiiversily  for  two  years  after  his  grad- 
uation, and  then,  in  KS35,  opened  in  JNIiddletown  a  school  primarily 
for  the  preparation  of  boys  for  college.  The  enterprise  was  immediately 
successful,  and  "  The  Middletown  Institute," — or,  as  it  soon  came  to  be 
more  familiarly  known,  "  Dr.  Chase's  School." — was  for  many^  years  one 
of  the  most  useful  schools  of  the  state.  In  1S70  a  severe  accident  tem- 
porarih-  incapacitated  him  for  teaching,  and  decided  him  to  close  his 
school.  But  he  recovered  his  health  after  a  year  or  two,  and  thereafter 
lived  a  life  of  studious  retirement,  though  taking  an  active  interest  in 
all  matters  of  public  concern,  in  city,  state,  or  nation.  He  followed 
with  keen  interest  the  course  of  philosophic  and  scientific  thought,  and 
if  hf  did  not  always  accept  the  conclusions  of  modern  scholars,  he  was 
always  able  to  defend  most  vigorously  his  own  dissent.  He  was,  indeed, 
a  sturd}'  and  independent  thinker,  and  nothing  pleased  him  better  than 
to  have  a  tilt  at  what  he  deemed  some  modern  heresy  of  science  or  the- 
ology. But  his  temper  was  liberal,  and  his  Christian  devotion  most 
beautiful. 

The  degree  of  LL,.  D.  was  conferred  upon  him  by  his  Alma  Mater  in 
1856;  and  from  1S62  to  1877  he  was  a  trustee  of  Wesleyan  LTniversity. 

Wesleyan  University  had  no  more  loyal  alumnus,  and  none  whose 
presence  in  the  old  college  town  will  be  more  missed.  He  carried  with 
him  to  the  grave  a  store  of  memories  of  the  earliest  days  of  the  college 
.such  as  no  man  now  living  can  recall. 


THE  vSEVENTV-FIFTH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  WESLEYAN 
UNIVERSITY. 

A  committee  of  three  Trustees,  three  members  of  the  Faculty,  and 
three  representatives  of  the  Alumni  was  authorized  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  University  at  their  recent  meeting  to  arrange  for  the  appropriate 
commemoration  during  Commencement  Week  in  1906  of  the  seventy- 
fifth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  University.  The  following  per- 
sons have  been  chosen  as  members  of  this  conmiittee:  President  B.  P. 
Raymond,  Rev.  E.  M.  Mills,  D.  D.,  '72,  and  C.  L.  Rockwell;  Professor  M. 
B.  Crawford,  '74,  Professor  H.  W.  Conn,  and  W.  J.  James,  '83;  and  J.  C. 
Clark,  '86,  W.  B.  Day,  '91,  and  W.  B.  Wilson,  'cxj. 

It  is  intended  to  make  this  a  distinctively  Wesleyan  celebration,  in 
w'hich  it  is  hoped  that  there  may  be  the  fullest  possible  participation  of 
the  Alumni  and  other  former  students  of  the  University. 
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DEDICATION  OF  THE  JOHN  BELL  SCOTT  MEMORIAL. 

The  John  Bell  Scott  Memorial  was  dedicated  as  a  Laboratory  of  Phys- 
ical Science  on  December  7,  1904.  It  is  the  gift  of  the  late  Charles 
Scott  of  Philadelphia,  Trustee  of  Wesleyan  University  from  iSSo  till  his 
death  in  1904,  and  of  Charles  Scott,  Jr.,  of  the  class  of  18S6,  in  memory 
of  John  Bell  Scott  of  the  class  of  iSSi,  who  died  from  disease  contracted 
while  serving  as  Chaplain  on  the  United  States  Cruiser  Sf.  Paul  during 
the  Spanish-American  war. 

The  exercises  preliminary  to  the  dedication  proper  took  place  in 
Memorial  Chapel,  and  consisted  of  an  address  by  Edward  B.  Rosa, 
Ph.  D.,  '86,  preceded  by  the  reading  of  scripture  and  prayer  by  the 
Reverend  David  G.  Downey,  D.  D.,  '84,  and  the  singing  of  a  hymn 
written  for  the  occasion  bj-  Louis  J.  Magee,  '85.  Doctor  Rosa  is  Physi- 
cist of  the  National  Bureau  of  Standards,  and  his  subject  was,  "The 
National  Bureau  of  Standards  and  its  Relation  to  Scientific  and  Tech- 
nical Laboratories." 

The  exercises  attending  the  actual  dedication  were  held  in  the  main 
lecture-room  of  the  new  building,  and  consisted  of  an  address  of 
presentation  by  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  LL.  D.,  '64,  on  behalf  of  the  Building 
Committee,  a  response  by  President  Raymond,  the  singing  of  Professor 
Winchester's  hymn,  "The  Lord  our  God  alone  is  strong"  (written  for 
the  dedication  of  Judd  Hall),  and  a  scripture  reading  and  prayer  of 
dedication  b}-  Bishop  Edward  G.  Andrews,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  '47. 

After  the  dedication  an  informal  reception  was  held  in  one  of  the 
rooms  of  the  Laboratory,  and  the  building  was  thrown  open  for  inspec- 
tion. Many  invited  guests  were  present,  among  them  being  instructors 
in  Physics  from  other  colleges  in  New  England  and  a  large  delegation 
of  the  class  of  1881,  of  which  Mr.  John  Bell  Scott  was  a  member. 

The  new  Physical  Laboratory  was  opened  for  classes  at  the  beginning 
of  the  winter  term,  early  in  January  of  the  current  year,  and  most  of 
the  apparatus  belonging  to  the  department  has  been  installed  and  is 
now  in  use.  The  Imilding  proves  to  be  as  convenient  and  serviceable 
in  the  interior  as  it  is  beautiful  and  imposing  in  its  external  appearance. 


TRUSTEE  MEETING. 

A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  held  March  30,  1905, 
at  2:00  p.  M.,  in  New  York,  President  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham  in  the  chair. 

A  report  on  the  general  financial  situation  was  read  by  President 
Raymond.  He  also  presented  the  following  nominations  for  positions 
on  the  Facultv,  and  the  nominations  were  confirmed: — 
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Arthur  H.  Harrop,  M.  A.,  to  Ije  Instructor  in  tireek  for  the  rest  of  the 
present  year. 

Leroy  A.  Howland.  B.  A.,  to  be  Instructor  in  Mathematics  for  one  year. 

Howard  Reiter,  K.  A.,  to  be  Director  of  the  Gymnasium  for  one  year. 

Rev.  Isaac  L.  Wood,  the  Financial  Secretary  of  the  University,  was 
introduced  and  read  a  report  concerning  his  work.  The  following 
minute  was  unanimously  adopted: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wesleyan  I'niversity  has  listened  with 
interest  to  the  Report  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  L.  Wood,  Financial  Secretar3- 
of  the  Universit}-.  Recognizing  fully  the  delicacy  and  difficulty  of  the 
task  committed  to  him,  the  Board  feels  that  the  success  of  Mr.  Wood 
in  securing  a  sum  aggregating  one  hundred  eighty-three  thousand,  one 
hundred  and  five  dollars  ($183,105.00)  for  the  general  funds  of  the 
University,  is  worthy  of  the  highest  commendation.  We  hereby  express 
our  appreciation  of  the  zealous,  energetic  and  successful  efforts  of  Mr. 
Wood,  and  we  wish  for  him  the  highest  success  in  his  return  to  the 
work  of  the  pastorate  to  which  he  feels  himself  called. 

It  was  voted  that  a  fee,  of  an  amount  to  be  determined  later,  be  charged 
hereafter,  before  a  course  of  study  be  given  to  a  candidate  for  the  mas- 
ter's degree. 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  appointment  of  a  Joint  Committee  to 
arrange  for  a  suitable  commemoration  of  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary' 
of  the  founding  of  the  University,  the  Committee  to  consist  of  three 
members  each  from  the  Trustees,  Faculty,  and  Alumni.  President 
Ingraham  appointed  as  the  persons  to  represent  the  Trustees  on  this 
Joint  Committee:     B.  P.  Raymond,  C.  L.  Rockwell,  E.  M.  Mills. 

George  S.  Coleman  for  the  Committee  on  Charter  and  By-Laws  pre- 
sented a  report  recommending  the  following  changes: 

An  amendment  in  Section  7  of  the  Charter  for  the  purpose  of  trans- 
ferring from  the  Charter  to  the  By-Laws  the  requirement  that  honorary- 
degrees  should  be  approved  by  the  Faculty. 

An  amendment  in  Section  2,  Act  of  187S,  so  that  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  except  the  Annual  Meeting,  may  be  held  in  New  York  City. 

These  changes  were  approved,  and  W.  U.  Pearne  was  requested  to  pre- 
sent the  matter  to  the  Connecticut  Legislature  at  the  present  session. 

Various  committees  were  appointed,  several  honorary  degrees  were 
voted,  and  the  Board  adjourned. 


APPOINTMENTS  TO  THE  FACULTY. 
Arthur  Henry  H.-vrrop,  was  elected  Instructor  in  Greek  to  conduct 
Professor  Paton's  classes  during  the  second  half  of  the  college  year.     He 
was  graduated  from  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  in  1894  with  the  degree 
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of  B.  A.  and  received  the  degree  of  M.  A.  from  the  same  institution  in 
1896.  From  1894  to  1901  he  was  Professor  of  Greek  and  Latin  in  Union  Col- 
lege, Barbourville,  Kentucky;  in  Ashland  College,  Ashland,  Kentucky, 
and  in  Missouri  Wesleyan  College,  Cameron,  Missouri.  Mr.  Harrop  was 
a  graduate  student  in  Harvard  University  from  1901  to  1904  and  received 
the  degree  of  M.  A.  in  1903,  and  continued  his  studies  in  Boston  Univer- 
sity in  1904-5.  He  has  accepted  the  chair  of  Latin  in  the  University  of 
Denver  for  next  year. 

Evert  Mordecai  Clark  was  appointed  Instructor  in  Mathematics 
for  the  winter  term  of  the  present  year  owing  to  the  illness  of  Mr.  Camp. 
He  was  graduated  from  the  National  Normal  School,  Lebanon,  Ohio,  with 
the  degree  of  B.  A.,  and  after  teaching  Greek  and  Mathematics  in  the 
East  Texas  Normal  College,  Commerce,  Texas,  entered  Yale  I'niversity 
in  1904  to  pursue  graduate  studies. 

Bernard  Capen  Ewer,  who  was  appointed  Instructor  in  Mathematics 
for  the  spring  term  of  the  current  year,  received  the  degree  of  B.  A.  from 
Brown  University  in  1899,  and  of  M.  A.  in  1900.  For  two  years  he  con- 
tinued his  studies  at  Brown  University  and  then  entered  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Ph.  D.  in  the  Department 
of  Philosophy  in  1904.  During  1902-3  he  was  Instructor  in  Philosophy 
in  Brown  University;  during  1903-4  Assistant  in  Philosophy  in  Harvard 
University,  and  during  1904-5  Instructor  in  Mathematics  in  the  Mount 
Hermon  School.  Mr.  Ewer  has  published  The  Idea  of  Possibility  in  the 
Journal  of  Philosophy,  Psychology  and  Scientific  Methods,  January,  1905. 
He  has  been  appointed  Instructor  in  Philosophj'  in  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity for  the  ensuing  year. 


Frederick  Abbott,  who  conducts  the  Frederick  Abbott  Studio  of 
Dramatic  expression  and  Speech  Arts  in  the  Carnegie  Hall,  New  York 
City,  has  been  secured  for  the  present  semester  to  take  charge  of  the 
exercises  in  declamation  and  oratorv. 


DEPARTMENT  NOTES. 

English  Language. — A  new  course  in  the  sources  and  history  of  the 
Arthurian  Romances  will  be  offered  next  j-ear.  This  will  include  class 
readings  in  some  of  the  better  known  forms  of  Arthurian  story,  such  as 
Tennyson's  Idylls  of  the  King,  Swinburne's  Tale  of  Balen,  and  their 
sources,  and  lectures  on  the  older  literature  that  furnished  material  to 
Tennyson  and  other  modern  poets.  This  course  will  be  elective  for 
Juniors,  and  will  count  as  two  hours  a  week. 
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Course  IIL,  the  introductory  course  in  Old  Knglish  (Anglo-Saxon), 
will  be  modified  next  year  by  the  addition  of  a  lecture  once  a  week 
explaining  in  detail  the  relations  of  the  Old  English  language  to  Modern 
English.  The  principal  reading  will  be  based  upon  Bright's  edition  of 
The  Gospel  of  St.  John  in  West  Saxon.  The  grammar  will  be  drawn 
from  Cook's  First  Book  in  Old  English,  with  copious  illustrations  and 
explanations  based  upon  the  texts  read.  This  course  will  count  as  three 
hours  a  week  for  the  first  half  year,  and  will  be  elective  for  Sophomores. 

The  course  during  the  second  half-year  (Course  IV.)  w-ill  also  be  in- 
creased to  three  hours  a  week  b}'  the  addition  of  a  lecture  once  a  week. 

The  course  in  Chaucer  wall  not  be  given  next  year. 

Romance  Languages. — Course  VI.,  the  French  Seminary,  will  be 
omitted  next  year.  Its  place  will  be  taken  by  Course  V.,  which  will 
meet  twice  a  week  hereafter.  The  work  for  next  year  will  consist  in 
the  translation  of  Old  French  texts,  and  in  the  study  of  Old  French 
literature  Aith  especial  reference  to  its  influence  on  the  literatures  of 
the  other  nations  of  western  Europe.  Lectures,  collateral  readings  and 
reports  will  form  part  of  the  work.  The  instructor  would  like  to  receive 
before  Conmiencement  the  names  of  those  who  intend  to  elect  Course  V. 

Course  VII.  in  elementary  Italian  will  be  given  next  year. 

Physics.  —  Course  VIII.  will  be  increased  from  two  to  three  hours 
a  week,  and  will  be  a  general  course  in  applied  electricity  including 
both  direct  and  alternating  currents,  thus  practically  combining  former 
Courses  \'III.  and  XIII.

The  first  prize  was  awarded  to  Charles  Mabbett  Travis,  of 
Brooklyn,  X.  Y.,  who  spoke  on  "The  Modern  Hocus-Pocus;"  the  sec- 
ond prize,  to  Charles  Woodard  Atwater,  of  ^Nliddletown.  whose  subject 
was  "  The  Popular  Attitude  Toward  Monopoly." 


LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  Library  from  June  i,  1904,  to 
April  30,  1905,  was  1,714.  They  were  obtained  as  follows:  By  purchase, 
874;  by  binding  periodicals,  191;  by  exchange,  i;  by  gift,  655.  Deduct- 
ing 7  volumes,  exchanged  or  lost,  there  remains  a  net  addition  of  1,714 
volumes.  The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  at  the  present 
time  is  67,000. 

From  June  i,  1904,  to  April  30,  1905,  5,122  books  and  periodicals  were 
drawn  from  the  Library  for  home  use.  In  addition,  1,190  volumes  were 
withdrawn  from  general  circulation  and  reserved  for  special  use  either 
in  the  Library  or  in  seminary  rooms. 

From  Ma}- 1,  1904,  to  April  30,  1905,  there  were  presented  to  the  Library 
564  bound  volumes,  6,183  pamphlets  and  numbers  of  periodicals,  216 
maps,  and  4  autographs.  In  addition,. 40  periodicals  have  been  received 
regularly  as  gifts. 

Mrs.  F.  D.  Edgerton  has  presented  to  the  Library  long  files  of  four  im- 
portant medical  journals.  Other  principal  donors  were  the  United  States 
Government,  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  State  Libraries  of  Connecticut, 
Maine,  and  Xew  York,  the  Carnegie  Institution,  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation of  Connecticut,  the  Field  Columbian  Museum,   the  Xew  York 
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State  Historian,  the  University  of  Chicago,  Eaton  &  Mains,  and  the  fol- 
lowing individuals:  Prof.  A.  C.  Armstrong,  Prof.  M.  B.  Crawford,  "74, 
D.  J.  Donahoe,  Supt.  W.  B.  Ferguson,  Hon.  E.  E.  Fuller,  Dr.  E.  J.  Howe,

Shelves  have  been  placed  along  the  walls  of  the  ground  floor  of  South 
College,  and  the  room  will  be  used  for  the  storage  of  duplicates  and  of 
the  surplus  stock  of  college  publications.  The  north  half  of  the  third 
floor  of  Rich  Hall  will  be  shelved,  and  the  new  shelves  will  relieve  the 
overcrowding  already  existing  in  certain  parts  of  the  Library. 


LABORATORY  NOTES. 

Physics.— The  Department  of  Terrestrial  Magnetism  of  the  Carnegie 
Institution  has  ordered  two  direct-recording  magnetic  variometers,  of  the 
type  described  by  Professor  Cady  in  Terrestrial  Magnetism  and  Atmos- 
pheric Electricity  of  June,  1904.  These  are  now  being  constructed  and 
tested  in  the  College  machine  shop  and  in  the  Scott  Laboratory.  One 
of  the  variometers  is  to  be  installed  at  the  new  Solar  Observatory  on 
Mount  Wilson  in  California. 

During  the  winter.  Professor  Cady  was  appointed  research  magneti- 
cian  in  connection  with  the  Carnegie  Institution. 

Chemistry.— During  the  past  winter  the  researches  in  the  Chemical 
Laboratory  on  human  nutrition  have  received  the  substantial  aid  of  a 
grant  of  $7,500  from  the  Carnegie  Institution  for  the  specific  purpose  of 
studying  the  transformations  of  matter  and  energy  in  the  body  during 
fasting.  A  number  of  experiments  have  already  been  carried  out  on  this 
interesting  topic  and  others  are  planned.  In  addition  to  these  experi- 
ments on  fasting,  a  large  number  of  experiments  have  been  made  to  study 
the  heat  elimination  and  carbon  dioxid  output  of  different  individuals 
under  different  conditions  of  bodily  activity,  ranging  from  complete  rest 
to  the  most  severe  bodily  work.  Some  of  these  tests  were  made  wath  a 
professional  bicyclist  and  are  unique  in  their  results.  During  the  mid- 
year examination  period,  opportunity  was  had  to  study  the  effect  of 
mental  work  on  some  twenty  to  twenty-five  students  who  consented  to 
take  their  examinations  inside  the  calorimeter.  These  tests  were  fol- 
lowed by  a  control  period  in  which  the  students  did  no  hard  mental 
work.     The  results  are  not  yet  ready  for  publication. 

Cryogenic  Labor.\Tory. — An  extended  study  of  the  factors  which 
make  for  efficiency  in  an  air  liquefier  was  begun  nearly  two  years  ago. 
The  results  obtained  during  the  last  college  year  were  published  in  the 
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November  and  December  numbers  of  the  P/iysira/  Revieiv.  The  inquiry 
is  being  continued  this  year  with  gratifying  results. 

To  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  this  work  during  the  coming  year,  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  has  recently  made  a  grant  to  Professor  Bradley 
of  1250  from  the  Hodgkins  Fund,  the  income  of  which  is  devoted  "to 
the  increase  and  diffusion  of  more  exact  knowledge  in  regard  to  the 
nature  and  properties  of  atmospheric  air  in  connection  with  the  welfare 
of  mankind." 

Some  of  the  Alunmi  may  be  interested  to  know  that  the  liquid  air 
which  was  used  by  Professor  Rutherford  of  INIcGill  University,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Silliman  lectures  at  Yale  I'niversity  in  the  month  of 
^March  last,  was  supplied  from  the  Cryogenic  Laboratory  at  Wesleyan. 

Biology  .  —  A  special  appropriation  granted  by  the  Trustees  at  the 
last  Commencement  has  been  used  in  purchasing  for  the  department  a 
number  of  models  and  prepared  specimens  for  class  instruction.  These 
include  a  manikin,  special  models  of  various  parts  illustrating  human 
anatomy,  and  a  large  number  of  invertebrate  species  for  the  class  in 
Zoology. 

During  the  last  year  Professor  Conn  has  been  undertaking,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Storrs  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  and  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  a  series  of  investigations  into  the 
possibility  of  the  manufacture  of  European  types  of  soft  cheeses  in  the 
United  States.  This  work  has  been  done  partly  at  Wesleyan  University 
and  parti}-  at  the  Storrs  Experiment  Station,  and  has  resulted  in  show- 
ing the  possibility  of  the  manufacture  of  soft  cheeses  of  such  types  in 
America.  Hitherto  the  work  has  been  almost  entirely  upon  a  type  of 
cheese  known  as  Camembert,  and  has  resulted  in  the  scientific  manu- 
facture of  Camembert  cheeses  upon  an  experimental  scale.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  their  manufacture  upon  a  commercial  scale  will  be  soon 
undertaken  in  this  country,  and  a  member  of  the  present  senior  class 
has  accepted  a  position  in  which  he  is  to  devote  his  energies  to  this  new 
industry  during  the  coming  year. 


THE  IXTER-COLLEGIATE  DEB.A.TES. 

In  the  fifth  annual  debate  with  Williams  College,  the  Weslej-an  team 
composed  of  Hancock,  '05,  and  Travis,  '06,  was  victorious.  The  debate 
took  place  in  Williamstown,  Massachusetts,  on  November  18,  1904.  The 
judges  were  Honorable  William  P.  Rudd  of  Albany,  N.  X.,  Professor 
Herbert  E.  Mills  of  Vassar  College,  and  Professor  William  MacDonald 
of  Brown  University.  Professor  H.  D.  Wild  of  Williams  presided. 
The  question  was:  "  Resolved,  That  the  government  of  territories  and 
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alien  peoples  by  the  President  and  Congress  of  the  United  States,  un- 
restrained and  unqualified  by  the  Federal  Constitution,  will  necessarily 
be  injurious  to  our  republican  institutions  and  to  our  form  of  govern- 
ment."    Wesleyan  had  the  negative  side. 

The  Wesleyan  team  composed  of  Hancock,  '05,  Atwater,  '06,  and 
Travis,  '06,  was  also  victorious  in  the  second  annual  debate  with  Syra- 
cuse University  on  April  12,  1905,  at  Middletown.  The  question  was: 
"  Resolved,  That  the  Sherman  Anti-Trust  Law,  as  interpreted  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  Northern  Securities  Case,  is 
hostile  to  the  best  economic  interests  of  the  United  States."  The  af- 
firmative side  was  defended  by  Wesleyan.  Professor  C.  T.  Winchester 
presided,  and  the  judges  were  President  Flavel  S.  Luther  of  Trinitj^ 
College,  Hartford,  Professor  Paul  Van  Dyke  of  Princeton  University, 
and  Honorable  Thomas  P.  Peters  of  Brooklvn,  X.  V. 


VOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION. 

The  general  plan  of  the  work  of  the  Association  for  the  past  year  has 
been  similar  to  that  of  previous  Aears.  Special  meetings  were  held  dur- 
ing the  first  week  in  December  under  the  leadership  of  Reverend  David 
G.  Downey,  D.  D.,  '84,  the  aim  being  to  deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
College.  Dr.  Downey  secured  as  assistants  the  Reverends  J.  R.  Henry, 
'98,  R.  E.  Harned,  '99,  W.  H.  Burgwin,  '96,  F.  B.  Upham,  '85,  and  G. 
W.  Osmun,  '98,  who  lived  in  their  fraternity  houses  during  the  week. 
Reverend  Newell  Dwight  Hillis,  D.  D.,  of  Brooklyn  and  Reverend  W. 
F.  Anderson,  D.  D.,  of  New  York  were  also  secured  for  addresses.  Al- 
though no  startling  results  were  obtained,  these  meetings  were  produc- 
tive of  much  good.  The  moral  tone  of  the  undergraduate  body  has  not 
been  better  during  the  past  four  years  than  at  present. 

The  Student  Volunteer  Band  numbers  eleven  men,  five  having  signed 
the  declaration  during  the  past  year.  Gibb,  Jones,  and  Newell,  of  last 
year's  graduating  class,  received  appointments  from  mission  boards  to 
China,  and  sailed  last  summer. 

The  Presidents'  Conference  of  the  Student  Associations  of  the  East 
was  held  at  W'esleyan  University  from  March  30  to  April  2,  1905.  The 
meetings  of  the  Conference,  being  open  to  the  Cabinet,  proved  of  much 
help  to  its  members  and  should  result  in  more  efficient  work  during  the 
coming  year. 

ALPHA  DELTA  PHI  HOUSE. 

The  new  Alpha  Delta  Phi  House  at  the  corner  of  Cross  and  High 
Streets  is  rapidly  nearing  completion,  and  the  fraternity  expects  to  take 
possession  before  Commencement  Week.     The  house  is  built  of  brick  in 
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the  Colonial  style  and  will  cost  about  |4o,ooo.  The  ground  floor,  which 
is  finished  in  Flemish  oak,  consists  of  a  large  living  room,  a  hall  and  a 
dining  room.  The  second  and  third  floors  are  divided  into  seven  suites 
of  rooms,  accommodating  fourteen  men.  The  two  large  fireplaces  on 
the  first  floor  together  w-ith  those  in  the  study  rooms  add  much  to  the 
general  effect  and  comfort  in  what  the  members  think  is  an  ideal  club 
house.     The  architect  was  Mr.  Charles  A.  Rich  of  New  York  Citv.

THE  TOTAi,  NUMBER  of  students  this  year  is  three  hundred  and  thirt}^- 
eight,  larger  by  thirty-three  than  the  total  number  last  year,  and, 
except  for  the  years  1S99-1901,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  Wes- 
leyan.      The  Freshmen  number  one  hundred  and  one,  a  gain  of  eleven 
over  last  vear. 


The  oj^ening  of  the  college  year  is  signalized  by  a  number  of  impor- 
tant changes  in  the  Faculty.  Professor  Harrington,  in  the  Department 
of  Latin,  fills  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Professor  Mer- 
rill. In  the  Department  of  Greek,  Professor  Heidel,  of  Iowa  College, 
takes  the  chair  which  has  been  vacant  since  the  death  of  Professor  Van 
Benschoten.  Associate  Professor  Hewitt  has  in  the  main  the  work  for- 
merly done  by  Associate  Professor  Chase.  In  the  Department  of  Math- 
ematics, Dr.  Stephens  and  Mr.  Howland  replace  Mr.  Camp  and  assume 
the  work  of  Professor  E.  B.  Van  Vleck  during  his  absence  for  the  year 
in  Europe.  Other  additions  to  the  Faculty  are  noted  on  a  subsequent 
page. 

It  is  proper  here  to  add  that  Associate  Professor  Dutcher  and  Associate 
Professor  Fife  have  been  made  full  Professors,  the  one,  with  the  title 
of  Hedding  Professor  of  History,  and  the  other,  with  the  title  of  Marcus 
L.  Taft  Professor  of  the  German  Language  and  Literature. 
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These  promotions  and  additions  indicate  a  liealtliy  growth  character- 
istic of  the  long-established  traditions  of  Wesleyan.  All  in  all,  it  ma}- 
safely  be  said  that  the  various  departments  of  the  University  were  never 
more  strongly  manned,  and  the  equipment  of  the  institution  was  never 
better,  than  it  is  to-day.  That  this  should  be  the  case  at  the  beginning 
of  this  anniversarj-  year  is  just  cause  for  gratification  and  is  a  hopeful 
augury  for  the  future. 


The  final  details  of  the  celebration  of  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of 
the  founding  of  Wesleyan  Universitj'  are  only  in  part  read}'  for  publica- 
tion, but  enough  is  already  arranged  to  warrant  the  announcement  that 
the  occasion  will  be  one  of  great  importance  in  the  history  of  the  Uni- 
versit}-.  Speakers  of  distinguished  merit  are  expected  to  be  present, 
and  the  achievements  of  three-quarters  of  a  century  will  be  worthily 
passed  in  review.  It  is  expected  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  graduates 
of  the  University  will  meet  in  reunions  more  or  less  informal,  and  that  a 
realization  of  the  present  rank  of  Wesleyan  as  an  educational  force  will 
be  impressed  upon  a  larger  number  of  the  graduates  of  the  institution 
than  have  ever  before  been  brought  together. 


A  matter  of  great  importance  to  the  welfare  of  Wesleyan  was  taken  in 
hand  last  June, — the  raising  of  1200,000  among  the  Alumni  as  an  addi- 
tion to  the  permanent  Endowment  Fund.  Circulars  and  letters  calling 
attention  to  the  honorable  history  of  Wesleyan  since  its  foundation,  and 
emphasizing  the  present  needs  of  the  institution,  have  already  been 
sent  by  a  special  committee  to  every  graduate  of  the  University.  Pro- 
fessor Conn,  at  the  request  of  this  committee,  has  been  appointed  to  act 
as  Secretary  and  Special  Solicitor,  and  is  devoting  a  portion  of  his  time 
this  year  to  the  raising  of  this  Alumni  Fund. 

This  Alumni  movement  is  part  of  a  larger  movement  which  aims  to 
place  Wesleyan  in  a  more  satisfactory  financial  position  than  has  been 
the  case  in  recent  years.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  not  distant  future  not 
less  than  a  million  of  dollars  may  be  added  to  the  permanent  funds.     In 
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view  of  the  expansion  of  modern  education  in  various  fields  this  is  by 
no  means  an  extravagant  sum,  and  it  must  be  secured  if  Wesleyan  is 
not  to  be  hampered  in  its  natural  and  symmetrical  development. 


For  the  information  of  the  many  alumni  and  friends  of  the  University 
whose  attention  is  specially  called  to  the  needs  of  the  institution  this 
year,  the  abstract  of  the  Financial  Exhibit,  printed  on  another  page,  is 
made  specially  full.  The  total  invested  funds  of  the  University  now 
amount  to  $1,391,216.05,  from  which  the  income  in  1904-5  was  $72,663.50, 
showing  an  interest  rate  of  5.22  per  cent. 


It  will  be  of  interest  to  all  graduates  of  the  University  to  learn  that  a 
new  edition  of  the  Supplement  to  the  Alumni  Record  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  printer  and  will  appear  shortly. 


The  many  friends  of  Professor  Atwater  will  be  deeply  pained  to  learn 
that  there  has  been  no  essential  improvement  in  his  condition  since  he 
was  stricken  with  disease,  one  year  ago;  and  that  his  physicians  hold 
out  but  slight  hopes  of  his  ultimate  recovery. 


THE  vSEVENTY-FIFTH  ANNIVERSARY. 
The  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Wesleyan  University 
will  be  celebrated  with  appropriate  exercises  at  the  next  Commence- 
ment. The  occasion  will  be  one  of  special  interest  to  all  alumni;  and  it  is 
confidently  expected  that  the  attendance  of  alumni  and  former  students 
will  be  larger  than  at  any  previous  Commencement  in  the  history  of  the 
University.  The  entire  programme  has  not  yet  been  fully  arranged,  but 
as  far  as  possible  it  is  announced  in  the  Calendar  on  the  last  page  of 
this  Bulletin.  Complete  details,  with  the  full  list  of  speakers,  will  be 
given  in  the  Spring  Bulletin.  Meantime,  it  is  hoped  that  as  many  classes 
as  possible  will  plan  to  hold  reunions  on  Monday  evening.  The  Univer- 
sity is  ready  to  make  every  effort  to  facilitate  such  reunions;  and  it  is 
probable  that  a  committee  from  the  Faculty  and  the  local  alumni  may 
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be  appointed  to  assist  the  class  secretaries  in  making  arrangements  for 
the  meeting  and  entertainment  of  the  several  classes.  Any  communica 
tions  on  tliis  matter  should  be  addressed  to  W.  J.  James.

TRUSTEE  MEETING. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wesleyan  University  met  in  annual  session 
on  the  evening  of  Monday,  June  26,  1905,  and  again  on  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, June  27.  The  officers  of  the  Board  were  reelected,  namely,  H.  C. 
M.  Ingraham,  President;  Rev.  C.  H.  Buck,  Treasurer;  Rev.  D.  G. 
Downey,  Secretary. 

President  Raymond  presented  his  annual  report. 

Mr.  Pearne  presented  a  report  relating  to  certain  amendments  to  the 
Charter  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Connecticut.  The  amendments  are 
as  follows: 

"  Resolved  b}-  this  Assembly: 

Section  i.  That  the  Charter  of  Wesleyan  Universit}-,  approved  June 
2,  1870,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following:  "The  president, 
for  the  time  being,  of  said  University,  shall  have  power  to  confer  honor- 
ary degrees  and  grant  diplomas,  in  such  form  and  to  such  persons  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  diplomas  shall  entitle 
their  possessors,  respectively,  to  all  the  immunities  and  privileges  which, 
either  by  usage  or  by  statute,  are  allowed  to  possessors  of  similar  diplo- 
mas from  any  other  university,  college  or  seminarj-  of  learning. 

Section  2.  Section  two  of  a  resolution  amending  said  charter,  approved 
February  14,  1878,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Meetings  of 
the  Trustees  of  Wesleyan  University,  other  than  the  annual  meeting, 
ma)'  be  held  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  all  proceedings  at  said  meet- 
ings shall  be  as  valid  as  though  said  meetings  were  held  in  Middletown, 
Connecticut. 

Section.  3.  The  time  within  which  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may  file  the  certificate  of  acceptance  of  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Charter  of  Wesleyan  University,  approved  February  20, 
1879,  is  hereby  extended  to  October  i,,  1905,  and  all  acts  of  said  Board 
of  Trustees  otherwise  lawful  save  for  the  omission  of  filing  such  certifi- 
cate are  hereby  validated  and  confirmed." 

It  was  voted  to  accept  these  amendments,  and  to  direct  the  Secretary 
to  file  the  legal  acceptance  with  the  vSecretarv.  of  State  before  October  i, 
i9«5-

The  President  of  the  Board,  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  was  appointed  Acting 
Treasurer  during  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  Rev.  Charles  H.  Buck. 

J.  M.  Van  Vleck  was  elected  Assistant  Treasurer. 

W.  J.  James  was  appointed  custodian  of  the  valual)le  papers  of  the 
University. 

The  reports  of  the  Library  Committee  and  Apparatus  Committee  were 
accepted  and  placed  on  file. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  of  the  Local  Executive  Committee 
and  General  Executive  Committee  were  received  and  ordered  placed  on 
file.  The  latter  report  announced  the  election  of  W.  A.  Heidel, 
Ph.  D.,  of  Iowa  College,  Grinnell,  Iowa,  to  be  Jane  A.  Seney  Professor 
of  the  Greek  Language  and  Literature. 

Professor  E.  T.  iVIerrilPs  resignation  of  the  Robert  Rich  Professorship 
of  Latin  was  presented  and  accepted,  and  Mr.  George  S.  Coleman  was 
requested  to  make  an  expression  of  the  sentiments  of  the  Board.

M.  E.  Church,  New  Y'ork  City;  Edward  S.  Ninde,  '87,  of  Ann  Arbor, 
Mich. 

Voted  to  approve  the  action  of  the  Committee  on  the  seventy-fifth 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  college,  and  to  direct  the  Committee 
to  proceed;  and  to  cooperate  with  the  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Alumni  to  raise  an  endowment  among  the  Alumni. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 
"  WHERE.A.S,  The  Board  is  informed  by  the  President  of  the  University, 
that  a  Committee  has  been  appointed  by  the  Alumni  Association,  to 
raise  an  endowment  from  the  Alumni,  and  that  this  Committee  may 
request  the  assistance  of  Professor  Conn  in  this  work, 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Executive  Committee  have  authority  to 
appoint  Professor  Conn  or  some  other  person  to  act  with  the  Alumni 
Committee,  provided  the  General  Executive  Committee,  after  investi- 
gation, finds  such  appointment  wise;  and  that  the  General  Executive 
Committee  have  power  to  make  provision  for  the  college  work  of  any 
member  of  the  teaching  force  who  may  be  so  detailed." 

Voted  to  continue  the  Camp  prize,  and  the  Treasurer  was  directed  to 
set  aside  five  hundred  dollars  from  any  funds  avail?.ble  to  be  the  perpet- 
ual endowment  of  the  Camp  prize. 

Voted  to  charge  a  fee  of  two  dollars  hereafter  in  the  case  of  every 
student  who  registers  after  the  time  set. 

Voted  that  the  Local  Executive  Committee  be  directed  to  report  at 
the  next  meeting  on  the  advisability  of  removing  the  offices  of  the  Pres- 
ident and  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  to  South  College  and  on  any  other 
changes  that  may  be  needed. 

Voted  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  express  to  the  Carnegie  In- 
stitution the  appreciation  of  the  Board  of  the  action  of  the  Institution 
in  continuing  the  support  of  investigations  under  Professor  Bradley. 
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The  following  minute  was  adopted: 

' '  Resolved,  That  this  Board  highly  appreciates  the  recent  gift  to  the 
University  by  Mrs.  Alice  Cummings  Bonbright,  of  a  family  portrait  of 
our  early  and  conspicuous  benefactor,  Isaac  Rich.  We  already-  have  in 
our  Library  a  representation  of  Mr.  Rich  as  we  knew  him.  The  one  now 
presented  shows  him  in  his  earlier  years,  when  he  was  laying  the  foun- 
dations of  the  fortune  which  he  so  benevolently  administered,  and  it 
seems  very  appropriate  that  it  should  be  placed  in  the  Hall  which  we 
owe  to  his  generosity. 

"■Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Bonbright 
with  our  sincere  thanks." 

The  following  minute  was  adopted: 

"  Whereas,  Miss  Clara  Van  Vleck  is  compelled  to  retire  from  the  posi- 
tion of  book-keeper,  the  Trustees  desire  to  jjut  on  record  an  expression 
of  thanks  for  her  long  and  valuable  service.  By  her  great  accuracy  in 
all  details,  and  by  her  perfect  knowledge  of  the  finances  and  history  of 
the  University,  she  has  been  of  incalculable  service  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  Trustees." 

The  following  memorial  on  Samuel  Foster  Upham,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  was 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  copy 
to  Mrs.  Upham: 

"Rev.  Sanmel  Foster  Upham,  who  was  born  at  Duxbury,  Mass.,  May 
19th,  1S34,  and  died  at  Madison,  N.  J.,  October  5th,  1904,  was  for  twenty- 
three  3'ears  a  faithful  and  honored  member  of  this  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  its  Secretary  from  1874  to  1882. 

"A  son  of  Wesleyan,  graduating  in  1856,  his  entire  career  conferred 
honor  on  his  Alma  Mater  and  blessing  on  the  world.  The  Church 
trusted  and  honored  him.  Mount  Union  College  gave  him  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Divinity  in  1872;  Hamline  University  made  him  a  Doctor 
of  Laws;  and  Wesleyan  also  conferred  LL.  D.  a  few  years  ago.  He  w^as 
a  member  of  five  General  Conferences — in  1880,  1888,  1896,  1900,  1904, — 
in  several  of  which  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Itinerancy. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Joint  Commission  for  making  a  new  Hymnal 
for  Episcopal  Methodism — North  and  South.  He  gloried  most  in  being 
a  preacher  of  the  Gospel.  On  his  monument  in  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery, 
Hartford,  Conn.,  the  onl}-  inscription,  besides  his  name  and  the  dates  of 
birth  and  death,  is  "Permitted  to  preach  Christ's  Gospel  for,;  nearly 
fifty  years."  That  simple  record  indicates  the  supreme  joy  and  passion 
of  his  life,  and  is  known  to  be  in  accordance  with  his  own  wish.     His 
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preaching  was  with  unction  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  with  power.  For 
many  years  he  was  one  of  the  most  desired  and  sought  for  preachers  of 
the  eastern  seaboard.  He  was  elected  in  1881  to  a  professorship  in 
Drew  Theological  Seminar)',  at  Madison,  N.  J.,  where  for  twenty-three 
years  in  the  Chair  of  Homiletics  and  Pastoral  Theology  he  taught 
young  men  to  be  fervent  preachers  of  the  Gospel  and  faithful  shepherds 
of  the  flock  of  Christ.  He  was  an  exemplar  of  his  own  teachings;  he 
not  only  told  his  students  how  to  preach,  but  showed  them  how,  and  in- 
spired them  with  his  own  high  spiritual  enthusiasm  and  his  ardent  pas- 
sion for  preaching  Christ  and  saving  men.  He  was  a  great  religious 
power  in  Drew  Seminar}-,  and  his  glowing  influence  flowed  far  and  wide 
to  warm  the  Church  through  successive  classes  of  his  students.  In  him 
there  was  a  rare  blending  of  fervor  and  humor,  sympathy  and  robust 
good  sense.  Drew  students  called  him  "The  Professor  of  Common 
Sense;"  and  the  Facultj-  called  him  "The  Fool  Killer,"  because  he  was 
a  master  of  the  art  of  taking  the  nonsense  and  foolishness,  pomposity  or 
efFeminac)-  out  of  cranks  and  ninnies,  dudes  and  babies  among  the  stu- 
dents. His  religion  and  its  influence  were  as  wholesome  as  they  were 
intense.  Sunny,  sweet,  sound,  and  strong  were  his  manhood  and  his 
ministry.  Weslej-an  L^niversity  and  the  whole  Church  may  well  give 
thanks  to  God  for  the  noble,  earnest,  beneficent  and  powerful  life  of 
Dr.  Samuel  Foster  Uphani." 

The  following  minute,  ]>repared  by  Bishop  Andrews,  Dr.  Kelley,  and 
Dr.  Downey,  was  adopted: 

"On  November  24,  1904,  in  his  seventy-seventh  year,  at  his  home  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Charles  Scott,  Sr.,  for  twenty-four  years  a 
Trustee  of  Wesleyan  University,  and  one  of  its  most  generous  benefac- 
tors, rested  from  a  life  of  strenuous  and  most  valuable  activity  in  the 
church  and  in  human  society. 

"Beginning  his  career  with  few  outward  advantages,  by  the  clearness 
of  his  imdenstanding,  the  force  of  his  will,  and  the  elevation  of  his  aims, 
he  achieved  marked  success  in  business,  and  an  honored  position  among 
Christian  and  benevolent  men.  His  early  life  gave  promise  of  his  later 
notable  years  of  helpfulness  in  his  own  city  and  in  regions  far  away.  A 
noble  and  pious  wife  adorned  his  home,  and  seconded  his  high  purposes. 
By  wise  counsels  and  by  generous  gifts  he  aided  such  local  enterprises  of 
Philadelphia  as  City  Missions,  the  Methodist  Hospital,  the  Home  for  the 
Aged,  the  Preacher's  Aid  Society;  he  was  a  Trustee  of  Drew  Theological 
Seminary,  and  greatly  helped  in  the  renewal  of  its  lost  endowment;  for 
twenty-four  3-ears  he  was  a  faithful  Manager  of  the  Methodist  Missionary 
Societv,  and  often  a  member  of  its  General  Committee;  in  1900  he  was  a 
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delegate  to  the  General  Conference  of  the  Church.  To  this  University, 
where  two  sons  and  a  son-in-law  were  educated,  he  was  greatly  attached. 
In  addition  to  other  gifts,  in  conjunction  with  Charles  Scott,  Jr.,  he 
erected  at  a  cost  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  John  Bell  Scott 
Laboratory  of  Physical  Science,  a  memorial  to  a  deceased  son  who  gave 
his  life  to  his  country  as  the  result  of  the  Spanish  War.  It  was  dedica- 
ted with  tender  and  grateful  remembrances  of  both  father  and  son  soon 
after  the  death  of  the  former,  in  the  presence  of  surviving  members  of 
the  family,  and  of  a  large  assembly  of  friends. 

"This  Board  devoutly  rejoices  in  the  long  and  useful  life  of  its  late 
fellow  member  and  hereby  places  on  record  its  high  appreciation  of  his 
sterling  character,  his  work,  and  his  worth.  While  we  sympathize  with 
his  immediate  family  in  their  great  bereavement,  w-e  congratulate  them 
on  the  high  level  of  his  achievement  and  the  gracious  memory  of  a  life 
that  was  much  occupied  with  noble  thoughts  and  good  deeds." 

The  following  niiimte  drafted  by  Bishop  Andrews,  Dr.  Kelley  and  Dr. 
Downey  was  adopted: 

"In  the  death  of  Joseph  S.  Stout,  Wesleyan  University  has  lost  one  of 
its  quiet,  consistent,  and  loyal  supporters,  and  this  Board  of  Trustees  one 
whose  judgment  and  generosity  will  be  greatly  missed.  Mr.  Stout  was 
chosen  a  Trustee  of  the  University  in  1880,  succeeding  his  father,  the 
late  Andrew  V.  Stout.  In  later  years  he  was  not  able,  by  reason  of  im- 
paired health,  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  but  his  interest  in 
the  prosperity  of  the  University  was  undoubted  and  undiminished.  The 
esteem  in  which  Mr.  Stout  was  held  in  the  commercial  and  philan- 
thropic world  is  evidenced  by  the  positions  of  responsibility  and  trust 
that  he  occupied.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
of  the  Produce  Exchange  of  New  York  City,  also  a  Trustee  of  the  Amer- 
ican Bank  Note  Company  and  the  Holland  Trust  Company,  and  Director 
of  the  National  Shoe  and  Leather  Bank.  Methodism  availed  itself  of 
his  vahiable  services  by  choosing  him  not  only  a  Trustee  of  this  Univer- 
sitv,  but  also  of  Drew  Theological  Seminary  and  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Hospital,  and  also  Treasurer  of  the  the  General  Board  of  Education. 
In  all  these  positions  he  gave  to  the  Church  both  personal  service  of  the 
highest  value  and  financial  aid  that  greatly  assisted  its  philanthropic 
and  educational  work.  In  personal  life  Mr.  Stout  was  simple,  affable 
and  irreproachable  in  character.  Society,  civics,  commerce,  and  relig- 
ion are  bereaved  in  the  departure  of  this  man  of  upright  character,  ear- 
nest life  and  simple  faith." 
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A  special  meeting  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  was  held  in  New  York  City 
on  November  15,  1905. 

The  amendments  to  the  charter  of  the  University,  passed  by  the 
Connecticut  Legislature  on  June  29,  1905,  were  accepted. 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Finance  Committee  appointed 
bv  the  Alumni  Association  at  the  last  Commencement,  Professor  Conn 
was  authorized  to  act  as  the  Secretary  and  vSpecial  Solicitor  for  the  Com- 
mittee, and  Mr.  W.  J.  James,  as  Treasurer.  The  local  Executive  Com- 
mittee was  empowered  to  deal  with  all  further  details  in  this  connec- 
tion. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Walkley,  '60,  turned  over  to  the  Trustees  certain  securities 
which  are  to  be  kept  intact  under  certain  clearly  specified  conditions, 
and  the  income  thereof  is  to  be  applied,  in  harmony  with  the  provisions 
of  the  trust,  to  the  payment  of  the  Walkley  Prize  in  Psychology.

"By  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  annual  meeting 
of  1904,  a  partial  distribution  of  the  permanent  funds  into  funds  for 
special  purposes  has  been  made  during  the  fiscal  year  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Finance  Committee.  The  basis  of  this  distribution  has  been 
an  investigation  of  the  books  of  the  treasurers  of  the  University  from 
its  foundation,  and  of  the  records  of  the  Joint  Board  of  Trustees  and 
Visitors,  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees." 

"In  the  past  it  has  been  the  practice  to  carryall  stocks  and  bonds 
owned  by  the  University  upon  the  books  at  par  value,  the  difference 
between  par  and  cost  or  inventory  values  being  carried  to  Premium 
Accounts.  It  has  been  directed  by  the  Finance  Committee  that  in  the 
future  the  cost  value  shall  be  retained  as  the  book  value,  and  to  make 
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the  practice  uniform  the  differences  between  cost  and  par  vahies  of  old 
stocks  and  bonds  have  been  restored  from  the  Premium  Accounts  to  the 
respective  stocks  and  bonds." 

In  addition  to  the  cash  gifts  entered  above  in  the  receipts  of  the  gen- 
eral cash  account,  there  have  been  received  as  gifts  certain  stocks  and 
bonds  of  the  following  par  value:  from  C.  B.  Rogers,  $5,000;  William 
Connell,  $3,000;  James  G.  Shepherd,  |i,ooo;  and  from  Rev.  J.  T.  Pettee, 
real  estate  valued  at  $5,000.

in  Latin  in  \'('esleyan  University  from  1889  to  1891;  professor  of  Latin 
in  the  Universit}-  of  North  Carolina  from  1891  to  1899;  and  professor  of 
Latin  in  the  University  of  Maine  from  1899  to  1905.  He  has  published 
Helps  to  the  Intelligent  Study  of  College  Preparatory  Latin,  Boston, 
Ginn  &  Company,  1888;  Greek  and  Roman  Mythology  (with  H.  C.  Tol-

Joseph  William  Hewitt,  elected  Associate  Professor  of  Latin  and 
Greek,  received  from  Bowdoin  College  the  degrees  of  B.  A.  in  1897  and 
M.  A.  in  1899,  and  from  Harvard  University  the  degrees  of  M.  A.  in 
1900  and  Ph.  D.  in  1902.  He  was  instructor  in  Latin  and  Greek  in  Bow- 
doin College  in  1897-8;  principal  of  the  Hanover,  New  Hampshire,  High 
School  in  1898-9;  instructor  in  Latin  in  Worcester  Academy  in  1902-3; 
and  master  in  Latin  in  the  same  school  from  1903  to  1905. 

Leroy  Albert  Howland,  elected  Instructor  in  Mathematics,  was 
graduated  from  Wesleyan  I'niversity  with  the  degree  of  B.  A.  in  1900, 
and  from  Harvard  University  with  the  degree  of  M.  A.  in  1904.  He  was 
instructor  in  mathematics  in  the  Drexel  Institute,  Philadelphia,  from 
1900  to  1903,  and  since  then  has  been  a  student  in  the  Graduate  School 
of  Harvard  University. 


DEPARTMENTAL  NOTES. 

Latin. — With  the  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  department,  various 
readjustments  have  taken  place  in  the  courses  given  this  j-ear.  The 
following  are  new  courses: 

Course  V.  in  rapid  reading  is  given  by  Professor  Nicolson  twice  a 
week,  through  the  year.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  read  large  amounts 
of  comparatively  easy  Latin  with  a  view  to  acquiring  facility  in  the  use 
of  the  language.     The  selections  include  both  prose  and  poetry. 

Course  XI.  in  Roman  philosophy  is  given  by  Professor  Harrington 
twice  a  week,  through  the  year.  Selections  from  Lucretius,  Cicero's 
philo-sophical  writings,  and  Seneca's  essays  are  read  and  supplemented 
by  lectures  on  the  development  of  Roman  philosophy. 

Important  additions  have  been  made  to  the  equipment  of  the  depart- 
ment in  wall  maps.  Also,  a  new  college  bench,  arc  light,  lantern  has 
been  purchased  for  the  use  of  this  department  and  the  department  of 
Greek. 

Greek. — Two  new  courses  are  olTered  this  year.  In  Course  VI.  four 
or  five  plays  of  Aristophanes  will  be  read,  supplemented  by  lectures  and 
reports  on  the  political,  religious,  and  private  antiquities  of  the  Athe- 
nians.    This  course  is  conducted  bv  Professor  Hewitt  two  hours  a  week. 
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during  the  second  half-year.  Course  VIII.  deals  with  the  Greek  philos- 
ophers in  the  original  sources,  with  reports  and  collateral  reading  in 
modern  histories  of  ancient  thought.  It  is  given  b}-  Professor  Heidel 
two  hours  a  week  through  the  year. 

German. — A  rearrangement  of  the  advanced  courses  in  German  has 
been  made.  An  introduction  to  Middle  High  German  (X.)  is  given  the 
first  half-year,  two  hours  a  week,  to  alternate  in  successive  3-ears  with 
the  course  in  advanced  grammar  and  composition  {IV.),  given  last  year. 
The  Middle  High  German  course  includes  a  stud}'  of  elementary  grana- 
mar  together  with  selected  readings  from  the  chivalric  poetry  of  the 
early  thirteenth  century. 

In  the  second  half-year  an  introduction  to  German  literature  from  the 
earliest  times  to  the  sixteenth  century  (VIII.)  will  be  given;  a  two-hour 
course,  including  lectures  in  German  and  readings  from  Max  Miiller's 
German  Classics.  This  course  alternates  with  the  course  in  the  history 
of  German  literature  from  the  sixteenth  century  to  the  present  (IX.), 
given  last  year. 

The  two  rapid-reading  courses  in  nineteenth  century  German  (VI., 
VII.)  will  cover,  this  year,  readings  from  the  reali.stic  drama,  in  the 
first  half-year,  and  from  Heine's  lyrics  and  prose,  in  the  second. 

Romance  Languages.  —  The  course  in  Old  French  given  this  year 
has  been  extended  from  one  to  two  hours  a  week. 

English  Literature. — A  new  course  is  given  this  year  in  the  plays 
of  Shakespeare.  Six  representative  plays  will  be  read,  in  the  probable 
order  of  their  composition:  A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,  Henry  IV. 
(Parts  I.  and  IL),  As  You  Like  It,  Othello,  Antony  and  Cleopatra,  The 
Winter's  Tale. 

In  connection  with  the  plays  some  study  will  be  made  of  the  life  of 
Shakespeare,  and  of  the  condition  of  the  drama  in  his  time.  Sidney 
Lee's  Life  of  Shakespeare  will  be  used  as  a  basis  for  this  study. 

HiSTORV. — During  the  past  year  a  collection  of  twentj'-two  physical 
and  political  maps  of  the  countries  of  Europe  and  of  the  continents  has 
been  purchased.  This  additional  equipment  is  proving  very  useful  in 
the  work  of  the  department. 

The  Historical  Seminary  is  this  year  making  a  special  study  of  the 
history  of  the  United  States  during  the  decade  immediately  preceding 
the  Civil  War. 
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Philosophy.  —  .\  new  course,  XIII.  Philosophy,  is  given  this  year. 
The  course  is  coiKhicted  on  the  seminar}-  method,  and  is  intended  pri- 
marily for  graduate  students.  The  subject  for  the  j-ear  is  the  Faith 
Philosophy  from  the  Close  of  the  Eighteenth  Century.  In  the  second 
half-year  special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  movement  in  present 
thinking  which  is  called  Humanism  or  Pragmatism. 

Mathematics. — Professor  Edward  B.  Van  Vleck  is  in  Europe  enjoy- 
ing leave  of  absence  for  the  j^ear.  After  staying  at  Geneva  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  summer,  toward  the  end  of  October  he  reached  Paris, 
where  he  will  spend  the  winter  in  study  and  research. 

A  recent  addition  to  the  library  is  a  volume  entitled  "Lectures  on 
Mathematics,"  a  series  of  lectures  delivered  at  the  Boston  Colloquium 
of  the  American  Mathematical  Society,  September  2-5,  1903,  by  Profes- 
sors F.  S.  Woods,  E.  B.  Van  Vleck,  and  H.  S.  White.  The  dedication  is 
an  unusual  tribute:  "  To  Professor  John  Monroe  Van  Vleck,  LL.  D.,  these 
lectures  are  affectionately  inscribed  by  his  former  pupils."  The  edition 
bears  the  imprint  of  The  Macmillan  Company,  publishers  for  the  Amer- 
ican Mathematical  Society. 

Chemistry. — Thanks  to  the  respiration  calorimeter,  which  has  at- 
tained such  wide  recognition  in  recent  years  through  the  researches  of 
Professor  Atwater,  and  to  the  liquid  air  plant  in  charge  of  Professor 
Bradley,  the  chemical  department  of  Wesleyan  University  is  in  posses- 
sion of  facilities  not  surpassed  in  any  American  college  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  inquiries  in  two  most  important  and  fruitful  fields,  the  nutrition 
of  man  and  the  phenomena  of  extreme  low  temperatures.  Though  de- 
signed for  purposes  of  research,  this  equipment  has  already,  to  some 
extent,  been  utilized  also  in  the  work  of.in.struction  in  the  department, 
especially  in  connection  with  the  lecture  courses  in  physiological  chem- 
istry and  in  the  liquefaction  of  gases,  respectively.  In  order  to  render 
it  still  more  serviceable  in  this  direction,  the  officers  of  the  department 
are  offering  this  year  the  new  courses  which  follow: 

Course  XIII.  in  low  temperature  investigations  consists  of  experi- 
mental inquiries  into  special  problems  connected  with  the  attainment 
and  utilization  of  low  temperatures.  It  is  conducted  in  the  cryogenic 
laborator}',  by  Professor  Bradley. 

Course  XIV.  in  biological  chemistry  is  devoted  to  an  experimental 
investigation  of  problems  connected  with  the  nutrition  of  man,  and  is 
conducted,  with  the  aid  of  the  respiration  calorimeter  and  accessory  ap- 
paratus, by  Professor  Benedict. 

Both  of  these  courses  are  intended  especially  for  graduate  students, 
but  may  be  elected  by  undergraduates  who  are  candidates  for  special 
honors  in  chemistry  at  graduation.

Since  the  publication  of  the  May  Bulletin,  the  following  gifts  have 
been  received:  From  Mrs.  G.  F.  Swift  of  Chicago,  one  hundred  shares 
of  the  stock  of  Swift  &  Company,  whose  par  value  is  $10,000;  from  J.  G. 
Shepherd  of  Scranton,  Penn.,  two  bonds  of  $1,000  each  for  the  endow- 
ment of  a'scholarship  fund;  from  the  estate  of  D.  B.  Fayerweather,  an 
additional  payment  of  $5,000;  from  subscriptions  to  the  Wesley  Bicen- 
tennial Fund  for  endowment,  $1,608;  from  Professor  J.  M.  Van  Vleck, 
for  the  Astronomical  Observatory  Building  Fund,  $500;  from  subscrip- 
tions for  current  expen.ses,  $6,050;  and  several  small  special  gifts  amount- 
ing to  about  $80. 


THE  LIBRARY. 


An  important  addition  has  been  made  by  acquiring  the  library  of  the 
late  James  Cooke  Van  Benschoten,  for  thirty-nine  years  Professor  of  the 
Greek  Language  and  Literature  in  Wesleyan  I'niversity.  This  collection, 
consisting  of  3,300  bound  volumes  and  manj-  pamphlets  and  numbers  of 
periodicals,  has  been  purchased  by  friends  of  the  University  at  a  cost  of 
$1,500  and  presented  to  the  Library.  Its  especial  strength  is  in  sets  of 
classical  periodicals,  editions  of  the  Greek  writers,  works  on  Greek  art, 
and  books  dealing  with  the  New  Testament.  Half  of  the  books  have 
been  placed  in  the  classical  seminary  in  Willbur  Fisk  Hall.  The  re- 
mainder will  be  shelved  in  the  general  Library.  There  are  in  the  entire 
collection  very  few  books  duplicating  those  already  in  the  main  Library. 


THE  Ml'SEUM. 


During  the  past  year  a  valuable  collection  of  minerals,  including  about 
fifty  specimens,  has  been  received  from  the  Foote  Mineral  Company  of 
Philadelphia,  in  exchange  for  columbite  and  other  minerals  from  the 
vicinity  of  Middletown. 

An  interesting  collection  of  ancient  lamps,  tear  vases,  and  bottles, 
from  the  vicinity  of  Sidon  in  Sj-ria,  has  been  obtained  by  purchase  from 
Mitree  Farhat,  the  money  having  been  raised  by  subscription. 

During  the  past  summer  collections  of  insects  amounting  in  the  ag- 
gregate to  nearly  two  hundred  specimens  have  been  received  from  Ruth 
Sheldon  and  Russell  Butler  of  Middletown. 
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In  the  early  autuiiiii  ^Ir.  Lo])er  made  a  journey  to  Chattanooga,  and 
was  the  guest  of  Mr.  George  D.  Barnes,  from  whom  a  valuable  collection 
of  Indian  relics  from  mounds  in  the  vicinity  of  Chattanooga  was  pur- 
chased several  years  ago.  Mr.  Barnes  added  to  this  collection  a  valua- 
ble donation  of  about  one  hundred  specimens  of  relics  from  the  mounds 
and  the  stone  graves  in  the  vicinity  of  Chattanooga.  The  Museum  has 
also  obtained  by  purchase  from  Mr.  Barnes  one  of  the  extremely  rare 
council  pipes.  This  specimen  is  very  perfectly  preserved,  and  is  pro- 
\-ided  with  sockets  for  the  insertion  of  six  stems.  During  his^visit  to 
Chattanooga  Mr.  Loper  also  collected  a  considerable  number  of  fossils. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Museum  has  received  a  large  number  of 
accessions  of  single  specimens  or  small  collections,  of  which  the  follow- 
ing are  among  the  most  important: — A  remarkabh'  fine  specimen  of  a 
large  pebble  facetted  by  wind-blown  sand,  from  John  L.  Cook,  of 
Bridgehampton,  N.  Y.;  a  collection  of  forty  specimens  of  modern 
Indian  potter\-  from  New  Mexico,  received  from  Thomas  E.  Smith,  of 
Middletown;  Triassic  fossils,  from  Charles  Neff,  of  Portland,  Conn.; 
specimens  of  bixbyite,  from  Maynard  Bixby,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  the 
well  known  mineral  collector  after  whom  that  mineral  species  was 
named;  a  beautiful  specimen  of  kauri -gum  containing  insects  from 
New  Zealand,  topaz  and  tourmaline  cut  as  gems,  and  a  number  of  geodes 
from  southern  Indiana,  presented  by  Frank  B.  Wade,  B.  S.,  Wesleyan, 
1901;  specimens  of  echinoids  from  the  Bahama  islands,  presented  by 
Howard  E.  A.  Jones,  Ph.  B.,  Wesleyan,  1905;  specimen  of  round  clam 
(Venus  mercenaria)  illustrating  formation  of  pearls,  and  various  other 
specimens,  presented  by  Hon.  A.  R.  Crittenden;  Japanese  rain-coat  and 
bell,  presented  by  Mrs.  W.  W.  Wilcox. 


LABORATORY  NOTES. 

Nutrition  Experiments. — In  connection  with  the  nutrition  investi- 
gations which  have  been  in  progress  in  the  chemical  laboratory,  an  ex- 
tensive investigation  into  the  nutritive  value  of  American  cheese  has 
been  entered  into  this  fall.  The  funds  for  this  investigation  have  been 
supplied  by  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture.  An  elaborate  series  of  experiments  is  now  in 
progress  in  which  cheese  cured  at  different  temperatures  and  under  dif- 
ferent conditions  forms  a  part  of  a  diet  which  is  being  eaten  by  a  num- 
ber of  men,  and  the  digestibility  of  cheese  accurately  determined.  It  is 
proposed  to  continue  this  work  well  into  the  winter,  thereby  making  a 
very  thorough  study  of  this  important  article  of  diet. 
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The  researches  into  the  metabolism  or  the  transformations  of  matter 
and  energy  in  the  body  during  fasting,  which  have  been  carried  out 
with  the  aid  of  a  liberal  grant  from  the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Wash- 
ington, are  still  in  progress.  The  respiration  calorimeter  is  used  in 
connection  with  both  of  these  series  of  investigations. 

Cryogenic  Laboratory. —  Early  last  spring.  Professor  Bradley  re- 
ceived an  order  from  the  director  of  the  chemical  laboratory  of  Harvard 
University  for  a  liquefier  of  the  general  t^-pe  which  has  proved  so  effi- 
cient here.  At  the  date  of  writing,  the  work  of  constructing  this  lique- 
fier is  nearly  completed  and  preparations  are  being  made  for  testing  it 
thoroughly  before  shipment. 

In  the  May  BULLETIN,  mention  was  made  of  a  grant  from  the  Hodgkins 
Fund  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  to  Professor  Bradley,  to  aid  in  the 
prosecution  of  a  study  of  the  flow  of  compressed  air  through  a  nozzle 
and  of  the  fall  of  temperature  thereby  induced.  The  details  of  this 
investigation  are  being  carried  out  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Hale,  '03,  who  rendered 
valuable  service  as  an  undergraduate  during  the  early  tests  of  the  liquid 
air  plant.     The  apparatus  required  is  now  in  process  of  construction. 

State  Bacteriological  Laboratory  at  WESLEYAN.^The  Legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  Connecticut  at  its  last  session  passed  an  act 
authorizing  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  organize  and  carry  on  a  State 
Bacteriological  Laboratory.  The  primary  purpose  of  this  laboratory  is 
to  furnish  data  upon  which  can  be  based  a  more  intelligent  and  efficient 
control  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  state  and  which  shall  serve  as  a 
means  of  furthering  the  interests  of  public  health.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Health  in  October,  Professor  Conn  was  asked  to  organize  and 
direct  this  laboratory,  thus  being  made  State  Bacteriologist.  The  lab- 
oratory will  be  started  in  Middletown  and  for  the  present,  at  least,  will 
remain  here.  During  the  present  year  the  duties  of  Professor  Conn  in 
connection  with  the  Alumni  Fund  Avill  make  it  impossible  for  him  to 
assume  anv  active  relations  to  the  new  laboratory,  but  it  is  expected 
that  next  year  he  will  be  able  to  have  a  closer  relation  to  the  work  of 
this  new  enterprise.  In  order  that  there  be  no  delay  in  the  organization 
of  this  important  work,  Mr.  James  A.  Newlands  has  been  engaged  to 
undertake  the  equipment  and  the  starting  of  the  laboratory  for  the  pres- 
ent year.  Mr.  Newlands  comes  from  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technologv  and  has  had  special  training  in  bacteriology  associated  with 
water  and  sewage.  He  has,  recently,  been  in  the  state  and  city  labora- 
tories in  Boston,  but  began  work  in  Middletown  on  December  i.  This 
new  laboratory  will  furnish  Wesleyan  students  opportunities  to  gain 
familiarity  with  certain  phases  of  practical  bacteriology  and  will  be  an 
important  addition  to  the  teaching  facilities  in  biology  at  Wesleyan.

THREE-QUARTERS  of  a  cetitury  ago  a  body  of  earnest  men  with  high 
religious  and  educational  ideals  founded  Wesleyan  University  as 
the  highest  institution  of  learning  under  the  control  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  The  charter  was  remarkably  liberal  and  provided, 
among  other  things,  "  that  no  by-law  or  ordinances,  shall  be  established 
l)y  said  corporation,  which  shall  make  the  religious  tenets  of  any  person, 
a  condition  of  admission  to  any  privilege  in  said  university;  and  that  no 
president,  professor  or  other  ofl&cer  shall  be  made  ineligible  for,  or  by 
reason  of  any  religious  tenets,  that  he  may  profess,  nor  be  compelled  by 
anv  by-laws  or  otherwise,  to  subscribe  to  any  religious  test  whatever." 

The  spirit  displayed  in  this  charter  has  been  characteristic  of  the  entire 
history  of  the  institution,  even  though  the  revised  charter  of  1870  im- 
posed some  restrictions  upon  the  choice  of  trustees  and  faculty.  Through- 
out its  entire  history  Wesleyan  has  placed  no  restrictions  upon  the  right 
of  research  or  the  right  of  proclaiming  the  truth  as  it  is,  without  regard 
to  its  possible  bearings.  Yet  the  members  of  the  faculty  of  Weslej^an 
and  the  students  they  have  trained  have  as  a  rule  approached  great 
questions  with  humility  and,  while  progressive,  have  never  advocated 
new  views  from  the  mere  love  of  novelty. 

Wesleyan  men  have  always  stood  for  a  high  type  of  manhood  as  well 
as  of  scholarship  and  have  never  slighted  a  man  of  real  worth  because  of 
his  lack  of  wealth  or  social  position.  The  uncompromising  democracy 
of  Weslevan  has  been  one  of  its  most  honorable  traits  and  will,  we  may 
hope,  characterize  it  for  generations  to  come. 
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But  this  is  not  the  place  to  dwell  at  length  upon  the  ideals  that  have 
heen  cherished  from  the  outset  in  Wesleyan  University.  It  is  enough  to 
rcMiiiiid  those  who  have  known  the  spirit  of  Wesleyan  in  past  years  that 
there  lias  heen  no  lowering  of  the  old  standards;  that  there  is  the  same 
high  level  of  scholarship,  the  same  reverence  for  truth  and  insistence 
u])on  intellectual  honest}-,  the  same  genuineness  of  religious  faith,  with 
tolerance  for  opposing  opinions,  the  same  respect  for  solidity  of  character. 

.And  now,  after  seventy-five  years  of  steady  endeavor  to  realize  the 
aims  of  the  founders,  there  is  to  be  a  reunion  of  as  large  a  number  as 
possible  of  the  graduates  and  friends  of  the  I'niversity  to  celebrate  the 
achievements  of  the  institution.  The  details  of  the  events  of  Commence- 
ment Week  are  outlined  elsewhere.  Nothing  more  need  be  said  here 
than  that  every  graduate  should  regard  his  attendance  upon  the  celebra- 
tion not  only  as  a  personal  pleasure  but  as  a  debt  due  to  his  Alma  Mater. ' 


At  the  Alumni  meeting  last  Commencement  it  was  voted  to  endeavor 
in  the  course  of  the  year  to  add  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  the 
permanent  endowment  fund  of  the  University  by  contributions  from 
alumni  only.  The  amount  thus  far  suscribed  is  about  a  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  including  about  $15,000  which  was  paid  in  previous  to  last 
June  which  has  been  used,  and  is  therefore  not  available  as  an  endow- 
ment fund. 

.\t  least  half,  therefore,  of  the  desired  sum  remains  yet  to  be  raised; 
but  large  numbers  of  the  alumni  have  promised  to  make  subscriptions 
before  Commencement,  and  so  it  is  expected  that  the  total  subscription 
will  be  greatly  increased  before  the  report  is  made  at  Commencement 
time. 

It  need  hardly  be  remarked  that  a  much  larger  addition  than  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  must  be  made  to  the  endowment  in  order  to  meet 
the  ])ressing  needs  of  the  institution.  Higher  education,  with  its  indis- 
jiensable  equipment  of  laboratories,  museums,  seminary  libraries,  and 
other  apparatus  of  advanced  research,  requires  on  the  material  side  an 
expenditure  hardly  dreamed  of  a  generation  or  two  ago.  The  growing 
tendency  to  specialization  observable  in  every  department  of  modern 
life  has  made  ini])erative  a  steady  enlargement  of  the  teaching  force  of

the  University  as  well  as  of  material  facilities  and,  consequently,  an 
increase  in  the  annual  outlay.  When  to  these  facts  we  add  the  well- 
known  fact  that  trust  funds  are  less  productive  than  they  were  a  score 
of  years  ago,  we  are  confronted  with  a  situation  demanding  the  serious 
attention  of  those  who  have  the  prosperity  of  Wesleyan  at  heart.  The 
entire  amount  asked  fof  from  the  alumni  will  yield  barelv  enough  to 
meet  the  annual  deficit. 

But  the  stead}-  expansion  which  is  the  life  of  every  ins^titution  cannot 
be  made  a  reality,  without  the  addition  of  a  full  half-million  of  dollars  to 
the  permanent  endowment,  and  this  sum  was  named  by  President 
Raymond  in  his  last  Commencement  address  as  the  goal  toward  which 
we  must  strive  this  year. 

Efforts  in  this  direction  have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  but  at 
this  moment  no  report  can  be  presented.  May  we  not  hope  that  those 
alumni  who  are  at  present  unable  to  contribute  largely  will  at  least  spare 
no  effort  in  setting  forth  the  claims  of  Wesleyan  to  the  liberal  support 
of  men  of  means  who  stand  ready  to  aid  in  the  work  of  higher  education  ? 


Early  in  the  morning  of  the  first  of  :\Iarch  fire  was  discovered  in  old 
North  College,  and  in  the  course  of  a  few  hours  nothing  remained  but 
shattered  walls  and  smoking  ashes.  None  of  the  college  buildings  was 
so  endeared  to  generations  of  Wesleyan  students  as  North  College  with 
its  ivied  walls  and  its  countless  associations,  and  no  building,  however 
complete  in  its  equipment,  can  fully  replace  the  one  that  is  gone. 

But  plans  are  already  in  progress  for  the  erection  of  a  new  North 
College,  which,  in  size,  equipment,  and  architectural  effect  will  worthily 
compare  with  the  older  structure.  This  will  be  built  in  the  course  of 
the  next  college  year,  and  will,  it  is  confidently  expected,  be  ready  for 
occupancy  by  September,  1907. 

In  the  meantime,  adequate  provision  will  be  made  for  the  housing  of 
new  students.  A  considerable  number  can  be  accommodated  in  the  re- 
maining college  dormitories,  many  in  the  club  houses  of  the  various 
college  fraternities,  and  many  others  in  private  houses  near  the  college 
campus.     No  student  need  be  deterred  from  coming  to  Wesleyan  next 
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year  b}-  reason  of  lack  of  satisfactory  quarters.  Inquiries  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty,  and  detailed  information  will 
be  furnished  without  ilelav. 


In  consequence  of  the  burning  of  the  administrative  ofhces  in  North 
College,  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  has  been  temporarily 
transferred  to  Memorial  Chapel.  In  the  course  of  the  coming  summer 
vSouth  College  is  to  be  completel}-  remodeled  and  provided  with  offices 
for  the  President  and  Secretary,  and  a  large  assembly  room  for  meetings 
of  the  faculty.  The  I'liiversity  administrative  building,  which  has  long 
been  a  necessity,  will  thus  at  last  become  a  reality.  A  fuller  account  of 
this  work,  which  was  begun  early  in  Ma\-,  will  be  given  in  the  next 
issue  of  the  lUillctiii. 


By  the  death  of  Bishop  John  C.  Keener,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  '35,  in  New 
Orleans  on  Januar}-  19,  1905,  the  Rev.  Bostwick  Hawley,  D.  D.,  '38,  of 
vSaratoga  Springs,  New  York,  ])ecomes  the  oldest  living  graduate  of  the 
University. 

The  board  of  trustees  at  their  meeting  in  March  voted  to  increase  the 
charges  to  students  from  |io8  to  $125,  by  adding  fio  to  tuition  and  $7  to 
incidentals.  This  change  will  take  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  next 
college  year.  

During  the  college  year  Professor  E.  B.  Van  Vleck  has  been  travelling 
and  studying  in  Europe.  Professor  J.  M.  Van  Vleck  has  been  absent 
since  the  beginning  of  January  on  a  Mediterranean  trip.  Announce- 
ment has  recently  been  made  that  Profes.sor  E.  B.  Van  Vleck  has  ten- 
dered his  resignation  of  the  professorship  of  mathematics,  which  he  has 
filled  with  ability  and  efficiency  since  189S,  to  become  professor  of 
mathematics  in  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  in  which  he  was  an  in- 
structor from  1 893  to  1895. 


In  the  movement  for  securing  inij)r()ved  conditions  in  intercollegiate 
athletics,  and  especially  in  football,  Wesleyan  University  is  taking  an 
active  part.  Wesleyan  was  represented  at  both  of  the  conferences  at  the 
Murray  Hill  Hotel  in  New  York  in  November  and  December,  1905,  which 
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initiated  the  recent  revision  of  the  football  rules.  In  April,  the  faculty 
adopted  several  new  regulations  enforcing  stricter  scholarship  require- 
ments upon  members  of  the  student  athletic  and  musical  organizations. 
Graduate  students  will  henceforth  be  excluded  from  the  teams,  and  no 
freshman  whose  record  at  entrance  or  whose  class  work  is  unsatisfactory 
will  be  permitted  to  represent  the  University  on  the  athletic  teams  and 
musical  clubs. 


THE  SEVENTY-FIFTH  ANNIVERSARY. 

The  question,  "Who  owns  the  University?"  is  one  of  the  most  vexed 
subjects  in  college  life;  but  there  will  be  no  doubt  as  to  who  will  own 
Wesleyan  University  during  the  days  in  June  when  it  will  celebrate  its 
seventy-fifth  anniversary.  Then  the  alumni  will  hold  undisputed  sway. 
For  the  time,  trustees,  faculty,  and  undergraduates  will  waive  their 
special  claims  and  will  all  join  in  helping  the  alumni  enjoy  to  the  full 
the  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  of  the  University.  Every  alumnus 
is  urged  to  come  and  claim  title  during  the  week  ending  June  27. 

As  there  will  be  no  time  to  take  a  census  then,  the  returns  concerning 
the  number  of  alumni  are  here  published  in  advance.  During  its  first 
quarter-century  Wesleyan  Universitj-  graduated  24  classes  varying  in  size 
from  6  to  39,  making  a  total  of  549.  Of  these  87,  or  only  16  per  cent,  are 
still  living.  During  the  second  quarter-century,  25  classes  graduated, 
varying  in  size  from  16  to  42,  making  a  total  of  745,  of  whom  518,  or  70 
per  cent,  are  living.  The  third  quarter-century  has  seen  24  classes, 
varj-ing  in  number  from  24  to  80,  receive  their  diplomas;  making  a  total 
of  1,225,  of  whom  1,165,  or  95  per  cent,  are  living.  Seventy-three  classes 
have  contained  2,519  graduates  of  whom  1,770,  or  70  per  cent,  are  living. 
The  class  of  1906  will  probably  add  68  graduates  to  the  total  for  the  first 
seventy-five  years  of  the  history  of  the  University. 

There  are  no  survivors  of  the  classes  prior  to  1838,  but  there  are  from 
1  to  9  survivors  of  each  class  from  1838  to  1854  inclusive.  Each  class 
from  1855  to  1871  has  at  least  10  survivors,  except  1856  and  1866  which 
have  only  7  each.  Of  each  class  from  1872  to  1884,  there  are  at  least  20 
living  graduates;  each  class  from  1885  to  1893  has  no  less  than  30  survi- 
vors; and  there  are  at  least  50  members  living  of  each  of  the  classes  from 
1894  onwards.  These  figures  will  at  least  enable  each  alumnus  to  figure 
out  his  relation  to  the  success  of  his  own  class  reunion.  Every  class  is  ex- 
pected to  hold  a  reunion  on  Monday,  June  25,  and  every  alumnus  should 
1  finember  that  the  ideal  class  reunion  is  one  with  all  the  living  members 
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of  the  class  present;  so  every  graduate  of  the  University  is  expected  to 
do  his  part  to  make  the  rennion  of  his  class  an  ideal  one.  More  than 
1.500  former  Wesleyan  students  did  not  complete  their  course,  and  of 
these  more  than  900  are  still  livini^.  They,  too,  will  be  welcomed  at 
their  respective  class  reunions. 

Kvery  one  who  attends  the  anniversary  celebration  will  come  expect- 
ing personal  pleasure  and  profit  from  the  visit  to  the  University;  but  if 
the  alumni  own  the  University  they  have  not  only  privileges  to  enjoy, 
but  duties  to  discharge  and  burdens  to  bear.  The  alumni  are  planning 
to  do  this  by  adding  f  200,000  to  the  endowment  at  that  time.  One  half 
of  the  sum  has  already  been  subscribed.  Those  who  have  subscribed 
will  be  present  to  hear  the  announcement  that  the  whole  sum  has  been 
raised.  Those  who  have  not  yet  subscribed,  will  come  bearing  their 
gifts  with  them  so  that  the  announcement  shall  be  made. 

This  anniversarv  is  to  be  entirely  an  alumni  celebration.  Its  success 
depends  on  the  alumni.  All  the  talking  is  to  be  done  by  the  alumni, 
and  the  alumni  will  have  the  first  choice  of  the  listeners'  places  as  well. 
Plan  to  come.  Write  to  your  class  secretary  at  once  (his  address  is 
given  on  page  30  or  31  of  this  BuHetin);  and  also  to  Mr.  W.  J.  James, 
Wesleyan  University  Library,  to  announce  your  intention  of  being 
present  and  to  get  full  information  about  railroad  rates,  accommodations, 
and  anything  else.  The  program  is  given  in  full  on  the  last  page  of 
this  Bulletin.  The  call  goes  out  for  every  man  to  be  on  hand  in  time  to 
cheer  the  Alumni  baseball  team  on  vSaturday  afternoon,  June  23,  and  to 
stay  late  enough  to  applaud  the  last  address  by  an  alumnus  on  Wednes- 
day, June  27.  The  first  duty  on  arrival  in  Middletown  is  to  report  at  the 
X'niversity  Library  to  register  and  learn  all  the  latest  announcements. 


THE  BURNING  OF  NORTH  COLLEGE. 
In  the  destruction  of  North  College  by  fire  during  the  early  morning 
of  March  i,  1906,  Wesleyan  University  lost  a  building  valued  at  $85,000, 
which  was  regarded  by  many  as  the  handsomest  structure  on  the 
campus,  and  which  was  the  home  of  eighty-five  undergraduates.  Serious 
as  this  loss  is,  the  insurance  and  the  generosity  of  Wesleyan  men  and 
their  friends  will  make  possible  the  prompt  construction  of  a  hand- 
somer and  more  conmiodious  dormitory  with  a  modern  equipment,  so 
that  there  will  be  an  ultimate  gain  on  the  practical  side.  From  the  side 
of  sentiment,  however,  the  loss  is  total,  for  the  .student  home  of  more 
than  four  thousand  Wesleyan  men  is  gone  and  no  new  building,  how- 
ever splendid,  can  enshrine  the  memories  which  endeared  old  North 
College  to  every  Wesleyan  man. 
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The  building  was  erected  of  Portland  brownstone,  in  the  colonial  style, 
and  consisted  of  four  stories  and  an  attic.  Partitions  separated  each  of 
the  upper  floors  into  three  sections,  north,  middle,  and  south.  The  room 
in  the  attic  directly  above  the  front  entrance  had  been  occupied,  since 
its  organization  in  1837,  with  some  interruptions,  by  the  senior  secret 
society,  Mystical  Seven.  On  Wednesday  evening,  February  28,  the 
society  held  its  weekh-  meeting  at  9:30,  and  a  little  over  an  hour  later 
left  the  room,  as  was  supposed,  in  perfectly  safe  condition.  From  some 
cause  which  will  never  be  known,  possibly  from  an  oil  stove,  possibly 
from  a  cigarette,  fire  started  in  this  room.  About  midnight  Johns,  "06, 
Voorhees,  '06,  and  Chasey,  '07,  who  roomed  on  the  fourth  floor  directly 
under  the  Mystical  Seven  room,  thought  they  detected  the  odor  of 
smoke.  Johns  and,  later,  Chasey  looked  into  the  halls  and  out  of  the 
window,  and  felt  of  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  the  room.  Finally,  about 
one  o'clock,  Voorhees  made  a  tour  of  the  halls  and  looked  around  out- 
side of  the  building  without  finding  anything  to  indicate  fire.  A  little 
Ijefore  two  o'clock,  the  three  men  heard  the  crackling  of  flames  over- 
head and  saw  the  smoke  burst  through  the  ceiling  of  their  room. 
Voorhees  and  Chasey  at  once  hastened  to  the  north  section  of  the  fourth 
floor,  where  they  broke  through  the  locked  door  at  the  foot  of  the  attic 
stairs.  They  found  the  door  to  the  Mystical  Seven  room  locked  and 
covered  with  sheet  iron  so  that  they  could  only  throw  water  on  the 
flames  where  they  had  begun  to  eat  through  the  false  flooring. 

The  alarm  had  at  once  been  spread  through  the  building  and  carried 
to  the  fraternity  houses  facing  the  campits,  and  an  alarm  telephoned  to 
the  fire  department  from  the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  House.  One  fire  company 
was  promptly  on  the  scene  but  the  others  did  not  arrive  until  a  general 
alarm  had  been  turned  in,  a  few  minutes  later.  In  the  meantime,  the 
men  in  the  north  and  middle  sections  on  the  fourth  floor  were  devoting 
their  best  efl^orts  to  reaching  and  extinguishing  the  fire,  and  w'ere  soon 
joined  in  their  efforts  by  the  first  fire  company  to  arrive.  The  rumor 
that  was  spread  that  the  firemen  were  unable  to  force  an  entrance  to  the 
Mystical  Seven  room  was  without  foundation,  as  the  door  had  been 
opened  by  Campaigne,  '06,  one  of  the  members,  before  the  company 
arrived.  The  real  difiicitlty  was  that,  after  the  firemen  had  carried  the 
hose  up  the  attic  stairs  to  the  vicinity  of  the  fire,  there  was  not  enough 
water  pressure  to  render  any  effective  service.  In  a  misdirected  effort 
to  reach  the  fire,  the  firemen  pierced  the  partition  between  the  north  and 
middle  sections  of  the  top  floor,  but  this  served  only  to  increase  the 
draft.  The  smoke  soon  drove  everyone  from  the  north  and  middle  sec- 
tions of  the  fourth  floor,  and  the  men  whose  rooms  w-ere  there  were  able 
to  save  scarcelv  anvthing,  for  thev  had   devoted  all  their  time  to  the 
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efforts  to  extinguish  the  fire.  The  occupants  of  the  other  rooms  were 
able  to  move  nearly  all  of  their  possessions  out,  though  almost  everyone 
lost  some  things. 

Professor  F.  W.  Nicolson,  the  secretary  of  the  faculty,  who  resides 
in  the  house  just  north  of  North  College,  was  awakened  at  the  first 
alarm  by  the  students,  and  was  immediately  on  the  scene,  and  arranged 
for  the  removal  of  all  valuable  records  and  property  from  the  adminis- 
trative offices,  in  tlie  middle  section  of  the  second  floor,  to  his  house.

President  Raymond  and  several  other  members  of  the  faculty  arrived  a 
few  minutes  later  and  all  other  property  in  the  president's  and  secretary's 
offices  was  transferred  to  South  College,  and  a  little  later  to  a  rooin  on. 
the  lower  floor  of  Memorial  Chapel,  which  is  being  temporarily  occupied 
as  the  office  of  administration. 

When  the  other  fire  companies  arrived,  a  little  before  2:30,  lines  of 
hose  were  carried  to  the  middle  section  of  the  fourth  floor,  both  at  the 
front  and  rear  of  the  building,  and  while  there  was  just  enough  pressure 
to  keep  the  flames  from  breaking  through  seriously,  there  was  not 
enough  to  prevent  the  serious  spread  of  the  fire  under  the  tin  roof  into 
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the  south  attic,  and  in  a  few  moments  this  part  of  the  building  burst 
into  flames.  By  three  o'clock  the  ceiling  of  the  fourth  floor  had  given 
wa}-,  scattering  the  fire  through  the  halls  of  all  the  lower  floors  of  the 
south  section.  Almost  immediately  that  section  of  the  roof  fell,  followed 
in  a  few  moments  by  the  rest.  By  3:30,  the  whole  of  the  south  and 
middle  sections  and  the  fourth  floor  of  the  north  section  were  a  mass  of 
flames,  and  in  a  moment,  the  rest  of  the  north  section  was  burning 
furiously,  fanned  bv  the  northwest  wind.

For  thirty-six  hours  preceding  the  discovery  of  the  fire,  a  northwest 
wind  had  been  blowing  almost  a  gale,  and  it  was  only  after  midnight 
that  it  had  begun  to  die  down.  Fortunately  the  wind  had  ceased  to  be 
more  than  a  good  breeze,  and  its  only  efi'ect  was  to  hasten  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  north  section  when  it  had  become  fully  kindled,  and  to  scatter 
a  shower  of  sparks  southeasterly  over  the  campus.  So  fierce  was  the  fire 
in  tlie  north  section  that  it  caused  the  fall  of  a  portion  of  the  walls  on 
the  northwest  corner  before  4:30,  and  shortly  afterward  the  fire  had 
nearly  burned  itself  out  in  the  north  section.  The  boiler  house  and 
machine  shop,  ten  feet  distant  from  the  northwest  corner  of  North 
College  escaped  with  slight  damage  from  the  falling  wall. 
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As  soon  as  the  flames  burst  through  the  roof  of  the  south  attic  there 
was  ininiiuent  danger  that  South  College,  twenty  feet  away  would  also 
take  fire.  The  breeze  drove  a  constant  stream  of  sparks  against  the 
wooden  cupola  of  South  College,  but  the  firemen  made  their  way  to  the 
cornice  of  the  cu])ola,  and  soon  had  a  small  stream  of  water  playing 
over  the  cupola,  just  sufficient  to  prevent  any  damage.  All  the  occu- 
})ants  of  South  College,  except  one  who  refused  to  be  frightened,  moved 
out  their  jiossessions  while  the  danger  was  at  its  height,  but  an  hour  or 
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SO  later,  the  danger  was  clearly  past,  and  the  l)el(>iigings,  .somewhat  the 
worse  for  their  hasty  removal,  were  restored  to  the  rooms.  vSouie  vig- 
ilance was  also  necessary-  to  protect  the  wooden  houses  facing  the  cam- 
pus from  ignition  by  the  sparks,  and  happily  any  spreading  of  the  fire 
was  prevented  by  the  activity  of  some  of  the  students. 

The  fire  in  the  south  section  burned  much  more  slowly  than  in  the 
rest  of  the  building,  blazing  up  from  time  to  time  during  the  day  and 
the  evening,  and  keeping  a  few  firemen  on  hand  to  watch  it  and  keep 
the  fire  contained  within  the  ruined  walls.     During  the  evening  of  the 
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next  da}-,  March  2,  more  of  the  north  wall  fell.  The  obviously  danger- 
ous condition  of  the  ruins  led  to  the  establishment  of  police  lines  around 
them,  and  to  the  demolition  of  the  chimneys  and  the  walls  of  the  north 
end  of  the  building  on  the  following  da}-.  The  college  safe  which  was 
built  into  one  of  the  disused  chimneys,  was  forced  open  before  the 
chimney  was  overturned,  and  the  few  unimportant  things  which  had 
been  left  in  it  were  found  intact.  The  south  wall  was  shored  up,  and 
the  fire  continued  to  smoulder  in  the  ruins  for  several  days.     During  the 
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I':aster  vacation,  laborers  were  set  to  work  to  clear  away  the  ruins,  and 
on  April  17  the  last  piece  of  wall  was  pulled  down. 

With  the  thermometer  registering  more  than  twenty  degrees  below 
freezing,  the  task  of  the  firemen  was  a  difficult  and  unpleasant  one,  and 
only  gratitude  is  due  them  for  the  efforts  which  they  made,  with  seri- 
ously inadequate  apparatus  and  water  pressure,  to  subdue  the  fire.  The 
fire  made  clear  the  need  of  a  higher  water  pressure  on  the  hill  above 
High  street,  and  of  a  fire  engine  as  a  part  of  the  equipment  of  the  fire 
department. 
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The  question  of  insurance  was  a  complicated  one,  for  the  whole  Uni- 
versity property,  buildings  and  contents,  was  covered  by  a  blanket  in- 
surance, issued  subject  to  a  reduced  rate  clause.  Consequently  it  re- 
cjuired  several  weeks  to  adjust  the  matter  and  the  University  received 
only  134,906.22,  though  the  building  alone  was  carried  on  the  treasurer's 
books  at  $85,000. 

Only  about  a  dozen  students  were  serious  losers,  and  they  had  roomed 
on  the  fourth  floor,  mostly  in  the  middle  section.  These  men,  as  well 
as  the  other  students  who  were  only  slight  losers,  have  taken  their  loss 
philosophically,  and  have  with  hesitancy  accepted  the  various  offers  of 
assistance.  The  North  College  men  have,  in  a  few  cases,  found  accom- 
modations in  other  college  buildings;  while  some  have  secured  accom- 
modations in  their  fraternity  houses,  most  of  them  have  had  to  find  quar- 
ters in  town,  but  every  one  was  able  within  the  two  days  following  the 
fire  to  make  satisfactory-  arrangements  for  the  remainder  of  the  college 
year.  Many  of  the  students  remember  with  gratitude  the  generosity  of 
townspeople  who  provided  them  with  temporary  room  accommodation, 
and  who,  in  several  instances,  have  inconvenienced  themselves  in  order 
to  give  them  room  for  a  longer  time.  To  prevent  the  dispersion  of  the 
freshmen  from  causing  a  falling  off  in  their  class  and  college  spirit, 
special  efforts  are  made  to  get  all  the  members  of  the  class  together 
from  time  to  time  in  gatherings  at  the  different  fraternity  houses. 

North  College  was  one  of  the  buildings  constructed  for  The  Ameri- 
can Literary,  Scientific,  and  Military  Academy.  This  institution  had 
been  started  at  Norwich,  Vermont,  by  Captain  Alden  Partridge,  who 
had  been  a  professor  in  the  United  States  Military  Academy  at  West 
Point.  The  corner  stone  of  North  College,  or  the  Dormitory  as  it  was 
called,  was  laid  with  Masonic  rites  in  the  autumn  of  1824.  Captain 
Partridge's  Academy  was  opened  in  the  new  buildings.  South  College 
l)eing  included  as  the  Lyceum  Building,  on  August  22,  1825,  though  the 
buildings  were  not  formally  transferred  to  the  trustees  until  five  days 
later.  In  182S,  Captain  Partridge  failed  to  secure  certain  desired  amend- 
ments to  the  charter  of  the  Academy,  and  so  early  in  the  following  year 
he  transferred  his  school  once  more  to  Norwich,  Vermont,  where  it 
became  Norwich  University.  The  buildings  in  Middletown,  chiefly 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Reverend  Laban  Clark,  were  transferred  to  the 
proposed  Wesleyan  University,  which  was  being  planned  by  three  con- 
ferences of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  The  trustees  of  the  new 
University  at  their  first  meeting,  August  24-26,  1830,  accepted  the  tran.s- 
fer  of  the  Ijuildings,  and  the  I'niversity,  having  been  chartered  on  May 
21,  1831,  was  formally  opened  on  September  21  of  that  year.  In  the  in- 
terval the  buildings  had  been  used  for  a  time  as  a  private  school.     Tlie 
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names  of  North  College  and  South  College  have  replaced  the  old  names 
of  Dormitory  and  Lyceum  (later  called  the  Chapel)  since  September  14, 
1871. 

As  originally  constructed  there  were  long  halls  running  the  whole 
length  of  the  building  which  were  used  in  connection  with  military  drill 
in  the  old  academj-.  In  October,  1832,  the  construction  of  partitions 
across  the  lower  hall  was  authorized  as  a  protection  against  the  cold; 
and  in  June,  1835,  the  construction  of  similar  partitions  separating  all  of 
the  halls  into  three  sections  was  authorized.  These  partitions  seem  to 
have  been  solid  so  as  to  serve  as  an  entire  bar  to  communication  between 
the  separate  sections.  At  a  later  date  the  partitions  were  pierced  bj- 
doors,  which  existed  till  1893.  The  walls  were  constructed  of  stone 
from  the  Portland  brownstone  quarries,  across  the  river,  and  in  a  number 
of  instances  stones  were  so  laid  as  to  show  excellent  fossil  specimens. 
Many  class  ivies  had  been  planted  around  North  College,  and  the  class 
numerals,  in  each  case,  inscribed  on  the  stones  forming  the  water-table. 

In  1893,  Mr.  John  E.  Andrus,  "62,  of  Yonkers,  New  York,  had  the  in- 
terior of  the  building  completely  remodeled  at  a  cost  of  about  $26,000.  It 
was  at  this  time  that  the  former  separation  of  the  building  into  three 
non-communicating  sections  was  restored.  The  administrative  offices 
which  had  always  been  in  the  building  were  at  this  time  located  in  a 
suite  of  four  rooms  on  the  second  floor,  Mr.  Andrus's  student  room,  23, 
becoming  the  president's  office.  Until  1904,  several  of  the  faculty  mem- 
bers had  used  rooms  in  North  College  as  offices  and  studies.  Fortu- 
nately their  private  libraries  had  been  removed  at  that  date  to  new- 
quarters  in  Fisk  Hall.  The  two  southwest  corner  rooms  on  the  first 
floor  had  long  been  occupied  as  the  college  reading  room,  while  two 
adjacent  rooms  had  been  occupied  for  42  years  by  the  college  janitor, 
Mr.  Harlow  Raymond,  who  had  been  associated  with  the  building  for 
many  j-ears  more  than  any  other  person,  except  Professor  Winchester 
who  had  occupied  rooms  in  the  building  for  39  years.  Such  in  brief  is 
the  history  of  the  building,  but,  in  order  to  give  the  history  of  each  of 
its  64  rooms,  one  would  have  to  learn  the  storj-  of  the  college  life  of  each 
of  the  more  than  four  thousand  men  who  have  at  some  time  lived  in  old 
North  College. 

In  pursuance  of  the  action  of  the  board  of  trustees  on  March  23,  the 
following  committee:  President  Raymond,  Messrs.  Ingraham,  Coleman, 
Crittenden,  Olin,  Pearne,  and  Sessions,  has  been  named  with  power  to 
proceed  to  the  erection  of  a  new  dormitory  in  the  place  of  North  College, 
after  the  approval  by  the  general  executive  committee  of  plans  and  cost. 
There  will  be  a  meeting  of  the  building  committee  and  of  the  general 
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executive  committee  o*ii  May  25  to  take  action  upon  the  questions  in- 
volved. The  undergraduates  prompth'  and  efficiently  began  the  cam- 
l)aign  to  secure  the  necessary  building  fund,  by  their  own  subscriptions. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  alumni  and  the  friends  of  the  Universit}'  will  come 
forward  with  equal  promptness  and  generosity  to  complete  the  fund  so 
that  the  work  of  rebuilding  may  proceed  at  once,  free  from  any  hamper- 
ing restrictions  due  to  lack  of  necessary  funds.  No  less  than  $75,000  to 
fioo,ooo  will  be  needed,  for  the  Universitj'  has  no  funds  available  for  the 
purpose  except  the  money  received  from  the  insurance  on  North  College. 


UNDERGRADUATE  BUILDING  FUND. 

The  fire  was  still  smouldering  in  the  ruins  of  old  North  College,  when 
a  movement,  originating  in  the  College  Senate,  was  started  to  form  the 
nucleus  of  a  biiilding  fund  for  a  new  dormitory.  Accordingly  a  college 
meeting  was  called  Friday  evening,  March  2,  and  the  subject  proposed. 
The  enthusiasm  of  the  undergraduates  was  boundless  and  they  responded 
to  a  man.  The  committee,  consisting  of  Rogers,  '06,  Chairman,  Weeks, 
'06,  Treasurer,  Clements,  Heath,  Syrett,  Perrins,  and  Benson,  '06,  and 
Sevbolt,  '07,  took  subscriptions  amounting  to  15,400.  After  the  meeting, 
the  college  body  marched  to  old  North  College  and  with  uncovered  heads 
sang  the  "Alma  Mater"  song.  This  impressive  ceremony  was  ended 
with  seven  "  Wesleyans"  for  North  College. 

At  a  subsequent  college  meeting  the  sum  was  increased  to  about  |8,500. 
This  is  to  be  paid  in  equal  annual  installments  for  a  period  of  five  years. 
The  various  classes  have  subscribed  to  date  as  follows:  1906,  12,035; 
1907,  $2,050;  190S,  $1,990;  1909,  $2,395.  When  it  is  realized  that  every 
man  in  college  has  subscribed  to  this  fund  and  that  the  average  subscrip- 
tion amounts  to  something  over  $25,  it  is  possible  to  appreciate  what 
such  a  subscription  means.  More  than  this,  the  freshmen,  who  were 
the  heaviest  losers  by  the  fire,  subscribed  several  hundred  dollars  more 
than  any  other  class.  This  generous  spirit  is  a  natural,  though  striking, 
result  of  the  excellent  sentiment  of  active  loyalty  that  has  shown  itself 
in  all  of  the  acts  of  the  student  body  throughout  the  college  year. 


TRUSTEE  MEETING. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  met  in  New  York  on  Friday,  March  23,  1906, 
at  2:00  P.  M.,  President  H.  C.  M.  Ingrahani  in  the  chair. 

Judge  G.  G.  Reynolds  was  appointed  with  authority  to  represent  the 
Board  in  an  action  at  law,  now  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  New 
York,  in  which  the  University  is  a  party  defendant,  as  a  legatee  of  the 
Faverweather  will. 
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It  was  voted  to  accept  an  offer  of  the  executors  of  the  estate  of  Mrs. 
Harriet  H.  Wilcox  to  turn  over  to  the  University'  cash  amounting  to  not 
less  than  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  instead  of  certain  corporation  stock 
originally  offered. 

It  was  voted  to  appoint  a  committee  of  seven,  four  of  whom  shall  be 
residents  of  Middletown  or  vicinity,  with  President  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham 
and  President  Raymond  as  members  of  the  committee,  to  have  power  to 
proceed  with  the  erection  of  a  new  dormitory  in  place  of  North  College, 
after  approval  by  the  General  Executive  Committee  of  plans  and  cost. 
President  Ingraham  was  authorized  to  appoint  such  a  committee. 

It  was  voted  to  proceed  at  once  to  make  such  changes  in  vSouth  Col- 
lege as  will  fit  it  for  the  offices  of  the  University;  the  details  were  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Local  Executive  Committee  with  power. 

It  was  voted  to  increase  the  annual  charge  to  students  from  |io8  to 
fi25,  and  that  of  the  increase  ten  dollars  be  added  to  the  tuition  and 
seven  dollars  to  incidentals. 

Professor  Kuhns  was  granted  leave  of  absence  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year  after  May  i,  1907.

DEPARTMENTAL  NOTES. 

Latin. — Courses  IX.  and  X.  in  Roman  satire,  which  will  be  given 
next  year,  are  the  outgrowth  of  courses  previously  given  in  Horace, 
Juvenal  and  Martial,  and  Petronius  and  Apuleius,  and  are  intended  to 
complement  each  other.  They  will  be  given  in  the  first  and  second 
half-years  respectively  by  Professors  Harrington  and  Nicolson,  each 
course  will  be  two  hours  a  week. 

Two  new  courses  will  be  given  b}-  Professor  Harrington. 

Course  VI.  will  be  a  historical  and  critical  survey  of  Roman  literature, 
given  by  means  of  lectures,  a  text-book  dealing  with  the  general  sub- 
ject, illustrative  class-room  readings  in  Latin  and    in  English  transla- 
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tions,  and  a  choice  of  one  of  several  collateral  reading  courses  covering 
different  periods.  This  course  is  designed  primarily  for  students  who 
desire  a  wider  general  acquaintance  with  the  literature  of  the  Romans 
and  its  relation  to  other  literatures,  without  special  emphasis  upon  its 
distinctively  linguistic  or  philological  features.  The  class  will  meet 
twice  a  week  throughout  the  year,  and  the  course  will  count  three  hours. 
Cour.se  XVIII.  will  consist  of  lectures  on  the  historical  development 
of  Latin  grammar,  as  regards  both  forms  and  syntax,  with  illustrative 
readings  in  inscriptions  and  in  early  Roman  literature.  It  will  be  given 
during  the  second  half-year,  two  hours  a  week. 

Romance  Language.s.  —  Course  VI.  French,  which  hereafter  will 
meet  one  hour  a  week,  will  be  given  next  year  in  place  of  V.  French 
which  will  be  omitted. 

Hi.STORY. — On  November  21,  1905,  Mr.  B.  P.  Adams,  '07,  the  winner 
of  the  Harrington  prize  in  1904  read  his  prize  essay,  The  Last  Years  of 
the  Colony  of  Connecticut,  before  the  Middlesex  County  Historical  So- 
ciety. Mr.  W.  G.  Murphy,  Jr.,  '06,  the  winner  of  the  prize  in  1905,  was 
likewise  requested  to  read  his  essay,  Connecticut  during  the  Revolution 
1774-17S3,  before  the  society  on  December  19,  1905.  Both  these  essays 
have  been  accepted  for  publication  by  the  Connecticut  Magazine.

The  annual  Junior  Exhibition  was  held  in  Memorial  Chapel  on  the 
evening  of  Thursday,  May  3,  1906.  The  committee  of  award  consisted  of 
Mr.  Clarence  Everett  Bacon,  B.  A.,  '78;  Mr.  M.  Eugene  Culver,  B.  A., 
'75;  and  Mr.  Irville  Charles  LeCompte,  Ph.  D.,  '97.  The  first  prize 
was  awarded  to  Mr.  Raymond  Lalor  Forman,  of  Trenton,  New  Jersey, 
whose  subject  was  The  Southern  Moloch;  the  second  prize  to  Mr.  Harry 
Wellington  Laidler,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  who  discussed  The  Ameri- 
can Social  Problem. 


LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  volumes,  accessioned  from  May  i,  1905,  to  April  30, 
1906,  was  3,147.  They  were  obtained  as  follows:  by  purchase,  1,596;  by 
binding  periodicals,  207;  by  exchange,  186;  by  gift,  1,158;  deducting  107 
volumes,  exchanged  or  lost,  there  remains  a  net  addition  of  3,040  vol- 
umes. The  total  nitmber  of  volumes  in  the  Library  at  the  present 
time,  including  the  Van  Benschoten  books,  is  73,000. 

From  May  i,  1905,  to  April  30,  1906,  6,593  books  and  periodicals  were 
drawn  from  the  Library  for  home  use.  In  addition,  1,069  volumes  were 
withdrawn  from  general  circulation  and  reserved  for  special  use  either  in 
the  Library  or  in  seminar}-  rooms. 

From  May  i,  1905,  to  April  30,  1906,  there  were  presented  to  the  Library 
3,912  bound  volumes,  6,615  pamphlets  and  numbers  of  periodicals,  102 
maps,  and  i  photograph.  This  statement  includes  3,336  bound  volumes 
and  2,208  pamphlets  belonging  to  the  Van  Benschoten  Library.  In  addi- 
tion 40  periodicals  have  been  received  regularly  as  gifts. 

Among  the  principal  donors  were  the  United  States  Government,  the 
Library  of  Congress,  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  the  State  Libraries  of 
Connecticut,  Maine,  New  Y'ork  and  North  Carolina,  the  Carnegie  Institu- 
tion, the  State  Board  of  Fiducation  of  Connecticut,  the  Field  Columbian 
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Museum,  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  tlie  Library  of  Yale  University, 
and  the  following  individuals:  Prof.  A.  C.  Armstrong,  F.  C.  Becker,  '05, 
H.  \V.  Brainerd.  Hon.  F.  B.  Brandegee,  Hon.  M.  G.  Bulkeley,  Mrs.  W.

Several  large  collections  of  l)ooks  presented  in  recent  years  have  been 
necessarily  left  uncatalogued.  In  response  to  a  statement  of  this  fact 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  appropriated  enough 
money  to  employ  an  additional  cataloguer  for  two  j-ears.  A  cataloguer 
has  been  engaged  and  work  on  these  books  will  begin  before  the  close 
of  the  term. 


THE  MUSEUM. 

The  most  important  work  in  the  museum  during  the  present  vear  has 
been  the  thorough  rearrangement  of  the  collection  illustrative  of  dy- 
namical geology.  The  specimens  for  this  collection  have  been  care- 
fully selected,  and  a  complete  set  of  new  labels  has  been  printed  for 
them.  As  now  arranged  in  a  large  case  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
lower  hall,  the  collection  in  dynamical  geology  is  one  of  the  most  in- 
structive exhibits  in  the  museum.  The  various  phases  of  the  work  of 
each  class  of  geological  agencies  are  illustrated  by  thoroughly  charac- 
teristic specimens. 

The  collection  of  gems  has  been  rearranged  and  re-labeled,  and  a  few 
choice  cut  stones  added. 

There  has  been  also  some  rearrangement  of  the  ethnological  depart- 
ment. In  one  of  the  newly  arranged  cases  is  shown  the  evolution  of 
various  types  of  implements  from  the  crude  work  of  the  Stone  Age  to 
the  more  efficient  tools  of  the  Iron  Age.  Another  case  displays  an  in- 
teresting collection  of  ancient  swords  and  dirks,  from  S3-ria,  Egypt,  and 
South  America.  In  another  case  is  showm  a  collection  of  shoes  from 
various  countries  and  of  various  ages,  .showing  bj^  comparison  the  prog- 
ress from  the  clumsy  wooden  shoes  to  those  of  finer  workmanship. 

Among  the  donations  received  since  the  publication  of  the  last 
Bulletin,  the  following  are  perhaps  the  most  important: — A  gold  image 
from  an  Indian  grave  in  Costa  Rica,  presented  by  Mr.  Ferdinand  R.

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Japanese  bell,  and  rain  coat,  presented  b}-  Mrs.  W.  W.  Wilcox;  collec- 
tion of  the  vegetable  fibres  of  commercial  importance,  presented  bj-  the 
Smithsonian  Institution;  mounted  specimen  of  Phyconiyces  nitens,  from 
Germany,  presented  by  Albert  F.  Blakeslee,  Ph.  D.;  collection  of  seven- 
ty-one mounted  plants,  from  Massachusetts,  presented  by  Miss  Adrienne 
Van  Winkle;  mounted  specimen  of  mole  (Parascalops  bfezveri),  from 
New  Hampshire,  presented  by  G.  M.  Allen,  Secretary  of  the  Boston 
Societv  of  Natural  History .

LABORATORY  NOTES. 

Cryogenic  Laboratory. — Mention  was  made  in  the  December  Bul- 
lelin  that  an  air  liquefier  of  the  general  type  which  has  proved  so  effi- 
cient here  had  been  under  construction  for  Harvard  University.  This 
liquefier  was  duly  completed,  and  tested  with  gratifying  results.  It  has 
now-  been  in  use  for  some  months  at  Harvard.  It  yields  about  five 
quarts  of  liquid  air  per  hour.  In  a  recent  letter  to  Professor  Bradley, 
Professor  T.  W.  Richards  writes:     "The  admirable  liquid  air  machine 

which  you  were  so  good  as  to  build  for  us leaves  nothing  to  be 

desired,  and  we  are  very  happy  in  its  possession." 

A  liquefier  of  similar  capacity  is  now  being  constructed  for  Vale. 

An  interesting  inquiry-  is  being  carried  on  with  reference  to  the  exact 
amount  of  heat  absorption  which  occurs  when  air  expands  from  a  high 
pressure  to  a  lower  one  on  passing  through  the  expansion  valve  of  a 
liquefier.  The  importance  of  this  work  will  appear  from  the  fact  that 
there  are  two  quite  opposite  views  as  to  the  cause  of  this  heat  absorp- 
tion. One  was  advanced  in  1895  by  Linde  of  Munich,  who  holds  that  it 
is  the  result  of  internal  work  performed  upon  the  expanding  air  itself, 
in  accordance  with  the  well  known  formula  for  the  Joule-Thomson  ef- 
fect. The  other,  recently  advanced  by  Pictet,  maintains  that  it  is  the 
measure  of  the  external  work  performed  in  driving  aside  the  air  which 
stands  in  front  of  the  valve.  Experimental  data,  such  as  will  be  forth- 
coming as  a  result  of  the  inquiry  mentioned  above,  maj-  be  expected  to 
decide  as  between  these  two  views.  The  investigation  is  being  assisted 
by  a  grant  from  the  Hodgkins  Fund  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 
The  details  are  in  charge  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Hale,  '03. 

State  B.\CTERiOLOGic.\r.  Laboratory. — The  establishment  of  this 
laboratory  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Conn,  as  State  Bacteriologist, 
was  mentioned  in  the  December  Bulletin.  The  trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity have  turned  over  to  the  use  of  this  laboratory  the  small  brick  build- 
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ing  liack  of  North  College,  which  was  formerly  used  as  the  electrical 
laboratory,  aiul  the  up])er  room  of  this  building  has  been  equipped  for 
this  work.  The  actual  work  is  in  charge  of  ISIr.  James  Andrew  New- 
lands,  B.  A.,  of  Beloit  College,  recently  connected  with  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology.  The  laboratory  began  work  in  January, 
1906,  by  undertaking  the  testing  of  specimens,  sent  in  by  the  physicians 
of  the  state,  obtained  from  suspected  cases  of  contagious  diseases.  It 
has  recently  been  voted  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  that  the  chemical 
and  bacteriological  analysis  of  the  waters  of  the  state  shall,  after  July  i, 
be  done  in  this  laboratory.  It  is  expected  that  later  further  work  of  a 
scientific  character  will  be  undertaken.  The  students  in  the  department 
of  l)iology  will  derive  much  advantage  from  the  location  of  this  labora- 
tory at  Wesleyan,  since  it  will  enable  them  to  get  a  piactical  knowledge 
of  certain  phases  of  bacteriology,  which  it  has  hitherto  been  impossible 
to  obtain  here. 


INTERCOLLKGIATE  DEBATES. 

In'  debate  Wesleyan  has  enjoyed  a  very  successful  year.  The  sixth 
annual  debate  with  Williams  was  held  in  Memorial  Chapel,  November 
10,  1905,  and  resulted  in  a  victory  for  W'esleyan.  The  subject  was: 
"  Resolved,  That  in  the  L'nited  States  the  nomination  of  candidates  for 
minor  elective  ofifices  should  be  by  the  method  of  the  primary."  Wes- 
leyan supported  the  negative,  represented  by  C.  M.  Travis,  '06,  and  A.  G. 
H.  Power,  'oS,  with  C.  W.  Atwater,  '06,  and  H.  W.  Laidler,  "07,  as  alter- 
nates. The  judges  were  Professor  George  Burton  Adams  of  Yale  Univer- 
sity, Professor  George  G.  Wilson  of  Brow^n  University,  and  Mr.  Hammond 
Lamont  of  the  Arzv  )'ork  Evening!;  Post.  The  series  w'ith  Williams  now 
shows  a  total  of  four  victories  for  Wesleyan  to  two  for  Williams. 

The  third  annual  debate  with  Syracuse  occurred  April  5,  in  Crouse 
College,  Syracuse.  The  subject  for  debate  was:  "  Resolved,  That  a  fed- 
eral commission  with  power  to  fix,  upon  complaint,  and  to  enforce, 
subject  to  appeal  to  the  courts,  a  future  maximum  railway  rate  is  desir- 
able." The  Wesle3an  team,  composed  of  C.  M.  Travis,  '06,  H.  W. 
Laidler,  '07,  and  J.  T.  Hancock,  '09,  with  H.  C.  Chamberlain,  '07,  as  alter- 
nate, upheld  the  affirmative.  The  judges,  Professor  George  L.  Burr  of 
Cornell  University,  Professor  Arthur  S.  Hoyt  of  Auburn  Theological 
Seminary,  and  Mr.  I'red.  Fincke  of  Utica,  awarded  the  debate  to  the 
affirmative.    This  is  Weslevan's  third  consecutive  victorv  over  Svracuse. 
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YOUNG  MENS  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  lively  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  association  on  the  part  of  the  men  in  the  University.  This,  undoubt- 
edly, has  been  due  largely  to  the  three  series  of  special  meetings  held 
in  addition  to  the  two  regular  weekly  meetings.  These  meetings  came 
at  stratgetic  times  during  the  college  year,  in  the  late  fall,  in  mid- 
winter, and  in  the  early  spring;  and  were  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Reverend  H.  Roswell  Bates,  President  Raymond,  and  Mr.  E.  C.  Mercer, 
respectively.  The  average  attendance  at  these  nine  special  meetings 
was  about  one  hundred. 

The  work  of  the  missionary  committee  during  the  past  year  has  placed 
that  department  in  an  exceptionally  strong  position.  A  mission  study 
rally,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Reverend  S.  M-  Zwemer  gave  a  good 
registration  and  the  attendance  at  the  study  classes  has  been  large  in  pro- 
portion. The  Joe  Beech  fund  has  been  put  on  a  permanent  basis  and  a 
consecutive  policy  made  possible  by  the  arrangement  made  by  the  com- 
mittee with  Mr.  W.  J.  James,  '83,  the  librarian  of  the  L^niversity,  who 
will  henceforth  have  general  charge  of  the  work  of  raising  the  fund. 
Last  fall  the  pledge  for  this  year  was  fixed  at  I300.  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  whole  amount  will  be  raised  before  Commencement.  The  asso- 
ciation was  fortunate  in  having  four  delegates  at  the  Nashville  conven- 
tion of  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement,  and  with  three  of  them  in  the 
University  next  year,  the  missionary  interests  ought  to  be  well  managed. 

All  the  other  lines  of  work  regularly  carried  on  by  the  association 
have  been  continued  during  the  past  year  with  gratifying  succe.ss.

THE  CLASSICAL  CLUB. 
As  the  result  of  a  movement  among  the  students  there  has  been  formed 
this  spring  a  Classical  Club  of  nearly  twenty  members.  Meetings  are 
to  be  held  every  three  weeks  during  the  college  year.  The  club  has  for 
its  object  the  reading  and  discussion  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  authors 
and  the  familiarizing  of  its  members  with  classical  matters  generally. 
It  is  desired  to  make  this  a  means  of  inviting  distinguished  classical 
scholars  to  Wesleyan,  for  a  series  of  lectures  upon  subjects  connected 
with  the  study  of  the  classics,  similar  to  the  series  maintained  by  the 
department  of  philosophy.  An  avispicious  beginning  was  made  in 
securing  for  April  26,  Professor  Thomas  D.  Seymour  of  Y'ale  University, 
who  addressed  the  Club  and  the  college  body  upon  Homeric  Viands.

Northro]),  Jr.,  "07,  Secretary.

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THE  ENTERING  CLASS  this  year  numbers  one  hundred  and  three,  as 
af^ainst  ninety-nine  last  year.  The  size  of  the  new  class  gives  reason 
for  congratulation,  since  there  was  ground  for  fear  that  the  burning 
of  North  College,  the  principal  dormitory,  would  seriously  diminish  the 
number  of  new  students.  The  total  registration  is  as  follows:  Graduate 
Students,  7;  Seniors,  62;  Juniors,  70;  Sophomores,  76;  Freshmen,  103; 
Specials,  10.     Total,  32S. 


The  celebration  last  Commencement  of  the  seventy-fifth  anniversar}- 
of  the  founding  of  Wesleyan  University  brought  together  an  un- 
usually large  number  of  graduates  and  friends  of  the  institution. 
Enthusiastic  interest  was  displayed  by  every  one,  and  renewed  con- 
gratulations were  exchanged  that  Wesleyan  is  well  maintaining  the  high 
rank  it  has  long  held  among  American  colleges.  The  opinion  was  freely 
expressed  by  those  whose  standing  lends  weight  to  their  judgment,  that 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  students  the  equipment  of  Wesleyan  is 
not  surpassed  by  that  of  any  similar  institution  in  the  country.  P'rom 
every  point  of  view  the  record  of  the  first  seventy-five  years  is  one  of 
which  all  Wesleyan  men  may  well  be  proud.  The  next  twenty-five  years 
should  show  an  advance  equallj'  great. 

The  official  account  of  the  celebration  will  probably  be  published  in 
the  course  of  the  Winter  term,  and  may  be  obtained  by  applying  to  the 
Librarian,  Mr.  W.  J.  James.     The  price  is  one  dollar,  postage  prepaid. 
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Since  the  beginning  of  the  new  collegiate  year  the  contracts  for  the  re- 
erection  of  North  College  have  been  awarded.  The  specifications  call 
for  a  building  that  will  cost  $125,000,  and  be  modern  in  ever}^  respect. 
Details  concerning  the  new  structure  appear  on  a  following  page.  Here 
it  is  necessary  only  to  remark  that  the  new  North  College  will  be  an 
unusually  commodious  and  attractive  dormitory  and  a  worthy  addition 
to  the  array  of  buildings  already  familiar  to  the  constituency  of  Wes- 
lej-an. 

During  the  past  few  months  South  College  has  been  undergoing  a 
complete  transformation.  Most  important  is  the  change  in  the  first  and 
second  floors,  which  have  been  thrown  together  so  as  to  afford  ample 
accommodation  for  the  offices  of  the  President  and  the  Secretary  and  a 
spacious  room  for  the  meetings  of  the  faculty.  Since  the  founding  of 
the  University  the  administrative  offices  have  been  in  a  sense  a  make- 
shift and  have  been  placed  where  necessity  seemed  to  dictate.  The  new 
quarters  are  far  more  in  keeping  with  the  dignity  of  the  institution  and 
suitably  find  a  place  in  the  historic  old  building  which  antedates  every 
other  structure  on  the  Campus. 


A  year  ago  last  Commencement  began  a  movement  for  the  raising  of 
an  Alumni  Fund  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  among  the  graduates 
of  the  University.  With  slight  interruption  the  work  has  progressed 
until  somewhat  more  than  $114,000  has  been  pledged.  As  might  be  ex- 
pected, marked  contrasts  appear  in  the  contributions  credited  to  various 
classes.  Some  classes  have  responded  with  much  liberality;  several 
classes  have  given  little;  some  have  given  nothing.  It  is,  of  course,  not 
to  be  expected  that  all  graduates  can  bear  an  equal  part  in  an  enter- 
prise of  this  sort,  but  one  must  be  impecunious  in  the  extreme  who  can- 
not repay  to  his  Alma  Mater  at  least  a  portion  of  the  debt  he  incurred  in 
receiving  free  tuition  throughout  his  college  course.  If  every  one  who 
was  thus  aided  would  now  come  forward  and  merely  replace  in  the  col- 
lege treasury  the  money  which  was  bestowed  in  giving  him  a  higher 
education,  the  fund  would  be  completed  before  the  beginning  of  the 
new  year. 

But,  it  may  be  asked,  why  is  there  still  need  for  money?  The  answer 
cannot  be  given  here  in  detail,  but,  in  a  word,  the  reason  is  two-fold, — 
expenses  are  necessarily  greater  than  ever  before,  while  the  returns, 
dollar  for  dollar,  from  invested  funds  are  less  than  they  were  a  few  years 
ago.  An  institution  of  the  modern  type,  as  Wesleyan  has  become,  can- 
not be  maintained  as  cheaply  as  was  once  the  case.  Every  new  building 
has  added  to  the  yearly  total  of  expenditure,  yet  no  building  has  been 
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erected  until  it  had  become  a  pressing  necessit}-,  and,  in  general,  no  ex- 
pense has  been  inciirred  as  long  as  it  could  wisely  be  avoided.  The  fact 
must  be  recognized  that  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  college  has  in- 
creased in  about  the  same  proportion  and  for  much  the  same  reasons  that 
the  general  co.st  of  living  has  increased  throughout  the  country.  The 
new  needs  call  for  new  resources.  Under  these  conditions,  therefore, 
the  appeal  is  made  to  all  alumni  to  bear  some  part,  however  humble,  in 
the  raising  of  this  Alumni  Fund. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  abstract  of  the  Financial  Exhibit,  on  another 
page,  that  the  total  invested  funds  of  the  University  now  amount  to 
$1,447,146.68,  from  which  the  income  in  1905-6  was  $70,033.92,  showing 
an  interest  rate  of  4.84  percent.  While  the  funds  have  increased  during 
the  past  year  about  156,000,  there  has  been  a  smaller  income,  for  the 
intere.st  rate  has  fallen  .38  per  cent.  This  shows  all  too  clearly  the 
pressing  need  of  increasing  the  endowment  funds  so  as  to  offset  this 
falling  interest  rate.  Deducting  54,385.63,  which  is  the  income  on 
annuity  funds,  the  available  income  from  endowment  for  the  j^ear  was 
only  $65,648.29,  which  was  less  than  the  pajments  for  the  single  item  of 
salaries — $66,645.50. 


THE  SEVENTY-FIFTH  ANNIVERvSARY. 

The  Commencement  season  of  1906  was  one  of  pleasure  and  rejoicing. 
The  usual  round  of  commencement  functions  centered  the  attention  of 
the  seniors  and  their  friends,  who  made  sure  that  each  function  easily 
measured  up  to  the  standard  of  success  and  enjoyment.  The  notable 
feature  of  the  Commencement  of  1906  was  the  gathering  of  about  five 
hundred  alumni  of  the  University  to  celebrate  the  seventy-fifth  anni- 
versary of  its  founding  and  to  renew  old  friendships  and  revive  old 
memories.  One  note  of  sadness  Avas  observed  as  the  returning  graduates 
made  their  way  to  the  heap  of  ruins  where  North  College,  their  student 
home,  had  once  stood.  From  this  saddened  memory  of  the  past,  all 
turned  to  greet  the  living  friends,  to  behold  the  bright  indications  of 
the  growth  and  advancement  of  the  Universitj-,  and  to  contemplate  the 
hopes  of  a  brighter  future  for  the  beloved  Alma  Mater. 

The  glee  club  concert  on  Saturdaj-  evening  was  memorable  because  of 
the  presence  of  the  famous  glee  club  of  '88,  which  delighted  the  audience 
with  several  of  their  songs;  and  because  of  the  rendering  by  the  regular 
glee  and  mandolin  .clubs  of  a  program  made  up  entirely  of  numbers  com- 
posed by  Wesleyan  men. 


4  WICSLKYAN  lTNI\-i: KSI'PV  HUi^i^KTIN. 

On  Sunda}^  morning,  President  Raj'niond's  baccalaureate  sermon  was 
a  thoughtful  presentation  of  the  problems  of  everyday  life  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  graduating  class.  Professor  Rice's  address  on  Sunday  evening 
sketched  in  vivid  outline  the  notable  events  in  the  history  of  Wesleyan 
and  presented  clearly  and  forcibly  the  great  problems  with  which  the 
I'niversity  has  had  to  deal.  Many  will  long  remember  tlie  thrill  of  in- 
spiration they  felt  as  he  called  the  roll  of  the  splendid  and  heroic  men 
who  through  faith  wrought  righteousness  in  founding  the  University  and 
giving  it  years  of  unfailing  service. 

The  largely  attended  class  reunions  took  place  during  the  early  even- 
ing hours  of  Monday  and  were  followed  by  an  open  air  concert  in  the 
center  of  the  beautifully  illuminated  campus.  This  event  was  enjoyed 
by  a  much  larger  number  than  any  other  function  of  the  week,  and  only 
words  of  enthusiastic  praise  were  heard  concerning  it. 

Tuesday  noon  occurred  the  Connnencement  Luncheon,  and  at  its  close 
the  toastuiaster.  Professor  Winchester,  introduced  a  number  of  notable 
speakers.  The  first  of  them  was  Bishop  Foss,  a  former  president  of 
the  University,  whose  recollections  of  his  student  days  aroused  the 
interest  of  every  one.  In  the  evening  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  oration  of 
M.  A.  Knapp,  '68,  Chairman  of  the  United  States  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  was  an  admirable  and  masterly  treatment  of  the  problems 
of  Transportation  and  Combination. 

On  Wednesday  this  interesting  Commencement  Week  closed  with  the 
very  successful  Commencement  exercises.  S.  H.  Olin,  LL,.  D.,  '66,  took 
as  his  subject,  A  Retrospect;  and  Rev.  Herbert  Welch,  D.  D.,  '87,  Presi- 
dent of  Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  spoke  on  Intellectual  Progress  and 
P'aith.  These  forceful  and  earnest  addresses  were  admirable  statements 
of  the  ideals  of  Christian  manhood  which  are  the  Wesle\'an  ideals. 
After  conferring  the  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  in  course,  Presi- 
dent Raymond  conferred  honorary  degrees  upon  twenty-one  distin- 
guished persons,  most  of  whom  were  alumni  of  Weslevan  University. 


THK  RKBUIL1JIN(;  OF  NORTH  COLLEGE. 
The  Board  of  Trustees,  at  its  meeting  on  March  23,  1906,  empowered 
a  building  committee,  composed  of  President  Raymond  and  Messrs. 
Ingraham,  Coleman,  Crittenden,  01in,Pearne  and  vSessions,  to  rebuild 
North  College,  which  had  burned  on  March  i.  The  general  executive 
committee  was  given  the  power  to  apj^rove  the  plans  and  cost  of  tlie 
new  structure.  Plans  for  the  new  building  were  drawn  by  Albro  and 
Lindeberg  of  New  York,  which  provided  for  a  building  on  the  same 
general  plan  as  the  old  one  but  with  a  wing  on  the  northern  end.     After 
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careful  consideration  it  was  decided  to  adopt  these  plans  with  the  omis- 
sion of  the  proposed  wing  and  of  certain  expensive  details.  With  these 
modifications  the  plans  and  specifications  were  accepted  and  opened  to 
the  contractors  for  their  bids.  The  delays  had  been  so  serious  that  the 
building  committee  decided  to  proceed  to  the  excavation  of  the  cellar 
without  waiting  for  the  letting  of  the  contracts.  Accordingl)',  during 
August  and  September  a  force  of  workmen  was  emploj'ed  bj-  the  com- 
mittee under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Harlow  Ra^-mond.  The  contract  was 
finally  let  to  Major  Charles  B.  Andrus  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  and 
signed  on  September  29,  1906.  The  excavation  being  nearly  completed, 
the  first  stone  of  the  foundation  was  laid  at  8:15  A.  M.,  Wednesday,  Oc- 
tober 10.  Now,  six  weeks  later,  the  walls  are  up  to  the  water-table, 
which  is  two  feet  higher  than  in  the  old  building;  and  work  is  being 
pushed  as  fast  as  the  arrival  of  the  cut  stone  will  permit.  The  contract 
requires  the  building  to  be  completed  ready  for  occupancy  on  Septem- 
ber I,  1907.  The  total  cost  of  the  building  will  probably  amount  to 
about  $125,000. 

The  new  building  is  to  occupy  the  same  site  as  the  former  one  and  to 
resemble  it  in  general  plan  and  appearance.  Portland  brownstone,  cut 
similarly  to  that  in  Fisk  Hall,  will  be  used.  The  length  will  be  152  feet; 
the  width  48  feet  6  inches;  and  the  height  above  ground  53  feet.  The  first 
two  dimensions  compare  closely  with  the  old  building  which  measured 
150  feet  by  52  feet,  but  the  height  of  the  new  building  is  considerably 
greater  because  of  the  raising  of  the  water-table  to  make  room  for  the 
basement  and  because  of  the  increased  height  of  each  of  the  four  stories. 
The  most  notable  differences  in  external  appearance  from  the  old  build- 
ing will  be  in  the  tetrastyle  portico  with  a  flight  of  ten  granite  steps  at 
the  main  entrance,  and  in  the  combination  of  the  fourth  story  with  the 
attic.  The  north  and  south  ends  of  the  building  will  be  finished  alike 
with  pilasters  and  entrances.  The  west  front  will  correspond  exactly 
with  the  east  front  except  in  the  less  elaborate  character  of  the  en- 
trance. 

All  the  foundation  walls  rest  on  a  footing  course  of  concrete,  and  are 
thickly  coated  with  cement  on  the  outside  and  then  covered  with  coal 
tar  ])itch  to  the  ground  level.  A  relieving  arch  is  to  be  turned  in  the 
north  wall  on  each  floor,  so  that  the  originally  proposed  north  wing 
may  be  added  at  some  future  time  if  desirable.  The  inside  of  all  exte- 
rior walls  will  be  lined  with  hollow  terra-cotta  furring  blocks.  The 
basement  will  have  a  five-inch  concrete  pavement  topped  with  cement, 
and  the  other  four  floors  will  be  of  reinforced  concrete,  and  paved  with 
tiles  in  the  corridors.  The  roof  will  be  slate.  The  partitions  in  the 
basement,  corridors  and  stair-wells  will  be  of  hollow  terra-cotta  blocks. 
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All  beams,  girders  and  other  structural  work  will  l)e  of  open  hearth 
medium  steel.  The  stair  cases  and  railings  will  he  of  iron,  and  the 
treads  of  slate.  Six-inch  slate  bases  with  beveled  tops  will  be  placed 
around  all  walls  in  the  corridors.  In  all  the  lavatories  there  will  be  tile 
flooring  and  walls.  Four  ventilators,  each  six  inches  in  diameter,  will  be 
set  in  the  roof.  The  finished  exterior  woodwork  will  be  of  number  one 
white  pine.  Georgia  pine  will  be  used  for  flooring,  the  best  quality  of 
spruce  for  the  inside  work,  and  fjuartered  oak  for  all  the  interior  finish- 
ings. 

The  corridor  on  the  first  floor  will  be  continuous  from  the  north  en- 
trance to  the  south  entrance,  without  any  interrupting  partitions.  The 
three  upper  floors  will  each  be  divided  into  three  non-communicating 
sections  the  same  as  in  the  old  building.  There  will  be  lavatories  in 
each  of  the  three  sections  on  the  third  floor  and  also  in  the  basement. 
These  will  be  equipped  with  wash  bowls,  shower  baths  and  closets. 
Special  care  has  been  taken  in  the  arrangement  of  rooms  to  meet  the 
various  demands  of  the  students.  There  will  be  single  rooms  for  one 
student  and  for  two;  there  will  be  two-room  suites  of  a  study  and  a  bed- 
room for  two;  and  three-room  suites  of  a  study  and  two  bedrooms  for 
two  students.  All  the  rooms,  loi  in  number,  will  be  available  for  the 
students,  as  all  ofEces  have  now  been  permanently  located  elsewhere. 
The  building,  therefore,  is  planned  to  accommodate  104  students.  The 
janitor's  quarters,  trunk-rooms,  and  storage-rooms  will  be  located  in  the 
basement.  The  building  will  be  lighted  throughout  by  electricity,  and 
heated  by  steam  from  the  adjacent  central  heating  plant. 

When  this  new  and  well-equipped  building  is  opened  at  the  beginning 
of  the  next  college  year,  Wesleyan  students  will  have  much  better  accom- 
modations than  in  the  old  North  College,  though  the  traditions  of  four- 
score j'ears  which  had  hallowed  the  old  student  home  will  be  lacking. 


THE  REMODELING  OF  SOUTH  COLLEGE. 
The  remodeling  of  South  College  to  serve  as  an  administration  build- 
ing instead  of  its  old  function  as  a  recitation  building  has  been  in  pro- 
gress since  May  and  is  now  nearly  completed.  The  work  has  been  done 
by  the  firms  of  Mylchreest  and  Stone  of  Middletown  upon  plans  drawn 
by  Mr.  William  D.  Johnson  of  Hartford.  The  old  steps  in  front  of  the 
building  and  the  marble  slab  inserted  in  the  front  wall  of  the  building 
by  the  class  of  1S56  in  Ma}-,  1854,  were  removed  and  the  entrance  to  the 
building  raised  and  a  new  flight  of  steps  constructed  as  an  approach. 
The  old  wooden  staircases  have  been  replaced  by  new  ones  of  iron  with 
slate  treads.      The  seats  from   the  basement  room  were  removed  some 
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time  since  and  the  room  turned  over  to  the  Library  for  use  as  a  store- 
room for  duplicates.  In  the  middle  of  the  east  side  of  this  room  a  large 
vault  with  steel  shelving  has  been  constructed  for  the  preservation  of 
the  college  records  which  have  been  entrusted  to  Mr.  W.  J.  James,  the 
Librarian,  as  custodian.  On  the  first  floor  the  two  small  studies  have 
been  fitted  up  as  the  offices  of  the  President  and  Secretary.  In  the  latter 
room  is  an  extension  of  the  vault  from  the  basement  for  the  keeping  of 
the  current  records  and  papers.  One  of  the  two  former  studies  on  the 
second  floor  above  these  rooms  has  been  arranged  for  the  use  of  the  col- 
lege stenographer,  and  the  other  as  a  stock  room.  The  whole  western 
half  of  the  first  and  second  floors,  which  formerlj^  contained  four  recita- 
tion rooms,  has  now  been  thrown  into  a  single  large  room  to  serve  as  the 
general  office  of  the  University  and  as  the  faculty  meeting  room.  The 
small  windows  of  the  old  rooms  have  been  replaced  by  long  windows 
extending  nearly  the  full  height  of  the  new  room.  This  room  has  been 
eleganth'  finished  in  quartered  oak  and  is  now  the  finest  room  on  the 
campus.  The  two  studies  and  the  large  lecture  room  which  formerly 
occupied  the  third  and  top  floor  of  the  building  have  given  place  to  four 
two-room  suites  which  have  been  fitted  up  for  dormitor}'  use.  It  is  in- 
tended to  complete  the  improvements  b}-  replacing  the  wooden  cupola 
which  was  built  in  1856  with  one  constructed  of  fire-proof  materials.

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wesleyan  University  met  in  annual  session 
in  Fisk  Hall,  Middletown,  Connecticut,  Monday  evening,  June  25,  1906, 
at  8:15  o'clock,  President  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham  in  the  chair. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  were  reelected;  namely,  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham, 
President;  Rev.  D.  G.  Downej^  Secretary;  Rev.  C.  H.  Buck,  Treasurer. 

President  Raymond  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  presented  their 
annual  reports. 

The  following  Trustees  were  reelected,  term  to  expire  in  1912: 

J.  M.  Buckley,  F.  S.  Jones,  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  J.  X.  Brown,  S.  W.

The  tellers  reported  the  result  of  the  vote  for  Alumni  Trustees  to  be 
that  Darius  Baker  and  David  G.  Downey  were  reelected  for  five  years, 
term  of  office  to  expire  in  191 2. 

Professor  J.  M.  Van  Vleck  was  reelected  Assistant  Treasurer. 
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The  resignation  of  E.  B.  Van  Vleck,  Professor  of  Mathematics,  was 
accepted  with  deep  regret,  and  with  the  expression  of  great  apprecia- 
tion of  his  work  in  connection  with  the  University.

It  was  ordered  that  the  charges  heretofore  made  against  students  for 
cleaning  rooms  and  removing  furniture  be  remitted  and  also  that 
lockers  in  the  Gymnasium  be  furnished  for  freshmen  and  sophomores 
without  expense. 

The  President  was  authorized  to  expend  an  amount  not  exceeding 
$10,000,  in  furnishing  free  tuition  tp  worth3^  and  need}'  students. 

The  question  of  the  sj'Stem  of  insurance  of  college  buildings  now  in 
effect  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  investigation  and  for 
such  action  as  they  shall  deem  best.

DEPARTMENTAL  NOTES. 
Greek. — Some  readjustments  have  been  made  in  the  department,  and 
several  new  courses  are  being  offered.  Professor  Hewitt  has  charge  of 
the  course  for  freshmen  and  al.so  of  the  course  in  Thucydides  and  Herod- 
otus for  sophomores.  The  junior-senior  reading  course  in  Demosthenes, 
Pindar  and  Bacchylides  is  in  charge  of  Professor  Heidel,  who  also  offers 
the  five  following  courses  which  he  is  giving  this  year  for  the  first  time. 
Course  III.,  Greek  Prose  Compo.sition,  is  given  for  one  hour  through 
the  year.     Course  VII.,  New  Testament  in  Greek,  is  designed  partly  to 
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afford  an  introduction  to  New  Testament  Greek,  and  partly  to  acquaint 
the  student  with  the  spirit  of  recent  biblical  studies  as  illustrated  by 
inquiries  into  the  history  of  the  canon,  and  the  principles  of  textual 
criticism.  This  course,  which  counts  for  two  hours  a  week  during  the 
first  half-year,  is  followed  during  the  second  half-year  by  Course  VIII., 
Theocritus  and  Lucian,  which  deals  with  these  writers  as  representatives 
of  the  later  Greek  literature. 

Course  IX.,  Greek  Civilization,  is  given  two  hours  a  week  through 
the  year  and  is  elective  to  all  juniors,  whether  they  have  studied  Greek 
or  not.  This  course  is  designed  in  a  modest  way  to  meet  what  appears 
to  be  a  need  of  the  times.  vStudents  know  far  too  little  about  Greek 
civilization,  to  which  everybody  is  constantly  making  reference.  The 
lectures  deal  with  the  political  institutions,  the  art,  the  religion,  and 
the  thought  of  ancient  Greece.  They  are  not  intended  to  treat  the 
subjects  exhaustively,  but  rather  to  set  forth  and  to  exemplify  the 
"principles  observed  in  these  several  spheres,  with  a  view  to  characterize 
and  explain  the  influence  of  Greek  civilization  on  that  of  to-day. 

Course  XII.,  Plato  and  Aristotle,  is  intended  primarily  for  graduates 
and  is  given  three  hours  a  week  during  the  first  two  terms.  The  Repub- 
lic of  Plato  will  first  be  read  rapidly;  then  certain  problems  of  inter- 
pretation, involving  a  larger  view  of  Plato's  thought,  will  be  taken  up 
for  more  careful  consideration.  Later  the  first  book  of  Aristotle's  Meta- 
physics will  be  examined  to  a«certain  the  character  of  his  reports  and 
criticisms  touching  his  predecessors.  An  attempt  will  also  be  made 
to  exemplify  the  processes  of  textual  criticism  and  of  philological 
interpretation. 

Public  Spe.\king.— A  course  of  about  twenty  lessons  is  offered  this 
year,  for  which  a  credit  of  one-half  hour  for  the  year  is  allowed.  In 
the  sophomore  section  special  attention  is  given  to  vocal  training, 
pronunciation,  articulation,  and  to  the  acquirement  of  a  distinct  and 
natural  habit  of  reading  and  speaking.  The  section  for  juniors  pro- 
vides systematic  practice  in  delivery,  with  special  reference  to  the 
fundamental  characteristics  of  natural  speaking,  namely,  pause,  touch, 
change  of  pitch,  inflection,  movement,  and  tone-color.  The  senior 
section  affords  practice  in  forensic  speaking  and  in  the  vocal  interpre- 
tation of  Julius  Caesar,  Hamlet,  and  the  Merchant  of  Venice,  with 
special  reference  to  argumentation  and  dramatic  delivery. 

Ethics  and  Religion.— Beginning  this  year.  President  Raymond 
will  offer  a  course  in  English  Bible  for  two  hours  a  week  during  the 
second  half-year.  This  course  may  be  taken  by  seniors  as  a  substitute 
for  the  required  course  in  Evidences  of  Christianity  or  in  addition  to 
that  course. 
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LABORATORY  NOTES. 

Psychology. — Duplicates  of  an  improved  exposure  apparatus,  which 
has  been  developed  in  the  Psychological  Laborator}-  for  the  study  of 
mental  processes  involved  in  reading,  have  just  been  completed  for  the 
psychological  laboratories  of  Yale  University,  Cornell  University,  and 
Smith  College.  This  apparatus  was  exhibited  for  the  first  time  b)'  Pro- 
fessor Dodge  at  the  spring  meeting  of  experimental  psychologists  held 
in  New  Haven  last  April. 

Physics. — The  second  of  the  magnetic  variometers  ordered  by  the 
Department  of  Terrestrial  Magnetism  of  the  Carnegie  Institution  was 
completed  and  tested  last  spring  under  Professor  Cadj^'s  supervision. 
The  instrument  is  now  mounted  at  the  headquarters  of  the  department 
at  Washington. 

A  grant  of  |2oo  w^as  received  b}-  the  Department  of  Physics  in  July 
from  the  Elizabeth  Thompson  Science  Fund  for  the  study  of  the  electric 
arc  between  metals.  Professor  Cad}-  has  been  engaged  in  these  investi- 
gations for  some  months,  with  the  help  of  Mr.  H.  D.  Arnold,  the  Assist- 
ant in  Ph3-sics. 

Cryogenic  Laboratory. — Mention  was  made  in  the  May  Bulletin  of 
an  inquiry  then  in  progress  in  the  cryogenic  laV)oratory  with  reference  to 
the  proljlem  of  heat  absorption  at  the  expansion  valve  of  an  air  liquefier, 
— an  inc|uiry  which  was  assisted  b}"  a  grant  from  the  Hodgkins  Fund  of 
the  Smithsonian  Institution.  The  investigation  is  to  be  continued  dur- 
ing the  present  college  year,  and  an  additional  grant  of  $250  from  the 
Hodgkins  Fund  has  been  received  to  aid  in  its  prosecution. 


THE  MUSEUM. 
During  the  past  summer  Mr.  Loper  reopened  a  quarry  in  the  south- 
western part  of  the  town  of  Durham,  Conn.,  from  which  he  had  obtained 
many  choice  specimens  of  fossil  fishes  in  former  years.  The  locality  is 
on  the  west  side  of  Totoket  Mountain.  The  fossils  occur  in  a  stratum  of 
black  shale  between  the  anterior  and  the  main  trap  sheet.  This  stratum 
is  described  as  the  anterior  black  shale,  in  a  paper  by  Davis  and  Loper, 
published  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  Geological  Society  of  America.  The 
work  last  summer  resulted  in  securing  over  one  hundred  good  specimens 
of  fossil  fishes,  and  about  twenty  specimens  of  fronds  of  cycads  and 
other  vegetable  remains,  besides  a  large  number  of  fragmentary  speci- 
mens. The  collection  forms  a  very  valuable  accession  to  the  Museum, 
which  was  already  rich  in  the  fossil  fishes  and  plants  of  the  Connecticut 
Triassic.

Stephen  H.  Olin,  LL.  D.,  '66,  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  University, 
purchased  in  Europe  during  the  past  summer  a  valuable  collection  of 
Greek  and  Roman  coins,  facsimiles  of  coins,  and  copies  of  historical 
medals  commemorating  coronations,  royal  marriages,  treaties,  and  other 
important  events  of  national  history.  The  collection  is  well  selected 
and  exceedingly  instructive.  Only  a  part  of  the  collection  has  been  re- 
ceived, numbering  278  pieces;  the  remainder  has  been  delayed  by  cus- 
tom-house formalities.  A  more  detailed  notice  will  be  given  when  the 
remainder  of  the  collection  has  been  received  and  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  its  exhibition. 


PHI  NU  THETA  CLUB  HOUSE. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  in  June,  the  first  sod  was  turned 
for  the  new  club  house  on  the  double  lot  on  the  east  side  of  High  Street 
at  the  foot  of  Cross  Street,  and  facing  the  campus. 

In  August  the  two  dwelling  houses  on  the  site  were  removed.  One  of 
these  houses  had  been  occcupied  since  the  early  days  of  the  college  by  a 
succession  of  members  of  the  faculty,  including  Professors  Lane,  New- 
hall,  Rice,  Westgate,  Woodrow  Wilson,  Bradley,  and  Heidel.  The  con- 
tract for  the  masonry  was  let  to  Mylchreest  &  Sons  of  Middletown  and 
for  the  carpentry  to  Stone  &  Son  of  Middletown.  The  corner-stone  was 
laid  on  November  5th,  by  Professor  J.  M.  Van  Vleck,  '50,  and  Professor 
\V.  N.  Rice,  '65;  and  it  is  planned  to  have  the  building  ready  for  the 
annual  meeting  in  June  and  entirely  completed  by  vSeptember. 

The  house  is  to  be  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  long,  and  forty  feet 
deep.  The  main  part  of  the  building  will  be  two  .stories  and  a  basement, 
but  at  the  center  there  will  be  a  tower  rising  a  story  higher,  making  the 
total  height  above  the  street  level  forty-six  feet.  The  building  is  to  be 
in  the  colonial  style  and  will  be  constructed  of  New  Haven  brick, 
trimmed  with  Proctor  marble.  The  plans  for  the  house,  which  were 
drawn  by  Mr.  Henry  Bacon  of  New  York,  promise  an  excellent  addition 
to  the  group  of  fraternity  buildings  facing  the  campus. 


NOTES. 
Kappa  Rho  Sigma.— Thirteen  members  of  the  classes  of  1907,  1908, 
and  1909,  who  had  been  meeting  informally  for  some  time,  signed  the 
constitution  of  a  new  fraternity.  Kappa  Rho  Sigma,  on  June  8,  1906. 
The  society  is  a  local  one,  and  occupies  the  Pike  House,  11  College 
Place. 
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Facui.tv  Leaves  ok  Absence.  —  The  Board  of  Trustees  have  given 
Professor  Winchester  leave  of  absence  for  the  second  half  of  the  cm-- 
rent  college  year,  and  Professor  Kuhns  for  the  part  of  the  year  after 
May  I,  and  both  are  planning  to  spend  their  time  in  Europe.  Some 
consequent  adjustment  of  their  class  work  will  be  made,  but  all  of  their 
regularly  announced  courses  are  being  given. 

Professor  Dodge. — During  the  sunmier  vacation  Professor  Dodge 
"visited  California  at  the  invitation  of  the  University  of  California  to 
participate  in  the  instruction  given  at  its  summer  session,  June  25- 
August  4.  Professor  Dodge  gave  two  well-attended  courses,  one  in  Gen- 
eral P-sycholog}-,  the  second  on  his  own  special  subject.  The  Psychology 
of  Reading.  He  al.so  utilized  the  opportunity  to  study  the  mental  phe- 
nomena occasioned  in  individuals  and  groups  by  the  great  San  Fran- 
cisco earthquake.  On  his  journey  out  to  the  coast  he  .stopped  over  night 
at  Los  Angeles  and  addressed  the  Wesleyan  Alumni  Club  of  Southern 
California  at  its  annual  meeting. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Early  in  November  six  students  in  the  Univer- 
sity developed  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  The  cases  are  confined  to  the 
members  of  three  fraternities  and  are  undoubtedly  due  to  some  infected 
food  served  at  the  initiation  banquets  of  these  three  fraternities  on 
October  12.  There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  any  other  source  of  in- 
fection exists  or  that  any  further  cases  will  develop.  Unfortunately,  one 
of  the  cases  terminated  fatally  on  Saturday  evening,  November  17,  when 
Mr.  Robert  Clark  Russell,  '08,  of  Kents  Hill,  Maine,  died  in  the  Middle- 
sex Hospital.  A  service  was  held  in  ^Memorial  Chapel  on  Sunday  after- 
noon, and  at  its  close  the  faculty  and  students,  in  a  body,  escorted  the 
remains  to  the  railroad  .station. 

INTERCOLI^EGIATE  DEBATES. — After  some  negotiations,  representa- 
tives of  the  college  debating  societies  of  Amherst,  Williams,  and  Wes- 
leyan met  at  Springfield,  Ma.ssachusetts,  on  June  23,  1906,  and  .signed  an 
agreement  constituting  a  triangular  debating  league.  The  first  debates 
under  this  agreement  will  be  held  on  the  evening  of  December  7,  when 
Williams  will  debate  Amherst  at  Amherst;  Amherst,  Wesleyan  at  Mid- 
dletown;  and  Wesleyan,  Williams  at  Williamstown.  In  each  case  the 
home  team  will  uphold  the  affirmative  of  the  question,  "Resolved,  that 
the  policy  embodied  in  the  pending  treaty  between  Santo  Domingo  and 
the  United  States  is  a  desirable  departure  in  American  Diplomacy." 
Wesleyan's  affirmative  team  will  be  Hancock,  '09,  Laidler,  '07,  and 
Adams,  '09,  alternate;  and  the  negative  team.  Chamberlain,  '09,  Rotzel, 
'10,  and  Curtice,  '08,  alternate.  This  new  arrangement  has  already 
caused  an  increased  interest  in  del)ate  in  Wesleyan  University,  and  it  is 
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expected  that  the  system  will  not  only  employ  more  men,  but  that  it 
will  also  give  them  more  effective  trainiiiK-  Plans  are  under  way  for  the 
usual  debate  with  vSyracuse  University  in  the  s])ring. 

CoMNKCTicuT  Bacteriological  Laboratory.— The  work  of  the  Lab- 
oratory which  was  opened  at  Wesleyan  I'niversity  in  the  autumn  of  1905 
under  the  direction  of  Professor  Conn  as  State  Bacteriologist  and  Mr.  J. 
A.  Newlands  as  his  assistant  has  grown  rapidly  as  the  institution  has 
become  known  throughout  the  state.  In  September  Miss  Alice  Cary, 
who  graduated  from  vSmith  College  in  1906  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  was  added  to  the  staflf  of  the  Laboratory.  The  Connecticut  Board 
of  Health,  which  has  supervision  of  the  Laboratory,  voted  in  April  to 
transfer  to  it  the  work  of  analysis  of  water  which  is  also  under  its  super- 
vision. Accordingly  the  Laboratory  was  equipped  for  the  purpose  and 
the  new  work  was  begun  on  July  i.  In  September,  the  Board  of  Health 
appointed  Mr.  Newlands  State  Chemist,  with  special  charge  of  the 
water  analysis. 

CoxNECTicxT  Geological  and  Natural  History  Survey.— Three 
bulletins,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  of  much  service  to  the  educational 
institutions  of  the  state,  are  about  to  be  issued  by  the  Connecticut  Geo- 
logical and  Natural  History  Survey,  of  which  Professor  Rice  is  super- 
intendent. 

The  first  of  these  is  a  Manual  of  the  Geology  of  Connecticut,  in  which 
the  intention  is  to  set  forth,  in  a  style  not  more  technical  than  is  neces- 
sary, what  is  known  at  present  in  regard  to  the  geological  structure  and 
history  of  the  state.  The  Manual  will  consist  of  four  chapters;  the  first, 
on  the  physical  geography  of  the  state  as  related  to  its  geological  struc- 
ture and  history,  by  Professor  Rice;  the  second,  on  the  crystalline  rocks, 
by  Professor  Gregory  of  Yale  University;  the  third,  on  the  Triassic  for- 
mation (sandstones  and  traps),  by  Professor  Rice;  the  fourth,  on  glacial 
geolog)%  by  Professor  Gregory. 

The  second  of  these  bulletins  is  a  colored  geological  map  of  the  state, 
upon  a  scale  of  four  miles  to  the  inch,  accompanied  by  a  brief  explana- 
tory pamphlet.  This  map  has  been  prepared  by  Professor  Gregory  and 
Doctor  Robinson  of  Yale  University.  It  will  be  the  first  somewhat  de- 
tailed geological  map  of  the  entire  state  which  has  been  published  for 
more  than  sixty  years. 

The  third  of  these  bulletins  is  a  jjaper  on  the  rocks  of  Connecticut,  by 
Professor  Barrell  of  Yale  University.  In  connection  with  the  distribu- 
tion of  this  bulletin,  .suites  of  specimens  illustrative  of  the  rocks  of  the 
state  will  be  .sent  to  such  of  the  colleges,  normal  schools,  and  high  schools 
and  academies  of  high  grade,  as  will  pay  the  transportation  charges. 
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In  the  law  which  established  the  Connecticut  Geological  and  Natural 
History  Survey,  emphasis  was  wisely  placed  tipon  the  educational  use  of 
the  work  of  the  Survey.  It  is  believed  that  these  three  bulletins,  two 
of  which  are  already  in  press,  and  the  third  of  which  will  soon  be  com- 
pleted, will  be  a  very  great  help  to  all  teachers  of  the  physical  geog- 
raphy and  geology  of  the  state.

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A\KAR  AGO  last  Coimnencenient  the  movement  to  raise  an  additional 
endowment  of  $200,000  among  the  Alumni  was  started.  Of  this 
sum  more  than  |i  15,000  has  been  subscribed,  and  over  $50,000  paid  in. 
That  the  entire  amount  should  be  secured  before  Commencement  is  a  con- 
summation much  to  be  desired.  Those  directly  concerned  with  the  ad- 
ministration realize  keenly  how  urgent  is  the  necessity  of  a  large  increase 
in  the  permanent  funds,  in  order  to  meet  the  inevitable  increase  in  our 
expenses,  but  many  of  our  graduates,  even  of  those  who  doubtless  have 
a  warm  affection  for  their  Alma  Mater,  have  as  yet  no  share  in  this 
new  endowment. 

Now,  one  thing  should  be  clearly  recognized, — of  the  graduates  of  the 
past  thirty  years  or  more,  comparatively  few  can  be  named  who  have 
not  been  beneficiaries  of  the  college  to  the  extent  of  $150  to  I300. 
In  other  words,  in  the  time  of  need  the  University  extended  a  help- 
ing hand  and  made  possible  the  education  which  has  been  the  basis 
for  a  successful  career.  In  return  it  is  not  too  much  to  ask  that  the 
beneficiaries  of  past  years  should  repay  at  least  a  part  of  the  debt  which 
they  then  incurred.  They  are  assuredly  not  ready  to  admit  that,  taken 
in  the  large,  the  alumni  of  Wesleyan  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  make 
any  return.  But  one  of  the  two  alternatives  must  be  true,  and  every 
alumnus  ought  to  consider  in  which  category  he  should  be  placed. 
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To  state  this  proposition  as  a  question  is  to  answer  it.  There  can  be 
few  of  our  graduates  so  reduced  as  to  be  unable  to  subscribe  something. 
If  every  man  will  contribute  his  fair  proportion,  the  remaining  $85,000 
will  be  soon  forthcoming.  Nothing  but  the  plea  of  entire  inability 
should  absolve  one  from  this  imperative  obligation. 


Every  alumnus,  whether  he  can  help  the  University  by  gifts  of  money 
or  not,  can  help  bj-  using  his  influence  to  increase  the  number  of  stu- 
dents. In  recent  years  this  matter  has  not  received  the  attention 
which  it  deserves  from  the  alumni,  l)ut  it  is  essential  that  great  em- 
phasis should  be  laid  upon  it  in  the  immediate  future.  With  practically 
the  present  equipment,  both  of  faculty  and  buildings,  the  University 
could  accommodate  fifty  per  cent,  more  students  than  at  present.  This 
year  Wesleyan  has  328  students,  while  two  other  New  England  colleges, 
which  in  equipment  are  practically  on  a  par  with  Wesleyan,  each  have 
almost  exactly  fifty  per  cent,  more  students  than  Wesleyan. 

During  the  first  dozen  years  of  the  present  administration  the  registra- 
tion at  Wesleyan  increased  from  230  to  350,  a  gain  of  47  per  cent.  Dur- 
ing that  period  one  of  the  other  colleges  referred  to  showed  scarcely 
any  growth  and  the  other  increased  only  half  as  rapidly  as  Wesleyan. 
During  the  last  half  dozen  years,  however,  the  first  of  the  other  institu- 
tions has  grown  with  remarkable  rapidity,  and  the  second  has  main- 
tained its  regular  growth,  while  Wesleyan  has  failed  to  make  a  corre- 
sponding advance. 

Now,  where  can  Wesleyan's  alumni  work  most  effectively  to  increase 
the  registration  ?  Naturally  in  the  very  field  from  which  the  University 
has  always  drawn  most  of  its  students,  in  New  England,  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania.  There  is,  however,  a  practically  unworked 
field  from  which  Wesleyan  ought  to  draw,  the  Middle  West.  At  present 
Wesleyan  has  24  students  registered  from  outside  the  specified  region , 
only  8  of  whom,  2  per  cent,  of  the  total  registration,  are  from  the  Middle 
West.  One  of  the  above  mentioned  colleges  has  more  than  90  men  from 
outside  the  specified  region,  of  whom  two-thirds,  12  per  cent,  of  the  total 
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registration,  are  from  the  Middle  West.  -In  the  other  case  there  are 
more  than  loo  from  outside  the  specified  region,  of  whom  four-fifths,  17 
per  cent,  of  the  total,  are  from  the  Middle  West. 

There  are  150  alumni  and  many  non-graduates  of  Wesleyan  resident 
in  the  Middle  West,  and,  no  doubt,  many  know  young  men  who  are 
planning  to  enter  a  New  England  college,  and  might  influence  them  to 
come  to  Wesleyan.  The  history  and  traditions  of  Wesleyan  afford 
abundant  reasons  why  her  claims  should  be  considered  first  by  a  large  and 
important  element  in  the  population  of  the  Middle  We^jt.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  Wesleyan  stands  to-day,  as  she  always  has,  in  the  very 
front  rank  of  the  strictly  collegiate  institutions  in  the  country,  as  far  as 
equipment  and  quality  of  work  are  concerned. 

For  several  years  the  size  of  the  entering  class  has  been  about  100. 
The  time  has  come  when  the  number  should  be  increased  at  once  to  125, 
and  then  speedily  to  150.  There  is  absolutely  no  reason  why  Wesleyan 
should  not  have  an  entering  class  next  September  25  per  cent,  above  the 
record.  There  are  many  reasons  why  this  ought  to  be  realized  easily, 
and  among  these  will  be  the  opening  of  the  new  North  College,  with  the 
best  dormitory  facilities  ever  available  here.  This  desired  increase 
means  work  that  cannot  be  done  at  Middletown,  or  by  the  President,  or 
Trustees,  or  Faculty,  but  must  be  done  bj'  Wesleyan  graduates  wherever 
they  may  find  themselves. 

An  increase  of  100  students  pajnng  the  full  annual  charges  of  $125, 
without  any  remission  on  scholarships,  would  mean  an  increased  income 
of  $12,500,  a  sum  equivalent  to  the  addition  of  about  $250,000  to  the 
productive  endowment  funds. 

Wesleyan  men  everywhere,  but  especially  those  in  the  Middle  West, 
are  urged  to  give  this  problem  serious  consideration  immediately,  and 
to  do  some  work  toward  its  solution.  All  requests  for  information  and 
publications  about  Wesleyan  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Facultv,  Professor  F.  W.  Nicolson. 


The  walls  of  the  new  North  College  are  rising  rapidly,  yet  with  a 
solidity  that  seems  to  assure  their  permanence  for  generations  to  come. 
At  the  present  rate  of    progress  the  stonework  should  be  finished   by 
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June  15,  when  the  construction  of  the  roof  may  be  begun.  By  the  first 
of  August  the  building  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  the  finished  wood 
work.  Unless  some  unexpected  delay  occurs  the  entire  structure  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  opening  of  the  next  college  year. 

The  new  dormitory  will  be  an  unusually  commodious  and  attractive 
building,  and  practically  fire-proof.  Extravagance  has  been  avoided, 
yet  the  outlay  of  $I25,(X)0  for  a  structure  substantially  reproducing  the 
form  of  old  North  College  ensures  the  certainty  that  every  part  of  the 
edifice  will  be  of  the  best  type  of  modern  construction. 


The  program  of  Commencement  exercises  specially  arranged  for  the 
celebration  of  the  vSeventy-fifth  Anniversary  last  year  proved  so  nmch 
superior  to  the  schedule  which  had  been  followed  for  many  years  that 
the  Faculty  recently  voted  to  adopt  it  as  the  program  for  Commence- 
ment week  this  year.  The  class  reunions  will  be  held  on  Monday  evening 
at  six  o'clock,  and  rooms  will  be  reserved  for  each  class  in  Scott  Labora- 
tory and  arrangements  made  for  catering  if  it  is  so  desired.  Following 
the  class  reunions  will  occur  an  illumination  of  the  Campus  and  an  open 
air  concert.  The  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  on  Tuesday  morn- 
ing will  be  followed  by  the  usual  luncheon.  Every  alumnus  is  expected 
to  return  for  Commencement  every  year,  but  a  double  welcome  awaits 
the  members  of  the  classes  which  are  scheduled  to  hold  their  reunions, 
namely  '57,  'H2,  '92,  '97,  '02,  and  '04.  Last  year  you  came  to  see  the 
ruins  of  old  North  College  :  come  this  year  to  see  the  new  North  College. 


The  departmental  or  seminary  library  is  coming  more  and  more  to  be 
recognized  as  a  necessity  in  conducting  advanced  college  and  graduate 
work,  for  books  are  as  essential  to  the  student  of  history,  economics, 
literature,  arrd  philosophy  as  instruments  are  to  the  student  in  the  labora- 
tory. In  a  multitude  of  cases  it  is  important  that  books  should  be  with- 
drawn from  general  circulation  and  assembled  in  the  seminary  room  for 
constant  reference.  On  the  other  hand,  any  considerable  permanent 
withdrawal  of  books  from  the  general  college  library  seriously  impairs 
its  efficiency  for  those  whose  need  of  certain  books,  though  only  occa- 
sional, is  very  pressing  for  the  moment.      Two  or  three  departments 
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are  fortunate  in  having  libraries  that  afford  a  nucleus  for  an  independent 
working  collection,  but  there  is  room  for  much  extension  of  even  the 
largest  of  the  seminary  libraries  thus  far  gathered. 

The  greatest  need  is  of  reference  books  which,  for  a  multitude  of  rea- 
sons, the  average  student  is  unable  to  purchase.  What  books  are  needed 
for  various  departments  can  not  be  indicated  in  a  line  or  two,  but  lists 
will  be  cheerfully  furnished  to  any  one  who  is  interested  in  furthering 
the  work  of  research  in  the  Universitv. 


In  the  course  of  the  present  year  a  goodly  number  of  department  lec- 
tures by  well  known  men  have  been  given.  To  these  lectures  the  public 
has  in  general  been  admitted.  Such  lectures  afford  a  peculiarly  helpful 
stimulus  in  college  work,  for  they  almost  invariably  present  in  a  new 
light  material  standing  in  close  relation  to  subjects  pursued  by  college 
men.  A  serious  obstacle  in  the  way  of  making  such  lectures  possible 
for  all  departments  is  that  there  is  no  lecture  fund  for  meeting  inevitable 
expenses.  The  lectures  themselves  are  generously  contributed,  but  the 
expense  of  travel  has  to  be  borne  by  somebody.  In  many  institutions 
lectureships  bearing  the  name  of  the  founders  have  been  established.  An 
opportunity  for  accomplishing  much  good  with  a  moderate  expentliture 
of  money  and  a  large  return  of  credit  to  the  donor  is  thus  offered  here 
at  Wesleyan.  Many  distinguished  visitors  to  this  country  from  abroad 
might  easily  be  induced  to  make  a  brief  stay  at  Wesleyan  were  it  pos- 
sible to  offer  something  more  than  grateful  acknowledgments. 


The  plan  to  establish  a  free  Wesleyan  Bed  in  the  excellent  Middlesex 
Hospital  will  doubtless  meet  with  the  inmiediate  approval  of  every 
patron  of  the  University.  Wesleyan  is  fortunate  in  having  an  unusu- 
ally healthful  situation,  yet  not  infrequently  in  the  course  of  the  last 
ten  or  fifteen  years  there  has  been  a  pressing  need  of  a  hospital  to  which 
a  student  might  be  taken  without  delay.  The  endowment  of  such  a 
bed  should  amount  to,  at  least,  five  thousand  dollars  in  order  to  ensure 
an  income  of  about  $250  a  year.  A  good  beginning  has  been  made  with 
subscriptions  amounting  to  several  hundred  dollars.     It  is  hoped  that  a

large  number  of  small  subscriptions  from  families  now  represented  in 
the  student  body  will  be  secured  in  time  to  provide  the  bed  as  early  as 
the  beginninti  of  the  next  college  year. 


It  is  a  matter  of  much  regret  to  all  Wesleyan  men  that  Professor 
Benedict  is  about  to  sever  his  connection  with  the  University  to  become 
Director  of  the  Nutrition  Laboratory  of  the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Wash- 
ington, which  is  being  established  in  Boston.  In  the  course  of  his  stay 
at  Weslej-an,  Professor  Benedict  has  made  lasting  friendships  with  his 
students  and  his  colleagues,  and  has  won  an  enviable  reputation  as  in- 
structor and  investigator.  By  his  departure  he  adds  one  more  to  the 
considerable  list  of  Wesleyan  teachers  who  within  the  past  few  years 
have  been  chosen  to  fill  elsewhere  positions  of  greater  responsibility  and 
influence.  This  recognition  of  the  high  standing  of  the  Wesleyan  Faculty 
is  a  legitimate  ground  for  congratulation,  despite  the  fact  that  we  have 
thereby  been  deprived  of  more  than  one  man  we  could  ill  afford  to  lose. 


Owing  to  his  regretted  and  prolonged  illness.  Reverend  Charles  H. 
Buck,  D.  D.,  has  been  compelled  to  resign  the  office  of  Treasurer  of  the 
University,  which  he  has  filled  with  marked  success  since  1902.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  have  elected  as  his  successor  Clinton  DeWitt  Burdick, 
of  the  class  of  1886,  who  is  Third  Vice-President  of  the  Title  Guarantee 
and  Trust  Company,  and  has  charge  of  the  Brooklyn  ofiice  of  that  com- 
pany. 


REBUILDING  OF  NORTH  COLLEGE. 

As  reported  in  the  December  Bulletin,  work  was  begun  on  rebuilding 
North  College  in  October,  but  the  inability  to  get  the  necessary  cut  stone 
made  it  impossible  to  carry  the  walls  above  the  water-table  before  cold 
weather  set  in.  Preparations  were  made  for  the  vigorous  prosecution  of 
the  work  as  early  as  possible  in  the  spring,  and  during  March  the  stone 
and  other  materials  began  to  be  delivered,  so  that  everything  was  ready 
for  beginning  work  the  last  week  of  the  month. 

At  two  o'clock,  Monday  afternoon,  March  25,  1907,  the  ceremonj-  of 
laying  the  corner-stone  took  place.  Reverend  Doctor  Henry  Baker,  '64, 
pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Middletown,  offered 
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prayer;  President  Raymond  made  a  brief  and  appropriate  address;  and 
Mr.  W.  J.  James,  'S3,  read  the  list  of  articles  placed  in  the  stone.  Mr. 
Cephas  Brainerd  Rogers  of  Meriden,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
laid  the  corner-stone,  which  ^\•as  the  corner-stone  of  the  original  build- 
ing recut.  The  exercises  were  fittingly  ended  by  singing  Frederic 
Lawrence  Knowles's  "Come  raise  the  song  for  Wesleiana." 

Since  that  date  the  work  has  been  pushed  energetically,  so  that  the 
walls  were  completed  to  the  top  of  the  third  story  on  May  14,  as  were 
also  the  steel  construction  for  all  the  floors,  and  part  of  the  concrete 
flooring.  The  stonework  of  the  fourth  story  is  progressing  somewhat 
more  slowly  because  of  the  time  needed  for  cutting  the  stone  for  the 
cornice,  but  it  will  probably  be  completed,  ready  for  the  roof,  by  Com- 
mencement. As  the  floors  are  of  concrete,  the  interior  work,  which  was 
definitely  started  on  May  13,  will  be  pushed  at  the  same  time.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  everything  except  the  woodwork  will  be  completed  by 
August  I,  and  that  the  building  will  be  entirely  ready  for  occupancy 
before  college  opens  in  September. 


DEMOLITION  OF  THK  "OLD  LABORATORY." 

On  Saturday,  April  20,  1907,  the  "Old  Laboratory"  was  demolished  in 
order  to  furnish  brick  for  use  in  the  construction  of  the  new  North 
College.  This  building  was  erected  in  1S25  by  Captain  Partridge  to 
serve  as  the  gun-house  of  the  American  Literary,  Scientific,  and  Military 
Academy.  After  the  closing  of  the  Academy  in  1829  there  is  no  record 
of  any  special  use  of  the  building  until  1836,  when  it  was  fitted  up  for 
the  use  of  Professor  John  Johnston,  who  occupied  it  until  the  opening  of 
Judd  Hall  in  1871.  During  this  time  the  building  was  known  as  the 
Chemical  Laboratory.  It  was  used  as  the  University  Chapel  for  a  brief 
time  in  1849,  when  the  regular  chapel  room  in  South  College  was  under- 
going repairs.  For  some  time  after  January  1872  it  was  used  as  a  college 
commons.  Later  at  various  times  parts  of  the  building  were  used  as  an 
ice  house,  as  a  carpenter  shop,  and  one  room  was  once  fitted  up  as  an 
infirmary.  In  1891  the  building  was  restored  to  academic  use  as  the 
Electrical  Laboratory,  and  was  fitted  up  for  the  work  of  Professor  Rosa 
and  his  students.  Its  use  by  Professor  Rosa  and  later  by  Professor  Cady 
continued  until  the  opening  of  the  Scott  Laboratory  in  Januar)-  1905. 
In  DecemVjer  of  that  year  the  Connecticut  Bacteriological  Laboratory 
began  its  work  in  the  building  and  continued  to  occupy  it  until  April, 
1907. 
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The  building  was  located  about  seventy-five  feet  back  from  North 
College  and  measured  thirty  feet  by  fifty-five  feet.  It  was  a  plain  brick 
structure  with  the  entrance  at  the  eastern  end.  The  western  end  was 
divided  into  several  small  rooms  arranged  in  two  stories.  The  main 
portion  of  the  building  consisted  of  a  single  high  room,  which  in  the  old 
days  of  the  Chemical  Laboratory  had  a  gallery  running  around  it,  and 
was  entered  from  a  small  vestibule  in  which  were  the  stairs  leading  to 
the  gallery.  The  gallery  and  the  vestibule  were  removed  in  the  re- 
modeling of  the  building  in  1891,  and  various  minor  changes  were  made 
at  other  times. 


TRUSTEE  MEETING. 

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  held  at  150  Fifth 
Avenue,  New  York  City,  on  February  7,  1907,  with  President  H.  C.  M. 
Ingraham  in  the  chair. 

The  resignation  of  Charles  H.  Buck  as  Treasurer  of  the  University  was 
accepted  and  the  following  resolution  adopted: 

"  Resolved,  That  in  accepting  the  resignation  of  Reverend  C.  H.  Buck, 
D.  D.,  as  Treasurer  of  the  University,  as,  to  our  great  regret,  we  feel 
compelled  to  do,  we  desire  in  the  most  emphatic  way  to  express  our 
appreciation  and  thanks  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  service  which  he 
has  rendered  in  that  capacity,  and  our  earnest  wish  that  he  may  be 
restored  to  complete  health  and  to  his  former  usefulness." 

Clinton  D.  Burdick  was  elected  a  trustee  and  Treasurer  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  appointed  an  additional  member  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
to  take  office  immediately. 

The  resignation  of  Professor  Benedict  was  accepted  to  take  effect  at 
the  end  of  the  college  year,  and  he  was  granted  leave  of  absence  from 
April  I,  with  the  understanding  that  he  continue  a  supervisory  relation 
to  his  department  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  The  secretary  was 
directed  to  express  the  appreciation  of  the  Board  to  Professor  Benedict 
for  his  services.  Professor  Conn  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Control  of  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  in  place  of 
Professor  Benedict.  The  title  of  T.  M.  Carpenter  was  changed  from 
Assistant  to  Instructor,  and  he  was  given  charge  of  Professor  Benedict's 
classes  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  appointment  of  Thomas  E.  McKinney,  Ph.  D.,  to  be  Associate 
Professor  of  Mathematics  for  one  j'ear  was  confirmed. 

President  Raymond  presented  his  report,  and  appropriate  action  was 
taken  on  the  matters  involved.  Several  questions  were  referred  to 
various  connnittees  either  for  action  or  report.  Among  the  latter  was 
the  scheme  for  increasing  the  shelf  space  in  the  Library. 
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The  resolution  passed  by  the  Alumni  Association  at  its  meeting  last 
June  was  presented,  and  the  question  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  the 
charter  of  the  University  was  referred  to  a  committee  composed  of 
Messrs.  Ingraham,  Raymond,  North,  Andrews,  Buckley,  Reynolds,  and 
Pearne. 

The  committee  appointed  in  June  to  consider  the  question  of  courses 
in  pedagogy  reported  in  favor  of  establishing  a  course  in  pedagogy  as 
soon  as  funds  were  available  for  the  purpose,  and  in  the  meantime 
recommended  that  the  Faculty  make  temporary  provision  for  instruction 
in  pedagog}-  without  au}'  material  additional  expense,  and  that  the 
Faculty  be  authorized  to  arrange  a  supplementarj'  course  of  lectures  by 
some  competent  authorit}-.     This  report  was  adopted. 

The  proposal  to  establish  a  course  for  liV)rarians,  which  was  referred 
to  the  General  Executive  Committee  in  June,  was  reported  on  unfavor- 
ably and  the  report  accepted. 

The  Board,  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote,  expressed  its  congratulations 
to  George  G.  Reynolds,  the  day  being  his  eighty-sixth  birthday. 

The  Trustees  adopted  a  minute,  drafted  by  J.  M.  Buckley,  expressing 
their  regret  at  the  death  of  Orris  King  Eldredge,  who  had  been  a  member 
of  the  Board  since  1903,  and  conveying  their  sympathy  to  Mrs.  Eldredge. 


APPOINTMENT  TO  THE  FACULTY. 

Thorne  IVIartin  Carpenter,  appointed  to  be  Instructor  in  Chemistr\-, 
was  graduated  from  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  at  Amherst  in 
1902  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  He  was  assistant  chemist 
in  the  Pennsylvania  Experiment  Station,  State  College,  Pennsylvania, 
in  1 901-02  ;  and  in  the  Hatch  Experiment  Station  at  Amherst,  Mas.sa- 
chusetts,  in  1902.  I'rom  1902  to  1905  he  was  assistant  chemist  and 
assistant  expert  in  animal  nutrition  in  the  Pennsylvania  Experiment 
Station.  Since  1905  he  has  been  research  chemist  under  the  Carnegie 
Institution  of  Washington  and  scientific  assistant  in  the  L^nited  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  being  stationed  at  Middletown.  He  was 
appointed  assistant  in  Chemistry  in  Wesleyan  University  in  1906.  In 
this  position  his  work  was  in  connection  with  the  classes  of  Professor 
Benedict,  and  upon  Professor  Benedict's  departure,  he  was  promoted  to 
be  instructor  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  classes  for  the  remainder  of 
the  vear.

DEPARTMENT  NOTES. 

Latin. — If  a  sufficient  number  of  students  desire  it,  a  course  in  Roman 

Political    Institutions  and    Law   will    be  substituted    for   the  course  in 

Roman  Topography  next  year.     In  either  case  the  course  will  count  but 

one  hour  a  week. 

German. — In  addition  to  the  John  Bell  Scott  Prize,  wiiich  is  given 
this  year  in  the  Department  of  German,  a  friend  of  Wesleyan  University 
offers  for  the  present  year,  with  the  promise  of  continuance  in  succeed- 
ing years,  a  prize  of  twenty-five  dollars  to  the  best  student  in  German 
in  the  senior  class.  The  prize  will  be  awarded  by  competitive  examina- 
tion covering  the  work  of  Course  IX.,  Modern  German  Literature.  All 
seniors  who  have  taken  or  are  now  taking  this  course  are  eligible  to 
compete. 

English  Language. — There  will  be  offered  next  year  a  two  hour 
course,  open  to  juniors  and  seniors,  in  the  history  of  English  fiction. 
This  course  will  deal  with  the  principles  of  construction  which  mark  off 
the  novel  from  other  forms  of  narrative  composition,  and  will  consider 
the  work  of  the  great  representative  writers  of  fiction.  Courses  of  read- 
ing of  selected  fiction  w'ill  be  assigned. 
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History. — The  subject  to  be  studied  by  the  Historical  Seminary  next 
year  will  be  the  Administration  of  Andrew  Johnson.  It  is  the  intention 
to  follow  this  in  successive  years  with  further  studies  in  the  history  of 
the  United  States  during  the  Reconstruction  period.  With  this  plan  in 
view^  the  Department  is  purchasing  such  books  upon  the  period  as  the 
small  library  appropriation  will  permit.  If  any  friends  of  the  Univer- 
sity are  willing  to  aid  in  the  formation  of  a  suitable  collection  of  books, 
pamphlets,  and  newspapers  relating  to  the  period  of  Reconstruction,  they 
are  requested  to  communicate  with  Mr.  W.  J.  James,  the  Librarian  of 
the  University-. 

Chemistry. — As  elsewhere  announced.  Professor  F.  G.  Benedict,  who 
has  been  associated  for  twelve  years  with  this  department,  will  sever  his 
connection  with  the  University  at  the  close  of  the  college  year.  His 
chief  work  here  has  been  that  of  research  with  the  respiration  calorim- 
eter, and  the  prosecution  of  inquiries  in  human  nutrition.  In  his  chosen 
specialtj-  he  is  to-day  an  authorit}-,  and  he  leaves  the  University  to 
become  the  Director  of  the  Nutrition  Laborator}- of  the  Carnegie  Insti- 
tution of  Washington,  for  which  a  special  building  is  now  in  process  of 
erection  in  Boston. 

Soon  after  Dr.  Benedict  came  to  Wesleyan  University  to  co-operate 
with  Professor  Atwater  in  these  investigations,  he  began  to  share  in  the 
class  instruction  in  Chemistry,  being  Instructor  from  1896  to  1901,  Asso- 
ciate Professor  from  1901  to  1905,  and  Professor  from  1905  to  1907. 

By  special  arrangement  he  w'as  granted  leave  of  absence  for  the  last 
three  months  of  the  college  year,  and  he  has  been  in  Europe  since  the 
end  of  March  on  business  connected  with  his  new  position.  His  class 
work  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  is  being  very  acceptably  cared  for  by 
Mr.  T.  M.  Carpenter,  who  has  been  promoted  from  Assistant  to  Instruc- 
tor in  Chemistrv.

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JUNIOR  EXHIBITION. 

The  annual  Junior  Exhibition  was  held  in  Memorial  Chapel  on  the 
evening  of  April  18.  Eight  orations  were  presented  by  members  of  the 
junior  class.  The  committee  of  award,  consisting  of  Reverend  Rich- 
mond Fisk,  D.  D.,  Reverend  Philip  Mercer  Rhinelander,  M.  A.,  and 
Mr.  William  Walter  Wilcox,  B.  A.,  gave  the  first  prize  to  Robert  Water- 
man Rice,  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  for  an  oration  entitled,  The  Dawn 
of  Freedom  in  Russia,  and  the  second  prize  to  Arthur  Gerald  Hubert 
Power,  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  whose  subject  was.  An  Unhonored  Hero. 


IJHRARY. 

Since  the  report  published  in  the  Bulletin  for  May,  1906,  the  endow- 
ment of  the  library  has  been  increased  by  the  payment  of  subscriptions 
amounting  to  I250,  and  by  the  transfer  from  income  of  ^457. 58.  The 
total  endowment  is  186,663.46. 

The  number  of  volumes  accessioned  from  May  i,  1906,  to  April  30, 
1907,  was  2,498.  They  were  obtained  as  follows:  by  purchase,  1,130; 
by  binding  periodicals,  366;  by  exchange,  49;  by  gift,  953;  deducting  21 
volumes,  exchanged  or  sold,  there  remains  a  net  addition  of  2,477  vol- 
umes. The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  at  the  present  time 
is  75,500.

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From  May  i,  1906,  to  April  30,  1907,  4,926  books  and  periodicals  were 
drawn  from  the  library  for  home  use.  In  addition,  1,100  volumes  were 
withdrawn  from  general  circulation  and  reserved  for  special  use  either 
in  the  library  or  in  seminary  rooms.  The  current  numbers  of  52  periodi- 
cals were  sent  to  the  seminary  rooms  or  laboratories  for  the  use  of 
instructors  and  advanced  students. 

During  the  same  period  there  were  presented  to  the  library  995  bound 
volumes,  4,570  pamphlets  and  numbers  of  periodicals,  and  135  maps. 

Mr.  K.  W.  Griswold  of  Middletown  has  given  I11.59  for  the  purchase 
of  books  of  current  interest.  In  addition  he  has  presented  a  number  of 
volumes.

A  year  ago  the  employment  of  an  additional  cataloguer  was  authorized, 
and  in  vSeptember,  Miss  Mary  A.  Richardson  began  work  on  the  Hunt 
Library,  1900  volumes  of  which  have  now  been  catalogued. 


MUSEUM. 

The  December  Bulletin  contained  a  preliminary  notice  of  a  valuable 
collection  of  coins  and  historical  medals  presented  to  the  Museum  bv 
Stephen  Henry  Olin,  LL.  D,  '66.  The  collection  includes  473  pieces, 
which  may  be  classified  as  follows:  9  Greek  coins,  10  electrotypes  of 
Greek  gold  coins,  35  electrotypes  of  Greek  silver  coins,  64  Roman  coins, 
86  papal  medals,  20  Italian  bronze  medals,  54  French  bronze  medals,  104 
copies  of  German  medals,  37  early  EInglish  silver  coins,  27  miscellaneous 
silver  medals,  and  27  other  medals  of  various  sorts. 

The  collection  as  a  whole  is  an  exceedirigly  instriictive  one.  Many  of 
the  medals  are  exquisite  works  of  art.  Many  of  the  historical  medals 
commemorate  important  historical  events,  and  reveal  in  a  wonderfully 
interesting  way  the  point  of  view  of  the  popes,  sovereigns,  or  other  per- 
sonages by  whose  order  the  medals  were  j^roduced.       In  some  cases  the 
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views  and  feelings  expressed  in  the  medals  show  the  character  of  an  age 
and  a  stage  of  civilization  which  have  passed  awa^^  Striking  examples 
of  this  sort  are  the  medals  which  glorify  the  Massacre  of  Saint  Bartholo- 
mew and  other  acts  in  the  persecution  of  the  Huguenots. 

The  collection  has  been  placed  on  exhibition  in  the  lower  hall  of  the 
Museum.  The  cases,  which  are  also  the  gift  of  Doctor  Olin,  are  table 
cases  built  of  ebonized  w-hitewood  and  lined  with  dark  red  cloth.  Tlie 
collection,  as  now  installed,  forms  one  of  the  most  attractive  exhibits  in 
the  Museum. 


LABORATORY  NOTES. 

Physics. — Work  on  the  electric  arc  between  metals,  mention  of  which 
was  made  in  the  December  Bulletin,  has  now  been  carried  nearly  to  a 
conclusion  by  Professor  Cady  and  Mr.  Arnold,  with  the  assistance  of  a 
grant  from  the  Elizabeth  Thompson  Science  Fund.  The  abrupt  change 
that  was  first  detected  under  certain  conditions  in  the  burning  of  the 
iron  arc  has  been  the  chief  object  of  inquiry,  and  has  been  investigated 
for  arcs  having  electrodes  of  several  other  metals  besides  iron.  The  in- 
vestigation has  a  bearing  on  the  relation  between  the  electric  arc  and 
the  glow  discharge  through  rarefied  gases. 

A  Chicago  firm  has  undertaken  the  manufacture  of  the  machine  for 
compounding  sine  curves,  patterned  after  the  original  model  designed 
by  Professor  Cad)-  last  year.  This  machine,  which  is  intended  primarily 
for  class-rooih  demonstration,  will  soon  be  placed  on  the  market. 

Cryogenic  L.\boratory. — Another  air  liquefier,  similar  to  the  one 
sent  last  year  to  Harvard  University,  has  been  constructed  in  this  laljor- 
atory  and  was  installed  last  January  in  the  physical  laboratory  of  the 
Sheffield  Scientific  School,  Yale  University.  Recent  communications 
indicate  that  it  is  giving  excellent  satisfaction.  For  lack  of  the  requisite 
time,  Professor  Bradley  has  declined  applications  from  other  quarters 
for  similar  service. 

The  inquiry  relative  to  the  flow  of  air  under  high  pressure  through  a 
nozzle,  which  has  been  carried  on  by  Professor  Bradley  and  Mr.  C.  V . 
Hale  for  two  ^-ears  under  grants  from  the  Hodgkins  Fund  of  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution,  has  now  been  completed.  The  general  result  may  be 
summarized  in  the  statement  that  the  absorption  of  heat  which  occurs  at 
the  moment  of  expansion  is  due  to  the  so-called  Joule-Thomson  effect, 
but  that  the  formulas  which  apply  in  the  case  of  low  pressures  require 
considerable  modification  when  high  pressures  are  employed.  The 
determination  of  these  formulas  is  a  matter  of  fundamental  importance 
for  a  correct  understanding  of  the  functioning  of  a  modern  air  liquefier. 
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DEBATE. 

The  season  of  1906-07  has  been  one  of  unusual  activity  and  interest  in 
debate  at  Wesle\-an.  Among  the  reasons  for  this  are  the  new  Triangular 
Debating  League  formed  by  Amherst,  Williams,  and  Wesleyan,  and  the 
newly  organized  contest  for  the  inter-class  debating  championship. 

The  first  debates  under  the  Triangular  League  were  held  December  7, 
1906.  Williams  debated  with  Amherst  at  Amherst ;  Amherst  with  Wes- 
leyan at  Middletown;  and  Wesleyan  with  Williams  at  Williamstown. 
In  each  case  the  home  team  upheld  the  affirmative  of  the  question:  Re- 
solved, That  the  policy  embodied  in  the  pending  treaty  between  Santo 
Domingo  and  the  United  vStates  is  a  desirable  departure  in  American 
diplomac}'.  Wesleyan's  affirmative  team  consisted  of  Hancock,  '09; 
Laidler,  '07,  and  Adams,  '07,  alternate;  and  her  negative  team  of  Cham- 
berlain, '07,  Rotzel,  '10,  and  R.  S.  Curtice,  'oS,  alternate.  In  this  series 
Amherst  won  the  championship,  both  her  affirmative  and  negative  teams 
securing  victories;  Wesle5'an  came  second  with  one  victory  gained  by 
her  negative  team,  and  Williams,  last,  losing  both  debates. 

On  April  12,  1907,  in  Middletown,  occurred  the  annual  debate  with 
Syracuse  University,  in  which  Wesleyan  was  victorious  for  the  fourth 
successive  time.  The  home  team  had  the  negative  of  the  question: 
Resolved,  That  the  sixtieth  congress  should  proceed  to  a  general  review 
of  the  present  tariff  schedule  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  duties.  The 
W'esleyan  team  consisted  of  Chamberlain,  '07,  Laidler,  '07,  and  Power, 
'08,  the  three  alternates  being  Barbour,  '09,  R.  S.  Curtice,  '08,  and  Han- 
cock, '09. 

Wesleyan  teams  have  contested  twelve  intercollegiate  debates  and 
have  been  victorious  in  nine  of  them. 

The  second  innovation  in  debate  this  year  has  been  the  inter-class 
championship  contest.  Under  this  arrangement,  the  freshmen  debate 
with  the  sophomores,  the  juniors  with  the  seniors,  and  the  winners  of 
these  two  contests  debate  with  each  other  for  the  championship.  As 
an  incentive  for  earnest  eflfort  and  as  a  token  of  victory,  Mr.  Charles 
Scott,  '86,  has  kindly  presented  a  beautiful  silver  cup  upon  which  is  to 
be  inscribed  each  year  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  successful 
team.  This  year  the  cup  was  won  by  the  class  of  1908,  whose  team  con- 
sisted of  \V.  C.  Atkins,  R.  S.  Curtice,  and  Shapleigh,  and  Pattenson 
alternate.  The  final  contest  occurred  on  March  23,  1907.  The  question 
selected  for  the  Syracuse  debate  was  used,  and  1908  took  the  negative 
side  against  1910.  As  no  intercollegiate  debater  is  eligible  to  partici- 
pate in  the  inter-class  contests,  a  larger  number  of  men  are  enabled  to 
get  debating  experience,  and  the  contests  are  valuable  in  training  men 
for  future  intercollegiate  teams. 
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The  Briggs  Prize  Debate  occurred  in  Memorial  Chapel  on  May  23,  1907, 
on  the  question:  Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  that  Mr.  Roosevelt 
should  be  a  candidate  for  re-election  in  1908,  ( Mr.  Roosevelt's  declara- 
tions that  he  will  not  be  a  candidate  being  waived ).  The  contestants 
were  Chamberlain,  '07,  Power  '08,  Hancock,  '09,  and  Rotzel,  '10.  The 
judges,  Mr.  Henian  Charles  Whittlesey,  B.  A.,  Mr.  Clarence  Hood  Wool- 
sey,  Ph.D.,  and  Professor  William  Arthur  Heidel,  Ph.D.,  awarded  the 
prize  to  Arthur  Gerald  Hubert  Power,  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 


YOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION. 

The  work  of  the  Association  has  been  carried  on  in  much  the  same 
way  as  in  former  j-ears.  In  addition  to  the  regular  weekly  meetings. 
Reverend  Frederick  Watson  Hannan,  '90,  conducted  special  services  for 
two  wrecks  in  March.  The  Association  has  been  particularly  fortunate 
in  securing  the  services  of  a  niimber  of  inspiring  speakers  from  out  of 
town  for  the  Sunday  meetings,  including  Messrs.  John  Callahan,  E.  D. 
Thornburgh,  and  F.  V.  Slack. 

The  committee  on  Bible  study  has  done  very  effective  work  by  suc- 
cessfully maintaining  group  classes  in  several  of  the  fraternity  houses, 
in  addition  to  a  class  for  the  freshmen  led  by  Professor  Fife,  and  a  nor- 
mal class  for  juniors  and  seniors  led  by  Professor  Bradley. 

Missionarj-  interests  have  been  well  presented  during  the  year,  among 
the  speakers  being  Professor  Harlan  P.  Beach  of  Yale  University,  and 
Mr.  Hehn,  one  of  the  secretaries  of  the  Association  in  Japan.  The 
memorable  event  of  the  year  was  the  visit  of  Bishop  J.  W.  Bashford  of 
Shanghai,  China,  who  gave  a  most  interesting  address  on  China,  in 
Memorial  Chapel,  and  later  met  many  of  the  students  personally.  The 
Joe  Beech  Fund  is  being  raised  as  in  former  years. 

The  report  of  the  retiring  president,  C.  P.  McClelland,  '07,  laid  special 
emphasis  upon  the  need  of  a  paid  general  secretary  to  direct  the  activ- 
ities of  the  Association,  and  of  a  building  as  the  home  of  the  Association 
and  the  center  of  its  work.  These  advantages  are  possessed  by  the 
Association  in  many  other  colleges,  and  the  effective  prosecution  of  the 
work  in  Wesleyan  demands  that  these  needs  should  be  supplied  in  the 
near  future. 


NOTES. 
Administration  Offices. — In  the  Christmas  vacation  the  offices  of 
administration  were  transferred  from  their  temporary  quarters  in  Memo- 
rial Chapel  to  the  rooms  in  South  College,  which  have  been  specially 
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fitted  up  as  the  permanent  offices  of  the  President  and  Secretary.  The 
Faculty,  which  has  for  two  or  three  years  met  in  28  Fisk  Hall,  met  for 
the  first  time  in  the  faculty  room  in  South  College  on  January  8.  In 
addition  to  gaining  many  advantages  which  naturally  come  from  offices 
properly  equipped  for  their  purposes,  the  removal  to  new  quarters  has 
been  marked  bj'  several  other  improvements.  The  records  of  students, 
which  have  long  been  kept  in  books,  are  now  kept  by  means  of  a  specially 
devised  card  catalogue  system.  An  addressing  machine  has  also  been 
installed,  which  makes  possible  a  considerable  saving  in  time  and  in 
clerk  hire.  The  steel  shelving  was  installed  in  the  new  vault  in  South 
College  on  May  17,  and  the  records  and  memorabilia  of  the  University 
were  at  once  transferred  to  the  vault  which  was  constructed  for  their 
preservation. 

Professor  AtwaTER. — A  communication  from  the  Societe  Chimique 
de  la  France  has  been  recently  received  by  Professor  Atwater  requesting 
that,  in  connection  with  the  celebration  of  its  semi-centennial  this  month, 
it  be  allowed  to  ask  for  him  the  chevalier's  cross  in  the  Legion  of  Honor. 

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  Professor  Atwater' s  health  in 
the  course  of  the  present  year. 

Professor  Winchester. — The  Trustees  having  granted  Professor 
Winchester  a  leave  of  absence  for  the  second  half  of  the  college  year,  he 
and  Mrs.  Winchester  sailed  for  Europe  in  March.  At  present  they  are 
in  Ital}-,  but  they  expect  to  visit  England  before  returning  home  in 
September. 

Pettee  Estate. — In  1904  Rev.  John  Tyler  Pettee,  '43,  and  his  wife 
assigned  to  the  University  life  insurance  policies  valued  at  $8,000;  and 
in  the  following  year  their  house  and  lot  in  Meriden,  appraised  at  $5,000, 
were  deeded  to  the  Univer.sity  in  return  for  an  annuity.  Since  then 
Mrs.  Pettee  has  died,  and,  accordingly,  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Pettee  on 
February  17,  1907,  the  estate  passed  to  the  University. 

Nye  Estate. — By  the  death  of  Frederick  B.  Nye,  at  Milwaukee,  Wis- 
consin, on  February  5,  1907,  the  will  of  his  father,  Dr.  Elisha  Bourne 
Nye,  '35,  who  died  in  1889,  takes  effect.  The  estate  is  to  remain  in  the 
hands  of  the  executor,  Mr.  William  H.  Burrows  of  Middletown,  until 
legacies  amounting  to  $1,600  are  paid  from  the  accumulated  income. 
Then  the  residue  will  come  to  Wesleyan  University  for  the  endowment 
of  a  professorship  in  natural  science.  It  is  understood  that  the  estate 
will  amount  to  between  $40,000  and  $45,000. 

Reynolds  Scholarships. — Honorable  G.  G.  Reynolds,  '41,  has  just 
notified  President  Raymond  that  he  will  add  $5,000  to  the  sum  which  he 
has  alread}-  given  for  the  endowment  of  scholarships.     The  present  gift 
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is  to  be  divided  into  two  scholarships  in  memor}'  of  his  wife  Harriet 
Townsend  Reynolds  and  of  his  son  Frank  Reynolds,  '68.  This  gift  makes 
the  amount  of  endowment    for  undergraduate  scholarships  more  than 

jp42,ooo. 

Reading  Room. — The  Reading  Room,  after  the  burning  of  North 
College,  was  transferred  to  the  second  floor  of  the  Librar}',  and  in  March 
was  installed  in  the  room  formerly  called  the  "History  Room,"  on  the 
lower  floor  of  Memorial  Chapel,  which  has  been  suitabh*  equipped  for 
the  purpose. 

College  Bills. — The  custom  which  has  long  been  in  vogue  of  allow- 
ing the  students  a  rebate  for  the  prompt  payment  of  their  bills  will  be 
abandoned  after  the  close  of  the  present  college  year,  and  henceforth  all 
bills  must  be  paid  promptly  at  the  dates  set. 

Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association. — By  vote  of  the  Faculty  in 
December,  1906,  Wesleyan  University  became  a  member  of  the  Inter- 
collegiate Athletic  Association,  and  was  represented  by  Professor  Nicolson 
at  the  annual  conference  at  the  Murraj'  Hill  Hotel,  New  York,  during 
the  Christmas  holidays. 

Gymnasium. — The  annual  Gymnasium  Exhibition  which  occurred  on 
March  21  was  one  of  the  most  successful  and  largely  attended  ever  held. 
The  committee  of  judges  was  composed  of  Professor  Nicolson,  Dr.  H.  C. 
Swan  of  Trinit}-  College,  formerly  the  Director  of  the  Wesle5-an  Gymna- 
sium, and  Mr.  J.  D.  Abbey,  Physical  Director  of  the  Middletown  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association.  Dr.  Swan  presented  the  Olin  cup  to  the 
class  of  '10  for  the  best  class  drill;  the  Creede  cup  to  '08  as  the  winners 
of  the  inter-class  basketball  championship;  the  silver  cup  for  the  college 
gj'mnast  to  W.  R.  Hick,  '09;  and  the  Creede  medal  for  middle-weight 
wrestling  to  A.  R.  Graves,  09.  The  Creede  medal  is  one  of  two  presented 
by  Mr.  Thomas  R.  Creede  of  East  Orange,  New  Jersey,  for  the  winners 
of  contests  in  middle  and  light  weight  wrestling.  Only  one  of  the 
medals  was  awarded  this  year. 

Seventy-Fifth  Anniversary  Exercises. — The  official  report,  de- 
scriptive of  the  Celebration  of  the  Seventy-Fifth  Anniversary  of  the 
Founding  of  Wesleyan  University,  is  in  the  hands  of  the  printer,  and  it 
is  expected  that  the  book  will  be  ready  by  Commencement.  There  will 
be  an  appendix  giving  an  account  of.  the  dedication  of  the  John  Bell 
Scott  Memorial  Laboratory  of  Physics,  and  of  the  laying  of  the  corner- 
stones of  Willbur  Fisk  Hall  and  of  the  new  North  College.  The  twenty- 
eight  illustrations  include  portraits  of  all  the  Presidents  of  the  University, 
cuts  of  the  University  buildings  in  the  early  days,  pictures  of  the  new 
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buildings,  and  faculty  groups  covering  the  past  forty  years.  Most  of 
the  edition  of  600  copies  has  been  subscribed  for,  not  more  than  150 
copies  remaining  unsold.  The  price  will  be  one  dollar  a  copy  postpaid, 
and  subscriptions  should  be  sent  to  Mr.  W.  J.  James,  Wesleyan  Univer- 
sity Library. 

Phi  Beta  Kappa  Catalogue.  —A  Catalogue  of  the  Connecticut  Gamma 
(Wesleyan)  Chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  has  recently  been  completed  by 
Professor  Nicolson.  In  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  copies  will  be  dis- 
tributed, but  whether  free  or  for  a  moderate  price  cannot  be  announced 
until  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  chapter  at  Commencement. 

Connecticut  Geological  and  Natural  History  Survey. — Of  the 
three  publications  which  were  announced  in  the  December  Bulletin  as 
in  preparation,  two  have  been  issued:  the  Manual  of  the  Geology  of 
Connecticut  by  Professor  Rice,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Survey,  and 
Professor  Gregory  of  Yale  University;  and  the  Geological  Map  of  the 
state  by  Professor  Gregory  and  Dr.  Robinson  of  Yale  University.  The 
Manual  is  an  attractive  octavo  volume  of  273  pages,  admirably  illustrated 
with  thirty-one  full  page  plates  and  twenty-two  figures  in  the  text. 

Connecticut  Bacteriological  Laboratory. — The  Laboratory  which 
had  been  installed  in  the  "Old  Laboratory"  since  December,  1905,  was 
transferred  in  April  to  rooms  19  and  20  in  Scott  Laboratory.  The  neces- 
sary equipment  for  the  investigation  of  animals  supposed  to  have 
suffered  from  hydrophobia  was  installed  in  February,  and  since  then 
many  cases  have  been  examined.  The  Legislature  which  is  now  in  ses- 
sion has  appropriated  $7,500  for  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  work 
of  the  Laboratory.  This  sum,  which  is  nmch  larger  than  previous  grants, 
insures  considerable  extension  of  the  work. 

Mathematical  Society.  — Professor  McKinney,  beginning  in  January 
of  this  year,  has  gathered  the  advanced  students  of  the  department  into 
a  voluntary  association,  known  as  the  Mathematical  Society,  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  in  touch  with  the  advances  that  are  being  made  in 
mathematical  science  and  for  presentation  of  papers  based  upon  inde- 
pendent research.  The  Society  has  no  formal  organization,  but  its 
secretary  is  H.  D.  Arnold,  '06,  who  is  this  year  Assistant  in  Physics. 

Social  Study  Club. — The  Social  Study  Club,  which  was  organized 
in  December,  1905,  has  continued  its  regular  meetings  for  the  study  of 
social  questions,  and  during  the  year  public  lectures  have  been  given 
under  its  auspices  by  Messrs.  J.  G.  Phelps  Stokes,  Leonard  D.  Abbott, 
and  George  Willis  Cooke.  Plans  are  now  under  consideration  for  affil- 
iating the  Club  with  the  Intercollegiate  Civic  League. 
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Washington's  Birthday  Banquet. — The  annual  banquet  on  the 
evening  of  February  22,  in  Faj-erweather  Gymnasium,  was  the  largest 
and  most  successful  ever  held.  George  Edward  Reed,  D.  D.,  '69,  Presi- 
dent of  Dickinson  College,  presided  as  toastmaster.  Among  those  who 
responded  to  toasts  were  President  Raymond,  Professor  Kuhns,  '85,  Mr. 
Reiter,  C.  H.  Stackpole,  '86,  Arthur  Goodrich,  '99,  \V.  W.  Pickard,  '99, 
C.  F.  Price,  '02,  C.  L.  Newton,  '02,  and  A.  B.  Haley,  "07. 

HospiTai,  Bed  for  Students. — A  committee  of  ladies,  with  Mrs.  A. 
C.  Armstrong  as  chairman,  is  making  an  effort  to  raise  $5,000  for  the 
endowment  of  a  free  bed  for  Wesleyan  students  in  the  Middlesex 
Hospital,  which  was  opened  in  INIiddletown  a  few  years  ago.  Already 
several  of  the  alumni  have  contributed  and  it  is  hoped  that  others  will 
aid  in  the  prompt  completion  of  the  amount.  On  April  23,  an  illustrated 
lecture,  which  netted  a  considerable  sum,  was  given  in  Memorial  Chapel, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  committee,  by  Rev.  Herbert  Keightley  Job  on 
Connecticut  Birds. 

Student  Residences. — Owing  to  the  burning  of  North  College,  the 
students  have  been  compelled  this  year  to  seek  rooms  elsewhere.  The 
Argus  has  furnished  the  following  figures  on  student  residence: 
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In  addition  to  the  small  number  living  in  college  buildings  and  the 
large  number  rooming  in  private  houses,  the  number  of  freshmen  living 
in  fraternity  houses  will  be  noted  as  unusually  large.  It  is  estimated 
that  twenty-six  freshmen  live  more  than  five  minutes  walk  from  the 
Chapel  and  that  ten  are  ten  minutes  distant  from  it.  For  the  first  time 
in  several  years  students  (seven  seniors)  have  been  assigned  rooms  in 
Observatory  Hall. 

Faculty  Residences. — The  following  changes  of  residence  of  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  may  be  noted.  Last  spring.  Professor  Harrington 
moved  into  his  father's  old  home,  203  High  Street.  Professor  Armstrong 
moved  from  the  Harrington  house,  where  he  had  lived  for  several  j-ears, 
to  temporary  quarters  at  25  College  Place,  and  finally  on  November  i, 
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moved  into  the  house,  i66  High  Street,  which  he  has  built  on  the  old 
Laban  Clark  propert)-,  belonging  to  the  University.  Professor  Fisher 
has  moved  from  Observatory^  Hall  into  the  house,  25  College  Place, 
which  was  built  by  Professor  Johnston,  and  purchased  by  the  University 
from  Professor  Merrill  some  years  ago.  At  Christmas,  Professor  Heidel 
moved  into  the  newly  built  house,  41  Lawn  Avenue.  Professor  McKin- 
ney  lives  at  242  William  Street,  and  Mr.  Budington  at  178  Church  Street. 

Meeting  of  Administrative  Officers.— On  May  9  and  10,  1907, 
the  administrative  officers  of  certain  New  England  colleges  met,  at  the 
invitation  of  Professor  Nicolson,  in  the  office  of  Wesleyan  University, 
to  consider  topics  of  mutual  interest  and  to  discuss  the  organization  of 
an  association  to  provide  for  similar  meetings  in  the  future.  Deans 
Emerson  of  Dartmouth,  Ferry  of  Williams,  Stevens  of  Maine,  Professor 
Burnett,  Registrar  of  Bowdoin,  Mr.  Guild,  Registrar  of  Brown,  and 
Professors  Chase  and  Nicolson,  Secretaries  of  Tufts  and  Wesleyan  re- 
spectivel)-,  were  present.  These  officers  found  much  of  interest  to  discuss 
in  the  administration  of  their  several  offices,  and  it  was  voted  to  meet 
again  next  year.  An  informal  organization  was  effected  with  Dean 
Emerson  president  and  Professor  Chase  secretary.

1  I  /ITH  the  conclusion  of  the  present  collegiate  year  the  term  of 
\XJ  service  of  President  Raymond  as  the  official  head  of  Wesleyan 
University  will  come  to  an  end.  The  eighteen  years  of  President  Ray- 
mond's administration  have  been  notable  from  many  points  of  view,  and 
they  are  considered  in  some  detail  on  a  later  page  of  this  Bulletin.  It  is 
sufficient  here  to  say  that  he  retires  with  the  cordial  respect  and  affection 
of  all  his  colleagues  among  the  faculty  and  of  his  associates  on  the  board 
of  trustees.  His  administration  fills  a  large  place  in  the  history  of 
Wesleyan,  and  concludes  with  the  adoption  of  the  new  and  more  liberal 
charter,  which  owes  its  existence  in  large  measure  to  his  persistent  and 
well  directed  efforts. 


By  the  terms  of  the  charter  of  1831  Wesleyan  University  was,  from  its 
founiiation  until  the  revision  of  the  charter  in  1870,  precluded  from  ap- 
plying "  any  religious  test  whatever  "  in  the  selection  of  any  "president, 
professor,  or  other  officer,"  and  from  making  "the  religious  tenets  of 
any  person  a  condition  of  admission  to  any  privilege  in  said  univer- 
sity.' It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  spirit  of  reaction  was  strong  enough 
in  1870  to  secure  the  adoption  of  a  charter  of  less  liberal  type.  But  the 
essential  freedom  of  thought  which  has  always  been  manifest  at  Wes- 
leyan has  been  steadily  developed  for  more  than  a  generation  and  has 
been  evidenced  in  the  selection  of  members  of  the  faculty  and  in  the 
personnel  of  the  student  body.  This  liberality  of  temper  finds  renewed 
expression  in  the  University  charter  adopted  last  June,  which  prescribes 
that  "no  denominational  test  shall  be  imposed  in  the  choice  of  trustees, 
officers,  or  teachers,  or  in  the  admission  of  students."  Wesleyan  is  thus 
restored  to  its  original  position  as  an  institution  unhampered  in  its 
development  by  needless  restrictions.  Wesleyan  University  has  always 
been  a  Christian  institution,  and  we  may  hope  that  it  will  always  deserve 
the  name,  but  a  truly  Christian  spirit  is  not  fostered  by  a  spirit  of  narrow 
exclusiveness. 
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This  year  affords  an  vinusiial  opportunit}'  to  Wesleyan  alumni  to  de- 
monstrate in  more  than  one  way  their  zeal  for  the  welfare  of  their  alma 
mater.  Obviously  this  is  not  the  time  for  the  initiation  of  new  policies 
on  the  part  of  the  faculty  and  the  acting  administration,  but  it  is  a  time 
for  gathering  all  the  resources  that  can  be  made  available  for  building 
up  an  institution  with  wider  influence  and  with  a  stronger  hold  upon  its 
natural  supporters. 

There  are  two  things  which  WesleN'an  needs  and  which,  with  the 
united  su]j})()rl  of  all  her  alunnii,  she  might  have  at  no  distant  day.  In 
the  first  place,  there  ought  to  be  at  Wesleyan  at  least  five  hundred  stu- 
dents. With  the  ])resent  material  equipment,  and  with  substantially  the 
present  teaching  force,  allowing  for  moderate  expansion  here  and  there, 
such  a  body  of  students  could  be  adequately  instructed,  and  our  labora- 
tories, our  museum,  and  our  library  utilized  to  a  far  greater  extent  than 
is  now  the  case.  If  every  alumnus  would  pledge  his  l)est  efforts  to  secure 
this  result,  our  numbers  might  be  doubled  within  five  years. 

The  other  need  is  more  money.  To  present  reasons  is  palpably 
superfluous. 


It  is  a  i)leasure  to  announce  the  practical  completion  of  the  new  North 
College — a  stately  and  commodious  structure  which  will  doubtless  en- 
dure for  generations  to  come.  The  new  dormitory  is  built  in  the  most 
substantial  manner  and  appears  unlikely  at  any  time  to  share  the  fate  of 
old  North  College.  It  is  in  every  particular  admirably  adapted  to  its 
purpose  and  offers  to  students  an  additional  inducement  to  make  Wes- 
leyan the  college  of  their  choice. 


A  few  days  before  the  present  collegiate  year  opened,  the  long  illness 
of  Professor  Wilbur  Olin  Atwater  came  to  an  end.  The  great  services 
which  he  was  enabled  to  render  to  his  University  and  his  country  in  the 
course  of  his  long  and  honored  career  are  outlined  on  a  later  page  of 
this  Bulletifi,  but  the  tril)ute  of  affection  which  his  colleagues  at  Wes- 
leyan owe  his  memory  cannot  be  paid  in  mere  words.  The  institution 
which  he  loved  and  served  so  well  has  lost  a  true  friend  whose  place 
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cannot  be  filled.  He  sacrificed  his  whole  self  to  the  work  he  loved,  and 
he  was  stricken  down  in  the  fulness  of  his  powers,  leaving  much  to  be 
continued  by  others.  But  the  influence  that  went  out  from  him  will  long 
be  felt  at  Wesleyan,  and  will  be  an  inspiration  to  many  in  years  to  come. 


It  may  be  worth  while  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  present 
issue  of  the  Bulletin  contains  a  much  larger  amount  of  important  infor- 
mation concerning  Wesleyan  University  than  is  found  in  any  preceding 
number.  The  alumni,  in  particular,  are  urged  to  make  themselves 
familiar  with  this  and  other  issues  of  the  Bulletin,  for  in  no  other  official 
publication  are  so  many  interests  of  the  University  set  forth. 


The  Financial  Exhibit  of  IVesleyan  University  for  the  year  ending  May 
SI,  1907,  the  first  submitted  by  Mr.  Clinton  D.  Burdick,  as  treasurer, 
makes  a  pamphlet  of  twenty-eight  pages,  and  is  the  largest  and  most 
complete  annual  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  University  ever  pre- 
sented. For  the  first  time  each  individual  investment,  with  its  income, 
is  listed,  and  other  improvements  in  the  form  of  the  statement  have  been 
introduced.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  abstract  of  this  document 
printed  in  this  Bulletin. 

The  total  value  of  the  property  now  held  by  the  University  is  $2,505,- 
380.23,  an  increase  over  last  j-ear  of  $99,498.02.  The  invested  funds  have 
yielded  a  return  of  $79,973.96,  showing  the  high  interest  rate  of  $%  per 
cent.  The  accounts  for  the  fiscal  year  show  a  wholesome  surplus  for  the 
first  time  in  some  years,  and  the  deficit  was  reduced  from  $30,228.44  to 
$25,422.55.  While  this  excellent  result  is  a  cause  for  congratulation, 
it  should  be  noted  that  it  is  due  to  gifts  of  $9,730.00  to  the  income 
account.  This  merely  emphasizes  the  immediate  need  for  subscriptions 
to  the  income  account  to  clear  oflf  the  remainder  of  the  deficit,  and  to 
the  endowment  fund  in  order  to  provide  a  sufficient  return  to  meet  the 
regular  demands. 

An  important  indication  of  the  increasing  interest  of  Wesleyan  alumni 
in  their  alma  mater  is  the  existence  of  the  several  local  alumni  associa- 
tions, of  which  a  number  have  been  organized  within  the  past  few  years. 
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At  present  the  most  considerable  group  of  alumni,  located  advantage- 
oxisly  for  organization,  which  has  not  yet  formed  an  association,  consists 
of  more  than  forty  graduates  and  twenty  non-graduates  living  in  Wash- 
ington, Baltimore,  and  vicinity.  This  is  an  opportunity  for  some  young 
alumnus  residing  in  Washington  to  distinguish  himself  by  planning  a 
gathering  of  Wesle^-an  men  this  winter  and  forming  a  permanent  organ- 
ization. Such  an  association  ought  to  be  a  potent  factor  in  securing 
new  students  from  a  locality  which  at  present  sends  but  few  men  to 
Wesleyan. 

The  approval,  by  the  board  of  trustees,  at  their  recent  meeting,  of  the 
revision  of  the  entrance  requirements  and  of  the  course  of  study  ac- 
complishes a  reform  of  the  highest  importance.  In  the  consideration 
of  the  problems  involved,  the  curricula  and  requirements  of  other  col- 
leges and  universities,  both  in  New  England  and  throughout  the  coun- 
try, have  been  studied,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  new  course  of  study  is 
in  accord  with  the  soundest  theories  and  the  most  practical  methods  of 
collegiate  education  of  the  present  da}-. 


The  eighth  edition  of  the  Supplement  to  the  Alumni  Record  will  ap- 
pear in  January. 

The  total  registration  to  date  is  316,  of  whom  92  rank  as  freshmen. 


DECEMBER  TRUSTEE  MEETING 
An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  was  held  at  150  Fifth 
Avenue,   New  York,   on    December  6,    1907,   with   President   H.    C.    M. 
Ingraham  in  the  chair. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  committee  ap]>ointed  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
June,  the  revised  course  of  study  as  adopted  by  the  faculty  on  June  4, 
and  slightly  modified  on  November  26,  was  approved,  to  go  into  effect 
at  the  beginning  of  the  college  year  190S-9,  with  the  proviso  that  the 
faculty  should  make  the  necessarj^  adjitstments  in  the  cases  of  students 
now  in  the  University. 

It  was  voted  to  assign  the  title  of  Beach  Professor  of  Chemistry  to 
Professor  Bradley,  and  the  title  of  Charlotte  Augusta  Ayres  Professor  of 
Physics  to 'Professor  Cad\'. 
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NEW  NORTH  COLLEGE 
L'nfortunate  delaj'S  prevented  the  completion  of  the  rebuilding  of 
North  College  by  September,  the  time  specified  in  the  original  contract. 
Though  the  walls  were  nearly  all  up  and  part  of  the  roof  on  at  Com- 
mencement time,  the  front  portico  and  the  connecting  portion  of  the 
fourth  story  front  were  not  completed  until  the  early  part  of  August, 
because  of  the  difficulty  experienced  in  getting  perfect  blocks  of  stone 
of  the  large  size  specified  for  the  columns  and  other  parts  of  the  portico.

111  the  meantime,  the  masons  were  able  to  make  only  slow  progress  with 
the  interior  work,  so  that  the  plastering  was  not  completed  until  the  end 
of  September.  At  the  present  time  the  carpenter  work  is  being  pushed, 
and  the  other  finishing  work  is  also  being  hurried  as  much  as  possible. 
It  is  promised  that  the  whole  building  shall  be  ready  for  occupancy 
when  the  second  term  begins  on  January  7.  All  the  outside  work,  in- 
cluding the  pointing  up  and  painting,  has  been  completed,  and  the 
ground  adjacent  to  the  building  is  being  re-graded. 
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P'xt^rnally  the  building  resembles  the  old  North  College  in  length 
and  depth,  but  is  considerably  higher.  The  unpretentious  dignity  of 
the  old  building  with  its  rubble  walls  gives  place  in  the  new  structure 
to  the  richer  effect  of  cut  stone  with  elaborate  portico  and  cornice. 
Viewed  from  High  Street,  the  building  does  not  impress  one  as  notably 
different  from  its  predecessor,  except  for  the  white-painted  window 
frames.     The  interior,  with  its  beautiful  weathered  oak  finish  and  with 
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its  complete  appointments,  is  a  splendid  and  highly  commendable  im- 
provement over  the  old  biiilding.  Assuredlj',  the  new  North  College 
will  soon  have  as  warm  a  place  in  the  hearts  of  Wesleyan  men  as  the 
old  building  had  for  three-quarters  of  a  penturj-. 

The  building  will  be  furnished  by  the  University" with  iron  bedsteads, 
and  chiflfonniers  and  desks  of  mission  oak.  This  furniture  is  already  at 
hand  awaiting  the  comjjletion  of  the  l)uilding. 
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REVISION  OF  THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY 
For  some  years  the  question  of  a  thorough  revision  of  the  curriculum 
has  been  mooted,  and  during  the  last  college  year  the  faculty  completed 
and  adopted  a  scheme  for  such  a  revised  course  of  study,  which  has 
now  been  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees.  The  adoption  of  this  plan 
effects  the  third  radical  change  of  the  curriculum  in  the  history  of  the 
University. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  University,  President  Fisk  desired  that  the 
student  should  enjoy  the  utmost  freedom  in  the  framing  of  his  course, 
but  his  excellent  theory  seems  not  to  have  worked  very  well,  for  the 
small  number  of  courses  offered  made  it  almost  necessary  for  every  stu- 
dent to  take  every  study  that  was  offered  in  order  to  complete  a  sufficient 
quota  of  work  for  graduation.  After  President  Fisk's  death,  the  theorv 
of  unregulated  curriculum  was  definitely  abandoned,  and  an  iron-bound 
four-year  course  of  required  studies  was  prescribed.  From  time  to  time 
this  was  relaxed  slightly  by  the  allowance  of  certain  options,  and  finally 
in  1870  an  important  step  was  taken  increasing  the  number  of  options. 
In  1873  occurred  the  second  radical  change  of  the  curriculum,  when  the 
rigidly  required  course  was  replaced  by  a  system  which  continued  the 
requirement  of  certain  studies  but  allowed  a  considerable  range  of  elec- 
tions. Since  1873  the  requirements  have  at  various  times  been  somewhat 
modified,  and  with  the  increase  in  the  size  of  the  faculty  there  has  been  a 
large  widening  of  the  range  of  electives.  In  1873-4,  there  were  43 
courses  announced,  in  18S9-90,  the  number  was  65,  and  in  1906-7,  it  had 
risen  to  155. 

As  early  as  1838,  in  addition  to  the  regular  degree  of  bachelor  of  arts, 
it  was  announced  that  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  science  would  be  con- 
ferred, but  it  was  not  until  1858  that  a  science  course  was  regularly  pre- 
scribed. In  1873  a  third  degree  of  bachelor  of  philosophy  was  added, 
the  requirements  in  the  scientific  course  were  increased,  and  three 
coordinate  courses  were  outlined.  Changes  in  the  requirements  for 
entrance  have  also  been  made  from  time  to  time  as  the  curriculum  has 
been  modified,  so  that  the  standard  for  admission  has  been  gradually 
raised. 

As  long  ago  as  January  17,  1905,  the  faculty  voted  "  to  approve  in  prin- 
ciple the  recommendation  of  the  committee  on  course  of  study,  that  after 
a  date  to  be  determined,  two  bachelor's  degrees. only  be  granted  by  the 
I'niversity,  one  in  arts  and  one  in  science,  the  bachelor  of  arts  degree 
being  given  to  students  who  have  had  at  least  one  ancient  language  in 
college." 

For  several  reasons  the  further  consideration  of  this  problem  was  post- 
poned for  more  than  a  year.     Then  the  committee  on  course  of  study 
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again  took  up  the  problem  and  prepared  a  restatement  of  the  require- 
ments for  entrance,  and  outlined  the  requirements  for  the  two  degrees 
in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  faculty  quoted  above.  The  novel  and 
essential  feature  of  this  plan  was  the  almost  complete  abandonment  of 
required  courses,  and  the  substitution  of  the  group  system  of  regulated 
elections.  On  June  4,  1907,  after  prolonged  consideration,  the  faculty 
adopted,  sul)ject  to  amendments  in  detail,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  the  revise<l  curriculum.  During  the  autumn  several 
minor  changes  were  voted,  and  on  November  26,  1907,  the  final  draft  of 
the  new  course  of  study,  properly  codified,  was  adopted. 

The  degree  of  bachelor  of  philosophy  is  abolished,  and  the  degrees  of 
])achelor  of  arts  and  bachelor  of  science  retained.  The  requirements  for 
admission  are  adjusted  to  the  new  conditions.  All  required  studies  are 
abolished  except  that  a  course  in  English  is  required  of  all  freshmen; 
freshmen  in  science  must  take  one  of  two  courses  in  mathematics  and 
must  complete  the  equivalent  of  the  first  two  courses  in  French  and  Ger- 
man in  either  preparatory  school  or  college;  freshmen  in  arts  must  take 
a  course  in  either  Latin  or  Greek.  All  other  studies  are  elective,  but  the 
elections  must  be  so  arranged  as  to  include  a  minimum  number  of  hours 
of  work  in  each  of  the  three  groups,  languages,  humanities,  and  sciences, 
and  a  minimum  number  of  hours  in  a  single  department  or  major  study. 
The  elections  in  the  major  study  must  be  made  with  the  advice  and  ap- 
proval of  the  professor  in  the  department  concerned. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  on  June  24,  1907,  it  was  voted 
to  refer  this  revised  course  of  study  to  a  committee  of  five  for  report  at  an 
adjourned  meeting  of  the  trustees  to  be  held  in  the  autumn.  At  the 
adjourned  meeting  on  December  6,  1907,  the  board  of  trustees  approved 
the  course  of  study  as  finally  adopted  by  the  faculty,  and  voted  that  it 
should  go  into  operation  in  September,  1908,  with  the  proviso  that  the 
faculty  should  make  the  nece:ssary  adjustments  in  the  cases  of  students 
now  in  the  University. 

The  following  sentences  from  President  Raymond's  last  annual  i-ei)ort 
indicate  the  significance  of  the  proposed  changes: 

"  While,  then,  the  group  system  does  away  with  the  absolute  require- 
ment of  any  study,  and  gives  a  wide  range  of  freedom  of  election,  it  at 
the  same  time  limits  that  freedom  to  lines  of  work  which  make  a  con- 
sistent program.  These  limitations  will  prevent  the  student  from  so 
scattering  his  electives  as  to  get  a  smattering  of  everything  in  the  cur- 
riculum and  not  much  of  anything  in  particular.  One  of  the  chief 
advantages  of  the  change  is  in  that  a  student  is  required  to  know  .some  de- 
partment of  work  with  a  considerable  degree  of  thoroughness.  Having 
s])ent  four  years  in  the  preparatory  school,  and  having  been  introduced 
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to  the  work  of  the  college,  it  is  time  that,  under  proper  limitations,  the 
candidate  for  a  degree  should  begin  to  eliminate  from  his  curriculum 
many  lines  of  study,  and  to  concentrate  his  attention  predominantly 
upon  some  one  of  the  great  groups  of  studies  which  are  offered  in  the 
curriculum."

Additional  payments  of  $120.95  have  been  received  for  the  Under- 
graduate building  fund  for  North  College.  Further  payments  to  the 
Alumni  endowment  fund  have  been  made  through  the  treasurer  of  the 
fund,  W.  J.  James,  '83,  amounting  to  $9,384.86.  There  is  to  be  credited 
to  the  same  fund  $416  from  Z.  P.  Bennett,  '03;  $20  from  Mrs.  H.  I. 
Harriman,  '96,  for  the  Alumuce  scholarship;  and  $5,000  from  G.  G. 
Reynolds,  '41,  who  has  given  $2,500  each  to  endow  the  Harriet  Town- 
send  Reynolds  and  the  Frank  Re3molds  scholarships.  The  total  pay- 
ments to  the  fund  to  date  are  $62,028.86. 

A  Friend  of  Weslej'an  presented  $25  for  a  prize  in  the  Department  of 
German  in  1907.  Hanford  Crawford  has  given  $2,500,  making  the  amount 
of  the  Crawford  Memorial  Fund  $5,000. 

The  bequest  of  E.  B.  Nye,  '35,  mentioned  in  the  May  Bulletin,  amount- 
ing to  $46,223.49,  will  be  i)aid  to  the  University  in  a  few  days. 


WILBUR  OLIN  ATWATER 

The  long  illness  of  Professor  Atwater  was  terminated  by  his  death  on 
Sunday  evening,  September  22,  1907.  The  funeral  services,  which  were 
held  at  his  late  residence  on  Washington  Street  on  the  following  Wed- 
nesday afternoon,  were  conducted  by  President  Raymond,  Acting  Presi- 
dent Rice,  and  Doctor  Henry  Baker,  '64,  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  Middletown. 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  October  6,  memorial  services  were  held  in 
Memorial  Chapel.  President  Raj-mond  made  a  few  remarks  concerning 
Professor  Atwater's  connection  with  Wesleyan  University,  and  then  in- 
troduced the  other  speakers.  Acting  President  Rice  told  of  Professor 
Atwater  as  a  classmate  and  as  a  colleague  on  the  faculty.  Doctor  A.  C. 
True,  '73,  the  present  Director  of  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  in 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  spoke  of  Professor  At- 
water as  the  first  occupant  of  that  office,  and  concerning  his  work  in 
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agricultural  chemistry  and  in  the  encouragement  of  scientific  agricul- 
ture. Professor  F.  G.  Benedict,  who  was  for  a  dozen  years  associated 
with  Professor  Atwater  in  his  nutrition  investigations,  described  this 
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phase  of  his  work  and  the  development  of  the  calorimeter  and  its  appli- 
cation to  the  study  of  the  ]jroblems  of  human  nutritition.  Professor 
C.  T.  Winchester,  who  had  been  a  lifelong  friend  of  Professor  Atwater, 
paid  a  splendid  tribute  to  him  as  a  man  and  as  a  friend. 


WESLEYAN  UNIVERvSITY  BULLETIN  1 3 

Wilbur  Olin  Atwater  was  born  in  Johnsburg,  Warren  county,  New 
York,  on  May  3,  1844,  but  much  of  his  early  life  was  spent  in  Vermont. 
After  three  years  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  he  entered  Wesleyan 
University  as  a  senior  and  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  bachelor  of 
arts  in  1865.  He  served  in  successive  years  as  principal  of  schools  in 
Colchester,  Vermont;  Spencer,  Massachusetts;  and  Westport,  New  York. 
After  a  year  as  a  student  in  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School,  Yale  Univer- 
sity, he  received  the  degree  of  doctor  of  philosophy  in  1S69,  and  then 
spent  two  years  in  foreign  travel  and  study,  paying  especial  attention  to 
agricultural  chemistry.  For  two  years  he  occupied  the  chair  of  chemis- 
try in  East  Tennessee  University  at  Knoxville,  and  for  a  brief  time  held 
a  similar  appointment  in  Maine  State  College  at  Orono.  In  1873  he  was 
elected  instructor  in  chemistry  in  Wesleyan  University,  and  in  the  fol- 
lowing year  was  promoted  to  be  professor  of  chemistry,  which  title  he 
held  until  his  death,  though  incapacitated  for  work  since  November, 
1904.  From  1875  to  1S77,  Professor  Atwater  was  the  first  director  of  the 
Connecticut  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  which  was  the  first  es- 
tablished in  this  country.  In  1888  he  became  the  first  director  of  the 
Office  of  Experiment  Stations  in  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  held  the  office  until  1891.  With  both  of  these  institutions 
he  kept  in  active  touch  until  his  illness,  and  in  the  latter  post  his  two 
successors  have  been  his  friends  and  associates.  Doctor  A.  W.  Harris,  'Si, 
and  Doctor  A.  C.  True,  '73.  His  last  important  appointment  was  as 
chief  of  the  nutrition  investigations  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  and  it  was  under  the  patronage  of  this  department  and  of 
the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Washington  that  his  latest  researches  were 
conducted.  Of  the  numerous  scientific  and  social  organizations  and  en- 
terprises with  which  Professor  Atwater  was  connected,  and  of  the  various 
honors  which  were  conferred  upon  him,  the  lack  of  space  forbids  the 
enumeration.  Neither  is  it  possible  to  list  the  more  than  150  publica- 
tions which  bear  his  name. 

The  following  minute  concerning  Professor  Atwater  was  adopted  by 
the  faculty  on  October  22: 

"In  the  death  of  Wilbur  Olin  Atwater,  Weslej'an  University  loses  a 
member  of  its  faculty  who  in  scientific  research  stood  preeminent.  His 
name  was  more  widely  known  in  the  scientific  circles  both  of  this  coun- 
try and  Europe  than  that  of  any  other  professor  in  the  institution  at 
present  or  in  the  past.  Himself  an  investigator,  he  knew  how  to  en- 
gage others  in  the  work  of  investigation.  He  had  rare  judgment  in  the 
choice  of  colleagues  and  assistants.  His  achievements  and  his  reputa- 
tion  were  largely  due   to   his  ability  as  an  organizer  and   director  of 
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scientific  work.  In  the  earlier  part  of  his  scientific  career  his  work  was 
devoted  chiefly  to  agricultural  chemistry,  and  he  was  a  potent  influence 
in  the  creation  of  a  more  scientific  agriculture.  His  later  years  were  de- 
voted to  the  study  of  nutrition.  The  respiration  calorimeter,  the  inven- 
tion of  himself  and  his  associates,  rendered  j^ossible  a  series  of  most 
fruitful  researches  in  which  only  a  beginning  had  been  made  when  he 
was  stricken  down  by  a  fatal  disease.  The  experimental  proof  of  the 
conservation  of  energy  in  the  living  body  was  an  achievement  of  pro- 
found theoretical  significance.  Results  of  great  importance  in  sanitary 
and  economic  lines  have  already  been  obtained,  and  the  new  apparatus 
and  new  methods  promise  larger  results  in  the  future. 

"Professor  Atwater's  greatest  service  to  the  college  which  he  so  dearly 
loved  was  in  the  influence  of  his  example  upon  his  colleagues  in  the 
faculty.  The  great  volume  of  scientific  research  of  which  he  was  the 
author  or  director  inspired  every  member  of  the  faculty  to  do  something 
besides  mere  routine  work.  Our  best  tribute  to  his  memory  is  the  work 
of  so  many  of  our  number  which  has  given  Wesleyan  an  honored  place 
among  the  colleges  as  a  center  of  original  investigation. 

"But  while  we  regret  the  loss  to  the  college  and  to  the  cause  of  scien- 
tific research  in  the  death  of  Professor  Atwater,  we  feel  most  intimately 
our  own  loss  of  a  colleague  and  a  personal  friend.  Professor  Atwater 
was  one  of  the  most  genial  and  companionable  of  men.  With  a  buoyant, 
elastic  temper  and  exhaustless  energy,  always  ready  to  talk  from  a  full 
tnind,  eager  to  give  and  to  receive,  always  hopeful  and  in  good  humor, 
he  seemed  to  bring  life  and  vigor  wherever  he  went.  His  enthusiastic 
devotion  to  his  chosen  scientific  work  had  not  narrowed  his  culture  or 
his  sympathies.  He  had  an  intelligent  interest  in  all  humanist  studies, 
all  matters  of  art  or  literature;  but  his  keenest  concern  was  enlisted  in 
whatever  pertained  directly  to  the  welfare  of  society.  All  measures  for 
the  amelioration  of  social  conditions,  for  the  reform  of  evils  or  the  relief 
of  hardships  among  any  class  of  men,  always  had  his  hearty  support. 
During  the  last  five  or  six  years  of  his  active  life  this  interest  in  social 
matters  manifestly  increased;  and  his  sympathies  broadened  and  deep- 
ened with  the  }^ears  quite  down  to  the  time  when  the  stroke  of  fatal 
disease  suddenly  closed  his  active  career.  The  long  period  of  weakness 
and  pain  preceding  his  final  dismissal  ended  his  work,  forced  him  to 
resign  his  cherished  plans,  and  shut  him  out  from  almost  all  his  old  com- 
panionships. But  he  has  left  to  all  his  colleagues  the  inspiration  of  a  life 
filled  with  tireless,  well-directed  labors;  and  to  those  of  us  who  had  the 
privilege  of  long  acquaintance  with  him,  the  memory  of  a  constant, 
genial,  loving  friend." 
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RESIGNATION  OF  PRESIDENT  RAYMOND 
At  an  adjourned  meeting  of   the  board  of   trustees  on  June  7,   1907, 
President  Raymond  requested   that  a  committee  of  five  should  be  ap- 
pointed with  whom  he  might  confer  concerning  his  own  work  and  the 
arrangement  of  it  for  the  ensuing  college  year.     This  committee,  con- 
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sisting  of  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  chairman.  W.  V.  Kelley,  Charles  Scott, 
E.  G.  Andrews,  and  F.  M.  North,  presented  a  written  report  to  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  board  on  Monday  evening,  June  24,  1907.  After 
some  consideration,  several  motions  were  adopted  which  embodied  the 
substance  of  the  report.      The  resignation  of  President  Raymond  was 
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accepted  to  take  effect  imniediately  after  Commencement  in  190S,  and 
he  was  granted  leave  of  absence  during  the  first  half  of  the  intervening 
college  j-ear.  A  chair  of  English  Bible  was  established,  for  which  it  was 
decided  to  raise  an  endowment  of  560,000,  and  President  Raymond  was 
elected  to  that  chair.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  select  an  acting 
president  to  serve  during  President  Raymond's  leave  of  absence,  and 
"with  power  to  make  necessary  adjustments  for  administration  during 
his  absence."  This  connnittee  was  instructed  to  confer  with  a  commit- 
tee of  the  academic  council.  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  chairman,  W.  V.  Kel- 
ley,  G.  G.  Reynolds,  E.  G.  Andrews,  J.  M.  Buckley,  Charles  Scott,  and 
G.  S.  Bennett  were  appointed  a  committee  "to  canvass  all  questions 
relating  to  a  new  president  for  the  University  and  to  report  to  the  board 
at  a  suitable  time  a  nomination  for  the  office."  Finally,  a  committee 
was  appointed  "to  prepare  resolutions  expressive  of  the  feelings  of  the 
trustees  on  receiving  President  Raymond's  resignation,  and  their  esti- 
mate of  his  services." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  academic  council  on  June  27,  the  election  of  Pres- 
ident Raymond  to  the  chair  of  English  Bible  was  ratified  unanimously, 
and  the  required  committee  selected  to  confer  with  the  committee  of  the 
trustees  for  the  selection  of  an  acting  president.  Professor  Rice,  the 
senior  active  member  of  the  faculty,  was  chosen  acting  president,  and 
Professor  Bradley  was  appointed  to  assist  him  in  a  capacity  which  may 
be  described  as  that  of  acting  dean. 

Administrative  duties  kept  President  Raymond  in  Middletown  during 
the  early  part  of  the  summer,  but  he  spent  the  month  of  August  on  Mar- 
tha's Vineyard.  During  the  autumn,  he  passed  much  of  his  time  in  rest 
and  recreation  at  Ellenville,  New  York;  but  important  University  in- 
terests frequently  required  his  presence  in  Middletown  and  New  York. 
On  November  25,  he  left  Middletown  to  spend  some  weeks  in  Southern 
California.  President  Raymond's  health,  which  made  necessary  his 
resignation,  has  shown  some  improvement  in  recent  months. 

A  few  comparisons  will  show  the  importance  of  President  Raymond's 
eighteen  years'  administration  in  the  growth  of  the  University.  In 
1888-9,  the  year  prior  to  Doctor  Raymond's  assumption  of  the  presidency, 
the  faculty  consisted  of  seventeen  professors  and  instructors  and  two 
assistants;  in  1906-7,  of  twenty-seven  professors  and  instructors  and  nine 
assistants.  In  1888-9  there  were  218  students,  of  whom  66  were  in  the 
entering  class;  in  1906-7  there  was  a  total  attendance  of  328,  with  99  in 
the  freshman  class.  In  1888-9  the  Uhvpry  contained  37,000  volumes  and 
had  an  income  of  $1,100  for  the  purchase  of  books;  in  1906-7  there  were 
75,500  volumes  and  an  income  of  $3,900.  I'or  the  fiscal  year  ending  in 
June,  1889,  the  income    from   students  was  $11,120,    from  investments. 
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136,767,  and  the  total  income  amounted  to  149,327.  In  1907  the  figures 
were  $27,243,  $79,974,  and  $108,149,  respectively.  In  1889  the  campus, 
buildings,  and  contents  were  valued  on  the  books  at  $509,630,  and  in  1907 
at  $973,250.  During  this  period  the  Payer  weather  Gymnasium,  the 
boiler-house,  Fisk  Hall,  and  the  Scott  Laboratory  have  been  erected,  and 
Memorial  Chapel  and  South  College  remodeled.  The  amount  given  for 
1907  includes  only  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  new  North  College,  and 
$100,000  should  be  added  to  cover  the  value  of  the  completed  building. 
It  should  also  be  noted  that  four  fraternities  have  erected  chapter  houses 
facing  the  campus;  two  other  fraternities  have  purchased  similar  build- 
ings; and  the  two  fraternities  of  more  recent  origin  and  the  Commons 
Club  occupy  rented  houses.  These  nine  buildings  are  practicalh-  private 
dormitories,  supplementing  the  L'niversity  equipment.  The  athletic  in- 
terests of  the  undergraduates  have  been  advanced  b}'  the  la3-ing  out  of 
Andrus  Field  and  the  erection  of  the  grand  stand.  In  1889  the  invest- 
ments of  the  University  were  reckoned  at  about  $670,000,  not  all  of  which 
were  productive;  in  1907  the  investments  amounted  to  $1,522,521,  all  of 
which  were  productive.  In  1888-9,  ^5  courses  of  instruction  were  listed 
in  the  Catalogue,  and  apparently  62  were  actually  given  during  the  year; 
in  1906-7  the  number  of  courses  listed  was  155,  of  Avhich  120  were  in- 
dicated as  given  that  year. 

The  last  3'ear  of  his  administration  is  marked  by  the  revision  of  the 
charter  and  the  revision  of  the  course  of  study,  two  of  the  most  impor- 
tant events  in  the  history  of  the  University.  President  Raymond,  with 
intelligent  liberality,  has  alwaj's  championed  the  fullest  academic  free- 
dom, and  has  been  foremost  in  effecting  these  two  desirable  and  liberal 
changes. 

REVISION  OF  THE  CHARTER 

An  editorial  in  the  Bulletin  for  INIay,  1906,  by  calling  attention  to  the 
contrast  between  the  liberal  spirit  of  the  original  charter  of  the  L'niver- 
sity adopted  in  1831,  and  the  sectarian  restrictions  imposed  by  the 
amended  charter  of  1870,  suggested  the  wisdom  of  seeking  the  repeal  of 
the  restrictive  amendments  of  1870  and  a  return  to  the  liberal  provisions 
of  the  original  charter. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  at  Commencement  in 
June,  1906,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

"  Resolved,  That  the  alumni  of  Wesleyan  L'niversity  request  the 
trustees  to  petition  the  legislature  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Univers'ity 
so  as  no  longer  to  require  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
as  a  qualification  for  holding  a  position  as  trustee,  president  of  the  Uni- 
versitv,  or  member  of  the  facultv." 
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In  his  annual  report  in  June,  1906,  President  Raymond  "discussed  the 
question,  showing  that  the  charter  that  was  adopted  in  1831,  and  under 
which  the  institution  had  acted  (hiring  the  years  1831-70,  was  an  entirely 
liberal  charter,  and  far  more  in  hannoiiy  with  the  spirit  of  the  institution 
than  was  that  adopted  in  1870." 

In  February,  1907,  the  board  of  trustees  appointed  a  committee,  con- 
sisting of  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  chairman;  B.  P.  Raymond,  E.  G.  Andrews, 
J.  M.  Buckley,  F.  M.  North,  G.  G.  Reynolds,  and  W.  U.  Pearne,  "to 
consider  and  report  upon  the  charter."  "  After  very  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  interests  involved,  at  two  meetings,  the  seven  members  of  the 
committee  being  present,  it  was  voted,  without  a  dissenting  voice,  to 
strike  out  the  clause  in  the  charter  of  1870,  which  read,  '  provided  that 
at  all  times  the  majority  of  the  trustees,  the  president,  and  a  majority  of 
the  faculty  shall  be  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.'" 
This  change  would  bring  the  provisions  once  more  into  harmony  with 
the  charter  of  1831,  which  contained  the  following  clause:  "Provided, 
that  no  by-law  or  ordinances,  shall  be  established  by  said  corporation, 
w^hich  shall  make  the  religious  tenets  of  any  person,  a  condition  of  ad- 
mission to  any  privilege  in  said  university;  and  that  no  president,  pro- 
fessor or  other  ofi&cer  shall  be  made  ineligible  for,  or  by  reason  of  any 
religious  tenets,  that  he  may  profess,  nor  be  compelled  by  any  by-laws 
or  otherwise,  to  subscribe  to  any  religious  test  whatever." 

In  the  same  spirit,  certain  other  changes  were  agreed  upon,  and  a 
report  of  the  proposed  amendments  w^as  made  by  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  of  seven  at  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  trustees  on  June  7, 
1907,  and  the  changes  were  approved  by  them.  In  the  meantime  the 
charter  had  been  rewritten  by  a  committee  appointed  two  years  pre- 
viously, and  the  proposed  amendments  incorporated.  This  document  had 
been  framed  as  a  bill  and  introduced  into  the  state  legislature,  which 
finally  passed  it,  and  on  June  22  it  was  signed  by  the  governor  of  the 
state  and  became  a  law.  At  the  annual  meeting  on  June  24,  1907,  the 
board  of  trustees  formally  accepted  the  new  charter. 

The  two  following  quotations  from  the  new  charter  include  all  the 
important  changes: 

"  Provided,  that  no  denominational  test  shall  be  imposed  in  the  choice 
of  trustees,  officers,  or  teachers,  or  in  the  admission  of  students." 

"  Each  of  the  following  annual  conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  namely,  the  New  York,  New  England,  New  York  East,  New- 
England  Southern,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Maine,  East  Maine,  Troy, 
Central  New  York,  Northern  New  York,  Newark,  and  Wyoming,  shall 
be  entitled  to  elect,  by  a  majority  vote  at  its  regular  session,  one  trustee, 
but  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  determine  the  conditions 
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and  requirements  bj^  which  this  right  shall  be  continued  to  the  above- 
named  conferences  or  extended  to  anj-  other  conference;  proi'ided,  that 
the  trustees  so  elected  shall  at  no  time  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  whole 
number  of  the  board." 


TRUSTEE  MEETINGS 

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  was  held  at  150  Fifth 
Avenue,  New  York,  on  June  7,  1907,  with  President  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham 
in  the  chair.     F.  M.  North  was  elected  secretary^ /"ro  tern. 

The  report  of  the  President  of  the  University  was  presented  and  placed 
on  file.

It  was  voted  to  establish  a  standing  committee  on  conferring  honorary 
degrees,  and  certain  rules  were  adopted  concerning  procedure  in  tjiis 
matter. 

It  was  voted  that  the  next  fiscal  year  should  end  on  June  30,  instead 
of  May  31,  in  1908,  and  regularly  thereafter. 

The  committee  of  seven  to  which  the  question  had  been  referred  re- 
ported in  favor  of  amending  the  charter  by  striking  out  the  denomina- 
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tional  restrictions;  and  submitted  a  draft  of  a  charter  embodying  their 
recommendations.  The  report  was  accepted  and  approved.  (The  clauses 
of  the  new  charter  embodying  these  changes  are  quoted  on  pages  i8  and 
19  of  this  Bulletin.) 

A  gift  of  |5,ooo  from  G.  G.  Reynolds,  '41,  for  the  establishment  of  two 
scholarships  was  reported,  and  a  resolution  of  thanks  passed  in  apprecia- 
tion of  the  gift. 

At  the  request  of  President  Raymond,  a  committee  of  five  was  ap- 
pointed with  whom  he  might  confer  concerning  his  own  work  and  the 
arrangement  of  it  for  the  ensuing  year. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  held  in  South 
College,  Middletown,  Connecticut,  on  Monday  evening,  June  24,  1907, 
at  8  o'clock,  President  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham  in  the  chair;  and  an  adjourned 
session  was  held  at  the  same  place  on  the  following  morning  at  9  o'clock. 
W.  U.  Pearne  was  appointed  secretary /to  tern. 

The  following  officers  of  the  board  were  reelected:  President,  H.  C.  M. 
Ingraham;  Secretary,  D.  G.  Downey;  Treasurer,  C.  D.  Burdick. 

William  Connell,  C.  L.  Rockwell,  W.  E.  Sessions,  G.  S.  Bennett, 
A.  W.  Hazen,  and  J.  T.  Porter  were  reelected  trustees,  and  W.  I.  Haven 
was  added  to  their  number  to  serve  for  five  years  beginning  on  October 
I,  1907.  The  report  of  the  election  of  M.  A.  Knapp  and  T.  E.  Hancock 
as  alumni  trustees  to  serve  for  a  similar  period  was  received  and  filed. 

The  annual  report  of  President  Raymond  was  presented  in  printed 
form  and  ordered  on  file.  The  annual  reports  of  the  treasurer  (duly 
audited),  and  of  the  general  and  local  executive  committees,  and  of  the 
library  committee  were  received  and  filed.  The  committee  on  reports 
from  the  faculty  made  a  report  embodj-ing  several  recommendations, 
which  were  either  adopted  or  referred  to  committees  with  power. 

The  various  standing  committees  for  the  ensuing  year  were  chosen. 
The  appointment  of  an  assistant  treasurer  was  referred  to  the  finance 
committee. 

W.  V.  Kelley  was  requested  to  make  proper  recognition,  on  behalf  of 
the  board,  of  the  twenty  years  of  service  of  J.  W.  Lindsay  as  a  confer- 
ence trustee,  his  term  of  office  having  expired  at  this  time. 

The  special  committee  (H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  chairman,  F.  M.  North, 
secretary,  W.  V.  Kelley,  Charles  Scott,  E.  G.  Andrews)  authorized  at 
the  previous  meeting  of  the  board,  at  the  request  of  President  Raymond, 
to  confer  with  him  on  his  personal  relations  to  the  administration  of  the 
University  during  the  coming  year,  presented  a  written  report  which  was 
received  and  ordered  on  file. 
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"The  report,  after  stating  the  desire  of  President  Raymond  to  be 
retired  from  the  administrative  responsibilities  involved  in  the  presi- 
dency of  the  University,  made  the  following  reconmiendations: 

"First:  That  President  Raj-mond's  resignation  of  the  office  of  president 
be  accepted  to  take  effect  immediately  after  the  Commencement  of  the 
year  1908. 

"Second:  That  President  Raymond  be  granted  leave  of  absence  from 
September  i,  1907,  to  the  mid-year  examinations. 

"Third:  That  in  accepting  the  resignation  of  Doctor  Raymond  as 
President  of  the  University,  the  trustees  express  their  desire  that  he 
remain,  after  his  resignation  shall  go  into  effect,  as  professor  in  the 
department  of  studies  to  which  he  has  given  his  special  attention. 

"Fourth:  That  an  endowment  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  sixty  thou- 
sand dollars  be  raised  for  a  chair  of  English  Bible,  for  which  some  gifts 
have  already  been  made  to  the  University,  and  that  to  this  chair  Doctor 
Raymond  be  invited. 

"Fifth:  That  the  trustees  authorize  the  appointment  of  an  acting 
president  for  the  period  of  President  Raymond's  leave  of  absence. 

"Sixth:  That  a  committee  of  the  trustees,  of  which  Doctor  Raymond 
shall  be  a  member,  be  appointed  with  pow-er  to  make  necessary  adjust- 
ment for  administration  during  his  absence,  and  that  the  academic  council 
be  requested  to  appoint  a  committee  of  its  own  members  with  which 
this  special  committee  shall  be  instructed  to  confer. 

"Seventh:  That  the  trustees  appoint,  at  the  annual  meeting,  a  com- 
mittee to  canvass  all  questions  relating  to  a  new  president  for  the 
University  and  to  report  to  the  board  at  a  suitable  time  a  nomination 
for  the  office." 

The  first,  second,  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh  of  these  recommendations 
were  adopted  on  Monday  evening,  and  the  third  and  fourth  laid  upon 
the  table. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  F.  M.  North,  J.  M.  Buckley,  J.  E.  King, 
P.  C.  Lounsbury,  and  G.  S.  Bennett,  was  appointed  "to  prepare  resolu- 
tions expressive  of  the  feelings  of  the  trustees  on  receiving  President 
Raymond's  resignation  and  their  estimate  of  his  services;  and  to  present 
a  resolution  or  resolutions  concerning  the  proposition  [recommendations 
three  and  four]  of  the  committee  concerning  a  professorship  of  the 
English  Bible,  and  the  relation  of  President  Raymond  thereto  after  the 
close  of  his  administration. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  in  pursuance  of  the  report  of  this  committee, 
the  following  resolutions  were  substituted  for  the  third  and  fourth 
recom  m  endation  s : 
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First:  "That  in  accepting  the  resignation  of  Doctor  Raymond  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  University,  the  trustees  express  their  desire  that  he  remain, 
after  his  resignation  shall  go  into  effect,  as  a  professor  in  the  University 
under  such  arrangements  as  the  trustees  may  hereafter  determine." 

Second:  "That  the  trustees,  recognizing  the  importance  of  such  a  chair 
in  the  curriculum  of  the  University,  establish  a  professorship  of  English 
Bible  to  begin  in  190S." 

Third:  "That  an  endowment  of  not  less  than  sixty  thousand  dollars 
be  raised  to  maintain  the  said  professorship." 

Fourth:  "That  the  trustees  do  now  proceed  to  an  election  by  ballot  to 
fill  this  chair,  to  take  effect  in  1908." 

After  the  adoption  of  these  resolutions  the  ballot  was  taken,  and  Doctor 
Raymond  was  elected  unanimously  to  the  professorship  of  English  Bible. 

The  committee  also  reported  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted: 

"In  reluctantly  granting  the  request  of  President  Raymond  that  after 
Commencement  of  1908  he  be  relieved  of  the  responsibilities  of  the 
presidency,  we  cannot  forget  with  what  intelligent,  sympathetic,  and 
conscientious  devotion,  with  what  modest  dignity  and  with  what  wise 
and  unfailing  discretion  he  has  administered  his  great  office. 

"In  the  eighteen  years  of  his  presidency,  the  University  has  enjoyed 
a  healthful  progress,  in  its  enlarged  faculties,  its  steadily  increasing 
student  rolls,  its  new  buildings,  and  in  its  growing  endowment,  and  in 
all  these  forms  of  development  we  recognize  that  President  Raymond 
has  been  a  most  potent  factor." 

The  committee  for  the  selection  of  an  acting  president,  provided  for 
in  the  sixth  recommendation,  was  named  as  follows:  B.  P.  Raymond, 
chairman,  J.  M.  Buckley,  A.  W.  Hazen,  S.  H.  Olin,  W.  L.  Hoagland, 
F.  M.  North,  and  W.  V.  Kelley. 

The  following  were  appointed  a  committee  to  nominate  a  new  presi- 
dent, in  pursuance  of  the  seventh  reconmiendation:  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham, 
chairman,  W.  V.  Kelley,  G.  G.  Reynolds,  E.  G.  Andrews,  J.  M.  Buckley, 
Charles  vScott,  and  G.  S.  Bennett.  They  were  empowered  to  add  not 
more  than  two  trustees  to  their  number. 

The  special  act,  entitled  An  Act  Revising  and  Amending  the  Charter 
of  Wesleyan  University,  approved  by' the  Governor  of  Connecticut  on 
June  22,  1907,  was  presented  in  printed  form  and  the  secretary  was 
directed  to  file  the  proper  certificate  of  acceptance  with  the  Secretary 
of  State  of  Connecticut. 

F.  M.  North  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

"Resolved,  that  this  board  hereby  places  upon  record  its  appreciation 
of  the  painstaking  service  of  W.  U.  Pearne  in  the  preparation  of  the 
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new  charter  and  in  securing  its  passage  by  the  legislature  of  the  state  at 
its  present  session." 

A  committee,  consisting  of  B.  P.  Raymond,  chairman,  F.  M.  North, 
J.  E.  Leaycraft,  Charles  Scott,  and  G.  D.  Beattys,  was  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  changes  in  the  course  of  study  recommended  by  the  faculty, 
and  report  at  a  meeting  of  the  board  to  be  held  in  the  autumn. 

The  following  appointments  were  made: 

B.  H.  Camp,  M.  A.,  Instructor  in  Mathematics  for  one  year  [vice  R.  P. 
Stephens,  resigned]. 

A.  C.  Stevens,  M.  E.,  Assistant  in  Physics  for  one  year. 

Miss  Adrienne  Van  Winkle,  Assistant  Librarian  for  one  year.  [Re- 
signed October  i,  1907,  and  succeeded  by  jNIiss  M.  M.  van  Benschoten, 
B.  A.]. 

Miss  Julia  Brazos,  Ph.  B.,  Dean  of  Women  for  one  year. 

The  list  of  persons  recommended  by  the  faculty  for  the  various  master's 
and  bachelor's  degrees  in  course  was  approved. 

The  recommendations  of  the  faculty  for  extending  the  Christmas 
recess  to  two  weeks  and  the  Easter  recess  to  one  week  were  adopted. 

The  budget  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year  were  reported  and  adopted. 
The  President  of  the  University  was  authorized  to  remit  the  payment  of 
tuition,  at  his  discretion,  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000.  The 
finance  committee  reported  a  recommendation  for  discontinuing  the 
present  blanket  policy,  and  insuring  each  building  separately;  and  it 
was  so  voted.  An  appropriation  of  $200  was  voted  to  the  American 
School  of  Classical  Studies  at  Athens.  A  special  committee  which  had 
been  appointed  to  examine  questions  involved  in  settling  the  estate  of 
the  late  E.  B.  Nye  and  the  acceptance  of  his  bequest  reported  several 
recommendations,  which  were  adopted.  W.  U.  Pearne  was  authorized 
to  represent  the  Universit}-  in  the  further  settlement  of  these  matters, 
and  the  treasurer  was  authorized  to  receive  the  legacy.

The  total  receipts  from  investments  during  the  year  were  $79,973.96. 
"The  income  of  the  general  investments  has  been  divided  at  the  rate  of 
5X  per  cent,  among  the  funds  and  balances  to  which  these  investments 
belong,  no  interest  being  allowed  to  the  profit  and  loss  accounts  for 
general  investment  and  for  Ayres  scientific  endowment,  and  only  the 
interest  called  for  by  agreement  being  allowed  on  the  annuity  funds. 
The  income  remaining  after  the  above  division  ($185.06)  has  been  added 
to  the  income  of  the  general  endowment  funds.  By  vote  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  the  expenditures  from  any  library,  scholarship,  or  prize  fund, 
in  any  one  year,  shall  not  exceed  4,]4.  per  cent,  of  the  principal  of  said 
fund.  Any  income  above  4|^  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  the  principal 
of  the  fund. ' ' 

There  has  been  paid  in  and  credited  to  the  Alumni  endowment  fund 
$47,592.86,  of  which  $2,345.50  was  originally  credited  to  the  Wesley 
Bicentennial  fund,  $12,250.00  represents  gifts  made  by  three  alumni 
during  1904-6,  and  $32,997.36  was  paid  in  during  the  fiscal  }-ear  1906-7. 
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ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  was  held  on  Tuesday, 
June  25,  1907,  at  10:00  a.  m.,  in  Memorial  Chapel,  with  Vice-President 
F.  H.  Parker,  '74,  in  the  chair.  The  following  ofBcers  were  elected  for 
the  year  1907-8:  President,  F.  H.  Parker,  '74;  Vice-Presidents,  T.  H. 
Landon,  '52,  F.  D.  Beattys,  '85,  C.  L.  Newton,  '02;  Recording  Secretary, 
K.  P.  Harrington,  '82;  Corresp07iditig  Secretary,  "W.  J.  James,  '83;  Treas- 
urer, J.  E.  Loveland,  '89;  Executive  Coniinittee,  M.  B.  Crawford,  '74, 
W.  U.  Pearne,  '74,  J.  F.  Calef,  '77,  E.  G.  Derby,  '83,  S.  V.  Coffin,  '89. 

M.  A.  Knapp,  '68,  was  reelected  alumni  trustee,  and  T.  E.  Hancock, 
'71,  was  elected  to  succeed  A.  W.  Harris,  '80,  who  had  declined  reelec- 
tion. Both  are  to  serve  for  a  term  of  five  years  beginning  October  i, 
1907. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  alumni  endowment  fund  was  presented 
by  W.  B.  Day,  '91,  and  accepted,  and  the  committee  requested  to  examine 
the  systems  for  securing  funds  by  annual  dues  or  subscriptions  in  vogue 
at  Yale,  Northwestern,  and  other  universities,  and  to  report  upon  these 
and  other  desirable  plans  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

W.  I.  Haven,  '77,  spoke  of  the  movement  to  raise  an  endowment  for  a 
Wesleyan  University  bed  in  the  Middlesex  Hospital,  and  W.  F.  Malla- 
lieu,  '57,  moved  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  aid  in  the  plan. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  commending  the  sentiment  of  the  student 
body  in  condemning  a  recent  violation  of  public  order  by  members  of 
the  freshman  class  in  connection  with  their  annual  banquet. 


ALUMNI  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Athletic  Association  was  held  in 
Memorial  Chapel  on  Tuesday,  June  25,  1907,  at  12:00  M.,  with  the  presi- 
dent, D.  L.  Robertson,  '78,  in  the  chair. 

The  following  officers  were  reelected:  President,  D.  L.  Robertson, 
'78;  Vice-President,  J.  C.  Wells,  ex-'88;  Secretary- Treasurer,  C.  F.  Price, 
'02,  170  Broadway,  New  York.  C.  L.  Newton,  '02,  was  appointed  assist- 
ant treasurer,  and  C.  H.  Garrison,  '04,  was  elected  alumni  representative 
on  the  athletic  council  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

The  report  of  the  secretary-treasurer  showed  237  paid  memberships, 
and  receipts  of  $964.50,  of  which  $900  was  paid  for  coaching  as  pledged, 
and  I61.27  for  expenses,  leaving  a  cash  balance  of  $3.23.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  $101  in  receipts  over  the  preceding  year. 
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THE  MUSEUM 

During  the  summer  vacation  Mr.  Loper  spent  some  weeks  in  work  on 
the  fossil  fish  locality  ou  the  western  side  of  Totoket  mountain  in  the 
southwestern  part  of  Durham,  Connecticut.  From  this  locality  he  has 
obtained  valuable  collections  in  former  years,  especially  in  the  summer 
of  1906,  as  reported  in  the  Bullelin  of  December,  1906.  The  work  of  the 
past  sunmier  yielded  about  one  hundred  specimens  of  fossil  fishes  and 
plants,  some  of  which  are  exceptionally  fine.  Contributions  have  been 
made  for  the  expense  of  the  work  by  Henry  G.  Newton,  '70,  and  Pro- 
fessor Rice. 

The  Bulletin  for  May,  1907,  contained  a  notice  of  a  collection  of  coins 
and  historical  medals  presented  to  the  museum  by  Stephen  H.  Olin,  '66. 
Recently  Doctor  Olin  has  added  about  130  specimens  to  this  collection, 
making  the  total  number  about  600.  Among  these  additions  are  about 
sixty  beautiful  electrotypes  of  remarkably  fine  examples  of  ancient 
Greek  coins  in  the  British  Museum.  For  purposes  of  study  these  elec- 
trotypes are  practically  as  good  as  the  originals,  and  better  than  original 
examples  of  inferior  character. 


DEPARTMENT  NOTES 

Latin. —In  response  to  a  considerable  demand,  especially  from  students 
who  contemplate  the  profession  of  law,  a  new  course  in  Roman  political 
institutions  and  law  is  given  this  year. 

English. — A  course  of  two  hours  a  week  in  the  theory  and  practice 
of  exposition,  based  upon  Buck  and  Woodbridge's  Expository  Writing, 
is  given  this  year  by  Doctor  Davis. 

Economics. — This  year  the  members  of  the  economics  seminary  are 
studying  selected  questions  concerning  industrial  monopoly. 

Astronomy. — The  course  in  descriptive  astronomy,  which  has  been 
omitted  since  the  retirement  of  Professor  J.  M.  Van  Vleck,  is  given  this 
year  by  Professor  McKinney. 

Chemistry.— The  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Professor 
Benedict  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  two  instructors.  Doctor 
R.  R.  Renshaw,  and  C.  F.  Hale,  '03.  To  Doctor  'Renshaw  have  been 
assigned  the  lecture  and  laboratory  courses  in  organic  and  physiological 
chemistry,  and  the  new  course  in  industrial  chemistry;  to  Mr.  Hale,  the 
lecture  course  on  metals  and  the  three  laboratory  courses  in  analytical 
chemistrv.

In  response  to  a  desire  frequently  expressed  because  of  the  opportu- 
nities which  arise  in  the  great  manufacturing  establishments  for  the 
profitable  employment  of  chemical  training,  a  course  is  offered  this  year 
in  industrial  chemistry.  The  new  course  will  consist  of  two  lectures  a 
week  during  the  second  half-year,  supplemented  with  collateral  readings. 
Especial  emphasis  will  be  laid  upon  the  industrial  applications  of  organic 
chemistry. 

The  laboratory  course  in  quantitative  analysis  has  been  lengthened 
from  two  exercises  a  week  to  three,  in  order  to  afford  an  opportunity 
for  acquiring  greater  familiarity  with  this  fundamental  prerequisite  for 
the  prosecution  of  either  pure  or  applied  chemistry. 

For  many  years  the  department  has  felt  the  imperative  need  of  more 
room  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  work  of  the  laboratory  courses, 
particularly  in  quantitative  analysis.  It  is  therefore  a  source  of  satisfac- 
tion that  the  northeast  room  in  the  basement  of  Judd  Hall,  which  is 
now  available  and  is  fairly  well  adapted  to  the  purpose,  is  being  fitted 
up  for  use  as  a  quantitative  laboratory. 

The  chemical  seminary  is  this  year  in  charge  of  Professor  Bradley. 
The  work  of  this  course,  which  has  hitherto  been  devoted  exclusively 
to  the  chemistry  of  nutrition,  consists  of  reports  and  discussions  of  topics 
chosen  from  the  general  field  of  chemistry.  It  is  intended  to  make  this 
course  a  clearing-house  for  problems  of  interest,  whether  they  arise  in 
connection  with  the  regular  work  of  the  department  or  are  found  in 
current  chemical  literature. 

Geology. — On  account  of  Professor  Rice's  duties  as  Acting  President, 
he  has  been  relieved  of  the  charge  of  the  class  in  physical  geography 
for  the  present  year.  The  general  executive  committee,  therefore,  has 
approved  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Isaiah  Bowman,  B.  S.,  instructor  in 
geography  in  Yale  University,  as  instructor  in  physical  geography  to 
conduct  this  course,  which  will  be  postponed  to  the  second  half-year. 

Biology. — In  connection  with  Course  VII.  in  practical  biology,  there 
has  been  organized  during  the  present  year  a  bacteriological  journal 
club  and  seminary,  which  is  attended  by  members  of  the  senior  class  and 
by  graduate  students  who  are  specializing  in  bacteriology.  This  club 
meets  once  a  week  to  review  and  discuss  current  bacteriological  litera- 
ture. 


APPOINTMENTS  TO  THE  FACULTY 
Burton  Howard  Ca-MP,  elected  Instructor  in  Mathematics,  was  gradu- 
ated from  Wesleyan  University  in  1901  with  the  degree  of  bachelor  of 
arts.     The  next  year  he  taught  mathematics  and  physics  in  Oak  Grove 
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Seminal y,  Vassalboro,  Maine.  After  studying  a  year  in  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, he  was  instructor  in  mathematics  in  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  in  1903-4.  The  following  year,  he  accepted  the  appoint- 
ment of  instructor  in  mathematics  in  Wesleyan  University,  but  had  to 
give  up  the  work  at  Christmas,  because  of  illness.  After  his  recovery, 
he  returned  to  his  studies  in  Harvard  University,  where  he  was  instructor 
in  mechanics  in  1906-7.  Mr.  Camp  received  the  degree  of  bachelor  of 
arts  from  Harvard  in  1903,  and  of  master  of  arts  in  1907. 

Rakmhr  Rkx  Ren.shaw,  elected  Instructor  in  Chemistry,  was  gradu- 
ated from  the  Universit}-  of  Oregon  with  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  science 
in  1902,  and  of  master  of  science  in  1903.  For  the  latter  degree  he  presented 
a  thesis  on  the  Dissociation  of  vSodium  Alcoholates  at  Higher  Tempera- 
tures. During  1901-2,  he  was  student-assistant  and  scholar  in  chemistry, 
and  from  1902  to  1904  instructor  in  chemistry,  in  the  University  of 
Oregon.  In  1904-05,  he  was  university  fellow  in  chemistry  in  Columbia 
University;  in  1905-6,  instructor  in  chemistry  in  the  New  York  Evening 
High  Schools;  and  in  1907,  instructor  in  qualitative  analysis  in  the 
summer  school  of  Columbia  University.  He  received  the  degree  of 
doctor  of  philosophy  from  Columbia  University  in  1907.  His  doctoral 
dissertation  on  4-.^minophthalic  Acid  and  Some  of  its  Derivatives  was 
privately  printed  at  Easton,  Pennsylvania,  in  1907.  He  has  also  pub- 
lished (with  M.  T.  Bogert)  an  article  on  Dimethyl  4-Aminophthalate  and 
Certain  of  its  Acyl  Derivatives,  in  th.^  Journal  of  the  American  Chemical 
Society  for  ^Nlay,  1906. 

Cc.a.rf:n-ck  Frederick  Hale,  elected  Instructor  in  Chemistry,  was 
graduated  from  Wesleyan  University  in  1903  with  the  degree  of  bachelor 
of  science,  and  with  special  honors  in  chemistry.  In  1907  he  also  received 
the  degree  of  master  of  science.  He  was  instructor  in  physics  and 
chemistry  in  Peddie  Institute,  Hightstown,  New  Jersey,  from  1903 
to  1905,.  and  assistant  in  chemistry  in  Wesleyan  University  from  1905  to 
1907.  He  has  published  Distribution  of  Temperature  in  an  Air  Liquefier 
of  the  Single-Circuit  Type  (with  Professor  W.  P.  Bradley),  and  Effect  of 
Mechanical  Vibration  on  Carbon  Dioxide  near  the  Critical  Temperature 
(with  Professors  W.  P.  Bradley  and  A.  W.  Browne).  Both  papers  appeared 
in  the  Physical  Reviezu  in  1904.  During  the  last  two  years  he  has  been 
associated  with  Professor  Bradley  in  a  series  of  investigations  concerning 
the  law  of  heat  ab.sorption  at  the  valve  of  an  air  liquefier,  the  results  of 
which  will  be  published  shortly. 

Albert  Davis,  elected  Instructor  in  English,  received  the  degree  of 
bachelor  of  arts  from  Columbia  College  in  1903,  of  master  of  arts  from

Columbia  University  in  1904,  and  of  doctor  of  philosoph}-  from  Cornell 
Universit}'  in  1906.  From  1904  to  1906  he  was  university  graduate  scholar 
in  English  in  Cornell  University;  and  in  1906-7  assistant  in  English  in 
Wesleyan  University.  His  doctor's  thesis  on  English  Nature  Poetry  in 
the  Eighteenth  Century  will  appear  in  the  Journal  of  English  and  Ger- 
manic Philology  at  an  early  date. 

IS.A.IAH  B0WM.A.N,  elected  Instructor  in  Physical  Geography,  after 
graduating  from  the  Michigan  State  Normal  College  at  Ypsilanti, 
entered  Harvard  University,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  bach- 
elor of  science  in  1905.  He  was  for  one  year  instructor  in  geography  at 
the  Michigan  State  Normal  College,  and  during  his  junior  3-ear  at  Har- 
vard was  assistant  ^in  geology,  and  during  his  senior  year  assistant  in 
physiography.  Since  1905  he  has  been  instructor  in  geography  in  Yale 
University.  Since  1903  Mr.  Bowman  has  prosecuted  several  pieces  of 
survey  work,  chiefly  of  a  hydrologic  nature,  under  the  direction  of  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey  and  the  Illinois  State  Geological  Surve}-, 
and  has  published  papers  embod3'ing  the  results  of  such  work.  He  has 
also  published  articles  and  reviews  in  various  periodicals,  and  is  an  asso- 
ciate editor  of  th.^  Journal  of  Geography.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Geographers,  the  Geographical  Society  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  National  Geographic  Society,  and  the  Connecticut  Academy 
of  Arts  and  Sciences.  During  the  summer  of  1907  he  spent  six  months 
in  South  America,  chiefly  in  Bolivia  and  northern  Chile,  prosecuting 
geographic  work  under  the  auspices  of  Yale  University,  and  is  now  ])re- 
paring  to  publish  the  results. 


Alexander  Chilson  Stevens,  elected  Assistant  in  Physics,  was  for- 
merly a  member  of  the  class  of  1906  in  Wesleyan  University,  but  com- 
pleted his  course  in  Cornell  L'niversity,  where  he  received  the  degree  of 
mechanical  engineer  in  1907. 

Marguerite  Morgan  van  Benschoten,  elected  Assistant  Librarian, 
was  graduated  from  Wesleyan  University  in  1904  with  the  degree  of 
bachelor  of  arts.  After  spending  some  time  in  high  school  teaching,  she 
took  a  course  in  librarj'  methods  in  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library,  and 
was  later  engaged  in  library  work  in  Brooklyn. 


NOTES 
President's  Report. — In  accordance  with  a  recent  vote  of  the  trus- 
tees, the  annual  report  of  President  Raymond  was  presented  in  printed 
form,  last  June,  for  the  first  time.     It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  following  the 
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practice  of  many  other  colleges,  this  printed  annual  report  may  have  a 
wide  circulation  among  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the  University  and  be- 
come the  medium  through  which  the  President  of  the  University  may 
speak,  not  only  to  the  trustees,  but  to  the  whole  constituency  of  the 
University,  once  a  year  upon  the  progress  and  policies  of  the  institution. 
Commencement.— In  addition  to  the  account  of  the  resignation  of 
President  Raymond,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the 
Alumni  Association,  and  the  Alumni  Athletic  Association  reported  else- 
where in  this  Bulletin,  brief  mention  may  be  made  of  the  other  events 
connected  with  the  last  Commencement.  Contrary  to  his  unbroken 
custom,  Pre.sident  Raymond  did  not  deliver  the  Baccalaureate  Sermon, 
but  invited  President  Huntington  of  Boston  University  to  preach  in  his 
stead.  The  University  Sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Reverend  Francis 
J.  McConnell,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  New  York  Avenue  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  Brooklyn.  The  awards  of  prizes  were  announced  by 
Reverend  \V.  I.  Haven,  '77.  The  illumination  of  the  campus  and  the 
open  air  concert  on  Monday  evening  was,  as  usual,  the  most  attractive 
event  of  the  week.  The  classes  of  '57,  '72,  '82,  '97,  '02,  '04,  and  '06,  held 
reunions.  Marcus  White,  '88,  presided  at  the  Commencement  Luncheon, 
and  the  list  of  speakers  included  President  Raymond,  W.  F.  Mallalieu, 
'57,  H.  S.  White,  '82,  G.  D.  Beattys,  '85  and  W.  B.  Day,  '91.  The  Rich 
Prize  Contest  on  Commencement  Day  was  won  by  R.  L.  Forman. 

Repairs  .\nd  Improvements.— During  the  summer  Observatory  Hall 
received  some  repairs  and  was  repainted  a  light  yellowish  brown  with 
dark  brown  trimmings.  The  Foss  House  was  also  repainted.  In  the 
Library,  the  north  side  of  the  third  floor,  which  had  been  used  for  storage 
purposes,  was  cleared  by  the  removal  of  the  accumulation  of  duplicates 
and  other  unused  material  to  the  lower  floor  of  South  College,  where 
shelves  were  installed  and  the  books  and  pamphlets  sorted  and  arranged. 
Extra  shelving  is  being  placed  on  the  portion  of  the  third  floor  which 
was  thus  made  available.  A  new  slate  roof  was  put  on  Judd  Hall.  The 
respiration  calorimeter  and  other  apparatus,  installed  in  the  basement  of 
Judd  Hall  by  the  United  vStates  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Carnegie  Institution  of  Washington,  were  removed,  to  be  placed  in  the 
new  Nutrition  Laboratory,  which  the  Carnegie  Institution  is  erecting 
in  Boston  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Benedict.  The  room  thus 
vacated  is  being  fitted  up  as  a  laboratory  of  quantitative  analysis.  A 
new  flagstone  walk  was  laid  in  front  of  the  University  property  in  College 
Place  occupied  by  Professors  Rice  and  Fisher. 

LiBK.^R v. —Reverend  J.  C.  W.  Coxe.  D.  D.,  '63,  has  given  to  the 
library  a  valuable  collection  of  books,  consisting  of   812  bound  volumes 
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and  1023  pamphlets  and  numbers  of  periodicals.  The  collection  contains 
a  large  number  of  works  dealing  with  the  history  of  Methodism,  partic- 
ularly in  America.  These  works,  after  they  have  been  provided  with 
an  appropriate  book-plate,  will  be  incorporated  with  a  collection  of 
books  on  the  history  of  Methodism  in  Great  Britain,  purchased  by  the 
library  some  thirty  years  ago.  The  united  collections  cover  pretty  thor- 
oughly the  history  of  the  origin  and  progress  of  Methodism  in  Great 
Britain  and  America.  The  works  of  a  miscellaneous  character  will  be  dis- 
tributed through  the  library  to  their  proper  places  in  the  regular  classi- 
fication. 

Faculty  Residenxes. — In  September,  Professor  McKinney  moved  to 
loi  Broad  Street,  and  Professor  Hewitt  to  310  William  Street.  In  Nov- 
ember, Professor  Cady  moved  into  the  house,  151  High  Street,  formerly 
occupied  by  Professor  E.  B.  Van  Vleck.  The  new  members  of  the  fac- 
ulty are  located  as  follows:  Mr.  Camp,  11  Brainerd  Avenvie;  Doctor 
Renshaw,  40  Church  Street;  Mr.  Hale,  52  Church  Street;  and  Doctor 
Davis,  240  College  Street. 

Student  Residence — The  finding  list  or  directory  published  early  in 
October  shows  that,  of  the  278  men  in  college,  173  were  li\'ing  in  frater- 
nity houses,  43  in  Universit}-  buildings,  and  62  in  private  houses.  The 
completion  of  the  Phi  Nu  Theta  House  has  increased  the  accommoda- 
tions, and  hence  the  number  living  in  fraternity  houses.  The  top  floor 
of  South  College,  the  first  floor,  and  part  of  the  second,  in  Observatory 
Hall,  and  several  rooms  in  the  Foss  House  are  occupied  by  students. 
The  number  living  in  private  houses  is  about  half  as  large  as  last  year. 
The  freshmen  are  nearly  evenly  divided,  there  being  28  in  fraternity 
houses,  27  in  college  buildings,  and  24  in  private  houses.  The  students 
in  private  houses  are,  this  year,  located  more  conveniently  to  the  Uni- 
versity than  a  year  ago.  The  opening  of  North  College  will  be  appre- 
ciated, not  only  as  furnishing  a  proper  dormitory  for  those  living  in 
private  houses,  but  also  as  relieving  the  somewhat  cramped  conditions 
in  the  other  college  buildings  and  the  fraternity  houses. 

CoNVERS.\TiONAL  Club. — The  Conversational  Club  of  Middletown, 
w^hich  was  founded  by  President  Cummings  of  Wesle3an  University, 
celebrated  its  fortj^-fifth  anniversarj-  at  the  home  of  the  only  surviving 
charter  member,  Professor  J.  M.  Van  Vleck,  on  Monday  evening,  Novem- 
ber 18.  The  club  includes  several  of  the  older  members  of  the  faculty 
and  a  number  of  the  leading  business  and  professional  men  of  Middle- 
town.  Its  meetings  are  held  on  alternate  Monday  evenings  from  October 
to  Mav,  and  are  social  and  literarv  in  character. 
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New  Order  ok  Chapel  Service.— A  coinmittee  of  the  faculty,  com- 
posed of  Professors  Winchester,  Harrington,  and  Fife,  have  prepared  a 
new  order  of  chapel  exercises  which  was  adopted  recently.  The  first 
service  with  the  new  order  was  conducted  by  Acting  President  Rice  on 
November  5.  The  service  opens  with  the  chanting  of  the  invocation, 
"The  Lord  is  in  his  hoi}-  temple,"  and  the  responsive  reading  from  the 
Psalter,  followed  by  the  Gloria.  Then  follow  the  reading  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, the  hymn,  and  the  prayer,  the  same  as  formerly.  Some  other 
slight  changes  were  made  to  improve  the  dignity  and  impressiveness  of 
the  service.  The  hour  of  chapel  was  changed  from  7:52  to  7:50  A.  M. 
because  of  the  slightly  longer  time  required  by  the  new  form  of  service. 

Faculty  Vaca^tions.— Professor  Winchester,  who  had  been  away  on 
leave  of  absence  since  March,  returned  to  Middletown  in  September, 
after  a  tour  extending  through  Italy,  Switzerland,  France,  and  England. 
Professor  Rice  was  in  Europe  during  July  and  August,  and  spent  some 
of  the  time  in  geological  investigations  near  Freiburg-in-Baden,  and 
later  in  Switzerland,  where  he  was  accompanied  by  L.  G.  Westgate,  '90, 
Professor  of  Geology  in  Ohio  Wesleyan  I'ni versify.  Professor  Mead  also 
spent  two  months  of  the  summer  in  PAirope,  visiting  the  mediaeval 
towns  of  Germany  and  passing  some  time  in  Holland. 

Faculty  Activities.— Professor  Harrington  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Preparatory  Schools  in 
Boston  on  October  11,  and  participated  in  the  discussion  of  the  require- 
ments for  admission  to  college.  Professor  Butcher  was  present  at  the 
meeting  of  the  New  England  History  Teachers'  Association  in  Boston  on 
October  19.  On  October  26  Professor  Rice  attended  the  annual  Inter- 
collegiate Geological  Excursion  of  the  New  England  colleges  at  Provi- 
dence, and  was  one  of  a  party  of  about  seventy  which  spent  the  day  in 
the  study  of  the  carboniferous  rocks  of  the  Narragansett  basin.  On  the 
.same  day  Professors  Harrington  and  Heidel  were  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Connecticut  Section  of  the  New  England  Classical  Association  at  Norwich 
Free  Academy,  at  which  the  former  gave  an  illustrated  lecture  on  The 
Roman's  Playground.  Professor  Harrington  was  present  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Connecticut  Society  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of 
America  on  November  8,  and  was  elected  a  councillor  of  the  Institute. 
Professor  Fife  was  the  chairman  of  the  meeting  of  the  Connecticut 
Group  of  the  Modern  Language  Association  at  Hartford  on  November  9. 
Acting  President  Rice  and  Professor  Armstrong  represented  Wesleyan  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  A.ssociation  of  Colleges  in  New  England  at 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  on'  December  5-6.  Professor  Winchester 
attended  the  meeting,  at  New  Haven,  on  December  7,  of  the  executive 
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committee   of   the   Conference  of   New   England   College   Teachers   of 
English,  for  the  discussion  of  college  entrance  requirements  in  English. 

Laboratories  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. — Mention  has  been 
made  in  the  Bulletin  from  time  to  time  of  the  establishment  of  the  State 
Bacteriological  Laboratorj^  at  Wesleyan,  under  the  direction  of  Professor 
Conn,  in  December,  1905,  and  of  the  gradual  extension  of  its  work.  The 
enlarged  appropriation  of  ^7,500  voted  by  the  legislature  at  its  recent 
session,  as  reported  in  the  May  Bulletin,  became  available  on  October  i, 
and  from  that  date  the  work  of  the  laboratory  has  been  differentiated 
into  the  two  departments  of  bacteriology  and  chemistry.  Professor 
Conn  continues  in  charge  of  the  former  department,  and  is  assisted  by 
Miss  Alice  Cary,  B.  A.,  a  graduate  of  Smith  College  of  the  class  of  1906, 
who  has  been  in  the  laboratory  during  the  past  year,  and  by  Miss  Lena 
Raye  Potter,  B.  A.,  who  graduated  from  Wellesley  College  last  June. 
The  chemical  work  is  now  entirely  in  the  charge  of  Mr.  James  Andrew 
Newlands,  B.  A.,  who  graduated  from  Beloit  College  in  1903  and  then 
pursued  special  studies  in  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 
Mr.  Newlands  has  been  connected  with  the  laboratory  since  its  establish- 
ment, and  is  now  assisted  in  his  work  by  Mr.  Arthur  Lincoln  Gammage, 
B.  S.,  a  graduate  of  the  Worcester  Poh-technic  Institute  in  the  class  of 
1907. 

Newspaper  Correspondence. — I'or  some  years  the  comparatively 
scanty  mention  accorded  to  Wesleyan  in  the  newspaper  press  has  l)een 
a  subject  of  unfavorable  comment  from  faculty,  undergraduates,  and 
aluniui.  In  order  to  remedy  this  matter,  R.  B.  Chamberlin,  '09,  has  been 
appointed  to  act  as  press  agent.  He  will  regularly  gather  and  compile 
news  items  concerning  the  L^niversity,  and  place  them  at  the  service  of 
the  various  student  correspondents  for  newspapers.  Arrangements  will 
also  be  made  to  supply  this  information  to  various  papers  which  are  not 
represented  by  student  correspondents. 

Young  Men's  Christian  Association.— A  large  delegation  from 
Wesleyan  attended  the  student  conference  at  Northfield  last  sunnner. 
The  result  of  this  is  shown  in  an  increased  interest  in  Biblestudy.  The 
most  advanced  of  the  several  classes  is  being  conducted  by  Mr.  Bud- 
ington  and. is  studying  the  history  and  conditions  of  the  Bible  lands, 
Palestine,  Syria,  and  Asia  Minor.  A  normal  class  for  the  leaders  of  the 
fraternity  Bible  study  groups  is  conducted  by  Professor  Hewitt.  A  large 
majority  of  the  freshmen  are  in  the  classes  for  the  study  of  the  Life  of 
Christ.  A  number  of  Wesleyan  representatives  attended  the  fifth  annual 
Connecticut  Valley  Student  Missionary  Conference,  at  Y'ale  University, 
on  October  26  and  27.      Four  delegates  from  Wesleyan  were  present  at 
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the  international  convention  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  in 
Washington,  from  November  22  to  26.  The  annual  reception  for  the 
freshmen  was  held  on  October  22,  in  the  Phi  Nu  Theta  fraternity  house. 
Among  the  speakers  who  have  addressed  the  Association  already  this 
year  are  Mr.  John  Callahan,  Mr.  K.  C.  Latourette  and  Mr.  F.  V.  Slack. 
The  Association  is  receiving  great  benefit  this  year  from  the  presence  of 
Mr.  Joseph  Beech,  '99,  who  is  spending  a  year's  leave  of  absence  from 
mission  work  in  China,  pursuing  graduate  studies  in  the  University. 

Hospital  Bed  for  Students. — The  committee  of  ladies  who  are 
raising  an  endowment  of  $5,000  for  a  student  bed  in  the  Middlesex 
Hospital  have  received  over  $1,100,  and  some  additional  subscriptions. 
Of  this  sum  $275  was  received  from  the  lecture  b}-  Mr.  Job  and  the 
reading  b}-  Mr.  Wetzel,  last  spring,  and  the  lecture  by  Professor  Win- 
chester on  Thomas  Carlyle,  November  14.  The  remainder  has  been 
donated  by  the  University  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  and  the 
Dramatic  Club,  and  by  various  alumni  and  friends.  Beginning  this 
year,  the  income  of  the  fund  will  be  used  for  the  purpose  designated,  to 
meet  the  more  urgent  demands.  It  is  hoped  that  the  alumni  will  give 
their  prompt  and  generous  assistance  in  the  completion  of  this  fund. 
The  chairman  of  the  committee,  to  whom  all  communications  should 
be  addressed,  is  Mrs.  A.  C.  Armstrong,  166  High  Street,  Middletown. 
It  may  be  added  that  Professor  Bradley  has  recently  been  chosen  a 
trustee  of  the  Middlesex  Hospital  in  place  of  the  late  Henry  Woodward, 
ex-'59. 

Triangular  Debate  League.— On  Friday,  December  13,  Williams 
will  meet  Wesleyan  at  Middletown;  Wesleyan,  Amherst  at  Amherst;  and 
Amherst,  Williams  at  Williamstown.  In  each  case  the  home  team  will 
uphold  the  affirmative  of  the  question:  "  Resolved,  That  a  revaluation, 
by  the  federal  government,  of  railway  property  engaged  in  interstate 
commerce  is  expedient  and  desirable."  .Wesleyan  will  be  represented 
by  Curtice,  '08,  Power,  '08,  and  Streightoff,  '09,  alternate,  against  Will- 
iams; and  by  Barbour,  '09,  Hancock,  '09,  and  Brengle,  '10,  alternate, 
against  Amherst. 

Phi  Nu  Theta  House. — The  Phi  Nu  Theta  house  was  completed  in 
September  and  occupied  at  the  opening  of  the  college  year.  The  formal 
dedication  took  place  in  connection  with  the  annual  initiation  on  October 
II.  Professor  J.  M.  Van  Vleck,  '50,  presided  and  the  first  initiate  of  the 
fraternity  and  its  oldest  living  member,  G.  G.  Reynolds,  '41,  H.  C.  M. 
Ingraham,  '64,  and  S.  H.  Olin,  '66,  took  part  in  the  exercises. 

Change  in  Form  of  the  Bulletin.— Many  of  the  readers  of  the  May 
Bulletin  were  puzzled  by  the  change  in  the  title  which  indicated  that  the 
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Bulletin  was  to  be  published  four  times  a  j^ear,  instead  of  twice  as  for- 
merly. This  was  because  an  application  had  been  made  to  the  United 
States  Post  Office  Department  for  the  privilege  of  sending  the  University 
publications  as  second  class  mail  matter,  thus  eifecting  a  considerable 
annual  saving.  This  application  was  successful,  and  henceforth  the 
Bulletin  will  appear  with  a  title-page  like  that  of  the  present  number. 
The  January  number  will  have  as  its  sub-title,  Annual  Catalogue;  and 
the  June  number,  Announcement  of  Courses;  while  the  Bulletin  (Old 
Series)  will  appear  with  the  old  sequence  of  enumeration  in  May  and 
December. 

Changes  in  Student  Regui^.-vtions.— The  faculty  has  recently 
adopted  a  number  of  changes  in  the  student  regulations.  Upon  report 
of  the  committee  on  athletic  organizations  a  series  of  rules  was  adopted 
concerning  class  teams.  Another  rule  has  restricted  the  times  at  which 
special  examinations  may  be  held.  A  reduction  has  been  made  in  the 
allowance  of  unexcused  absences  from  recitations,  and  a  new  system  of 
"  warning  "  the  student  adopted.  Since  October  lists  of  the  four  classes 
have  been  posted  on  the  secretarN-'s  bulletin  board  every  Monday,  show- 
ing the  number  of  unexcused  absences  then  charged  against  each 
student. 

University  Club  of  Middletown. — This  organization,  which  in- 
cludes in  its  membership  many  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  and  sev- 
eral Wesleyan  graduates,  is  now  in  its  fifteenth  year.  Professor  Dodge  is 
president,  and  Mr.  Budington  is  secretary.  The  club  holds  six  meetings 
yearly,  which  are  generally  addressed  by  professors  from  other  colleges 
and  by  other  well-known  speakers.  Each  year  several  of  the  frateriiities 
tender  the  use  of  their  chapter  houses  for  the  meetings  of  the  club.

(?JlT  IS  TO  BE  HOPED  that  a  large  number  of  Wesleyan  alumni  will 
(^  attend  the  approaching  Commencement.  Questions  of  importance 
are  under  consideration  which  should  rouse  the  interest  even  of 
those  who  are  seldom  seen  on  the  Wesleyan  campus.  The  annual 
alumni  meeting  ought  to  count  for  more  than  it  does  in  shaping  the 
policy  of  the  University,  and  if  the  influence  of  the  alumni  is  to  be 
properly  felt,  they  must  be  present  in  person  and  take  an  active  part  in 
discussing  questions  of  importance. 

This  is  not  the  place  to  suggest  the  specific  questions  that  should 
properh'  come  before  the  alumni  meeting.  The  various  Wesleyan 
alumni  associations  have  been  discussing  topics  of  importance,  and 
some  of  these  might  well  be  formulated  and  considered  at  the  annual 
meeting.  United  action  in  the  development  of  a  policy  of  progress 
might  result  in  large  advantage.  Questions  concerning  the  relation  of 
the  alumni  to  the  finances  of  the  University,  to  the  increase  of  the  num- 
ber of  students,  to  the  spread  of  information  concerning  the  work  of  the 
institution — these  and  scores  of  similar  topics  will  readily  suggest  them- 
selves when  once  attention  is  directed  to  the  matter. 


The  collegiate  year  that  is  drawing  to  a  close  has  been  marked  by  no 
important  event,  but  it  has  nevertheless  been  one  of  steady  growth. 
In  an  interregnum  between  two  administrations  no  large  policy  can  be 
elaborated  and  pushed  to  a  successful  issue,  yet  a  considerable  number 
of  matters,  comparatively  unimportant  when  taken  singly,  ma}^  be  cited 
as  indicating  progress. 

At  the  opening  of  the  winter  term  the  new  North  College  was  first 
occupied  as  a  dormitory.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  building 
has  proved  fully  equal  to  expectations. 

For  man}'  years  the  University  has  owned  the  greater  part  of  the 
large  square  on  which  most  of  the  college  buildings  stand.  Recently 
the  only  plot  of  ground  that  was  hitherto  unacquiredbe  came  the  prop- 
erty of  the  University.     Since  the  issue  of  the  last    Bulletin  the  club 
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lu>use  in  College  Place,  with  sufficient  land  for  the  erection  of  an  im- 
portant college  building,  has  been  purchased.  It  nia}'  be  noted  also,  in 
passing,  that  one  of  the  fraternities  has  ])urchased  pro])erty  in  High 
Street,  facing  the  campus,  with  a  view  to  the  erection  of  a  chapter 
house  at  no  distaiit  day. 

The  revised  course  of  study  has  l)een  more  definitely  formulated  dur- 
ing the  present  year,  and  will  go  into  effect  in  September.  This  new 
system  is  in  harmony  with  the  general  development  of  education  in 
American  universities,  and  provides  a  well-balanced  coiirse  adapted  to 
indi\ndual  needs  and  preferences,  but  guarded  against  abuse  by  a  care- 
fully regulated  group  system. 

The  department  of  Mathematics  is  to  have  as  its  head  next  year 
Associate  Professor  Leroy  Albert  Rowland,  of  the  class  of  1900  at  Wes- 
leyan.  Mr.  Rowland  has  been  studying  in  Europe  during  the  past  two 
3-ears,  and  is  expected  to  return  in  August. 


The  following  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously  by  the  faculty  at 
its  meeting  on  March  3,  190S: 

Resolved,  That,  as  the  term  of  Professor  Rice's  duty  as  Acting  Presi- 
dent will  probably  expire  at  the  return  of  President  Raymond  in  a  few- 
days,  we,  his  colleagues  of  the  faculty,  desire  to  express  our  apprecia- 
tion of  his  tireless  fidelity  in  attention  to  all  college  business,  his  prompt 
and  courteous  efficiency  as  a  presiding  officer,  and  his  tact  and  sound 
judgment  in  all  the  details  of  administration. 


By  the  decision  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the 
Advancement  of  Teaching,  Wesleyan  is  at  present  excluded  from  partic- 
ipation in  the  benefits  of  its  system  of  retiring  allowances  for  professors. 
It  is  a  satisfaction  to  know  that  the  exclusion  is  not  due  to  inferiority 
in  the  standards  of  scholarship  of  the  University,  to  insufficient  equip- 
ment, to  illiberal  views  on  the  part  of  the  trustees,  faculty,  students,  or 
patrons,  or  to  restrictions  on  the  freedom  of  belief  of  those  who  are 
charged  with  the  work  of  instruction,  but  merely  to  the  fact  that  the 
election  of  a  minority  of  the  board  of  trustees  —  a  minority  never  to 
exQeed  one-fourth  of  the  membershi])  of  the  board — is  vested  in    the 
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conferences  which  have  been  the  supporters  of  the  University  since  its 
foundation.  The  charter  expressly  forbids  the  application  of  any  de- 
nominational test  in  the  choice  of  any  trustee  or  member  of  the  fac- 
ulty. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  announce  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  University  a  connnittee  was  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  question  of  retiring  allowances  for  members  of  the  faculty. 
This  committee  is  to  report  at  Commencement. 


In  the  December  Bulletin  mention  was  made  of  the  alumni  associa- 
tions and  of  the  desirability  of  organizing  the  alumni  in  the  few  possible 
localities  where  associations  had  not  yet  been  formed.  Since  then,  the 
association  at  Syracuse  has  completed  its  organization,  and  the  Provid- 
ence alunmi  have  taken  steps  to  effect  a  formal  organization.  New 
associations  have  been  formed  at  Washington,  Pittsburg,  and  Albany. 
Now  practically  every  possible  group  of  alumni  outside  of  the  state 
of  Connecticut  has  been  organized.  The  question  of  the  advisability  of 
forming  associations  in  the  state  is  upon  a  somewhat  different  basis, 
but  certainlj'  some  advantages  might  be  derived  from  efficient  organ- 
izations in  Hartford  and  New  Haven,  and  important  services  might  be 
rendered  by  an  association  in  Middletown  itself.  The  New  Haven 
alumni  have  just  held  a  dinner  and  have  arranged  for  a  similar  gather- 
ing next  year.  The  Hartford  alunmi  have  shown  their  interest  in  the 
Universit)'  activities  during  the  year,  and  are  also  talking  of  forming  an 
association. 


If,  as  suggested  in  a  previous  editorial,  the  general  Alumni  Associa- 
tion is  to  render  real  service  to  the  University,  most  of  the  work  nnist 
be  done  in  the  local  associations,  and  the  meeting  at  Commencement 
made  a  clearing-house  for  the  interchange  of  ideas,  for  the  development 
of  plans  of  action,  and  for  the  choice  of  methods  of  work.  As  previously 
stated,  the  two  ways  in  which  the  alumni  may  be  of  greatest  service  to 
the  University  are  in  securing  an  improvement  in  its  finances,  and  in 
increasing  the  number  of  students.  Since  its  foundation,  Wesleyan, 
like   other   institutions,    has    benefited    greatly    from    sporadic    efforts 
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to  add  to  its  funds,  but  the  alumni  of  Wesleyan  should  not  be  behind 
those  of  other  institutions  in  formulating  a  permanent  plan  for  regular 
and  steady  increase  of  the  I'niversity  funds  by  an  annual  subscription 
or  contribution  from  each  alumnus.  A  few  of  the  alumni  have  already 
awakened  to  the  importance  of  this  idea,  and  they  should  take  meas- 
ures at  the  approaching  Commencement  for  the  development  of  the 
plan. 


The  cooperation  of  the  local  alumni  associations  through  the  medium 
of  the  general  Alumni  Association  has  already  been  proposed.  To  se- 
cure such  cooperation  it  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  small  central 
committee.  It  may  be  suggested  that  either  the  presidents,  or  better 
the  secretaries,  as  the  more  permanent  officers,  of  the  local  associations 
should  form  a  standing  committee  of  the  general  Alumni  Association, 
and  possibly  meet  more  frequently  than  once  a  year.  Many  institutions 
have,  within  a  few  j-ears,  formed  organizations  of  their  class  secretaries 
for  such  a  purpose.  These  associations  of  class  secretaries  have  proved 
very  efficient  in  the  execution  of  financial  plans  and  in  the  compilation 
and  publication  of  biographical  records  and  directories  of  the  alumni. 
One  or  both  of  these  ideas  should  be  carried  out. 


In  the  Bulletin  of  May,  1907,  special  attention  was  called  to  the  im- 
portance of  prompt  and  efficient  work  by  the  aluumi  in  directing  new 
students  to  Wesle3'an.  Since  then  this  matter  has  received  more  or 
less  attention  at  practically  ever\'  alumni  gathering,  and  now  action, 
both  individually  and  through  the  associations,  should  be  devoted  to 
securing  a  large  entering  class  next  September.  The  discussion  and 
work  of  the  past  year  should  result  in  making  the  class  of  1912  the 
largest  that  has  yet  matriculated  in  the  University. 

One  action  taken  by  the  I'niversit}-  during  the  present  year  should 
prove  of  service  in  making  it  simpler  for  students  to  enter  Wesleyan. 
The  University  has  joined  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board, 
which  already  gives  uniform  entrance  examinations  in  June  for  the  par- 
ticipating colleges,  throughout  the  United  States  and  even  in  foreign 
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countries.  Examination  centers  are,  or  may  be,  established  at,  or  in 
close  proximit}-  to,  the  most  important  preparatory  schools.  Accord- 
ingly, beginning  in  1909,  the  intending  student  may  take  the  June 
examinations  in  his  own  locality  and  will  not  be  compelled  to  come  to 
Middletown.     Professor  Xicolson  represents  Wesleyan  on  the  Board. 


The  articles  in  this  Bulletin  on  the  Library  and  the  Museum  show  the 
steady  growth  of  these  two  important  parts  of  the  University,  and  the 
large  part  played  by  direct  gifts,  mostly  from  alumni,  in  this  growth. 
Mr.  Loper,  the  efficient  and  indefatigable  curator,  is  regularly  present 
in  the  Museum  during  Commencement  week  and  will  welcome  visiting 
alumni  and  their  friends.  The  growth  of  the  Museum  is  entirelj^  de- 
pendent upon  gifts,  and  the  alumni  should  make  themselves  familiar 
with  its  present  condition  and  needs.  The  expansion  of  the  Library 
during  the  past  few  years  has  been  exceedingly  gratifying,  but  this  has 
been  due  far  more  to  gifts  of  books  than  to  purchases.  It  is  hoped  that 
these  gifts  of  books  will  not  decrease,  but  the  need  of  continuing  grow^th 
of  the  funds  for  making  purchases  should  not  be  overlooked,  for  many 
of  the  most  important  and  pressing  needs  can  onh'^  be  met  b)^  pur- 
chase, as  there  are  large  fields  of  scholarship  which  are  almost  never 
touched  b}-  gifts  of  books.  Special  gifts  of  money  for  the  purchase  of 
seminary  libraries  are  greatly  needed,  for  with  the  exception  of  one  or 
two  departments  such  libraries  do  not  now  exist,  and  in  their  selection 
the  utmost  care  is  necessary  in  order  to  assure  the  greatest  usefulness 
from  the  fewest  books. 


vSpecial  attention  of  those  interested  in  religious  conditions  among  the 
students  of  the  University  is  called  to  the  statement  of  the  w'ork  of  the 
student  Christian  Association  during  the  present  year,  which  appears  on 
another  page.  Those  connected  with  the  work  of  the  Association  feel 
that  the  voluntary  interest  and  activity  of  the  undergraduates  in  relig- 
ious matters  are  distinctly  greater  than  for  several  years  past.  For  two 
years  President  Raymond  has  been  offering  a  course  in  English  Bible, 
which  has  been  largely  elected.  This  course  will  be  expanded  into  two 
cour.ses  next  jear,  one  on  the  Old  Testament  and  one  on  the  New  Testa- 
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iiiont.  Those  who  desire  to  promote  the  religious  welfare  of  the  students 
should  encourage  these  and  other  efforts  to  develop  the  interest  and  di- 
rect the  voluntary  activities  of  the  students  along  religious  lines.  The 
Christian  Association  has  long  felt  the  need  of  l)eing  properly  housed 
and  of  the  direction  of  a  salaried  secretarv. 


The  firm  of  W.  T.  I^ittig  and  Coni]iany  of  New  York  have  in  pre- 
paration a  photogravure  in  sepia,  fifteen  by  twenty-eight  inches,  of  the 
University  campus  aiid  buildings,  similar  to  those  which  have  been  pre- 
pared by  the  same  firm  for  a  number  of  other  colleges.  The  Universit}' 
has  contracted  for  a  certain  number  of  the  pictures,  and  will  place 
about  half  of  them  in  preparatory  schools  and  other  institutions,  but 
the  remainder  will  be  for  sale,  at  five  dollars  each,  to  the  alumni, 
who  ma}-  obtain  them  from  the  vSecretary  of  the  Facult}',  Professor 
Frank  W.  Nicolson.

R.  R.  Renshaw,  Ph.  I).,  Instructor  in  Chemistry  for  one  year. 

D.  D.  Whitney,  B.  A.,  Instructor  in  Biology  for  one  year. 

Miss  M.  M.  van  Benschoten,  B.  A.,  Assistant  Librarian  for  one  year. 

Miss  Julia  Brazos,  Ph.  B.,  Dean  of  Women  for  one  year. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  B.  P.  Raymond,  F.  M.  North,,S.  W.  Bowne, 
J.  E.  Leaycraft,  and  G.  S.  Bennett,  was  a])pointed  to  consider  the  matter 
of  retiring  allowances  for  members  of  the  faculty  and  to  report  at  the 
next  meeting. 
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It  was  V^oted  to  grant  the  request  of  Miss  Mead  that  the  money  alread}- 
contributed  b}'  her,  with  $10,000  to  be  added,  be  applied  to  the  endow- 
ment of  the  new  chair  of  the  Enghsh  Bible. 

The  local  executive  committee  were  empowered  to  purchase  the  Childs 
property  in  Wyllys  Street,  and  the  Phi  Nu  Theta  pro])ertv  in  College 
Place. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  facult}-,  it  was  voted  that  bachelors  of 
philosophy  of  Weslej^an  University,  who,  after  Commencement,  1908, 
apply  for  a  master's  degree,  shall  be  eligible  for  the  degree  of  master  of 
arts;  and  that  bachelors  of  philosophy  of  Wesleyan  University,  who 
are  enrolled  as  candidates  for  a  master's  degree  prior  to  Commencement, 
1908,  and  who  may  complete  their  course  of  study  after  that  date,  shall 
be  eligible  for  the  degree  of  master  of  arts. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  facult)-  it  was  voted  to  change  the 
Avording  of  rules  4  and  5  as  published  under  the  heading  "  Degrees"  in 
the  Catalogue  for  1907-8  (page  116)  to  read  as  follows: 

4.  The  degree  of  master  of  science  is  conferred  upon  bachelors  of 
science  of  Wesleyan  University,  and  upon  graduates  of  other  colleges 
holding  an  equivalent  degree,  under  the  same  conditions  which  govern 
in  the  case  of  the  degree  of  master  of  arts. 

5.  Bachelors  of  science  of  Wesleyan  University,  and  graduates  of 
other  colleges  holding  a  bachelor's  degree  other  than  that  of  bachelor 
of  arts,  who  pass  such  examinations  in  Greek  or  Latin,  and  in  other 
literary  studies,  as  the  conmiittee  on  graduate  instruction  ma}-  pre- 
scribe, are  admitted  to  the  degree  of  master  of  arts  on  the  conditions 
prescribed  in  the  case  of  bachelors  of  arts. 


RECENT   GIFTvS 


Since  the  publication  of  the  December  Bulletin,  $1,807.20  has  been 
paid  in  for  the  Alumni  endowment  fund,  and  $300  for  the  Undergraduate 
building  fund  for  North  College.  The  Nye  bequest  of  $46,223.49  has 
been  paid  in;  and  an  additional  $10,000  has  been  received  from  the  Es- 
tate of  Harriet  W.  Wilcox,  making  a  total  of  $68,700  received  from  the 
estate  during  the  past  four  years,  of  which  $20,000  was  for  the  library 
endowment  and  the  remainder  for  the  general  endowment  fund.  J.  C. 
Graham,  '90,  has  given  $50  for  the  purchase  of  apparatus  for  the  depart- 
ment of  Physics.

DKPARTMKXT  NOTES 

Grickk. — Tlie  collection  of  lantern  slides  has  l;een  increased  during 
the  year  by  the  purchase  of  two  hundred  slides  illustrating  the  private 
life  of  the  Greeks.  During  the  past  year  and  a  half  the  volumes  of  the 
Greek  Commentaries  on  Aristotle,  published  by  the  Berlin  Academy, 
have  been  purchased,  and  now  the  set  is  complete  as  far  as  issued. 
This  work  is  invaluable  for  the  study  of  Greek  philosophy,  and  has 
alreadj'  proved  exceedingly  useful  to  the  department. 

L.^Tix. — During  the  year  considerable  additions  to  the  collection  of 
lantern  slides  have  been  made,  including  a  set  illustrating  the  expedition 
of  Hannibal  from  Carthage  to  Cannae. 

Several  photogra})hs,  including  two  large  views  of  the  Roman  Forum 
since  the  recent  extensive  excavations,  have  just  been  imported  from 
Rome  for  the  walls  of  the  Latin  class  rooms. 

Physics.— Through  a  gift  from  a  generous  friend  of  the  University, 
George  Wood  Vinal,  B.  A.,  '06,  was  secured  as  Assistant  in  Physics  for 
the  latter  half  of  the  college  year,  to  aid  Professor  Cady  in  carrying  on 
investigations  in  electricity. 

Chemistry. — At  the  request  of  the  department  the  following  indus- 
trial companies  have  sent  collections  of  samples,  illustrative  of  their 
processes  and  products,  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  course  in 
industrial  chemistry,  which  is  given  for  the  first  time  this  year,  namely: 
American  p;ncaustic  Tiling  Company,  Zanesville,  Ohio;  American  Cotton 
Oil  Company,  New  York,  New  York;  Castner  Electrolytic  Alkali  Com- 
pany, Niagara  Falls,  New  York;  Union  Carbide  Company,  Niagara  Falls, 
New  York;  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company,  Maurer,  New  Jersey; 
Pittsburg  Plate  Glass  Company,  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania;  Standard  Paint 
Company,  New  York,  New  York;  Barrett  Manufacturing  Company, 
Zanesville,  Ohio;  Hejden  Chemical  Works,  New  York,  New  York;  and 
The  Norton  Company,  Worcester,  Massachusetts.  The  names  of  the 
companies  indicate  sufficiently  the  nature  of  the  exhibits,  except  in  the 
last  three  cases.  These  contributed  coal  tar  products,  artificial  fruit 
flavors,  and  abrasive  materials,  respectively. 

Concerning  the  acquisition  of  Professor  Atwater's  library  for  the  Uni- 
versity, it  is  only  possible  to  announce  at  present  that  negotiations  have 
gone  far  enough  to  assure  the  retention  of  this  valuable  collection  at 
Wesleyau. 

Former  students  in  the  department  may  be  interested  to  know  that 
the  Nutrition  Laboratory  of  the  Carnegie  Institution,  of  which  Professor 
Benedict  is  the  first  director,  has  been  installed  in  its  new  building  near 
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the  Harvard  Medical  College  in  Boston,  and  that  the  'calorimeter  and 
accompanjdng  equipment,  formerly  in  Judd  Hall,  have  been  transferred 
thither. 


CHANGES  IN  THE  COURSEvS  OF  vSTUDY 

The  December  Bulletin  contained  a  general  statement  concerning  the 
revision  of  the  course  of  stud)''  Avhich  had  recently  been  completed  by 
the  faculty  and  the  trustees.  It  is  now  possible  to  make  statements 
concerning  the  application  of  the  changes  to  the  different  departments, 
though  the  full  details  are  reserved  for  the  Announcement  of  Courses  to 
be  issued  in  June. 

Beginning  next  September,  the  general  provisions  of  the  new  program 
will  be  fully  enforced  for  all  new  students,  and  as  far  as  practicable  for 
those  now  in  the  University.  The  degree  of  bachelor  of  philosophy  will 
not  be  conferred  after  the  approaching  Commencement,  and  present 
candidates  for  it  will  receive  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  arts. 

The  different  departments  are  affected  not  only  by  the  change  from 
the  s)'Stem  based  upon  required  courses  to  the  plan  of  free  elections 
within  groups,  but  also  by  certain  subsidiary  changes  of  policy.  Begin- 
ning next  year,  recitations  will  be  held  on  Saturday  morning  as  well  as 
on  the  five  preceding  day^  of  the  week.  This  change  is  made  because 
of  the  desire  to  increase  the  number  of  three  hour  courses,  and  so  reduce 
the  number  of  different  courses  which  a  student  may  be  pursuing  at  the 
same  time.  Certain  courses  are  to  be  modified  so  that  they  maj'  be 
adapted  for  students  desiring  to  enter  professional  schools  with  advanced 
credit.  This  is  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  faculty 
last  year,  and  it  will  no  doubt  be  follow'ed  by  a  further  application  of 
the  principle  as  opportunity  and  the  resources  of  the  University  may 
permit.  The  change  of  instructors  in  two  or  three  departments  results 
in  some  modification  of  the  courses  offered.  In  several  instances  the 
other  changes  have  been  accompanied  by  a  rearrangement  of  the  num- 
bered order  of  courses. 

The  more  important  changes  in  the  different  departments  follow. 
Unless  otherwise  indicated  the  courses  are  substantially  the  same  as 
those  of  corresponding  number  in  the  present  Catalogue. 

L.\Tix.— Courses  I,  I  a,  IV,  V,  VII  (former  V),  VIII  (former  VI),  XIII, 
XVI,  and  XVII  will  be  given  next  year. 

Course  I  is  now  made  optional  and  reduced  from  four  to  three  hours. 
The  reading  will  be  in  Livy,  Terence,  and  Plautus.  Freshmen  taking 
Course  I  xwscy  elect  an  additional  hour,  Course  I  .a.,  for  practice  in  rajjid 
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reading  and  composition,  under  Professor  Nicolson.  Course  IV  in  the 
Satires  and  Epistles  of  Horace,  and  Course  \'  (former  XII)  in  Pliny's 
Letters  are  given  for  two  lioius  in  tlie  first  and  second  half-years  re- 
spectivel}-,  and  will  be  followed  in  alternate  years  by  Courses  II  and 
III;  these  four  courses  being  designed  especially  for  sophomores. 

Course  XIII  (former  XI),  Roman  Philosophy;  Course  XIV  (former 
XV),  Roman  Private  Life  and  Social  Institutions;  and  Course  XVII 
(former  XVIII),  Historical  Latin  Grammar,  will  each  be  extended  to 
three  hours,  the  last  two  being  half-year  courses.  It  should  be  noticed 
that  Greek  X,  a  new  course,  deals  equally  with  Greek  and  Roman 
Mythology. 

Grkek. — Courses  I,  I  A,  II  (to  be  given  b}-  Professor  Ileidel),  III,  V, 
VI,  IX,  X,  XI  (former  IX),  and  XIII  (former  XII)  will  be  given  next 
}ear. 

Course  I,  readings  from  Lysias,  Plato,  and  Xenophon,  is  now  made 
optional  and  reduced  from  four  to  three  hours.  A  fourth  hour.  Course 
I  A,  may  be  elected  by  the  members  of  this  class  for  rapid  reading  of 
the  Odyssey.  Professor  Heidel  will  give  the  regular  course,  and  Profes- 
sor Hewitt  the  supplementary  hour.  Professor  Hewitt  will  give  Course 
V,  Plato's  Gorgias  and  Demosthenes's  Oration  on  the  Crown,  and 
Course  VI,  Greek  Lj-ric  Poets,  for  three  hours  a  week,  in  the  successive 
half-years.  Course  IX  (former  VIII )  will  be  given  by  Professor  Hewitt, 
who  will  also  offer  Course  X,  Greek  and  Roman  Mythology,  for  two 
hours  a  week  during  the  first  half-year.  This  subject  will  be  discussed 
from  the  anthropological  rather  than  the  literary  point  of  view,  and  the 
course  is  designed  as  an  introduction  to  the  study  of  religion.  It  should 
be  noted  that  this  course  and  Course  XI,  Greek  Civilization,  are  open 
to  students  who  do  not  po.ssess  a  reading  knowledge  of  Greek. 

German. — Courses  I,  II,  III,  IV  (former  V,  reduced  from  three  to  two 
hours),  V  (former  VI,  to  Ije  given  by  Professor  Fife),  VII,  IX  (former 
IV),  and  XI  (former  IX)  will  be  given  next  year. 

Course  VII  will  be  a  study  of  the  life  and  works  of  Heiiirich  Heine, 
with  illustrative  readings.  Courses  III,  IX,  and  XI,  will  hereafter  be 
o])en  only  by  permission  of  the  instructor. 

Romance  Language.s.— Courses  I,  II,  HI,  IV,  V,  VI,  VIII,  IX,  and 
X  will  be  given  next  year. 

English  Literature.— Courses  I,  IV,  VII,  VIII,  IX  ( former  X, 
reduced  in  credit  to  one  hour),  and  X  (former  IX)  will  be  given  next 
year.

English  Language. —  Courses  I,  II,  III,  V,  VI,  and  VIII  will  be 
given  next  year. 

Hereafter  the  class  in  rhetoric  for  freshmen  will  meet  twice  a  week, 
with  credit  for  two  hours.  The  entire  class  will  meet  once  a  week  for 
a  lecture  b}'  Professor  Mead;  and  sections  of  the  class  will  meet  the 
instructor,  Mr.  Gillett,  for  recitation  on  the  text-book  and  for  instruction 
in  composition.  The  private  criticism  of  essays  will  be  continued  as 
heretofore.  In  Course  II,  the  allowance  of  credit  will  hereafter  be  one 
hour  each  in  the  sophomore  and  junior  years.  Course  III,  the  Exposi- 
tory Essaj%  will  be  given  b\^  Professor  Mead.  Various  questions  con- 
nected w-ith  the  theory  of  exposition  will  be  treated  in  lectures  and  in 
assigned  exercises.  Some  study  will  be  given  to  the  best  models  of 
expository  writing,  and  there  will  be  as  much  drill  in  practical  com- 
position as  the  time  will  permit.  The  course  will  be  open  to  juniors  and 
seniors  by  permission  of  the  instructor,  and  will  be  given  one  hour  a 
week  through  the  year. 

Public  Speaking.  — Courses  A,  B,  and  C  will  be  given  next  year.  In 
Course  C  special  attention  will  be  given  to  argumentation. 

History. — Courses  I,  III,  IV,  and  VI  will  be  offered  next  year. 

Course  I,  English  History,  will  hereafter  consist  of  three,  instead  of 
two,  lectures  weekl}-,  and  the  text-book  requirement  will  be  somewhat 
increased.  Course  I  A  will  consequent!)-  be  dropped.  Course  I  will 
henceforth  be  open  to  freshmen  as  well  as  sophomores.  In  Course  VI, 
Historical  Seminary,  the  .study  of  the  Reconstruction  Period  will  be  con- 
tinued, beginning  with  March,  1867. 

Economics  and  Social  Science.  —  Courses  I,  II,  V,  VI,  and  VIII 
will  be  given  next  year.  Course  VIII,  Economic  Seminary,  will  be 
devoted  to  studies  of  the  labor  problem. 

Philosophy.  —  Courses  I,  II  (former  III,  extended  to  three  hours  a 
week),  IV,  V  (former  X),  VI  (former  IV),  VIII  (former  VI),  IX  (former 
VII),  X  (former  VIII),  and  XI  will  be  given  next  year. 

Elementary  Psychology  and  Logic  are  combined  as  Course  I,  which 
will  be  elective  for  sophomores  and  preparatory  to  all  advanced  study 
in  the  department.  Course  IV,  Educational  Psychology,  is  offered,  for 
the  first  time,  b}-  Professor  Dodge,  and  will  consist  of  a  systematic  dis- 
cussion of  the  laws  of  mental  development  and  the  psychological  basis 
of  educational  theory  and  practice.  In  conjunction  with  Course  I,  this 
is  planned  to  meet  the  requirements  in  educational  psychology  of  those 
states  and  cities  which  demand  the  professional  training  of  teachers, 
but  it  is  also  intended  to  serve  the  needs  of  those  whose  interest  in  the 
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psychological  problems  of  education  is  iioii-]jrofessioiial.  This  course 
will  alternate  with  Course  III,  Advanced  Psycholoi^y,  which  will  here- 
after be  a  two  hour  course  open  to  juniors.  Courses  IX  and  X, 
Modern  Philosophy,  will  be  given  three  hours  a  week  instead  of  two. 
The  additional  time  thus  gained  will  permit  the  enlargement  of  these 
courses  in  relation  to  the  later  movements  of  modern  philosophy  es- 
pecially in  England  and  the  United  Slates.  Course  XI,  Philosophical 
Seminary,  will  meet  two  hours  a  week  through  the  year,  replacing 
former  courses  XI  and  XII. 

Ethics  and  Religion.— p;thics  will  be  given  during  the  first  half- 
year,  and  Evidences  of  Christianity  during  the  second  half-year,  each 
three  times  a  week.  During  the  first  half-year  there  will  be  a  new- 
course  in  the"  New  Testament,  followed  in  the  second  half-year  by  a 
course  in  the  Old  Testament,  each  being  given  twice  a  week.  All  four 
courses  will  be  offered  by  Doctor  Raymond. 

Mathematics  and  Astronomy.— Mr.  L.  A.  Howland,  'oo,  who  was 
instructor  in  the  department  in  1905-6,  has  been  elected  a.ssociate 
professor  in  charge  of  the  department. 

Next  year  Professor  Howland  will  give  Courses  I,  III,  IV  (  former  III ), 
VI  (former  V),  and  VII  (former  VI).  Mr.  Camp  will  give  Courses  II,  V, 
XIII  (former  XII,  increased  to  three  hours  for  the  year),  and  XV  (former 
XIII). 

Course  II,  Trigonometrj-,  maj-  be  taken  in  either  the  first  or  the  second 
half-year.  Course  I,  Solid  Geometr}-,  will  be  given  during  the  first 
half-year,  and  Course  III,  Analytical  Geometry,  during  the  second  half- 
year.  Courses  I-III  are  given  three  times  a  week  and  are  intended  for 
freshmen.  Course  V  (former  II  and  IV)  is  an  advanced  course  in  Algebra 
and  Analytical  Geometry  given  three  times  a  week  through  the  year. 

Physics.— Courses  I,  II  (  former  III),  V  (former  VI ),  VI  (former  VII), 
VII,  VIII,  IX  (  former  VIII ),  XI,  XII,  and  XIII  will  be  offered  next 
year. 

Course  I  will  hereafter  be  a  general  course  in  elementary  Physics, 
three  times  a  week  through  the  year,  conducted  by  Professors  Crawford 
and  Cady.  This  may  be  accomj^anied  or  followed  by  Course  II,  an 
elementary  laboratory  course  two  or  three  times  a  week.  During  the 
first  half-year  Professor  Cady  will  give  Course  VII,  a  three  hour  course 
of  lectures  and  experiments  in  Electricity  and  Magnetism;  and  this  will 
be  followed,  in  the  second  half-year,  by  Course  VIII,  with  their  practical 
applications. 
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Chemistry.— I,  II  (former  IV,  to  be  given  by  Mr.  Turrentine),  III  (to 
be  given  by  Professor  Bradley),  IV  (former  V,  transferred  to  first  half- 
year),   V  (former  VI,  given   by  Mr.  Turrentine),  VI  (former  VII),  VII, 

VIII  (former  XI),  IX,  X,  XI  (former  VIII),  XII  (former  X),  XIII  (former 
XII),  XIV  (former  XIII),  XV  (former  XIV)  will  be  given  next  year. 

Former  Courses  I  and  II  are  to  be  combined  into  a  single  elective, 
Course  I,  covering  both  the  non-metallic  elements  and  the  metals.  This 
course  will  be  given  by  Professor  Bradley  three  times  a  week  through 
the  year.  It  will  be  elective  for  freshmen,  and  will  be  a  prerequisite 
for  the  election  of  all  other  courses  in  Chemistry.  Course  X  (former 
IX),  the  laboratory  course  in  organic  chemistr}',  may  be  elected 
next  year  for  either  two  or  three  periods  a  week.  To  those  who  elect 
the  additional  period.  Dr.  Renshaw  will  give  opportunity  for  practice  in 
proximate  organic  analysis.  Two  new  lecture  courses  will  be  given  by 
Mr.  Turrentine;  Course  VII  will  constitute  an  introduction  to  physical 
chemistry,  with  especial  reference  to  the  chemistry  of  solutions;  Course 

IX  will  deal  with  the  principles  of  electrochemistry  and  with  the  appli- 
cation of  electricity  to  chemical  industries.  Each  course  will  be  given 
twice  a  week  for  a  half-year. 

Mr.  Turrentine,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  who 
is  just  completing  his  studies  for  his  doctor's  degree  at  Cornell  Univer- 
sity, will  take  Mr.  Hale's  place  as  instructor.  Mr.  Hale  will  study  for 
the  degree  of  doctor  of  philosophy  at  Cornell,  where  he  has  been  appointed 
a  graduate  scholar. 

Gkology. — Courses  I,  II,  HI,  IV,  V,  and  VI  will  be  given  next  year. 

Courses  V  and  VI,  Mineralogy,  will  be  three  hours  a  week.  Course 
I,  Physical  Geography,  will  be  open  to  all  classes,  but  certain  courses 
in  other  departments  of  science  are  made  prerequisite  for  the  election 
of  all  other  courses  in  this  department. 

Biology.— Courses  I,  II,  III,  IV,  V,  VI,  VII,  and  VIII  will  be  given 
next  year. 

Courses  VI  and  VII,  Practical  Biology,  will  be  extended  along  certain 
lines.  Fuller  instruction  in  practical  botany  will  be  given,  with  special 
reference  to  students  contemplating  the  study  of  forestry  or  intending 
to  teach.  Instruction  in  histolog}-  will  be  greatly  extended  for  the 
benefit  of  prospective  medical  students,  so  that  they  may  enter  medical 
schools  with  advanced  credit. 

Mr.  D.  D.  Whitney,  '04,  who  is  now  completing  his  graduate  studies 
at  Columbia  University,  has  been  elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Budington,  and 
will  assist  especially  in  Courses  III,  V,  VI,  and  VII.  Mr.  Budington  has 
been  appointed  associate  professor  of  Zoology  at  Oberlin  College.

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LIBRARY 

Since  the  report  published  in  the  Bulletin  for  May,  1907,  the  endow- 
ment of  the  hbrary  has  been  increased  by  the  transfer  from  income  of 
$624.36.     The  total  endowment  is  187,287.82. 

The  number  of  volumes  accessioned  from  May  i,  1907,  to  April  30,  1908, 
was  2,821.  They  were  obtained  as  follows:  by  purchase,  1,149;  ^^y  bind- 
ing periodicals,  463;  by  exchange,  2;  by  gift,  1,207;  deducting  9  vol- 
umes, exchanged  or  lost,  there  remains  a  net  addition  of  2,812  volumes. 
The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  at  the  present  time  is  79,000.

From  May  i,  1907,  to  April  30,  1908,  6,475  books  and  periodicals  were 
drawn  from  the  librarj^  for  home  use.  In  addition,  834  volumes  were 
withdrawn  from  general  circulation  and  reserved  for  special  use  either 
in  the  library  or  in  seminary  rooms.  The  current  numbers  of  54  periodi- 
cals were  sent  to  the  seminary  rooms  or  laboratories  for  the  use  of 
instructors  and  advanced  students. 

The  valuable  gift  of  books  received  from  Rev.  J.  C.  W.  Coxe,  D.  D., 
L.  H.  D.,  '63,  was  described  in  the  December  Bulletiii.  A  careful  ex- 
amination of  the  books  confirms  the  opinion  there  expressed  as  to  their 
value. 

Including  the  Coxe  books  there  were  presented  to  the  library  from 
May  I,  1907,  to  April  30,  1908,  2,081  bound  volumes,  7,059  pamphlets  and 
numbers  of  periodicals,  86  maps,  and  30  folio  plates  from  Audubon's 
Birds  of  America.  Among  the  donors  were  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, The  Library  of  Congress,  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  the  State 
Libraries  of  Connecticut,  Maine,  and  New  York,  the  Carnegie  Institu- 
tion, the  Connecticut  State  Board  of  Education,  the  Field  Museum  of 
Natural  History,  the  Pennsylvania  Steel  Co.,  the  Geological  Survey  of 
Canada,  the  Maryland  Geological  Survey,  and  the  following  individuals:

The  cataloguing  of  the  Hunt  collection  is  finished,  and  this  valuable 
addition  to  the  library  is  now  available  for  use.  The  cataloguing  of  the 
Van  Benschoten  collection  will  be  taken  up  next. 

The  printed  cards  issued  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  numbering  about 
280,000,  have  been  transferred  to  Library  Bureau  cases  and  can  be  more 
conveniently  consulted.  The  current  cards  as  received  are  filed  in  their 
proper  places.  The  value  of  these  cards  in  bibliographical  investiga- 
tions and  as  an  aid  in  ordering  catalogue  cards  for  books  acquired  by 
this  library  is  already  great,  and  is  constantly  increasing. 


MUSEUM 


The  Museum  has  received  a  valuable  collection  of  ethnological  speci- 
mens from  China,  the  gift  of  John  Gowdy,  '97,  President  of  the  Anglo- 
Chinese  College  in  Foochow.  The  collection  includes  an  ancestral 
tablet,  a  number  of  idols,  and  numerous  models  and  pictures  illustrating 
various  phases  of  the  costumes,  occupations,  and  customs  of  the  people. 
The  collection  includes  also  over  five  hundred  Chinese  coins.  At  the 
same  time  with  this  collection  from  President  Gowdy,  a  number  of  in- 
teresting objects  were  received  from  George  M.  Newell,  '04,  one  of  the 
teachers  in  the  Anglo-Chinese  College.  The  Museum  has  received  at 
various  times  important  contributions  of  ethnological  material  from 
alumni  located  in  various  missionary  fields. 

A  valuable  collection  of  several  hundred  specimens,  most  of  them 
illustrative  of  the  zoology  of  this  region,  has  been  received  from  Mr. 
Charles  H.  NefT  of  Portland.  The  collection  includes  over  sixty  birds' 
nests,  beautifully  preserved  and  accurately  identified,  making  a  very 
instructive  exhibit  of  the  nest-building  habits  of  a  large  number  of 
species  of  our  birds.  These  nests  are  on  Exhibition  in  the  railing  case  in 
the  upper  hall  of  the  mu.seum.  The  collection  also  includes  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  alcoholic  specimens  of  animals  of  this  vicinity.  While 
a  small  museum  cannot  rival  the  larger  museums  in  collections  of  gen- 
eral natural  history,  it  ought  to  be  the  aim  of  each  museum  to  make  an 
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effective  showing  of  the  natural  history  of  its  own  locality.  Such  col- 
lections as  this  of  Mr.  Neff,  gathered  by  local  amateur  naturalists,  with 
authentic  data  in  regard  to  locality,  are  exceedingly  valuable  accessions 
to  the  museum. 

From  Mrs.  E.  B.  Monroe  have  been  received  a  fine  mounted  head  of 
the  Virginia  deer,  and  a  number  of  other  interesting  specimens. 

Mr.  H.  E.  Van  Surdam,  '05,  has  presented  about  fifty  specimens  of 
tourmaline  and  zircon  from  California,  making  a  valuable  accession  to 
the  minerological  collection. 

The  last  Bulletin  announced  the  gift  from  Stephen  H.  Olin,  LL.  D., 
of  one  hundred  and  thirty  additional  coins  and  medals,  making  the 
total  number  of  his  collection  about  six  hundred.  Two  new  cases,  uni- 
form in  style  with  those  in  which  the  former  part  of  the  collection  is 
placed,  have  been  built  to  receive  the  new  specimens,  the  cases  as  well 
as  the  specimens  being  the  gift  of  Dr.  Olin.  The  collection  is  now 
completely  installed,  and  makes  a  very  interesting  and  in.structive  ex- 
hibit. 


DEBATE 


Briday,  December  13,  1907,  proved  a  lucky  day  for  Wesleyan  under- 
graduates not  only  in  athletics  but  also  in  debate,  for  on  that  date  the 
debating  teams  won  the  championship  of  the  triangular  league  by  vic- 
tories over  both  Williams  and  Amherst.  Amherst  came  second  with  a 
victory  over  Williams  at  Williamstown.  Wesleyan  debated  with  Am- 
herst at  Amherst  and  with  Williams  at  Middletown.  In  each  case  the 
home  team  upheld  the  affirmative  of  the  question:  Resolved,  That  a 
revaluation,  by  the  federal  government,  of  railroad  property  used  in  in- 
terstate commerce  is  desirable  and  expedient.  Wesleyan's  affirmative 
team  consisted  of  R.  S.  Curtice,  '08,  Power,  '08,  and  Streightoff,  '09,  alter- 
nate; and  the  negative  team  of  Barbour,  '09,  Hancock,  '09,  and  Brengle, 
'10,  alternate. 

On  April  3,  1908,  Syracuse  won  the  fifth  annual  debate  with  Wesleyan 
at  Syracuse.  Curtice,  Hancock,  Power,  and  Barbour,  alternate,  upheld 
the  affirmative  of  the  qnestion:  Resolved,  That,  aside  from  amending 
the  Constitution,  the  federal  government  should  exercise  further  control 
over  quasi-public  corporations  doing  an  interstate  business.  This  was 
the  first  defeat  of  Wesleyan  by  a  Syracuse  debating  team.  The  debate 
council,  with  the  approval  of  the  college  body,  has  recently  canceled  the 
debating  agreement  with  Syracuse,  which  had  another  year  to  run,  be- 
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cause  of  the  dilatory  methods  of  the  Syracuse  debate  management,  and 
because  of  unfair  action  in  the  selection  of  judges.  Negotiations  are 
now  pending  for  a  debate  with  Kowdoin  next  spring. 

In  the  inter-class  debates  for  the  Scott  cup  the  sophomore  (1910)  team, 
composed  of  Brengle,  Hance,  and  Roberts,  won  from  the  freshman  team. 

The  Briggs  Prize  Debate  occurred  in  Memorial  Chapel  on  May  28, 
on  the  question:  Resolved:  That-the  naval  policy  of  President  Roosevelt, 
as  indicated  by  his  messages  to  the  present  congress,  should  be  adopted 
b)'  the  country.  The  contestants  were  R.  S.  Curtice,  '08,  Barbour,  '09, 
Hancock,  '09,  and  Roberts,  '10.  The  judges,  Mr.  Elmer  Goodrich  Derby, 
'S3,  Professor  Crawford,  and  Mr.  Davis,  divided  the  prize  between  Bar- 
bour and  Roberts. 


•       YOUNG  :MF.N'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION 

A  revived  interest  in  all  phases  of  the  Association  work  has  been  ap- 
parent this  year,  especially  in  Bible  study.  A  large  delegation  from  the 
University  attended  the  Student  Conference  at  Northfield  during  the 
summer,  and  there  received  such  an  inspiration  for  active  Christian  work 
that  they  returned  in  the  fall  determined  to  niake  the  Association  more 
eflfective  than  ever  before.  The  Bible  study  work  has  been  a  success 
this  year.  Bible  study  groups  have  been  held  regularly  in  nearly  all 
the  fraternities  and  clubs,  and  three  classes  for  freshmen  have  been  con- 
ducted b)'  upper-classmen.  Professor  Hewitt's  normal  class  for  the 
leaders  has  contributed  largeh-  to  the  efficiency  of  the  work.  An  effort 
is  being  made  to  send  an  even  larger  delegation  to  the  Northfield  Con- 
ference during  the  coming  summer.  In  the  mission  study  work,  special 
mention  may  be  made  of  Mr.  Budington's  class  on  the  later  history  and 
conditions  of  the  Bible  lands,  and  of  the  public  lecture  given,  in  connec- 
tion with  this  class,  on  the  problem  of  the  conversion  of  Mohammedans. 
by  Mr.  Frank  L.  Duley  of  the  Mt..  Hermon  School,  formerly  vice-consul 
at  Constantinople. 

As  other  evidences  of  the  deepening  of  the  devotional  life  among  the 
students,  note  may  be  made  of  the  daily  noon  prayer  group,  and  of  the 
increased  number  of  ^students  who  conduct  or  assist  in  religious  services 
in  or  near  Middletown.  Since  December,  several  inspiring  speakers  have 
visited  the  University  and  addressed  meetings  of  the  Association,  includ- 
ing President  Mackenzie  of  Hartford  Theological  Seminary,  A.  W.  Staub 
and  F.  V.  Slack  of  the  International  Committee  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association,  R.  L.  Cheney  of  the  Springfield  Training  School, 
Dumont  Clark,  the  general  secretary  of  the  Princeton  Association,  and 
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F.  H.  Thornberg  of  the  Water  Street  Mission  in  New  York  City.  The 
frequent  informal  talks  and  addresses  by  Joseph  Beech,  '99,  and  by 
members  of  the  faculty  have  also  been  appreciated. 

The  International  Committee  are  planning  to  hold  a  conference  for 
the  members  of  college  faculties  interested  in  the  Association  work  dur- 
ing the  last  five  days  (July  1-5)  of  the  next  Student  Conference  at  North- 
field.  This  is  planned  to  develop  a  more  effective  cooperation  between 
the  faculties  and  the  students  in  the  work  of  the  college  Associations.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  Wesleyan  faculty  will  be  represented  at  this  confer- 
ence. 

Each  successive  year  demonstrates  with  added  force  the  urgent  need 
of  a  salaried  general  secretary  to  direct  the  growing  activities  of  this 
Association,  and  of  a  building  as  the  headquarters  of  the  work.

UNIVERSITY  NOTES 

North  College. — The  occupation  of  the  new  North  College  b^'  the 
students  began  on  January  6,  1908.  The  building  was  finally  com- 
pleted during  that  week.  Rooms  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  building 
have  been  assigned  to  the  Christian  Association,  the  Argus,  the 
Literary  ISIonthly,  the  press  bureau,  and  the  Wesleyan  Store,  opened  on 
February  20,  1908,  by  S.  B.  Moore,  Jr.,  '08,  R.  C.  McCathran,  '10,  and 
H.  W.  Faraday,  '11,  for  the  sale  of  books,  stationery,  athletic  and  other 
supplies.  Mr.  Harlow  Raymond,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  jani- 
torial work  since  July,  1864,  has  been  assigned  the  room  correspond- 
ing to  that  which  he  so  long  occupied  in  the  old  building.  The 
remaining  rooms  of  the  building  are  all  available  for  dormitory  use, 
over  sixty  students  being  in  the  building  this  year.  As  no  member  of 
the  faculty  resides  in  North  College,  the  responsibility  of  maintaining 
order  in  the  building  has  been  entrusted  to  the  college  body,  which  has 
placed  a  committee  in  charge  of  the  enforcement  of  the  riiles  which  it 
has  adopted.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  noted  that  on  June  11,  1904, 
the  undergraduates  of  the  University  formally  organized  themselves 
under  the  name  of  The  College  Body  of  Wesleyan  University  by  the 
adoption  of  a  constitution.  Its  officers  are  a  president,  a  secretary- 
treasurer,  and  an  executive  council  known  as  the  College  Senate.  This 
organization  has  proved  efficient  in  the  control  of  undergraduate  activ- 
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ities  and  the  development  of  a  healthy  college  spirit.  The  presidents 
have  been  S.  F.  Hancock,  '05,  G.  W.  Rogers,  '06,  A.  B.  Haley,  '07,  and 
R.  S.  Munson,  '08. 

Real  Estate  Purchases. — By  the  purchase  of  the  small  tract  of 
land  and  the  house,  known  as  the  Childs  property,  in  Wyllys  Street, 
adjoining  the  Gymnasium,  the  University  has,  after  seventy-seven  years, 
come  into  full  ownership  of  the  whole  quadrangle,  or  city  square,  in 
which  its  older  buildings  are  located.  The  University  has  also  recently 
acquired  from  the  Phi  Nu  Theta  (Eclectic)  Society  the  large  lot  adjoin- 
ing Scott  Laboratory  in  College  Place  on  which  its  former  club  house  is 
located.  It  may  also  be  noted  that  the  Delta  Tau  Delta  fraternity  has 
purchased  the  property  on  the  corner  of  High  and  William  Streets,  fac- 
ing the  campus.  The  house  which  had  been  occupied  for  many  years  by 
Mrs.  Hulse,  who  died  during  the  winter  at  a  very  advanced  age,  will 
ultimateh-  give  place  to  a  suitable  chapter  house. 

Junior  Exhibition. — The  annual  prize  contest  in  oratory  for  mem- 
bers of  the  junior  class  was  held  in  Memorial  Chapel,  Tuesday  evening, 
May  5,  1908.  Eight  speakers  participated  in  the  contest.  The  commit- 
tee of  award  consisted  of  Reverend  Ellis  Bishop,  B.  A.,  Professor  in  the 
Berkeley  DiA-inity  vSchool;  Reverend  Charles  Wesley  Flint,  B.  A.,  pastor 
of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Middletown;  and  Professor 
Cady.  The  first  prize  was  awarded  to  John  Tiebout  Hancock,  of  Brook- 
lyn, New  York,  whose  subject  was  Monarchy  or  Democracy?  William 
Rinehart  Barbour,  of  Bristol,  Indiana,  who  presented  A  Plea  for  the 
Railroads,  received  the  second  prize. 

Gymnasium  Exhibition. — The  annual  Gymnasium  p;xhibition  was 
conducted  by  Mr.  Reiter  on  April  2,  1908,  with  Doctor  H.  C.  Swan  of 
Trinity  College,  Professor  Nicolson,  and  Professor  Fife  as  judges.  The 
class  of  1908,  by  its  third  successive  victory  in  the  interclass  basketball 
series,  became  the  possessor  of  the  Creede  cup.  The  Olin  cup  for  the 
best  class  squad  drill  was  aw-arded  to  the  class  of  191 1;  and  the  Wallace 
cup  was  won  by  F.  I^.  Soule,  '11,  as  college  gymnast.  The  medals  for 
the  three  best  gynmasts  were  given  to  F.  L.  vSoule,  '11,  W.  H.  Stilwell, 
'II,  and  W.  R.  Hick,  'oS;  and  the  Creede  medal  for  middle-weight  wrest- 
ling was  won  by  A.  R.  Graves,  '09. 

Graduate  Study.— The  faculty'  coinmittee  on  graduate  study  has 
made  a  complete  revision  of  the  regulations  governing  the  granting  of 
the  master's  degrees,  necessitated  by  the  changes  in  the  requirements  for 
the  baccalaureate  degrees.  The  numerous  changes  have  been  ratified  by 
the  faculty  and  the  board  of  trustees,  and  are  embodied  in  a  circular 
which  has  just  been  issued. 
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FACUr.TY  NOTES 

Meetings  Attended. — President  Raymond  returned  from  California 
on  March  9,  much  improved  in  health,  and  resumed  his  duties  as  pres- 
ident for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  He  attended  some  sessions  of  the 
General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Baltimore, 
and  was  present  at  a  banquet  of  the  Wesleyan  graduates  who  were  in 
attendance  at  the  conference  on  May  20.  Professor  Van  Vleck,  with 
his  three  daughters,  is  travelling  iu  Europe  during  the  spring  months, 
but  will  return  to  Middletowu  before  Conmiencement.  While  in  Rome 
in  April,  he  attended  the  International  Mathematical  Congress.  Pro- 
fessor Winchester  attended,  as  a  delegate,  the  National  Conference  on 
Uniform  Entrance  Requirements  in  English,  in  New  York,  on  February 
21-22;  and  on  May  15-16,  the  Conference  of  the  New  England  Colleges 
on  Entrance  Requirements  in  English,  of  which  he  was  reelected  Pres- 
ident. Professors  Harrington,  Heidel,  and  Hewitt  were  present  at  the 
meeting  of  the  New  England  Classical  Association  at  Northampton, 
Massachusetts,  on  April  3-4.  Professor  Heidel  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  managing  committee  of  the  American  School  of  Classical  Studies 
at  .\thens,  held  in  New  York  on  May  8,  and  was  elected  to  the  executive 
committee.  At  the  meeting  of  the  American  Psychological  Association 
in  Chicago  in  December,  Professor  Dodge  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Association  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

Professor  Nicolson  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Association  of  the  United  States,  at  New  York,  December  28,  and  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  executive  committee,  representing  the  first  dis- 
trict. New  England.  On  February  14,  he  attended  a  conference  at 
Springfield,  Massachusetts,  of  the  six  New  England  colleges  that  be- 
long to  the  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  of  the  United  States;  and 
on  May  8-9,  was  present  at  the  conference  of  eighteen  of  the  New  Eng- 
land colleges  iu  Boston,  at  which  the  Association  of  the  New  England 
Colleges  for  Conference  on  Athletics  was  organized,  with  Professor  Nic- 
olson as  President.  On  May  6-7,  Professor  Nicolson  attended  the 
second  annual  meeting  of  the  association  of  administrative  officers  of 
ten  New  Phigland  colleges  in  Providence;  and  on  May  8,  the  meeting  of 
the  New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board,  being  reelected  a 
member  of  the  executive  committee.  On  May  25,  Professor  Nicolson 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Intercollegiate 
Athletic  Association  of  the  United  States  in  Chicago. 

Professor  Fife  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Modern  Language  As- 
sociation of  America  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  on  December  27-29,  and  at  the 
meeting  of  the  American  Dialect  vSociety  at  the  same  time  and  place,  he 
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was  reelected  treasurer.  Professor  Fife  was  present  at  the  meeting  of 
the  New  England  Modern  Language  Association  in  Boston  on  May  9, 
and  has  also  attended  the  Connecticut  group  meetings  of  this  associa- 
tion. Professor  Dutcher  was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  American 
Historical  Association  and  other  societies  at  Madison,  Wisconsin,  on 
December  27-31;  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  New  England  History- 
Teachers  Association  at  Portland,  Maine,  on  April  17-1S.  Professor 
Dutcher  was  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Yale-Harvard  Freshman  Debate  at 
New  Haven  on  April  10.  In  the  Mathematical  Section  of  the  Connecti- 
cut Classical  and  High  .School  Teachers  Association  at  Hartford  on 
February  15,  Mr.  Camp  took  part  in  the  discussion  of  the  question,  Are 
College  Entrance  Requirements  in  Mathematics  Excessive? 

Professor  Kuhns,  with  his  wife  and  son,  sailed  on  May  2  for  Europe, 
where  they  will  spend  the  time  chiefly  in  France  and  Switzerland,  re- 
turning in  September.  Professor  Crawford  and  his  family,  and  Professor 
Fife  are  planning  to  spend  the  simmier  in  Europe. 

This  paragraph  contains  no  reference  to  various  faculty  activities 
reported  under  the  heading  of  Faculty  Lectures  and  Publications,  and 
under  other  headings  in  this  Bulletin.  No  reference  is  made  to  the 
numerous  sermons  and  manifold  other  activities  of  President  Raymond 
and  Acting  President  Rice,  nor  to  the  attendance  and  addresses  of  vari- 
ous members  of  the  faculty  at  alumni  meetings.  Likewise  no  record  is 
made  of  the  numerous  ways  in  which  members  of  the  faculty  are  con- 
stantly responding  to  demands  in  JNIiddletown  and  vicinity. 

CoxNECTiciT  Geological  and  Natural  History  Survey.— Since 
the  notice  of  this  Survey  in  the  Bulletin  for  May,  1907,  two  publications 
have  been  issued:  namely.  No.  8,  Bibliography  of  the  Geology  of  Con- 
necticut, by  Professor  H.  E.  Gregory  of  Yale  University;  and  No.  9, 
Second  Biennial  Report  of  the  Commissioners.  Two  bulletins  are  now 
in  press:  namely,  No.  lo,  Preliminary  Report  on  the  Algae  of  the  Fresh 
Waters  of  Connecticut,  by  Professor  Conn  and  Mrs.  L.  W.  (Hazen)  Web- 
ster; and  No.  11,  The  Bryophytes  of  Connecticut,  by  Professor  A.  W'. 
Evans  and  Mr.  G.  E.  Nichols  of  Yale  Univer.sity.  Two  bulletins  have 
been  accepted  for  publication,  and  will  be  issued  shortly:  namely.  No. 
12,  K\\  Outline  of  Lithology,  and  Descriptions  of  the  Connecticut  Edu- 
cational Series  of  Rocks,  by  Professor  Joseph  Barrell  of  Yale  University 
and  Dr.  G.  F.  Loughlin  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology; 
and  No.  13,  Second  Report  on  the  Hymeniales  of  Connecticut,  by  Pro- 
fessor E.  A.  White  of  Amher.st  Agricultural  College.  Several  other  bul- 
letins are  well  advanced  towards  completion.  Bulletins  1-5  have  been 
issued  in  a  lihrarv  edition  as  the  first  of  a  series  of  bound  volumes. 
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Last  summer  the  field  work  was  completed  for  an  investigation  of  the 
peat  bogs  of  Connecticut.  Much  field  work  has  also  been  done  by  Pro- 
fessor Gregory  in  the  investigation  of  the  Quaternary  geology  of  the 
state.  The  work  of  the  Survey  continues  under  the  general  direction  of 
Professor  Rice  as  Superintendent. 

Laboratories  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. — In  January  the 
laboratories  were  transferred  from  rooms  19  and  20  to  rooms  11,  24,  and  25 
in  Scott  Laboratory.  The  work  of  the  laboratories  continues  to  increase 
in  the  lines  originally  taken  up,  and  new  lines  of  work  have  been  devel- 
oped. During  the  winter,  the  bacteriological  laboratory,  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  Conn,  began  the  work  of  milk  analysis  for  the 
various  towns  of  the  state,  with  the  hope  of  improving  the  quality  of  the 
milk  offered  for  sale.  The  chemical  laboratory,  in  charge  of  Mr.  New- 
lands,  has  begun  the  examination  of  the  school  wells  of  the  state,  and 
has  already  found  that  a  number  of  them  are  not  safe  for  drinking  pur- 
poses. ^Municipal  water  supplies  are  being  investigated  to  determine 
the  power  of  these  waters  to  take  up  lead,  tin,  and  zinc,  for  the  purpose 
of  advising  the  authorities  regarding  the  proper  kinds  of  se«\'ice  pipes 
to  use.  In  accordance  with  a  new  state  law  which  went  into  effect  in 
September,  1907,  illuminating  oils  are  being  tested  to  determine  the 
flash  and  fire  points. 

Former  Wesley.a.x  Professors. — The  alumni  will  be  interested  to 
learn  that  E.  T.  Merrill,  '81,  formerlj^  professor  of  Latin,  has  been  called 
to  a  chair  of  Latin  in  the  L'niversity  of  Chicago,  and  that  Max  Farrand, 
formerly  professor  of  History,  has  accepted  a  professorship  of  Histor}- 
in  Yale  University.  A.  B.  Faust,  formerly  associate  professor  of  Ger- 
man, now  assistant  professor  of  German  in  Cornell  University,  has  re- 
cently been  awarded  the  first  Conrad  Seipp  prize  of  $3,000  for  the  best 
monograph  on  the  German  Element  in  .\merica. 


UNDERGRADUATE  NOTES 

French  Club. — In  the  fall  of  1907,  ten  students  who  were  taking 
work  in  the  department  of  Romance  Languages  organized  a  French 
Club  for  the  purpose  of  French  conversation  and  for  further  develop- 
ment of  their  interest  in  French  studies.  All  the  proceedings  and 
conversation  of  the  meetings  are  in  French.  Officers  are  elected  each 
half-year,  the  present  incumbents  being:  President,  C.  E.  Graves,  '08; 
I'ice-President,  H.  L.  Connelly,  '09;    Secretary-Treasicrer,  F.  L.  Hewitt, 
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'09.  Mr.  vSuper  has  spoken  to  the  Chib  twice  on  La  Vie  Parisienne,  and 
on  L'Espagne.  An  open  meeting  was  held  in  March  at  which  Professor 
Knhns  gave  an  illustrated  lecture  on  La  Suisse  et  les  Alpes.  In  April 
the  Club  was  entertained  by  Professor  Kuhns  at  his  home,  and  Dr.  1.  C. 
LeCompte,  '97,  of  Yale  University,  told  informally  how  he  took  his  de- 
gree at  Strassburg. 

Matiikmatical  Society. — Meetings  have  been  held  regularly  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  each  month.  The  present  officers  are:  President, 
G.  L.  Mylchreest,  '07;  Vice-President,  F.  A.  Shailer,  '09;  Secretary, 
W.  R.  Williamson,  '09.  The  membership  now  numbers  thirty- five.  Two 
open  meetings  have  been  held  at  which  illustrated  lectures  were  given 
on  the  Sun  by  E.  F.  Amy,  '09;  and  on  the  Moon  by  E.  M.  North,  '09. 
The  organization  and  development  of  this  society  have  been  largely  due 
to  Professor  McKinney. 

Geographical  Distribution  of  Students. — The  present  Catalogue 
contains  the  names  of  283  men  registered  from  the  following  states: 
Connecticut  79,  New  York  63,  New  Jersey  39,  Massachusetts  36,  Pennsyl- 
vania 22,  Maine  10,  District  of  Columbia  6,  Vermont  5,  Ohio  4,  Indiana 
3,  Maryland  3,  Canada  2,  New  Hampshire  2,  West  Virginia  2,  others  7; 
or,  to  summarize.  New  England  132,  Middle  States  133,  others  18.  Of 
the  33  women  students,  30  come  from  Connecticut. 

Future  Occupations  of  Students. — The  Argus  of  March  18  con- 
tains a  compilation  of  statistics  which  shows  the  occupations  and  profes- 
sions which  the  present  undergraduates  contemplate  entering.  The 
percentages  are  as  follows:  biisiness  20,  teaching  14,  law  13,  ministry  11, 
engineering  5,  chemistry  5,  medicine  4,  miscellaneous  lo,  undecided  18. 
These  percentages  are  based  upon  263  responses  and  show  35  prospective 
lawyers. 

Hospital  Bed  for  Students.— With  the  generous  aid  of  many  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  University,  the  committee  of  ladies  has  successfully 
continued  its  collection  of  funds  to  endow  a  Wesleyan  bed  at  the  Mid- 
dlesex Hospital.  The  amount  now  in  hand  is  over  |i,8oo,  with  $100 
subscribed  but  not  yet  paid.  With  the  interest  on  the  fund  a  beginning 
has  already  been  made  in  caring  for  students  in  need  of  hospital  treat- 
ment. A  sub-committee  of  ladies  has  also  assumed  the  work  of  a  vi.sit- 
ing  committee,  that  Wesleyan  patients  msly  have  the  benefit  of  personal 
attention  and  sympathy.  The  need,  however,  remains  greater  than  the 
resources,  and  the  committee,  whose  chairman  is  Mrs.  A.  C.  Armstrong, 
166  High  Street,  Middletown,  is  continuing  its  efforts  to  increa.se  the 
fund.

These  stones  represent  the 
classes  of  '74,  '81,  '82,  '83,  '85,  and  '87.  Members  of  these  classes  who 
are  present  at  the  approaching  Commencement  should  see  that  new 
ivies  are  planted  at  the  points  marked.  It  may  be  added  that  on  South 
College  there  are  ivies  planted  by  the  classes  of  '65,  '76,  and  '77,  but 
none  to  correspond  with  the  stones  for  '67,  '73,  and  '78.  The  ivies  of  the 
classes  of  '89,  and  '90  are  on  Memorial  Chapel,  but  the  stones  of  '97  and  '02 
mark  no  ivies.  On  the  Library  are  the  ivies  of  '88,  '90,  and  '00,  but  none  for 
'80  and  '01.  The  ivies  of  '94  and  "98  are  on  the  Gymnasium.  Fisk  Hall  has 
ivies  for  '03,  '04,  '05,  and  '07,  but  the  one  for  '06  has  disappeared.  The 
classes  whose  i\-ies  have  died  out  should  also  take  care  to  replace  them 
at  an  early  date.  A  search  of  the  files  of  the  Argus  yields  no  informa- 
tion concerning  the  classes  not  mentioned  above,  except  that  '95  is  said 
to  have  planted  its  ivy  on  the  north  side  of  the  Chapel,  and  '96  is 
recorded  as  having  planted  an  ivy.

AT  the  trustee  meeting  held  in  June,  1907,  President  Ra}-mond  pre- 
/\  sented  his  resignation  as  the  head  of  Wesleyan  Universit}-.  The 
active  discussion  as  to  his  successor  was  brought  to  an  end  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  board  of  trustees  on  November  13,  when  Reverend  William 
Arnold  Shanklin,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  President  of  Upper  Towa  University 
since  1905,  was  elected  President  of  Wesleyan  University.  A  sketch 
of  President  Shanklin.'s  career  maj-  be  found  on  a  subsequent  page  of 
this  Btilletin.  Since  the  announcement  of  the  election,  the  manv  ex- 
pressions of  congratulation  to  the  University  and  the  many  commenda- 
tions of  Doctor  Shanklin  which  have  been  received  abundantly  confirm 
the  wisdom  of  the  trustees  in  their  selection.  Trustees,  faculty,  alumni, 
undergraduates,  and  friends  of  the  University  unite  in  wishing  the 
fullest  success  for  the  new  administration. 


As  the  resignation  of  President  Raymond  took  effect  in  June,  1908, 
and  as  he  has  been  granted  leave  of  absence  for  the  present  year,  the 
administration  of  the  University  until  the  inauguration  of  President 
Shanklin  has  been  entrusted  to  Professor  Rice  as  Acting  President. 


This  is  ob\-iously  not  the  time  or  place  for  a  statement  of  the  policv 
of  the  new  administration,  yet  there  are  some  e\ndent  needs  that  must 
be  supplied  in  order  that  the  success  of  any  administration  may  be 
assured.  In  the  first  place,  it  is  important  that  there  be  as  great 
unanimity  as  possible  among  all  the  alumni  and  supporters  of  the 
institution.  The  formulation  of  plans  of  cooperation  by  the  various 
alumni  associations  for  the  raising  of  funds  and  for  the  steady  increase 
in  the  number  of  students  would  materially  further  the  success  of  any 
administration.  Concerted  action  with  a  view  to  systematizing  the 
publicity  of  information  about  the  University  would  yield  large  results 
within  a  reasonable  time. 
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No  administration  can  be  successful  without  ample  financial  support. 
There  has  been  repeated  specification  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  most  urgent 
needs,  and  it  is  enough  to  say  that  at  least  |5oo,ooo  additional  endow- 
ment is  required  at  once  in  order  to  enable  the  University  to  maintain 
its  present  relative  standing. 


Owing  to  the  change  in  the  date  of  closing  the  fiscal  year,  the  Finan- 
cial Exhibit  of  Wesleyan  University  for  the  Year  ending  fu7ie  30,  /908, 
covers  a  period  of  thirteen  months.  Consequently  it  is  impossible  to 
make  any  safe  or  proper  comparison  with  the  previous  year.  For  clear- 
ness and  emphasis  a  few  points  may  be  recited  in  this  place.  The  total 
property  of  the  University  showed  the  gratifying  increase  of  $84,543.45 
during  the  year,  making  the  present  total  $2,589,923.68.  The  income 
from  invested  funds  was  $83,476.62,  which  w^as  at  an  interest  rate  of 
5.206  per  cent,  for  twelve  months.  This  figure  compares  very  favorably 
witli  the  high  rate  of  5.25  per  cent,  during  the  previous  twelve  mouths, 
and  shows  that  the  funds  were  so  securely  invested  and  so  w-isely 
handled  that  the  financial  stringencj-  of  the  year  had  no  ill  effect  upon 
the  finances  of  the  University.  The  invested  funds  of  the  Universitj- 
on  May  31,  1906  amounted  to  $1,479,590.53,  and  on  June  30,  1908,  to 
$1,477,878.78,  show-ing  that  various  gifts  and  bequests  had  offset  the 
extraordinary^  paj-ments  for  real  estate  made  from  the  general  endow- 
ment fund  during  the  two  years.  These  pa3-ments  included  $99,377.57 
for  the  new  North  College,  $18,312.42  for  remodeling  South  College, 
$4,000  for  the  Childs  propertj-,  and  $7,000  for  the  old  Eclectic  property. 
As  was  anticipated  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  was  a  consider- 
able increase  in  the  deficit  owing  to  a  large  increase  in  expenditures. 
Although  gifts  of  $6,448.97  were  received  for  income  account,  the  deficit 
increased  from  $25,422.55  to  $38,627.76. 

The  deficit  means  that  the  present  endowment  funds  are  inadequate. 
Any  growth  of  the  Universit}'  must  cause  an  increase  in  the  deficit. 
A  single  item  reveals  with  startling  clearness  the  inadequacy  of  the 
endowment  funds.  The  payment  for  salaries  during  the  past  year  was 
$75,600,  while  the  income  from  the  presidency  and  professorship  funds 
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was  only  40.8  per  cent,  of  that  amount,  $30,864.92.  Even  adding 
$34,181.35,  the  income  from  the  general  endowment  funds,  there  would 
still  remain  a  shortage  nearly  equivalent  to  the  net  increase  in  the 
deficit. 


The  entering  class  has  an  enrollment  of  104  members.  The  number  of 
men  is  the  largest  ever  enrolled  in  a  freshman  class,  and  the  total  regis- 
tration is  only  one  short  of  the  largest  previously  recorded.  When  it  is 
recalled  that  this  is  a  period  of  interregnum,  the  signs  for  the  future 
may  be  regarded  as  encouraging.  There  is  indeed  good  reason  why 
every  new  class  should  show  a  considerable  advance  in  numbers  over 
its  immediate  predecessor.  To  accomplish  such  a  result,  s^'stematic 
work  is  indispensable. 


Attention  of  prospective  students  and  of  their  instructors  is  especially 
called  to  the  important  announcement  concerning  entrance  examina- 
tions made  on  another  page.  By  joining  the  College  Entrance  Examina- 
tion Board,  Wesleyan  University  puts  itself  in  line  with  the  best  colleges 
and  universities  in  the  country'  in  affording  applicants  for  admission  the 
fullest  convenience  in  taking  their  examinations. 


There  has  long  been  a  demand  for  the  establishment  of  courses  de- 
signed especially  to  give  pedagogical  training  to  prospective  teachers, 
and  it  is  a  cause  for  sincere  congratulation  that  a  beginning  has  been 
made  this  3'ear  with  a  course  in  educational  psychology.  Statistics 
collected  last  year  by  the  Argus  showed  that  37  out  of  273  men  in  the 
University  were  looking  forward  to  teaching  as  a  career.  It  is,  there- 
fore, most  gratifying  that  the  new  course,  which  is  open  onh-  to  juniors 
and  seniors,  has  been  elected  bj'  more  than  thirty  students.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  confirmation  of  the  demand  for  such  courses  may  be 
met  in  the  near  future  by  the  arrangement  of  further  courses  of  a 
pedagogical  nature. 

This  course,  intended  to  assist  in  preparation  for  a  career  as  teacher, 
is  but  one  of  several  new  courses  established  in  line  with  a  general  policy 
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which  the  faculty  has  been  following  for  two  years  and  which  it  hopes 
to  develop  much  further.  This  policy  is  to  add  to  the  curriculum  such 
courses  of  suitable  academic  character  as  will  be  of  distinct  practical 
assistance  to  students  contemplating  advanced  professional  studies  or 
some  definite  career.  The  department  of  biology  last  j'ear  began  modi- 
fj-ing  its  laboratory  courses  in  order  to  assist  prospective  students  of 
medicine.  The  introduction  of  the  covirses  in  industrial  chemistrj^  and 
electrochemistry,  begun  last  year  and  extended  during  the  present  year, 
is  an  important  evidence  of  this  new  policy.  Last  year  the  department 
of  mathematics  established  a  course  in  surveying  and  other  applications 
of  trigonometrj',  and  this  year  the  department  of  ph5"sics  is  offering 
a  course  devoted  to  the  study  ofdj-namos,  motors,  and  transformers. 
The  most  notable  of  all  the  changes  of  this  sort  is  the  introduction  this 
year  of  a  course  in  descriptive  geometry  and  mechanical  drawing,  which 
will  be  of  the  greatest  use  to  all  students  anticipating  advanced  scientific 
or  technical  study.  Several  instances  might  be  cited  of  courses  in  the 
humanities  and  mathematics  which  are  of  direct  practical  value  in  pro- 
fessional study,  but  suffice  it  to  mention  that  for  many  years  several 
of  the  courses  offered  in  economics  have  been  of  great  usefulness  for 
men  entering  the  law  or  business. 


An  arrangement  has  been  made  for  the  acquisition  of  the  library  of 
Professor  Atwater  for  the  University.  H.  D.  Gordon,  '92,  Hazardville, 
Connecticut,  has  already  raised  several  hundred  dollars  toward  the 
necessary  sum  of  $7,500,  and  will  welcome  the  generous  assistance  of 
the  alumni  and  friends  who  wish  to  subscribe  to  this  fund. 


The  committee  of  ladies  who  are  raising  an  endowment  for  a  Wes- 
le}-an  free  bed  in  the  Middlesex  Hospital  deserve  many  compliments 
on  the  success  which  has  attended  their  efforts,  and  especially  upon 
the  excellent  results  of  the  bazaar  which  they  conducted  in  November. 
Nearly  four-fifths  of  the  necessary  amount  has  now  been  secured.  Much 
of  the  success  of  the  bazaar,  both  financially  and  socially,  was  due  to 
the  generous  and  hearty  cooperation  of  the  people  of  Middletown.

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THE  NEW  PRESIDENT 

At  the  special  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  held  in  New  York  on 
November  13,  190S,  Reverend  William  Arnold  Shanklin,  D.  D.,  LL.D., 
President  of  Up])er  Iowa  University,  was  elected  President  of  Wesleyan 
University. 

President  Shanklin  was  born  on  April  18,  1864,  at  Carrollton,  Missouri. 
His  parents  were  Wesley  Dunscombe  and  Locke  (Arnold)  Shanklin,  and 
he  has  a  younger  brother,  Arnold  Shanklin,  who  has  been  consul  general 
of  the  United  States  at  Panama  since  1905.  Doctor  Shanklin  married 
Emma  Elizabeth  Brant  at  Fort  Scott,  Kansas,  on  October  14,  1891. 

He  was  graduated  from  Hamilton  College,  Clinton,  New  York,  with 
the  degree  of  B.  A.  in  1883,  and  from  Garrett  Biblical  Institute,  Evanston, 
Illinois,  with  the  degree  of  S.  T.  B.  in  1891.  He  has  also  received  the 
degrees  of  M.  A.  from  Hamilton  College  in  1895;  of  D.  D.  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Washington,  Seattle,  in  1895;  and  of  LL.D.  from  Baker  Uni- 
versity, Baldwin,  Kansas,  in  1906.  Doctor  Shanklin  is  a  member  of  the 
Sigma  Phi  fraternity  and  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Society. 

In  1889  he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  has  served  the  following  pastorates:  Peru,  Kansas,  1887-9; 
Fort  Scott,  Kansas,  1889-90;  Spokane,  Washington,  1890-3;  Seattle, 
Washington,  1893-6;  Dubuque,  Iowa,  1896-1900;  Reading,  Pennsylvania, 
1900-5.  In  1905  Doctor  Shanklin  was  elected  to  the  presidency  of  Upper 
Iowa  University. 

The  election  of  Doctor  Shanklin  to  the  presidency  of  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity has  met  with  the  warmest  approval  from  all  who  are  acquainted 
with  him  and  his  work.  In  the  ministry  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  he  had  a  most  successful  career,  which  marked  him  as  one  of 
the  foremost  of  the  3-ounger  men  in  the  denomination.  His  vitality  of 
thought,  zealous  activity,  and  spiritual  force  appeal  strongly  to  young 
people  and  always  assure  him  a  welcome  and  a  hearing  from  students 
in  both  preparatory  schools  and  colleges. 

Though  his  educational  career,  as  president  of  Upper  Iowa  University, 
has  been  brief,  yet  the  brilliancy  of  his  success  has  attracted  the  most 
favorable  attention  and  support  not  only  in  his  own  state  and  denom- 
ination, but  also  among  the  strongest  men  in  the  country  who  are 
interested  in  educational  development.  A  large  increase  of  the  endow- 
ment funds  achieved  during  the  very  time  of  the  recent  financial 
stringency  fully  proved  his  efficiency  and  enterprise  in  business  man- 
agement.   An  extensive  reorganization  of  the  university  and  the  winning 
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of  "the  unlimited  confidence  of  the  people,  faculty,  and  student  body  " 
demonstrated  his  ability  in  educational  administration  and  in  securing 
the  enthusiastic  support  of  his  constituency. 


TRUvSTEE  MEETINGS 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  was  held  in  South  Col- 
lege, Middletown,  Connecticut,  on  aionday,  June  22,  1908,  at  8:00  p.  m. 
In  the  absence  of  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  president  of  the  board,  F.  M.  North 
was  elected  president  pro  tern.  Adjourned  sessions  were  held  on  the 
following  day  at  9:00  a.  m.  and  2:00  p.  m. 

The  following  officers  of  the  board  were  reelected:  President,  H.  C.  M. 
Ingraham;  Secretary,  D.  G.  Downey;  Treasurer,  C.  D.  Burdick. 

C.  H.  Buck,  G.  S.  Coleman,  C.  D.  Jones,  J.  E.  Leaycraft,  and  P.  C. 
Lounsbury  were  reelected  trustees  for  the  term  expiring  October  i, 
1913.  The  report  of  the  election  of  W.  R.  Walkley  and  F.  W.  Clarke 
as  alumni  trustees  to  serve  for  the  same  period  was  received  and  filed. 
The  local  executive  connnittee  was  instructed  to  reclassify  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  trustees  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
new  charter. 

The  annual  reports  of  President  Raymond  and  the  treasurer  were 
presented  orally,  with  the  understanding  that  the  completed  reports 
should  be  printed  later.  The  annual  reports  of  the  standing  conmiittees 
were  received  and  placed  on  file. 

The  various  standing  committees  for  the  ensuing  year  were  chosen. 
\V.  J.  James  was  appointed  assistant  treasurer. 

G.  G.  Reynolds,  from  the  committee  to  nominate  a  new  president  of 
the  University,  reported  progress,  and  the  committee  was  continued, 
with  the  following  members:  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  G.  S.  Bennett,  J.  M. 
Buckley,  G.  S.  Coleman,  T.  E.  Hancock,  W.  I.  Haven,  W.  V.  Kelley, 
G.  G.  Reynolds,  and  Charles  Scott. 

It  was  voted  that  all  necessary  arrangements  for  the  administration  of 
the  University  until  the  election  of  a  new  president  be  committed  to  the 
general  executive  committee  with  power.  [The  committee  chose  Pro- 
fessor Rice  to  serve  again  as  acting  president.] 

The  following  appointments  were  made: 

H.  R.  Reiter,  M.  A.,  Director  of  the  Gymnasium  for  one  year. 

R.  E.  Finlay,  B.  S.,  Assistant  in  Chemistrv  for  one  vear. 
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A.  C.  Stevens,  M.  E.,  Assistant  in  Physics,  Descriptive  Geometry,  and 
Mechanical  Drawing  for  one  year.  [This  title  was  afterwards  changed 
to  Instructor  in  Descriptive  Geometry  and  Assistant  in  Physics.] 

The  request  of  President  Raj-mond  for  leave  of  absence  during  the 
college  year  1908-9  was  referred  to  the  general  executive  committee 
with  power.  [The  request  was  granted.]  Professor  Dodge  was  granted 
leave  of  absence  for  one  year  from  July  i,  1909. 

It  was  voted  that  the  appropriation  of  a  portion  of  the  endowment  re- 
ceived from  G.  I.  Seney  to  a  chair  in  chemistry  under  the  name  of  the 
J.  W.  Beach  Professorship  of  Chemistry  (as  appears  to  have  been  done 
in  1880)  be  changed  to  the  chair  of  psychology,  so  that  it  shall  hence- 
forth be  known  as  the  J.  W.  Beach  Professorship  of  Psychology.  In 
accordance  with  the  will  of  E.  B.  Nye,  the  fund  received  by  the  Univer- 
sity under  his  will  was  applied  to  the  endowment  of  the  E.  B.  Nye 
Professorship  of  Chemistry. 

Upon  report  of  the  committee  on  retiring  allowances  for  members  of 
the  faculty,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  trustees  accept  and  announce  as  a-part  of 
the  policy  of  the  University,  the  development  of  a  systematic  plan  for 
retiring  allowances  for  members  of  the  facult}-. 

The  list  of  persons  recommended  by  the  faculty  for  the  various 
master's  and  bachelor's  degrees  in  course  was  approved.  It  was  also 
voted  to  confer  certain  honorarj^  degrees.  [The  list  of  honorary  degrees 
conferred  appears  under  a  separate  heading  in  this  Bulletin.'] 

The  recommendation  of  the  faculty  for  changing  the  dates  of  opening 
and  closing  the  college  year  was  referred  to  G.  D.  Beattys,  J.  M.  Buck- 
ley, W.  I.  Haven,  F.  M.  North,  and  B.  P.  Raymond,  to  report  at  the 
mid-year  meeting. 

The  matter  of  putting  the  electric  light  and  power  wires  under  ground 
was  referred  to  the  local  executive  committee  with  power.  [The  work 
w^as  completed  during  the  summer.]  The  usual  appropriation  of  $200 
for  the  American  School  of  Classical  Studies  at  Athens  was  voted.  Pro- 
fessors Crawford  and  Cady  were  appointed  a  conmiittee  on  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  income  of  the  Crawford  Memorial  Fund. 

The  president  was  authorized  to  remit  to  worthy  and  needy  students 
tuition  fees  not  to  exceed  |io,ooo  for  the  year  1908-9.  The  president 
was  requested  to  furnish  to  the  board  at  its  mid-year  meeting  a  full 
statement  showing  in  detail  the  amount  of  moneys  received  per  student 
during  the  past  five  years  from  tuition,  and  what  proportion  of  students 
enjoy  free  or  partially  free  tuition. 
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As  chairman  of  a  special  committee  on  church  attendance  appointed 
at  the  meeting  on  April  9,  1908,  W.  V:  Kelley  reported  in  favor  of  a  rule 
requiring  church  attendance. 

After  much  debate,  the  whole  matter  was  referred  back  to  the  com- 
mittee for  further  consideration,  report  to  be  made  at  the  mid-year 
meeting  of  the  board.  A  new  committee,  consisting  of  G.  D.  Beattys, 
G.  S.  Coleman,  D.  G.  Downey,  W.  I.  Haven,  W.  L.  Hoagland,  W.  V. 
Kelley,  J.  E.  Leaycraft,  B.  P.  Raymond,  and  W.  R.  Walkley,  was 
appointed. 

W.  U.  Pearne,  as  chairman  of  a  committee  appointed  on  December  6, 
1907,  to  confer  with  a  committee  of  the  academic  council  on  the  question 
of  a  separate  college  for  women,  presented  a  report  of  progress,  which 
was  accepted  and  the  committee  continued.  Later  in  the  meeting  Charles 
Scott  introduced  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  after  the  opening  of  the  college  year  1909-1 910  no 
women  be  admitted 'to  Wesleyan  University,  but  nothing  in  this  action 
is  to  be  construed  as  in  any  wa}-  interfering  with  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  the  women  who  may  be  students  in  the  college  at  the  opening 
of  the  college  year  1909-1910. 

Resolved^  That  it  is  desirable  to  establish  a  coordinate  college  for 
women,  and  that  we  pledge  ourselves  to  establish  such  an  institution  so 
soon  as  the  necessary  funds  are  available. 

The  resolutions  were  separated  and  the  first  was  referred  directly  to 
the  mid-year  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  for  final  action,  due  notice 
of  the  proposed  action  to  be  sent  to  all  the  trustees.  The  second  was 
referred  to  the  committee  already  constitiited  on  a  separate  college  for 
womei:.  On  further  motion,  the  finance  committee  was  instructed  to 
examine  into  the  question  of  the  relation  of  the  trust  funds  to  the  subject 
of  coeducation  and  report  their  findings  to  the  mid-year  meeting  of  the 
board. 

The  following  resolution  in  memor}-  of  J.  M.  King  was  adopted: 
"In  the  lapse  of  time  since  the  death  of  this  energetic  and  loyal  ser- 
vant of  his  church  and  country,  all  that  appreciation  and  affection  could 
say  in  speech  and  writing  has  been  said  and  published.  Yet  it  would  be 
as  unseemly  as  ungrateful  for  this  body,  in  its  official  character,  to 
depend  upon  what  others  have  said. 

"This  University  was  his  alma  mater.  To  it  he  ever  returned  with 
respect,  thanksgiving,  and  enthusiasm.      .-Vs  a  trustee,  as  elsewhere  on 
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many  boards  of  control,  lie  was  faithful  both  in  attendance  and  atten- 
tion. If  he  spoke  unfrequently,  he  voted  intelligently,  and  when  speak- 
ing was  heard  with  the  expectation  that  valuable  light  would  be  shed  on 
the  subject  discussed — an  expectation  which  seldom,  if  ever,  was  disap- 
pointed. His  godly  ancestry  and  environment  found  fruitage  in  his 
conversion  and  entrance  upon  the  ministry.  He  combined  scholarship 
with  an  ability  to  teach,  intensity  of  feeling  with  a  capacity  for  con- 
tinued work  and  even  prolonged  drudgery  if  necessary.  Rarely  has 
been  seen  such  a  gift  of  blending  of  details  with  mental  and  emotional 
responsiveness.  The  degrees,  in  course  and  otherwise,  conferred  upon 
Doctor  King  by  this  and  other  institiitions  were  honorable  to  the  said 
institutions  as  well  as  to  the  recipient.  To  record  his  numerous 
positions  and  describe  how  well  he  filled  them  would  Ije  I)oth  super- 
fluous and  inadequate. 

"As  the  sorrow  of  a  genuine  bereavement  is  perpetual,  we  express  as  a 
body,  what  several  of  its  members  have  done  individually,  at  this  late 
■date,  our  sympathy  with  Mrs.  King,  their  son  and  daughter,  and  the 
surviving  brothers,  Joseph  E.  and  Harvey  King." 

It  was  agreed  that  W.  V.  Kelley  should  prepare  a  memorial  con- 
•cerning  Bishop  E.  G.  Andrews,  which  should  be  entered  upon  the 
minutes. 

Adjournment  was  taken  subject  to  the  call  of  the  acting  president. 


An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  was  held  at  150  Fifth 
Avenue,  New  York  City,  on  November  13,  1908,  at  2:00  p.  m..  President 
H.  C.  M.  Ingraham  in  the  chair.  W.  U.  Pearne  was  chosen  secretary 
pro  toil. 

The  report  of  the  committee  to  nominate  a  new  president  was  pre- 
sented by  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham  and  \V.  \'.  Kelley,  and  adopted.  William 
Arnold  Shanklin,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  President  of  Upper  Iowa  University, 
whose  name  had  been  presented  by  the  committee,  was  then  formally 
elected  President  of  the  University. 

H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  W.  V.  Kelley,  and  G.  S.  Bennett  were  appointed 
a  connnittee  to  inform  Doctor  vSluuiklin  of  his  election  and  to  arrange 
with  him  the  date  at  which  he  should  take  office.  Several  other  votes 
were  passed  regulating  details  concerning  the  presidency,  and  action 
^•as  taken  on  some  other  minor  matters.

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The  total  receipts  from  investments  during  the  thirteen  months  were 
$83,476.62.  The  income  of  the  general  investments  has  been  divided  at 
the  rate  of  5.64  per  cent,  (equivalent  to  5.206  per  cent,  per  annum)  among 
the  funds  and  balances  to  which  these  investments  belong,  no  interest 
being  allowed  to  the  profit  and  loss  accounts,  for  general  investment, 
and  for  Ayres  scientific  endowment,  and  only  the  interest  called  for  by 
agreement  being  allowed  on  the  annuity  funds.  The  income  remaining 
after  the  above  division  ($23.26)  has  been  added  to  the  income  of  the 
general  endowment  funds.  By  vote  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  ex- 
penditures from  any  librarj-,  scholarship,  or  prize  fund,  in  any  one  year, 
shall  not  exceed  4 j^  per  cent,  of  the  principal  of  said  fund.  Any  income 
above  4^  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  the  principal  of  the  fund.  Since 
this  fiscal  }-ear  contained  thirteen  months,  an  expenditure  of  4%  per 
cent,  was  permitted  in  the  case  of  the  library  and  prize  funds. 

During  the  year,  payments  of  $17,361.70  increased  the  Alumni  fund 
from  $47,592.86  to  $64,954.56.  Of  the  new  payments  $11,177.15  was 
credited  to  the  general  endowment  fund,  $1,139.55  to  the  general  income 
account,  and  $5,045  to  scholarship  funds. 

The  total  cost  of  the  new  North  College  and  its  furnishings  has  been 
fi35>3S5-66.  Of  this  amount,  $34,626.11  was  received  from  insurance  on 
the  old  building,  $1,181.98  from  the  Undergraduate  building  fund,  $200 
from  special  gifts,  and  the  remainder,  $99,377.57,  has  been  paid  from 
the  general  endowment  fund.  The  total  cost  of  remodeling  South 
College,  $18,312.42,  has  also  been  defrayed  from  the  general  endowment 
fund.

Additional  payments  of  $131  have  been  received  for  the  Under- 
graduate building  fund  for  North  College.  Further  payments  to  the 
Alumni  endowment  fund  have  been  made  amounting  to  $7,062.09. 
There  is  to  be  credited  to  the  same  fund  $2,500  given  by  G.  G.  Reynolds, 
'41,  for  the  establishment  of  the  Abigail  Pennoyer  Reynolds  scholar- 
ship fund. 

J.  M.  Van  Vleck,  '50,  has  given  an  additional  $2,000  for  the  Astro- 
nomical Observatory  fund.    I'or  tuition  aid,  $250  has  been  received  from

Jacob  Fr.\ncis  Coopkr  (B.  A.,  '83),  because  of  the  twenty-five  years 
of  successful  service  in  tlie  New  England  Southern  Conference  and  of 
service  in  the  best  pastorates  of  three  great  cities,  namely,  Taunton, 
New  Bedford,  and  Providence,  and  because  of  the  very  high  apprecia- 
tion of  the  most  intelligent  hearers  in  your  congregations  both  of  your 
ability  and  your  character,  we  welcome  you  back  to  your  alma  mater, 
and  I  admit  you  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

John  Walter  Maynard  (B.  A.,  '83),  in  that  class  of  literature  of 
which  St.  Paul  speaks — epistles  known  and  read  of  all  men — yoii  have 
written  well.  Your  literary  arts  course,  your  course  in  divinity,  your 
interest  in  the  best  books,  and  your  devout  spirit  have  qualified  you  for 
this  great  work.  There  is  no  greater  work.  We  recognize  this  service 
to-day,  and  I  admit  you  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

Jonathan  Magie  Meeker  (ex-' 73),  as  pastor  and  district  superin- 
tendent you  have  rendered  the  church  distinguished  service  in  the 
Newark  Conference  for  many  years.

It  is  a  marked  distinction  to  have  been 
elected  to  the  presidency  of  Centenar}-  Collegiate  Institute.  In  recog- 
nition of  your  work  and  of  this  honor  I  admit  you  to-day  to  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

William  Armstrong  Richard  (B.  A.,  '84),  because  of  that  fine 
appreciation  of  the  real  in  religion  and  the  practical  in  theology,  which 
has  been  characteristic  of  your  work,  and  because  of  that  sympathy. 
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wisilom,  and  sanity  with  which  you  have  administered  your  high  office 
as  district  superintendent  in  the  New  York  East  Conference,  I  admit 
you  to-day  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

GlenTworTH  Reevk  BuTi.ER  (A.  B.,  Hamilton  College,  '77),  as 
physician-in -chief  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Hospital  in  Brooklyn 
and  president  of  its  medical  board,  and  as  an  honored  alumnus  of  that 
historic  old  sister  college,  Hamilton,  we  welcome  you  to-day  to  this 
platform.  We  recognize  the  distinguished  service  that  you  by  your 
ability,  your  professional  training  aiid  skill,  have  rendered  the  Meth- 
odist P^piscopal  Hospital  for  a  period  of  twenty  years.  Your  voluminous 
writings  have  given  you  fame;  especially  your  work  on  Diagnostics  of 
Internal  Medicine,  a  work  which  stands  alone  in  this  field,  has  given 
you  an  enviable  international  reputation  among  specialists.  But  name 
and  fame  are  tame  words  when  compared  with  that  great  word  service. 
Because  of  j-our  distinguished  career  as  a  writer  and  especially  because 
of  the  service  you  have  rendered,  and  the  promise  of  still  greater  service 
in  the  years  to  come,  I  admit  you  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.

LrciAN  LovK  Shedden,  your  career  us  district  attorney  of  Clinton 
County  for  six  j-ears,  as  county  judge  for  two  years,  as  an  appointee  of 
the  governor  of  the  State  of  New  York  on  the  important  Commission 
on  Gas  and  Electricity,  and  your  position  as  regent  of  the  University 
of  the  State  of  New  York  representing  the  fourth  judicial  district, 
express  the  confidence  of  the  people  in  your  ability  as  a  lawyer,  your 
integrity  as  a  judge,  and  your  ability  and  willingness  to  serve  the  people. 
Because  of  the  faithful  service  rendered  in  these  several  positions,  and 
with  the  expectation  that  opportunities  for  conspicuous  service  will  not 
be  wanting,  we  invite  you  to  our  brotherhood.  I  admit  you  to-day  to 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 
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RoLi-iN  Simmons  Woodruff,  the  exalted  position  you  occupy  as 
governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Connecticut  is  one  which  the  most 
ambitious  might  well  covet.  Great  names  are  in  the  line  of  succession 
between  1639  and  1908.  The  powers  vested  in  the  governor  are  great, 
and  the  channels  through  which  that  power  reaches  the  people,  the 
legislative,  the  judiciary,  and  the  boards  and  commissions,  are  many. 
The  confidence  of  your  fellow  citizens  was  shown  by  the  splendid  vote 
given  you  at  your  election.  You  have  justified  that  confidence,  and 
add  another  honorable  name  to  the  long  list  of  honored  predecessors.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Athletic  Association  was  held  in 
Memorial  Chapel,  Tuesday,  June  23,  190S,  at  12:00  M.,  President  D.  L. 
Robertson,  '78,  in  the  chair. 

The  following  officers  were  elected:  President,  J.  C.  Wells,  ex-'88;  Vice- 
president,  R.  W.  Rymer,  '00;  Secretary-Treasurer,  H.  B.  Shonk,  '03, 
141  Broadway,  New  York. 

L.  E.  Gordon,  '94,  of  Hartford,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  athletic 
council  for  a  term  of  three  years  to  succeed  C.  H.  Judd,  '94,  who  could 
not  accept  reelection,  although  he  had  received  the  highest  number  of 
nominating  ballots. 

The  report  of  the  secretary-treasurer,  C.  F.  Price,  '02,  showed  337 
paid  memberships,  an  increase  of  exactly  100  over  the  previous  year, 
and  receipts  of  $1,224.89,  an  increase  of  more  than  25  per  cent,  over  the 
receipts  of  the  previous  year.  Out  of  this  unexpectedly  large  surplus, 
the  Association  contributed  $175  to  the  track  team  for  coaching,  and 
left  a  balance  of  S62.28  to  be  carried  forw-ard.

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APPOINTMENTS  TO  THE  FACULTY 
Leroy  Albert  Howlaxd,  elected  Associate  Professor  of  Mathematics, 
was  graduated  from  Wesleyan  University  with  the  degree  of  B.  A.  in 
1900,  and  from  Harvard  University  with  the  degree  of  M.  A.  in  1904.  He 
was  instructor  in  mathematics  in  Drexel  Institute,  Philadelphia,  from 
1900  to  1903,  and  in  \Vesle3-an  University  from  1905  to  1906.  He  pursued 
graduate  work  in  Harvard  University  from  1903  to  1905,  and,  as  Parker 
fellow  from  Harvard  University,  in  the  University  of  Munich  from  1906 
to  1908.

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DEPARTMENT  NOTES 

Latin. — From  the  collections  of  Professor  Atwater,  Mrs.  Atwater  has 
presented  to  the  department  a  number  of  photographs  of  statuary,  mostly 
from  originals  in  Roman  museums.  More  than  thirty  of  the  pictures 
are  of  classical  subjects,  and  were  already  suitably  framed.  These  have 
been  placed  upon  the  walls  of  the  classical  seminary  room. 

English  Language. — Two  new  prizes  are  offered  for  excellence  in 
English  composition.  The  Cole  prize,  the  gift  of  George  Henry  Walker, 
'81,  in  memory  of  Charles  Edward  Cole,  will  be  awarded  to  that  member 
of  the  sophomore  class  who  maintains  the  highest  standing  in  English 
composition  from  the  mid-year  period  of  his  freshman  ^-ear  to  the  end 
of  his  sophomore  year.  The  amount  of  this  prize  is  thirty-five  dollars. 
Competition  for  this  prize  will  begin  at  the  mid-N-ear  period  of  1909. 

The  Mead  prize,  in  memor}-  of  Reverend  Merritt  Bates  Mead,  will  be 
awarded  to  that  member  of  the  junior  class  who  writes  the  best  English 
essay.  Essa3-s  in  competition  for  this  prize  must  not  exceed  twelve 
hundred  words  in  length,  and  must  be  left  with  the  professor  of  the 
English  Language  on  or  before  the  first  Saturday  following  the  Easter 
recess.     The  amount  of  this  prize  is  twenty'  dollars. 

Physics. — For  the  first  time  the  University  is  offering  instruction  in 
descriptive  geometry  and  mechanical  drawing.  The  course,  which  con- 
sists of  lectures,  recitations,  and  practice  in  the  drafting  room,  is  given 
by  A.  C.  Stevens,  who  is  also  the  assi.stant  in  the  department  of  physics. 
Room  40  in  Scott  Laboratory  has  been  equipped  with  drawing  tables  and 
other  accessories  for  the  piirpose. 

Professor  Cady  has  nearh-  completed  two  lines  of  investigation  on  the 
electric  arc  which  he  has  carried  on  during  the  past  j-ear  with  the 
assistance  of  A.  C.  Stevens  and  G.  W.  Vinal,  the  assistants  in  the  depart- 
ment, and  he  will  shorth-  publish  the  results.  In  order  to  produce 
high-tension  direct  current  for  this  experimental  work,  a  small  500-volt 
generator  was  purchased  during  the  summer. 

Chemistry. — The  appointment  of  Doctor  Turrentine,  who  is  a 
specialist  in  physical  chemistry  and  electrochemistry,  has  made  possible 
the  offering  of  courses  in  those  two  important  branches  of  chemistry 
this  year  for  the  first  time  at  Wesle^-an.  Although  these  courses  are 
necessarily  only  introductory  in  their  respective  lines,  yet  taken  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  in  industrial  chemistr}'  inaugurated  by  Doctor 
Renshaw  last  year,  they  represent  a  very  important  development  of  the 
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(le])artineiit  along  the  most  modern  and  ])ractical  lines.  That  this  meets 
a  real  demand  and  is  appreciated  is  shown  by  the  election  of  these 
courses  In-  a  large  majority  of  the  students  eligible  to  enter  them. 

In  addition  to  the  course  in  electrochemistry,  concerning  which  the 
statement  appeared  in  the  Announcement  of  Courses  in  June,  Doctor 
Turrentine  will  offer  a  laboratory  course,  covmting  as  two  hours  a  week, 
in  applied  electrochemistry.  Electroh'sis,  measurement  of  electrical 
constants,  determination  of  current  and  energy  efficiencies  in  electrolytic 
work,  commercial  methods  of  electrolytic  plating  and  refining  of  metals, 
and  the  electrochemical  preparation  of  pigments  and  of  organic  and  in- 
organic compounds  in  general  will  be  the  subjects  of  investigation. 

It  is  also  a  gratifying  indication  of  the  growth  of  the  department, 
that  the  seminary  course,  which  has  been  omitted  for  some  time,  is  given 
again,  with  a  goodly  nutnber  of  elections.  The  work  consists  chiefly  of 
reports  of  reading  vipon  topics  assigned  with  the  purpose  of  developing 
the  student's  range  of  information,  especially  in  connection  wath  the 
most  recent  investigations. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  May  Bulletin,  the  department  has

Landers,  Frary,  and  Clark,  New 
Britain,  alcohol  utilities;  United  States  Industrial  Alcohol  Company, 
Peoria,  Illinois,  alcohol  manufactures;  J.  B.  Van  Horn,  '08,  New  York, 
starches,  dextrins,  etc.;  Larkin  Company,  Buffalo,  soaps;  H.  D.  Gordon, 
'92,  Hazardville,  Connecticut,  shoddies;  Hawes,  Von  Gal  Company, 
Danbury,  hats;  Straus  and  Company,  New  York,  Cheney  Brothers, 
Manchester,  Connecticut,  and  S.  A.  Salvage,  New  York,  natural  and 
artificial  silks. 

Geology. — On  account  of  Professor  Rice's  duties  during  the  present 
year  as  acting  president,  he  has  been  relieved  of  the  charge  of  the  class 
in  physical  geography-.  Isaiah  Bowman,  B.  S.,  Instructor  in  Geography 
in  Yale  L'niversity,  has  been  emploj^ed  this  year,  as  last,  to  take  charge 
of  that  class.  Professor  Rice  is  conducting  this  year  the  elementary 
course  in  geology  and  the  course  in  mineralogy.  The  advanced  courses 
in  this  department  are  postponed  until  next  year. 
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SOME  EFFECTS  OF  THE  ELECTIVE  SYSTEM 

The  following  data  show  some  of  the  more  interesting  results  of  the 
extension  of  the  elective  system  this  year,  but  obviously  several  of  these 
changes  are  only  temporary,  so  that  several  years  will  be  required  for  a 
fair  test  of  the  operation  of  the  new  elective  system.  No  explanation 
has  been  found  for  the  abrupt  and  surprising  decrease  in  the  number  of 
students  offering  Greek  for  admission,  and  the  figures  of  succeeding 
years  must  be  awaited  to  determine  whether  the  decrease  is  accidental 
or  significant. 

There  has  been  a  noticeable  decrease  this  year  in  the  number  of 
students  presenting  both  Greek  and  Latin  for  admission.  Fifteen  years 
ago  about  60  per  cent,  of  the  students  entered  the  classical  course,  pre- 
senting both  Greek  and  Latin.  The  number  gradually  dropped  to  about 
30  per  cent.,  and  this  year  only  12  per  cent,  offer  three  years  of  Greek 
for  admission.  Those  who  oflFer  Greek  for  admission  are,  with  one 
exception,  continuing  the  subject  in  college;  but  the  present  freshman 
class  in  Greek  numl^ers  only  1 1  as  compared  with  31  last  year.  Greek 
is  not  an  absolute  requirement  for  the  B.  A.  degree  under  the  new 
course  of  study,  as  the  rule  is  that  a  candidate  for  that  degree  must  take 
one  course  in  Greek  or  Latin,  and  one  course  in  Greek,  Latin,  mathe- 
matics, or  a  modern  language.  Forty-nine  out  of  the  100  new  students 
in  the  entering  class  presented  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the 
classical  course,  and  all  these  are  continuing  Latin  with  three  excep- 
tions, of  whom  two  are  candidates  for  the  B.  S.  degree,  although  thev 
presented  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  classical  course.  Fresh- 
man Latin  and  Greek  liave  each  been  reduced  from  a  four-hour  course 
to  a  three-hour  course.  There  is  a  supplementary  course  of  one  hour  a 
week  in  each  of  the  languages,  elective  for  those  who  are  intending  to 
specialize  in  classics.  In  I.  A.  Latin  the  work  of  the  course  consists  in 
reading  at  sight  and  prose  composition,  with  occasional  lectures.  In 
I.  A.  Greek  the  time  is  devoted  to  rapid  reading  in  the  Odyssey. 
Twenty  have  elected  the  Latin  course  this  year,  and  four  the  Greek 
course. 

Of  the  47  freshmen  candidates  for  the  degree  of  B.  A.,  of  whom 
mathematics  is  no  longer  absolutely  required,  26  have  elected  at  least 
one  course  in  mathematics.  Physics  and  chemistry  were  formerly  re- 
quired of  classical  sophomores.  They  are  elective  this  year,  and  the 
classes  are  taken  by  1 2  and  29  sophomores  respectively  and  by  a  large 
number  of  freshmen.  I.  Economics  was  formerly  required  of  juniors, 
with  permission  to  take  the  subject'  in  the  sophomore  or  senior  year 
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with  the  consent  of  the  instructor.  The  class  numbers  67  this  year,  as 
against  94  last  year.  EngHsh  History,  previously  a  sophomore  elective, 
has  been  thrown  open  to  freshmen;  and  p.sychology  and  logic,  formerly 
required  of  juniors  and  sophomores  respectively,  have  been  combined 
into  one  course,  elective  for  sophomores.  The  elementary  courses  in 
history  and  philosophy  are  therefore  practically  doubled  this  year,  70 
having  elected  history  and  no  philosophy.  The  course  in  ethics,  pre- 
viously retiuired  of  seniors,  is  now  an  elective  and  has  been  chosen  by 
29  seniors  this  year. 

The  members  of  the  junior  class  have  chosen  to  make  their  major 
study  in  the  following  departments:  English  literature,  16;  biology,  8; 
economics,  8;  Romance  languages,  7;  philosophy,  7;  chemistry,  5; 
physics,  5;  German,  3;  history,  3;  mathematics,  2;  Latin,  i;  Greek,  i. 


MUSEUM 


Reverend  Joseph  Beech,  '99,  missionary  in  West  China,  has  presented 
to  the  museum  an  interesting  collection  of  ethnological  specimens  from 
China  and  Tibet.  The  collection  includes  about  800  coins  and  about 
300  other  specimens.  Among  these  are  idols  and  other  objects  used  in 
worship,  domestic  utensils,  carvings  in  jade,  ivory,  and  other  materials, 
pictures,  and  books.  Some  of  the  specimens  are  of  very  great  antiquity, 
others  are  elegantly  artistic.  The  collection  is  a  very  valuable  one,  and 
instructive  in  regard  to  many  phases  of  the  life  of  the  people. 

From  the  widow  of  Reverend  Merrill  Hitchcock,  '81,  the  museum  has 
received  as  a  donation  Mr.  Hitchcock's  herbarium.  From  his  student 
days  to  the  end  of  his  life,  Mr.  Hitchcock  was  an  earnest  student  of 
botany  and  an  enterprising  and  conscientious  collector.  The  specimens 
in  his  herbarium  are  finely  preserved  and  number  about  700.  Of  these 
about  200  were  collected  in  Connecticut.  Collections  illustrative  of  the 
local  natural  history  of  this  region  are  especially  welcome  in  the  museum. 
A  committee  of  the  Connecticut  Botanical  Society,  who  are  preparing  a 
bulletin  on  the  flowering  plants  of  Connecticut,  to  be  published  by  the 
State  Geological  and  Natural  History  Surve}',  have  obtained  from  this 
herbarium  valuable  information  in  regard  to  localities  of  rare  plants,  or 
plants  the  limit  of  whose  range  lies  in  this  vicinity. 
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ENTRANCE  EXAMINATIONS 

Wesleyan  University  has  joined  the  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board,  and  hereafter  the  examinations  set  by  the  board  annually  in  June 
will  be  conducted  in  Middletown.  The  University  will  therefore  cease  to 
give  its  own  entrance  examinations  in  June,  but  will  continue  to  con- 
duct its  own  entrance  examinations  in  September.  The  examinations 
conducted  by  the  board  are  given  in  many  cities  and  towns,  and  in  con- 
nection with  the  most  important  college  preparatory  schools  throughout 
the  United  States.  A  list  of  the  places  of  examination  may  be  obtained 
from  the  secretary  of  the  board.  New  examination  centers  are  estab- 
lished from  time  to  time  as  demand  requires.  This  arrangement  will, 
therefore,  be  of  great  advantage  to  prospective  Weslej'an  students,  for  it 
will  obviate  the  necessity  of  a  trip  to  Middletown  to  take  the  examina- 
tions in  June.  The  entrance  examinations  conducted  by  the  University 
in  September  must  be  taken  in  Middletown,  as  formerly. 

In  1909,  the  board  examinations  will  be  conducted  from  June  14  to 
June  19,  inclusive.  Candidates  for  examinations  nmst  make  application 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  Post  Office 
Sub-station  84,  New  York,  on  blanks  which  may  be  obtained  from  him 
by  the  candidate  or  his  teacher.  These  applications  must  be  received 
by  the  secretary  on  or  before  Monday,  May  31,  1909.  Each  application 
for  an  examination  must  be  accompanied  by  an  examination  fee  of  $5, 
which  may  be  remitted  by  postal  order,  express  order,  or  draft  on  New 
York,  to  the  order  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board.  The  fee 
nmtt  be  paid  by  all  applicants,  whether  they  intend  to  present  them- 
selves for  examination  in  one  subject  or  in  several  subjects.  Candidates 
who  have  not  filed  an  application  with  the  secretary,  if  admitted  to  ex- 
amination by  the  supervising  officer  in  charge,  nnist  pay  an  extra  fee 
of  |5- 


UNIVERSITY  NOTES 
ATWATER  Library. — H.  D.  Gordon,  '92,  has  in  charge  the  raising  of 
17,500,  which  has  been  fixed  as  the  purchase  price  of  the  library  of  the 
late  Professor  Atwater.  The  value  of  this  large  collection  is  greatly  en- 
hanced by  the  practically  complete  series  of  chemical  periodicals.  Some 
of  the  sets  could  scarcely  be  duplicated  to-day.  In  spite  of  the  financial 
stringency  during  the  past  year,  several  hundred  dollars  has  already 
been  paid  in,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  alumni  will  generously  and  promptly 
complete  the  amount  needed.  Meantime,  through  an  arrangement  with 
Mrs.  Atwater,  the  library  remains  accessible  in  Judd  Hall.     The  library 
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contains  more  than  five  thousand  vohinies,  inchnling  about  twenty-five 
hundred  vohmies  of  periodicals. 

University  Regulations. — A  new  edition  of  the  regulations  govern- 
ing students  has  just  been  published.  Several  amendments  have  been 
introduced.  The  allowance  of  absences  from  chapel  exercises  has  been 
changed  from  twenty  a  term  to  thirty  for  a  half-year.  This  does  not 
change  the  total,  but  effects  a  more  even  distribution  of  the  allowance. 
An  important  amendment  rigidly  restricts  the  privilege  of  changing  the 
registration  of  electives  after  the  close  of  the  first  week  in  each  half- 
year.  Another  radical  change  requires  members  of  the  three  upper 
classes  to  register  their  choice  of  electives  for  the  ensuing  year  in  June, 
though  entire  freedom  of  change  is  allowed  at  the  opening  of  the  college 
year  in  September.  The  regulations  concerning  special  examinations 
and  attendance  on  laboratory  exercises  have  been  strengthened. 

New  Rule  Concerning  Honors  in  General  Scholarship.  —  The 
adoption  of  the  new  course  of  study  has  made  necessary  a  restatement 
of  the  requirements  for  honors  in  general  scholarship.  For  graduation 
a  total  of  not  less  than  sixty  hours  is  now  required.  For  high  honors, 
the  candidate  must  have  completed  not  less  than  forty-six  hours  with 
marks  of  first  grade,  and  not  less  than  fifty-six  hours  with  marks  of  first 
or  second  grade,  and  have  no  mark  below  third  grade.  For  honors,  the 
candidate  nuist  complete  fifty-six  hours  with  marks  of  first,  second,  or 
third  grade,  with  the  number  of  hours  of  first  grades  equal  to  the  number 
of  hours  of  third  grades,  and  there  must  be  no  mark  below  fourth  grade. 

AvRES  Prize. — The  Ayres  prize  for  the  best  examination  in  the  sub- 
jects required  for  admission  to  the  classical  course  has  been  awarded,  in 
the  class  of  1912,  to  George  Landon  Buck  of  New  London,  Connecticut. 

Hospital  Bed  for  vStudents. — The  committee  of  ladies  which  is 
raising  an  endowment  for  a  free  bed  in  the  Middlesex  Hospital  for  the 
use  of  Wesleyan  students  is  able  to  report  gratifying  progress.  Nearly 
six  hundred  dollars  was  received  last  spring  in  response  to  the  circular 
sent  to  the  alumni,  thereby  increasing  the  fund  to  something  over  $2,000. 
On  November  19  and  20,  a  bazaar  was  held  in  the  Fayerweather  Gymna- 
'sium  under  the  efficient  management  of  Mesdames  Cady,  Dodge,  James, 
and  Nicolson.  The  bazaar  was  liberally  supported  by  students  and 
faculty,  as  well  as  by  the  townspeople.  Many  of  the  merchants  of 
Middletown  contributed  generous  donations.  In  organizing  and  con- 
ducting the  bazaar,  the  ladies  of  the  faculty  received  able  and  untiring 
assistance  from  the  wives  and  families  of  all  alumni  residing  in  the 
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vicinity.  It  is  hoped  that  fully  $1,600  may  be  realized  from  this  enter- 
prise. With  accruing  interest  and  some  additional  subscriptions,  which 
have  not  yet  been  paid,  the  fund  should  amount  to  |4,ooo  within  two  or 
three  months.  It  is  desired  to  raise  |5,ooo  in  all,  and  subscriptions  may 
be  .sent  to  Mrs.  A.  C.  Armstrong,  166  High  Street,  Middletown,  who  is 
the  chairman  of  the  committee. 

Mid-Semester  Reports. — By  a  vote  of  the  faculty  adopted  last  year, 
regular  reports  are  now  required  from  each  member  of  the  faculty,  at 
the  middle  of  each  half-year,  of  all  students  who  are  not  keeping  up 
satisfactorily  in  their  work.  It  is  expected  that  this  closer  watch  upon 
the  student's  work  will  result  in  more  consistent  application  to  study 
and  in  fewer  failures  at  the  examinations. 

Meetings  at  Wesleyan  University. — The  Connecticut  Group  of 
the  New  England  Modern  Language  Association  and  the  Connecticut 
Mathematical  Institute  met  at  Wesleyan  University  on  November  14. 
Professor  Kuhns  spoke  before  the  former  organization  on  college  pre- 
paratory work  in  modern  languages. 

IntercoixegiaTE  Athletics. — The  Athletic  Council,  at  its  meeting 
on  May  16,  voted  that  Weslej-an  University  should  join  the  Association 
of  New  England  Colleges  for  Conference  on  Athletics. 

Repairs  and  Improvements. — During  the  summer  the  electric  light 
and  power  wires  on  the  campus  were  placed  under  ground.  New  walks 
were  laid  about  North  College,  and  the  other  campus  walks  were  exten- 
sively repaired. 


FACULTY  NOTES 

Ex-President  Raymond.— Doctor  Raymond  has  been  granted  a 
leave  of  absence  for  the  present  year.  He  spent  most  of  the  summer 
on  Martha's  Vineyard.  At  present  he  is  in  a  sanitarium  at  Clifton 
Springs,  New  York,  taking  a  course  of  treatment. 

Meetings  Attended.— Professors  Rice  and  Cady  attended  the  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  at 
Dartmouth  College  from  June  29  to  Jtilj^  3;  and  Professor  Rice  partici- 
pated in  a  number  of  geological  excursions  taken  by  the  geological  sec- 
tion of  the  Association.  On  October  24,  Professor  Rice  participated  in 
the  Intercollegiate  Geological  Excursion  of  the  Colleges  of  Southern 
New  England,  which  visited  the  terminal  moraines  of  the  great  ice  sheet 
of  the  glacial  period  on  Long  Island.  On  October  29  and  30,  Professors 
Rice  and  Harrington  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Col- 
leges in  New  England  at  Boston  University.     On  November  9,  Professor 
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Rice  gave  an  address  on  The  Ethical  and  Religious  Lessons  of  Science 
before  the  Mid-year  Assembl}-  of  the  New  York  East  Conference  in 
Brooklyn;  and  Professor  Fisher  spoke  on  The  Social  Problem  and  the 
Christian.  Professor  Rice  was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Connecticut 
Federation  of  Churches  in  Hartford  on  November  20,  at  which  a  per- 
manent organization  was  effected,  and  he  was  elected  vice-president  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Professor  Winchester  attended  the  meeting  of  the  New  England  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Preparatory  Schools  at  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute of  Technology  and  Boston  University  on  October  9,  and  the  New 
England  Association  of  Teachers  of  English  in  Springfield  on  November 
14.  Professor  Winchester  made  his  annual  visit  to  Wells  College  and 
delivered  a  series  of  lectures  during  Thanksgiving  week,  and  during  the 
fall  he  has  also  given  a  series  of  lectures  under  the  auspices  of  the  Brooklyn 
Institute  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  in  the  new  Academy  of  Music. 

Professor  Armstrong  was  pi-esent  as  the  representative  of  the  Philo- 
sophical Reviciv  at  the  Third  International  Congress  of  Philosophy  in 
Heidelberg  from  August  31  to  September  5,  and  read  a  paper  on  The 
Evolution  of  Pragmatism.  On  November  17,  Professor  Armstrong  rep- 
resented Wesleyan  University  at  the  inauguration  of  Reverend  Francis 
Brown  as  president  of  Union  Theological  Seminary. 

Professor  Heidel  was  the  representative  of  Wesleyan  University  at 
the  celebration  of  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  Haverford  College 
on  October  16  and  17. 

Professor  Nicolson  spoke  on  the  work  of  the  New  England  College 
Certificate  Board  before  the  Association  of  Head-masters  of  Western 
Massachusetts  at  Pittsfield  on  October  16.  Professor  Heidel  presided  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Connecticut  Branch  of  the  New  England  Classical 
Association  at  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  on  Decembeir  5;  Professor 
Hewitt  spoke  on  the  unification  of  college  entrance  requirements  in 
Greek  and  Latin,  and  Professor  Harrington  introduced  a  resolution  to 
that  end  which  was  adopted.  Professor  Dutcher  attended  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Saybrook  Platform,  at 
Saybrook,  on  September  29,  and  the  meeting  of  the  New  England 
History  Teachers'  As.sociation  in  Boston  on  October  24. 

Professor  Bradley  and  Doctors  Renshaw  and  Turrentine  attended  the 
meeting  of  the  American  Chemical  Society  in  New  Haven  from  June  29 
to  July  2,  and  each  read  two  papers,  all  but  one  of  the  six  being  pre- 
sented before  the  physical  section  of  the  society.  Professor  Conn  gave 
an  address  on  White  Cross  Milk  before  the  Tuberculosis  Congress  at 
Washington  in  October. 
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Faculty  Vacations. — Professor  Kuhns,  who  went  to  Europe  at  the 
beginning  of  May,  spent  the  summer  in  France  and  Switzerland.  After 
Commencement,  Professors  Crawford,  Armstrong,  and  Fife  went  abroad 
for  the  summer  and  spent  some  time  in  Switzerland.  Professor  Fife 
extended  his  tour  into  the  Tyrol,  Germany,  and  England;  and  Professor 
Armstrong  spent  some  time  along  the  Rhine. 

Connecticut  Geological  and  Natural  History  Survey. —  The 
two  publications  of  the  Survey  which  were  referred  to  in  the  last  number 
of  this  Btilletift  as  in  press  have  been  published.  These  are  Bulletin 
No.  lo,  a  preliminary  Report  on  the  Algae  of  the  Fresh  Waters  of  Con- 
necticut, by  Professor  H.  W.  Conn  of  Weslej-an  University;  Bulletin  No. 
II,  the  Bryophytes  of  Connecticut,  by  Professor  A.  W.  Evans  and  Mr. 
G.  E.  Nichols  of  Yale  University.  The  biennial  report  to  the  legislature, 
written  by  Professor  Rice,  the  superintendent  of  the  Stirvey,  will  be 
published  before  the  first  of  January.  Two  other  bulletins  have  been 
accepted  for  publication,  and  have  been  ordered  by  the  board  of  control 
of  the  state  to  be  printed.  These  are  the  following:  Lithology  of  Con- 
necticut, by  Professor  J.  Barrell  of  Yale  University  and  Doctor  G.  F. 
Loughlin  of  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology;  Flowering  Plants 
and  Pteridophytes  of  Connecticut,  by  a  committee  of  the  Connecticut 
Botanical  Society.  Other  bulletins  have  been  accepted  for  publication, 
but  have  not  been  ordered  by  the  board  of  control  to  be  printed,  because 
the  appropriation  for  publication  is  nearly  exhausted.  These  are  a 
second  report  on  the  Hymeniales  of  Connecticut,  by  Professor  E.  A. 
White  of  Amherst  Agricultural  College;  Triassic  Fishes  of  Connecticut, 
by  Doctor  C.  R.  Eastman  of  Harvard  University;  and  two  parts  of  a  work 
on  the  Insects  of  Connecticut  (including  a  general  discussion  of  the  class 
and  a  particular  account  of  the  Orthoptera  of  Connecticut),  prepared  by 
a  number  of  collaborators  under  the  direction  of  Doctor  W.  E.  Britton  of 
the  Connecticut  Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 

Laboratories  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. — The  work  of  the 
laboratories  has  more  than  doubled  during  the  past  year.  The  biennial 
report  to  the  legislature,  which  is  now  in  press,  shows  that  during  a 
period  of  twenty- two  months  there  have  been  examined  more  than  5,000 
specimens  received  from  all  parts  of  the  state.  Bacteriological  exami- 
nations are  made  for  the  detection  of  tuberculosis,  diphtheria,  typhoid 
fever,  malaria,  and  rabies;  and  samples  of  water  and  milk  are  analyzed. 
A  large  number  of  wells  used  for  school  supply  have  been  examined,  and 
a  considerable  proportion  of  them  condemned.  The  examination  of  the 
watersheds  of  reservoirs  has  also  been  undertaken.     A  large  amount  of 
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work  is  being  done  at  present  in  the  examination  of  the  throats  of  school 
children  in  communities  where  diphtheria  is  common,  to  aid  the  health 
ofl&cers  in  determining  the  question  of  closing  the  schools  or  quarantin- 
ing such  scholars  as  are  carrj-ing  diphtheria  bacilli.  Kenneth  Noel 
Atkins,  Ph.  B.,  '08,  has  been  appointed  to  assist  in  the  bacteriological 
work,  in  place  of  Miss  Car}-  who  has  resigned. 


UNDERGRADUATE  NOTES 

Christian  A.ssociatiox. — Professor  Hewitt  and  a  goodly  number  of 
students  from  the  Association  were  at  the  Northfield  Conference  last 
summer.  Bible  study  has  been  taken  up  according  to  the  same  plan  as 
last  year,  with  Professor  Hewitt's  normal  class  as  the  central  factor. 
There  has  been  a  notable  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  classes. 
Several  excellent  speakers  from  outside  have  addressed  the  meetings  of 
the  Association,  including  Reverend  Harry  C.  Fosdick  of  Montclair,  New 
Jersej-,  Mr.  Hugh  R.  Monroe  of  New  York,  Professor  James  McConaugh}- 
of  the  Mount  Hermon  School,  Reverend  Charles  Stelzle  of  New  York, 
and  Reverend  H.  C.  Stuntz  of  New  York.  The  annual  reception  to  the 
freshmen  was  held  on  October  24.  The  Association  was  represented  at 
the  first  International  Student  Bible  Conference  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  on 
October  22-25,  ^Jy  Barbour,  '09. 

Debate. — The  question  for  the  triangular  league  debate  this  year  is: 
Resolved,  That  all  railroads  engaged  in  interstate  commerce  should  be 
operated  by  companies  incorporated  by  the  federal  government  (the 
question  of  constitutionality  is  waived).  The  debates  will  occur  on 
Friday  evening,  December  18.  Wesleyan  will  uphold  the  affirmative 
against  Amherst  in  Middletown,  and  will  defend  the  negative  against 
Williams  at  AVilliamstown.  The  affirmative  team  is  Brengle,  '10,  Han- 
cock, '09,  and  Vanderbilt,  '10,  alternate;  the  negative  team  is  Barbour, 
'09,  Roberts,  '10,  and  Barker,  '09,  alternate.  A  two-year  agreement  has 
been  made  with  Bowdoin  College  for  a  debate  in  the  spring. 

President  of  College  Body. — The  President  of  the  College  Body 
during  the  present  year  is  Roy  Bullard  Chamberlin,  '09,  of  Kingston, 
Pennsylvania. 

Beta  TheTa  Pi. — The  Tobey  property  on  the  northea.st  corner  of 
High  and  Church  Streets,  nearh-  opposite  the  campus,  has  been  pur- 
chased by  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity,  which  intends  to  erect  a  club 
house  on  the  ground. 
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North  College  Store. — ^The  Wesleyan  Store  conducted  by  three 
students  in  North  College  during  the  latter  half  of  last  year  proved  a 
failure.  A  more  conservative  enterprise,  known  as  the  North  College 
Store,  is  being  conducted  this  year  b}^  R.  W.  Eaton,  '12. 


ALUMNI  NOTE 


The  committee  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  in 
June  to  consider  the  scheme  outlined  by  Professor  Butcher  met  at  the 
New  York  Alumni  banquet  on  December  4,  and  decided  to  draft  a  report 
to  be  presented  at  the  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  next  June, 
recommending  a  plan  for  the  cooperation  of  the  local  alumni  clubs,  for 
the  better  diffusion  of  information  about  the  University  among  the 
alumni,  and  for  a  regular  annual  subscription  from  the  alumni  to  the 
general  endowment  fund  of  the  University.  The  proposed  plan  is  some- 
what similar  to  the  one  which  has  been  in  operation  at  Yale  for  nearly  a 
score  of  vears.

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pi'RHAi'S  the  most  important  action  that  has  l)eL'ii  taken  by  the  board 
of  trustees  on  any  matter  of  policy  since  1S72  is  the  dehnitive 
decision  made  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  board  that  no  woman  shall 
be  admitted,  on  the  present  plan,  to  any  class  later  than  the  class  which 
will  enter  in  1909  and  graduate  in  1913.  The  question  of  coeducation 
at  Wesleyan  is  therefore  no  longer  a  living  issue. 

Concerning  the  present  attitude  and  the  futxire  policy  of  the  Univer- 
sity in  regard  to  the  education  of  women  at  Wesleyan,  Acting  President 
Rice  has  recently  made  the  following  statement:  "The  feeling  against 
coeducation  has  become  so  strong  in  our  own  constituency,  and  the 
general  sentiment  in  educational  circles  in  New  England  is  so  decidedly 
averse  to  coeducation,  that  even  most  of  the  trustees,  instructors,  and 
alumni  whose  personal  opinion  is  in  favor  of  coeducation  have  become 
convinced  that  a  change  of  policy  would  be  promotive  of  the  interests 
of  the  college.  While  it  has  been  deemed  undesirable  to  continue  the 
])olicy  of  coeducation,  it  is  nevertheless  the  conviction  of  the  majority 
of  the  trustees  and  facultv  that  the  institution  should  not  withdraw  the 
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offer  of  collegiate  education  to  women  vvhicli  was  made  in  1872.  The 
trustees  accordingly  passed  a  resolution  declaring  themselves  in  favor 
of  the  policy  of  the  establishment  of  a  coordinate  woman's  college,  and 
pledging  themselves  to  establish  such  an  institution  as  soon  as  the 
necessary  funds  could  be  obtained.  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
consider  details,  especially  the  question  what  financial  basis  would  be 
adequate  for  the  initiation  of  the  plan  of  a  woman's  college.  It  is  of 
course  uncertain  whether  the  money  for  this  purpose  can  be  secured: 
but  it  is  hoped  that  coeducation  will  come  to  an  end  not  by  the  exclu- 
sion of  the  women,  but  by  the  organization  of  a  woman's  college,  which 
will  afford  the  opportunity  for  the  education  of  women  in  larger  num- 
bers and  under  more  favorable  conditions  than  has  been  possible  in  the 
])ast." 

Concerning  the  proposal  to  establish  a  coordinate  college  for  women 
at  Wesleyan,  some  statement  of  the  need  for  such  an  institution  will 
not  be  out  of  place.  Connecticut,  in  1900,  had  a  population  of  908,420. 
and  yet  the  only  opportunity  within  the  state  for  the  collegiate  educa- 
tion of  women  was  the  limited  one  at  Wesleyan.  There  exists  a  genuine 
demand  for  the  establishment  of  a  woman's  college  within  the  state. 
Two  women's  colleges  located  just  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  state  have 
at  present  81  and  98  students  respectively  from  Connecticut,  and  so  it 
would  seem  well  within  the  facts  to  say  that  several  hundred  women 
from  Connecticut  are  now  in  college.  It  is  certain,  moreover,  that  a 
woman's  college  at  Wesleyan  would  draw  from  a  far  wider  constituency 
than  the  state  of  Connecticut. 


The  action  of  the  trustees  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a  Sunday 
vesper  service  with  addresses  by  distinguished  speakers  will  furnish  a 
welcome  substitute  for  the  present  Sunday  morning  chapel  service,  and 
should  give  the  students  inspiration  and  guidance  of  the  most  valuable 
sort  in  meeting  the  problems  of  the  religious  life  in  the  manner  suited 
to  their  special  needs. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  even  now  many  religious  privileges  are 
afforded  the  student  who  chooses  to  avail  himself  of  them.  In  addition 
to  the  chapel  services  and  the  church  services  in  town,  the  services  of 
the  University  Christian  Association  and  the  opportunities  for  active

Christian  work  on  its  various  committees,  the  Bible  class  conducted  by 
Professor  Winchester  at  the  Methodist  Episcopal  chiirch,  a  similar  class 
led  by  Professor  Bradley  at  the  North  Congregational  church,  and  the 
services  of  the  Epworth  League  and  other  j-oung  people's  societies  in 
the  churches  in  town,  are  all  attended  by  some  students.  A  consider- 
able number  go  from  town  each  Svmday  to  preach  in  neighboring 
villages,  and  several  are  engaged  in  Sunday  school  work.  The  new 
required  vesper  service  will  be  successfvil  in  the  measure  in  which  it 
increases  the  number  of  students  who  participate  in  these  voluntary 
religious  acts. 

It  is  fitting  that  recognition  be  here  given  to  the  able  and  conscien- 
tious administration  of  Acting  President  Rice  during  the  past  two  3'ears. 
No  marked  advance  in  new  directions  is  practicable  during  an  interim 
administration,  but  there  have  been  no  backward  steps,  and  in  several 
departments  there  have  been  changes  with  a  view  to  increased  efficiencv. 
No  small  part  of  this  gratifying  result  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  acting 
president. 

At  the  close  of  the  present  collegiate  year  the  new  administration 
under  President-elect  Shanklin  will  begin,  though  the  formal  installa- 
tion and  induction  into  the  office  of  president  will  be  deferred  until 
next  October.  Doctor  Shanklin  has  most  favorably  impressed  all  who 
have  met  him,  and  in  his  brief  visit  to  the  University  in  Februar}^  en- 
listed the  hearty  support  of  both  students  and  faculty.  It  is  expected 
that  Doctor  Shanklin  will  be  in  INIiddletown  during  commencement 
week. 

The  installation  of  President-elect  Shanklin  has  been  appointed  for 
Friday,  October  29.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  presence  of  as  large  a 
number  of  alumni  as  possible  is  desired  on  that  occasion.  The  details 
of  the  program  are  in  the  hands  of  a  committee,  who  have  already 
secured  several  eminent  speakers  for  the  public  exercises  on  that  day. 


In  a  letter  addressed  to  Acting  President  Rice,  in  February,  the  presi- 
dents of  eight  colleges  and  universities  in  Iowa  wrote  in  terms  of 
highest  commendation  of  President-elect  Shanklin.  One  paragraph  of 
the  letter  read:  "\Vesle3-an  LTniversity  is  certainly  to  be  congratulated 
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ill  securing  Doctor  Shanklin,  for  it  means  that  the  institution  is  to  have 
aggressive  and  active  leadership.  We  regret  most  deeply  to  lose  his 
most  valuable  services  to  education  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  and  yet  we  can 
not  but  congratulate  him  on  being  called  to  the  head  of  the  oldest  and 
most  noted  of  Methodist  educational  institutions  in  tliis  country." 


Those  who  attended  the  Washington's  1)irthday  1)anquet  last  winter 
are  confident  that  the  class  which  will  enter  next  fall  will  be  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  University — a  happy  augury  for  the  opening  of 
Doctor  Shanklin's  presidency.  Many  are  very  confident  that  the  new 
administration  will  see  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  as 
well  as  substantial  advances  in  other  lines,  but  if  these  expectations  are 
to  be  realized,  there  must  be  a  careful  canvass  of  Wesleyan's  constituency 
and  consistent  work  by  the  friends  of  Wesleyan. 

Statistics  given  on  another  page  show  that  the  five  states,  Massachu- 
,setts,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,  this  year, 
furnish  245  of  the  292  men  in  the  University.  The  four  other  New  Eng- 
land states  send  only  20  men;  and  from  outside  the  nine  states  which 
form  the  immediate  constituency  of  Wesleyan,  there  come  27  men. 
Surely  Wesleyan  alumni  in  Maine,  New.  Hampshire,  Vermont,  and 
Rhode  Island  will  bestir  themselves  to  see  that  these  four  states  shall 
innnediately  make  their  quota  two  score.  Though  there  are  many 
young  men  coming  every  year  to  the  other  New  England  colleges  from 
both  the  Middle  West  and  the  Pacific  Coast,  there  is  now  but  a  single 
student  in  Wesleyan  from  further  west  than  Indiana.  Many  Wesleyan 
alumni  are  scattered  in  these  western  states,  and  they  have  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  help  Wesleyan  by  directing  students  hither. 


While  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  number  of  Wesleyan  students 
should  be  increased  about  100  per  cent.,  and  while  undergraduates, 
alumni,  and  friends  of  the  University  are  urged  to  work  for  this  object, 
it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  Wesleyan  University  stands  for  quality 
rather  than  quantity.  The  standards,  in  requirements  for  both  entrance 
and  graduation,  must  ever  be  kept  as  high  as  those  of  the  best  institu- 
tions in  the  country,  and  no  friend  of  the  University  should  feel  other 
than  proud  of  Wesleyan  for  its  insistence  upon  these  standards.     It  is 
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best  not  only  for  the  University,  bnt  also  for  the  man  himself  that  every 
student  who  enters  the  L'niversity  should  be  fully  and  adequately  pre- 
pared to  meet  the  tests  which  are  imposed  to  determine  the  fitness  of 
prospective  students  to  pursue  collegiate  work.  No  growth  of  Wesleyan 
University  will  be  healthy  and  beneficient  which  does  not  fully  con- 
serve the  highest  standards  of  scholarship  and  the  noblest  qiialities  of 
character. 

That  the  new  administration  will  maintain  these  standards  at  Wes- 
leyan was  made  perfectly  clear  by  the  emphasis  laid  upon  the  subject 
by  President-elect  Shanklin  in  his  greetings  to  the  University  during 
his  visit  in  February  when  he  said: 

"The  increase  will  be  gladly  welcomed,  but  there  will  be  no  sacrifice 
of  our  high  standards  of  .scholarship.  It  is  men  that  count,  not  mere 
numbers." 

Many  of  the  alunmi  of  Wesleyan  will  be  interested  to  note  that  in 
July,  Mr.  Harlow^  Raymond,  who  is  now  in  his  eightieth  year,  will  com- 
plete forty-five  }-ears  of  active  service  in  charge  of  the  janitorial  work 
of  the  University.  His  keen  memory  for  faces  and  names  is  frequently 
remarked  with  pleasure  by  the  alumnus  who  returns  to  visit  the  Uni- 
versity after  years  of  absence.  The  senior  members  of  the  board  of 
trustees.  Doctor  J.  E.  King  and  Judge  Reynolds,  have  served  only  thirty- 
seven  years,  and  Acting  President  Rice,  the  senior  member  of  the 
faculty,  was  appointed  forty-two  years  ago.  Though,  unlike  the  trus- 
tees and  professors,  his  name  has  never  appeared  on  the  page  of  the 
University  Catalogue,  Mr.  Raymond's  services  to  the  University  have 
been  varied  and  valuable,  and  are  appreciated  by  those  cognizant  of 
them.  A  few  persons  remember  that  he  saved  thousands  of  dollars  to 
the  University  by  supervising  the  erection  of  Judd  Hall. 


Many  colleges  commemorate  the  lives  and  labors  of  the  men  who 
established  them  by  observing  founder's  day  as  an  annual  college  holi- 
day. The  birthdaA's  of  Willbur  Fisk  and  Laban  Clark,  the  two  men 
chiefly  responsible  for  the  founding  of  Wesleyan  University,  fall  within 
the  summer  months,  and  there  is  no  other  anniversary  falling  within 
the  collegiate  year  w^hich  might  be  observed.  Memorial  day  is  already 
a  recognized  holiday,  and  it  would  not  be  unfitting  that  on  that  date 
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Wesleyan  -University  should  foiniiieiiiorate  the  services  of  its  founders 
and  benefactors.  A  brief  memorial  service  in  the  chapel  and  the  sti'ew- 
ing  of  flowers  upon  the  honored  graves  on  the  hill  behind  the  University 
buildings  would  impress  upon  the  successive  generations  of  students  a 
deeper  appreciation  of  Wesleyan's  history  and  traditions. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  noted  that,  while  Fisk  Hall  is  a  worthy 
memorial  of  the  first  president  of  the  University,  there  is  nothing  to 
commemorate  Laban  Clark,  who  was  the  real  founder  of  the  Universit}', 
and  for  nearly  forty  years  the  president  of  its  board  of  trustees.  Might 
it  not  be  fitting  to  replace  the  meaningless  name  of  South  College,  which 
has  been  in  use  only  since  1871,  by  the  nam-e  Clark  Hall?  There  is  a 
fitness  in  applying  his  name  to  the  oldest  building,  and  to  the  hall 
containing  the  administrative  offices  of  the  University. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  alumni  association  at  Commencement 
affords  the  alunmi  the  only  opportunity  to  unite  in  discussion  and  action 
upon  matters  of  general  interest.  The  time  available  for  this  meeting 
is  limited  to  two  hours.  It  is,  therefore,  essential  to  the  proper  utiliza- 
tion of  this  opportunity  that  the  executive  committee  of  the  association 
should  pre])are  in  advance  an  order  of  business  to  be  followed  in  the 
meeting.  Local  alumni  associations  and  individuals  are  requested  to 
send  suggestions  of  items  for  discussion  or  action  to  the  recording 
secretary  of  the  association.  Professor  Karl  P.  Harrington.  One  of  the 
subjects  of  interest  to  every  alumnus,  which  will  come  up,  will  be  the 
report  of  the  committee  appointed  last  June  to  devise  a  system  for 
annual  subscriptions  from  the  alumni,  such  as  is  now  in  operation  at 
some  other  colleges  and  universities. 


It  is  important  to  note  that  the  June  entrance  examinations  this  year 
and  hereafter  will  be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Callege  Entrance 
Examination  Board,  which  is  responsible  both  for  the  form  of  the 
examination  papers  and  for  the  grafting  of  the  answers  presented  by 
candidates  for  admission.  The  September  entrance  examinations  will, 
on  the  other  hand,  be  conducted  b\  the  l^niversity  authorities  as  here- 
tofore. The  examinations  this  year  will  occur  on  June  14-19,  and 
September  29-30. 
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INSTALLATION  OF  PRESIDENT  SHANKLIN 

The  installation  of  Doctor  Shankliu  as  president  of  the  University 
will  take  place  on  the  forenoon  of  Friday,  October  29.  Besides  the 
inaugural  address  there  will  be  addresses  by  a  number  of  other  college 
presidents,  by  ex-President  Raymond  of  Wesleyan  University,  and  by 
representatives  of  the  faculty,  the  alumni,  and  the  undergraduates  of 
Wesleyan  University.  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  LL.  D.,  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  will  preside.  It  is  expected  that  a  large  number  of 
colleges  will  be  represented  on  the  occasion  by  their  presidents  or  other 
delegates.  The  attendance  will  doubtless  include  many  men  distin- 
guished in  church  and  state.  A  large  and  enthusiastic  attendance  of 
Wesleyan  alumni  is  confidently  expected. 

After  the  formal  services  of  installation  a  luncheon  will  be  held  in  the 
gymnasium,  in  connection  with  which  speeches  are  expected  from  a 
luimber  of  distinguished  guests. 

It  is  expected  that  the  initiations  of  the  various  college  societies  will 
be  held  on  the  previous  evening.  These  occasions  therefore  will  be 
practically  ij^eunions  of  the  alumni  of  the  respective  college  societies. 

The  arrangements  for  the  installation  are  in  charge  of  a  committee 
including  five  of  the  trustees  and  three  members  of  the  faculty,  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  being  Stephen  Henry  Olin,  LL.  D.,  of  New 
York,     Additional  details  will  be  announced  later. 


TPIE  EDUCATION  OF  WOMEN  AT  WESLEYAN  UNIVERSITY' 
The  present  status  of  the  education  of  women  at  Wesleyan  University 
dates  from  June  26,  1900,  when  the  following  statement  was  reported  to 
the  board  of  trustees  by  a  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate 
the  qi;estion,  and  was  adopted  by  the  board: 

"Wesleyan  University  was  founded  as  a  college  for  men.  Since  1872 
both  sexes  have  been  admitted  on  equal  terms  to  the  advantages  of  the 
I'niversity.  While  maintaining  standards  of  admission,  educational 
methods,  curriculum,  and  community  life  primarily  adapted  to  men, 
since  such  facilities  ma}-  be  of  peculiar  benefit  to  a  limited  number  of 
women,  the  University  will  admit  women  in  a  number  limited  to  those 
who  can  be  accommodated  in  the  college  buildings  and  in  their  own 
homes  in  Middletown,  and  the  number  in  the  Universit)-  shall  be  limited 
to  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  students  in  the  preceding 
year.  [Here  followed  several  provisions  of  a  detailed  nature.]  All  mat- 
ters on  which  the  interest  of  the  Universit}-  or  of  women  suggest  some 
(liiTerentiation  are  herebv  referred  to  the  academic  council." 
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It  may  be  noted  that  a  minority  report,  presenting  a  resolution  that 
■women  students  should  no  longer  be  admitted  to  the  University,  received 
but  a  single  vote. 

Because  of  its  anticipation  of  the  recent  action  of  the  trustees,  some 
interest  also  attaches  to  a  document  presented  to  the  trustees  in  January, 
1900,  by  the  Wesleyan  Young  Alumni  Association  of  New  York.  The 
paper  was  a  report  prepared  by  a  committee,  composed  of  F.  M.  Daven- 
port, '89,  chairman,  F.  D.  Beattys,  '85,  C.  H.  Judd,  '94,  W.  D.  Leonard, 
'78,  G.  AV.  Davison,  '92,  and  A.  C.  Pomeroy,  '95,  after  a  careful  canvass 
of  the  A-oung  alumni  and  a  general  study  of  the  question.  The  following 
paragraph  from  the  report,  which  was  adopted  unanimously  by  the 
association,  gives  the  substance  of  their  conclusions: 

"Your  committee  recommend,  therefore,  that  for  the  permanent  good 
of  the  college  and  the  3fOung  women  themselves,  the  trustees  be  peti- 
tioned b}-  the  Young  Alumni  Association  of  New  York  for  a  declaration 
of  policy  in  line  wdth  the  findings  of  this  report:  the  establishment,  as 
soon  as  possible,  of  a  s^^stem  of  coordinate  education,  a  woman's  college 
organized  w  ithin  the  university,  where  the  young  women  may  be  afforded 
equal  standards,  opportunities,  and  degrees,  but  a  distinct  collegiate  and 
social  life.  We  recognize  that  the  great  obstacle  at  present  in  the  way 
of  such  a  consummation  is  the  lack  of  funds.  The  money  may  be  forth- 
coming sooner  than  we  know,  or  it  may  come  late.  In  either  case  we 
reconmiend  that,  as  a  temporarj-  expedient,  the  board  of  trustees  be 
petitioned  to  limit  the  matriculation  of  young  women  to  the  number 
now  actually  in  college.  If,  at  the  end  of  seven  years,  the  woman's 
college  has  not  been  established,  the  committee  believe  that  coeduca- 
tion at  Wesleyan  should  cease." 

The  renewed  discussion  originated  in  a  small  group  of  members  of  the 
faculty  who  were  gathered  sociallj^  in  November,  1907,  when  the  talk 
happened  to  turn  to  the  question  and  revealed  an  unexpected  unanimity 
of  feeling  in  favor  of  a  separate  college  for  women.  It  was  agreed  to 
broach  the  matter  to  the  acting  president,  and  accordingly  the  question 
was  raised  at  a  meeting  of  the  academic  council  on  December  3,  1907. 
The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  unanimously: 

'^'^ Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  academic  council  the  earh- 
establishment  of  a  w-oman's  college  is  the  wisest  solution  of  the  problem 
of  the  education  of  women  at  Wesleyan. 

"■Resolved,  To  request  the  board  of  trustees  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
their  number  to  confer  with  a  committee  of  the  academic  council  in 
regard  to  the  feasibility  and  details  of  this  plan."' 
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These  resolutions  were  accompanied  by  the  following  informal  docu- 
ment signed  by  twenty  members  of  the  faculty : 

"In  view  of  the  resolutions  favoring  the  establishment  of  a  woman's 
college  at  Weslejan  University,  unanimously  adopted  by  the  academic 
council  on  December  3,  1907,  and  presented  herewith  to  3-our  honorable 
body,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  facult}-  offer,  if  they  shall  still  be 
in  the  service  of  the  L^niversity,  to  give,  for  the  first  3-ear  after  its  es- 
tal)lishment,  if  established  by  October  i,  1909,  without  compensation, 
iiptruction  in  their  several  departments,  in  this  woman's  college,  to  an 
amount  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  four  hours  per  week  each." 

At  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  on  December  6,  1907,  these 
resolutions  and  the  memorandum  were  presented,  and  "such  a  committee 
was  ordered  without  prejudice  to  the  merits  of  the  case."  Further,  "it 
was  ordered  that  the  said  committee  consider  not  only  the  feasibility 
but  also  the  desirability  of  the  establishment  of  such  a  college."  J.  E. 
Andrus,  J.  M.  Buckley,  D.  G.  Downey,  W.  V.  Kelley,  and  W.  U.  Pearne 
were  appointed  to  the  committee,  and  the  president  of  the  board  was 
given  power  to  fill  vacancies. 

On  December  17,  the  academic  council  elected  as  its  committee  Acting 
President  Rice  and  Professors  Winchester,  Harrington,  Bradley,  and 
Fife.  This  committee  made  full  investigation  concerning  affiliated 
woman's  colleges  and  concerning  the  practicability  at  Wesleyan  of  such 
a  plan  in  matter  both  of  curriculum  and  of  expense.  Two  sessions  of 
the  joint  committee  were  held,  at  which  the  faculty  committee  pre- 
sented the  results  of  its  investigations  and  oxitlined  certain  tentative 
plans  which  were  discussed. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  on  June  22-23,  1908,  W.  U. 
Pearne,  as  chairman  of  the  joint  committee,  presented  a  report  of  pro- 
gress, which  was  accepted  and  the  committee  continued.  Later  in  the 
meeting  Charles  Scott  introduced  the  following  resolutions: 

'■'■Resolved,  That  after  the  opening  of  the  college  year  1909-1910  no 
women  be  admitted  to  Wesleyan  University,  but  nothing  in  this  action 
is  to  be  construed  as  in  any  wa}'  interfering  with  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  the  women  who  may  be  students  in  the  college  at  the  opening 
of  the  college  year  1909-1910. 

'■'■Resolved,  That  it  is  desirable  to  establish  a  coordinate  college  for 
women,  and  that  we  pledge  ourselves  to  establish  such  an  institution  so 
soon  as  the  necessary  funds  are  available." 

The  resolutions  were  sejDarated  and  the  first  was  referred  directly  to 
the  mid-year  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  for  final  action,  due  notice 
of  the  proposed  action  to  be  sent  to  all  the  trustees.     The  second  was 
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referred  to  the  committee  already  constituted  on  a  separate  college  for 
■women.  On  further  motion,  the  finance  committee  was  instructed  to 
examine  into  the  question  of  the  relation  of  the  trust  funds  to  the  subject 
of  coeducation  and  report  their  findings  to  the  mid-j'ear  meeting  of  the 
board. 

On  November  ii,  1908,  the  academic  council  adopted  the  following 
resolution  presented  by  their  committee: 

''Resolved,  That  we  reaflSrm  the  conviction  expressed  in  our  resolution 
of  December  3,  1907,  that  the  best  solution  of  the  problems  relating  to 
the  education  of  women  in  Wesleyan  University  is  to  be  found  by 
abandoning  the  scheme  of  coeducation,  and  bj-  substituting  at  once 
therefor  the  organization  of  a  woman's  college." 

This  resolution  was  presented  at  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees 
on  November  13,  but  no  action  was  taken. 

At  the  mid-year  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  oh  February-  26, 
1909,  the  following  report  from  the  finance  committee  Avas  adopted: 
"It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  finance  committee  that  no  trust 
attaches  to  any  property  held  by  Wesleyan  University,  except  possibly 
a  bequest  of  $2,000  by  Mrs.  Helen  Ackley,  which  would  be  violated  by 
the  termination  of  coeducation  at  Wesleyan." 

Mr.  Scott's  first  resolution  was  then  taken  up,  amended,  and  adopted 
in  the  following  form:  ''Resolved,  That  no  woman  be  admitted  to 
Wesleyan  Universit}'  in  any  class  later  than  that  entering  in  1909,  but 
nothing  in  this  action  shall  be  construed  as  in  any  way  interfering 
with  the  rights  and  privileges  of  an}-  woman  who  may  be  or  become  a 
member  of  that  or  of  anj^  previous  class." 

The  following  recommendation  of  the  connnittee  on  a  coordinate 
college  for  women  was  adopted:  "The  committee  on  the  establishment 
of  a  separate  college  for  women  recommend  that  such  a  college  be  es- 
tablished b}-  this  board  as  soon  as  the  necessary  funds  are  provided,  and 
that  the  matter  of  details,  including  the  consideration  of  the  amount  of 
money  necessary  to  such  establishment,  be  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee to  report  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June." 

The  chair  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  of  not  less  than 
seven  on  the  subject  of  a  coordinate  college  for  women,  said  committee 
to  have  power  to  fill  vacancies.  It  was  also  voted  that  the  faculty  have 
authority  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five,  from  among  their  own  number 
to  cooperate  with  the  committee  appointed  by  the  board.  The  joint 
committee  thus  appointed  is  as  follows:  from  the  board  of  trustees, 
J.  yi.  Buckley,  E.  M.  Mills,  C.  D.  Burdick,  S.  W.  Bowne,  Darius  Baker, 
J.  K.  Leaycraft,  W.  U.  Pearne;  from  the  faculty,  Professors  Rice,  Win- 
chester, Harrington,  Nicolson,  and  Bradley. 
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THE  REQUIREMENT  OF  CHURCH  ATTEXDANXE 

The  regulations  concerning  chapel  and  church  attendance  have  been 
altered  a  number  of  times  during  the  history  of  the  University.  The 
present  arrangement  dates  from  1904.  For  some  years  previous  to  that 
time  there  had  been  required,  in  addition  to  attendance  upon  the  Uni- 
versity chapel  service  every  morning,  attendance  upon  some  regular 
church  service  in  IVIiddletown  on  Sunday  morning.  In  1903,  partly 
because  of  the  difficulty  of  securing  its  proper  enforcement,  the  faculty 
voted  to  request  the  board  of  trustees  to  drop  the  requirement  of  church 
attendance.  The  trustees  postponed  action  until  June  28,  1904,  when 
it  was  voted  that  "only  attendance  at  one  religious  service  should  be 
required  on  Sunday,  and  that  it  be  left  to  the  faculty  to  determine  what 
that  service  should  be."  On  July  7,  the  faculty  voted  that  the  required 
service  should  be  the  usual  daily  morning  chapel  service,  which  is  held 
at  9  o'clock  on  Sunday  morning  and  lasts  from  twelve  to  fifteen  minutes, 
thus  dropping  the  requirement  of  attendance  at  Sunday  morning  service 
in  town. 

On  December  19,  1907,  a  conmiittee  of  the  faculty  was  appointed  to 
consider  the  requirement  of  attendance  at  service  on  Sunday.  A  plan 
for  a  Sunday  vesper  service  as  a  substitute  for  the  Sunday  morning 
chapel  service  was  reported  to  the  facult}-,  but  the  whole  question  was 
tabled  on  February  12,  1908. 

At  the  special  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  on  April  9,  190S,  W.  V. 
Kelley  brought  up  the  question  of  restoring  the  requirement  of  church 
attendance,  saving  that  a  considerable  number  of  the  students  did  not 
attend  church  on  Sunday.  It  was  voted  that  a  committee  of  five  be 
appointed  to  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

.\t  the  annual  meeting  in  June,  W.  V.  Kelley,  as  chairman  of  the 
special  committee,  reported  in  favor  of  a  rule  reviving  the  requirement 
of  church  attendance.  After  some  debate  the  question  was  referred 
back  to  committee  and  made  a  special  order  for  the  mid-year  meeting 
of  the  board. 

.\t  the  opening  of  the  present  college  year,  the  cabinet  of  the  Univer- 
sity Christian  Association  and  the  college  senate  expressed  to  the  faculty 
their  desire  for  a  Sunday  vesper  service  as  a  substitute  for  Sunday 
morning  chapel.  On  September  29,  the  faculty  directed  its  special 
committee  of  the  previous  year  to  take  up  the  question  again.  No 
action  was  taken  by  the  faculty,  but  the  debates  resulted  in  certain 
expressions  of  opinion  on  the  various  phases  of  the  question,  which, 
together  with  the  request  of  the  undergraduates,  were  communicated  to 
the  special  committee  of  the  trustees. 
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In  practical  accord  with  these  expressions  of  student  sentiment  and 
faculty  opinion,  the  special  committee  reported  to  the  board  of  trustees 
on  February  26,  1909,  in  favor  of  substituting  a  vesper  service  on  Sunday- 
afternoon  for  the  present  requirement  of  Sunday  morning  chapel.  This 
report  was  adopted,  and,  beginning  in  October,  a  service  will  be  con- 
ducted by  the  University  on  Sunday  afternoon,  at  which  attendance 
will  be  required.  This  service  will  be  practically  the  present  form  of 
chapel  service  with  the  addition  of  a  brief  address  or  sermon.  It  is 
expected  that  speakers  from  oiit  of  town  will  usually  be  secured.  The 
trustees  desire  that  this  service  should  supplement  but  not  supplant  the 
voluntary  attendance  of  the  students  at  the  regular  morning  church 
services  in  town. 

TRUSTEE  MEETING 

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  was  held  at  150  Fifth 
Avenue,  New  York  City,  on  Friday,  February  26,  1909,  with  President 
H.  C.  M.  Ingraham  in  the  chair. 

A  telegram  was  received  from  President-elect  Shanklin  and  read  to 
the  board,  and  President  Ingraham  was  delegated  to  make  a  fitting 
response. 

The  treasurer  presented  a  printed  report  showing  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  University,  which  was  received  and  placed  on  file,  and  the 
thanks  of  the  board  were  extended  to  the  treasurer  for  the  complete- 
ness of  the  report. 

Professor  Conn  was  elected  a  member  of  the  board  of  control  of  the 
Connecticut  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
beginning  July,  1909. 

It  was  voted  to  appoint  a  committee  of  seven,  four  from  the  trustees, 
three  from  the  faculty,  to  have  charge  of  the  details  pertaining  to  the 
installation  of  the  new  president.  The  committee  has  been  appointed 
as  follows:  from  the  trustees,  8.  H.  Olin,  G.  S.  Coleman,  F.  M.  North, 
A.  \V.  Hazen;  from  the  facult}-.  Professors  Rice,  Winchester,  and 
Crawford. 

The  following  recommendations  from  the  committee  on  the  change 
in  time  of  the  college  year  were  adopted:  "I.  That  the  time  of  the 
college  year  be  changed  by  fixing  both  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term 
of  the  college  year  and  the  commence^nent  day  one  week  earlier  than 
is  provided  in  the  present  schedule.  II.  That  the  date  of  commence- 
ment be  fixed  for  the  Wednesday  preceding  the  last  Wednesday  in  June, 
the  length  of  the  vacation  period  remaining  unchanged.  III.  That  the 
proposed  rearrangement  go  into  effect  with  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
term  of  1910."

W.  I.  Haven  for  the  committee  on  the  matter  of  church  attendance 
reported  the  following  recommendations,  which  were  adopted:  "First: 
that  the  Sunday  morning  chapel  be  dispensed  with.  Second:  that  a 
service  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  college  on  Sunday'  afternoon, 
and  that  students  be  required  to  attend.  Third:  that  students  also  be 
recommended  to  attend  some  of  the  churches  of  the  town  at  the  hour 
of  morning  service.  Fourth:  that,  according  to  present  usage,  each 
member  of  the  freshman  class,  at  the  time  of  entrance  to  college,  be 
asked  to  express  his  church  preference,  and  that  lists  of  these  preferences 
be  furnished  to  the  pastors  of  the  various  churches  in  ]\Iiddletown." 

The  action  concerning  the  education  of  women  at  Weslej-an  is  reported 
in  a  separate  article. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  was  held  at  150  Fifth 
Avenue,  New  York  City,  on  Wednesday,  May  26,  1909,  with  President 
H.  C.  M.  Ingraham  in  the  chair.

RECENT  GIFTS 
Since  the  publication  of  the  December  Bulletin,  additional  payments 
of  $162  have  been  received  for  the  undergraduate  building  fund  for 
North  College;  and  further  payments  to  the  alumni  endowment  fund 
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have  been  nuule  amounting  to  $2,970.93,  including  $500  from  H.  C.  M. 
Ingraham,  '64. 

Securities  valued  at  $12,434  have  been  received  from  Miss  Klizabeth  J. 
Mead  of  Stamford,  Connecticut.  Of  this  sum,  $434  has  been  credited 
to  the  general  endowment  fund;  and  |;i2,ooo  is  to  be  held  as  an  annuity 
fund  until  the  death  of  Miss  Mead,  when  $10,000  is  to  be  added  to  the 
endowment  of  the  Benjamin  L.  Waite  Professorship  of  the  English 
Bible,  and  $2,000  is  to  be  used  for  the  endowment  of  the  Reverend 
Nathaniel  Mead  Scholarship. 

For  tuition  $25  has  been  received  from  D.  G.  Downey,  '84,  $250  from 
A.  J.  Holden,  '92,  and  $300  from  W.  E.  Walker.  R.  H.  Jones,  '01,  has 
given  $108.71  to  the  library,  and  $385.10  has  been  paid  in  for  the  Atwater 
librar}-.  J.  C.  Graham,  '90,  has  given  $50  for  the  department  of  biology; 
H.  vS.  White,  '82,  and  B.  M.  Gallien,  '82,  have  each  given  $10  for  the 
department  of  mathematics,  and  S.  H.  Olin,  '66,  has  given  $40  for  the 
nuiseum. 

Only  gifts  of  money  are  reported  under  this  caption.  Other  impor- 
tant gifts  are  acknowledged  under  the  headings  of  Department  Notes, 
Library,  and  Museum. 

LIBRARY 

Since  the  report  published  in  the  Bulletin  for  May,  190S,  the  endow- 
ment of  the  library'  has  been  increased  by  the  transfer  from  income  of 
$617.52.     The  total  endowment  is  $87,905.34. 

The  number  of  volumes  accessioned  from  May  i,  190S  to  April  30, 
1909,  was  2,385.  They  were  obtained  as  follows:  bj-  purchase,  681;  by 
binding  periodicals,  417;  by  exchange,  9;  by  gift,  1,278;  deducting  22 
volumes,  exchanged  or  lost,  there  remains  a  net  addition  of  2,363 
volumes.  The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  at  the  present 
time  is  81,000. 

Among  the  more  important  accessions  of  the  year  are  the  following: 
Xoles  and  Queries,  1892-1906;  Physical  Society  of  London,  Proceedings 
and  other  publications,  1 876-1907;  Archiv  fiir latei^iische  Lexikographie 
und  Grai)ii)iaiik,  vols.  1-14;  National  Cyclopaedia  of  American  Bio- 
graphy; W.  S.  Landor's  works,  edited  by  Crump;  the  complete  works 
of  Anzengruber,  Brentano,  Fontane,  Heinse,  Morike,  Raimund,  and 
Wagner;  and  considerable  selections  from  the  works  of  Bourget,  Daudet, 
and  Anatole  France. 

From  May  i,  1908  to  April  30,  1909,  6,316  books  and  periodicals  were 
drawn  from  the  library  for  home  use.  In  addition,  612  volumes  were 
withdrawn  from  general  circulation  and  reserved  for  special  use  either 
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in  the  library  or  in  seminary  rooms.  The  current  numbers  of  60  period- 
icals were  sent  to  the  seminary  rooms  or  laboratories  for  the  use  of 
instructors  and  advanced  students. 

There  were  presented  to  the  library  from  Ma}^  i,  1908  to  April  30, 
1909,  1,192  bound  volumes,  5,537  pamphlets  and  numbers  of  periodicals, 
14  maps,  and  22  photographs.  Among  the  donors  were  the  Unitetl 
States  Government,  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion, the  State  Libraries  of  Connecticut,  Maine,  New  York,  and  Wash- 
ington, the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Washington,  the  Connecticut  State 
Board  of  Education,  the  Field  Museum  of  Natural  History,  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Steel  Company,  the  Geological  Survej-  of  Canada,  the  Hartford 
Bar  Library,  the  Litchfield  County  University  Club,  and  the  following 
individuals:  Professor  A.  C.  Armstrong,  Mrs.  W.  O.  Atwater,  Bishop 
J.  W.  Bashford,  Reverend  J.  C.  W.  Coxe,  '63,  Professor  M.  B.  Crawford,

During  the  year  three  gifts  of  money  were  received  for  the  purchase 
of  books:  one  of  fio  from  Miss  Nettie  L.  Whitne}-,  ex-'90,  was  spent  in 
the  purchase  of  a  reference  book;  one  of  $108.71  from  R.  H.  Jones,  '01, 
was  applied  toward  paying  for  the  Commentaria  in  Aristotelem  Grseca; 
and  one  of  $50  from  J.  C.  Graham,  '90,  is  to  be  used  in  buying  books  in 
ICnglish  literature. 

J.  F.  Searles,  '96,  has  given  an  interesting  Bible  to  the  library.  It 
contains  the  following  inscription:  "This  Bible  w'as  used  in  Epworth 
church  by  the  Rev'.  Samuel  Wesley  father  to  the  great  &  good  John 
Wesley  during  the  term  of  his  incumbency.  It  was  presented  to  me  by 
Mr.  Sharpe  as  a  most  valuable  r^lic  of  the  Wesley  family  on  my  visit 
to  Epworth  in  the  month  of  Oct'.,  eighteen  hundred  &  thirty  four,  & 
its  identity  was  most  clearly  attested  by  unquestionable  testimony. 
R.  Aitken.  Egreton.  28'''  Oct'.,  1834."  R.  Aitken  was  probably  the 
])opular  preacher,  Robert  Aitken  (1800-1873),  who  was  in  sympathy 
with  the  Wesleyan  Church. 

To  facilitate  the  use  of  the  portion  of  the  \'an  Bensciioten  library 
shelved  in  the  classical  seminary  an  author  catalogue  has  been  made  on 
small  cards.  When  these  books  have  been  fully  catalogued  the  small 
cards  will  be  arranged  to  form  a  shelf-list.  The  remainder  of  the 
Van  Benschoten  books  has  been  classified  and  catalogued  and  will  be 
shelved  during  the  summer. 
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MUSEUM 

In  former  numbers  of  the  Hullefiii  mention  has  been  made  of  the  gift 
of  a  valuable  collection  of  coins  and  historical  medals  by  S.  H.  Olin, 
LL.D.,  '66.  The  museum  has  just  received  from  Doctor  Olin  a  collec- 
tion of  sixty  medals,  struck  at  the  United  States  mint,  commemorating 
the  series  of  presidents  of  the  United  States  and  various  interesting 
events  in  United  States  history.  With  this  accession  the  total  number 
of  specimens  in  the  Olin  collection  is  more  than  six  hundred  and  fifty. 

A  valuable  collection  of  Greek  and  Roman  coins,  numbering  about 
eighty  specimens,  gathered  by  the  late  Professor  Van  Benschoten  and 
presented  to  the  University  by  Mrs.  Van  Benschoten,  has  just  been 
placed  on  exhibition. 

A  very  interesting  human  skull,  with  a  good  many  of  the  other  bones 
of  the  skeleton  and  a  number  of  fragments  of  pottery  and  stone  imple- 
ments, has  been  received  from  Porto  Rico.  The  skull  is  peculiar  in 
form,  the  extreme  lowness  of  the  forehead  resembling  the  Neanderthal 
skull  and  other  similar  fossil  skulls.  The  skull,  however,  is  unquestion- 
ably that  of  an  Indian,  and  its  peculiarities  are  to  be  considered  simply 
as  individual  abnormalities.  The  skull  was  discovered  by  R.  S.  Prescott, 
and  was  secured  for  the  museum  by  request  of  R.  S.  Carpenter,  '07. 

A  collection  of  about  twenty  specimens  of  minerals  has  been  obtained 
in  exchange  from  A.  H.  Petereit,  including  a  number  of  rare  minerals 
and  exceptionally  fine  specimens.  A  fine  collection  of  zeolites  and 
associated  minerals  from  Paterson,  New  Jersey,  has  been  presented  to 
the  museum  by  David  Proskey  of  Paterson. 

The  exhibition  of  local  mineralog}-  in  the  museum  has  received  two 
important  accessions.  One  is  a  group  of  quartz  crj-stals  of  great  size, 
obtained  from  a  cavity  or  pocket  in  pegmatite  at  the  quarry  of  F.  E. 
Strickland  in  Portland.  The  cavity  was  five  or  six  feet  in  diameter,  and 
the  largest  of  the  quartz  crystals  is  about  eleven  inches  in  diameter. 
An  unusually  fine  crystal  of  uraninite  was  found  recently  at  the  same 
localitv,  arid  has  been  obtained  for  the  museum. 


DEPARTMENT  NOTES 
In  the  schedules  of  courses  offered  b}-  the  various  departments  for  the 
coming  year  there  are  a  considerable  number  of  changes  of  some  import- 
ance. These  changes  are  partly  due  to  the  general  revision  of  the 
course  of  study  made  a  year  ago,  the  effect  of  which  upon  alternating 
courses  does  not  entirely  appear  until  the  second  j-ear  of  the  working  of 
the  new  arrangement.     In  the  department  of  German,  the  appointment 
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of  an  instructor,  Mr.  Curts,  who  will  give  his  service  exclusively  to 
that  department;  in  the  department  of  philosophy,  the  absence  of 
Professor  Dodge  in  Europe;  and  in  the  department  of  chemistry  a 
general  remodeling  of  the  course  of  instruction  produce  changes.  The 
rotation  of  alternating  courses  and  other  minor  readjustments  are  not 
noted  here,  but  only  those  changes  which  are  substantial. 

Latin. — Professor  Harrington  will  next  year  offer  for  the  first  time 
Course  XXI,  Latin  literature  since  the  Roman  Empire,  which  will 
consist  of  lectures  introductorj'  to  the  literattire  written  in  the  universal 
language  of  the  ecclesiastical  and  learned  European  world  from  the 
fifth  century  to  the  seventeenth  century,  and  of  illustrative  readings 
from  some  of  the  most  interesting  types  of  prose  and  poetrj-,  including 
the  novel,  the  drama,  the  dialogue,  the  lyric,  and  the  writings  of  the 
Church  Fathers. 

German.— Courses  I,  II,  III,  IV,  VI,  VIII,  X,  XII  will  be  given  next 
year.  Courses  I,  V,  VI,  VII,  and  VIII  are  assigned  to  Mr.  Curts.     Course 

II  will  be  divided  into  two  sections,  one  for  freshmen  conducted  by 
Mr.  Curts,  and  one  for  sophomores  conducted  by  Professor  Fife.    Course 

III  will  be  extended  from  one  to  two  hours  a  week  and  made  a  course 
in  composition  as  well  as  conversation.  Courses  IV,  the  classical  period; 
\'I,  the  German  Novelle;  VIII,  historical  and  critical  prose;  and  X 
and  XI,  which  respectively  deal  with  the  history  of  German  literature 
before  1600  and  since  1600,  will  be  increased  from  two  to  three  hours  a 
week.  Mr.  Curts  will  spend  the  sunmier  in  Germany,  where  he  will 
devote  special  attention  to  the  preparation  of  the  courses  in  the  German 
Novelle  and  in  historical  and  critical  prose. 

Romance  Langl-ages.— Courses  I,  II,  III,  IV,  V,  VI,  VII,  IX,  and  X 
will  be  given  next  year.  Course  II  will  twice  a  week  be  divided  into 
two  sections  for  work  in  translation  and  composition;  for  the  third  hour 
the  two  sections  will  meet  together  for  the  study  of  Duval's  Histoire  de 
la  Litterature  Frangaise.  Course  III,  conversation,  will  be  given  only 
once  a  week,  and  will  be  conducted  by  Professor  Kuhns,  who  will  give 
several  illustrated  lectures  in  connection  with  the  work. 

English  Literature. — Professor  Winchester  will  give  for  the  second 
time  Course  V,  New  England  literature,  1835-85,  dealing  with  Emerson, 
Longfellow,  Lowell,  Hawthorne,  Whittier,  and  Holmes.  This  course 
will  be  open  to  seniors  who  receive  the  permission  of  the  instructor. 

History. — The  subject  of  study  in  the  history  seminary  next  year 
will  be  the  first  administration  of  President  Grant. 
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Economics  and  Social  Science. — Courses  I,  III,  I\',  VII,  and  VIII 
will  be  given  next  year.  The  policy  of  allowing  members  of  classes 
some  choice,  within  limits,  as  to  the  topics  to  be  studied,  which  has 
worked  satisfactorily  this  year  in  connection  with  Courses  II,  \'I,  and 
VIII,  will  be  continued  next  year  in  Courses  IV  and  VIII. 

Philosophy. — Courses  I,  Ia,  VII,  VIII,  IX,  X,  XI,  will  be  given  next 
year.  Owing  to  the  absence  of  Professor  Dodge  iu  Europe,  Professor 
Armstrong  will  conduct  both  parts  of  Course  I,  and  the  rest  of  Professor 
Dodge's  courses  will  be  omitted.  As  a  partial  substitute  for  the  coiirse 
in  physiological  and  experimental  psychology,  a  new  course,  Ia,  will 
be  offered  by  Professor  Armstrong  and  Mr.  Wooster,  who  has  been 
appointed  an  assistant  in  the  department  for  next  year.  This  cour&e 
will  consist  of  readings  collateral  to  Course  I,  mainh'  in  physiological 
psychology.  In  connection  with  this  course  the  laboratory  will  be  open 
one  hour  a  week  for  demonstrations  and  conferences.  The  course  will 
count  as  one  hour  a  week,  and  will  be  open  to  those  who  are  taking 
Course  I.  Course  XI,  philo.sophy  seminary,  will  meet  one  hour  a  week, 
counting  as  two  hours  for  the  year. 

Ethics  and  Religion. — Next  year  Professor  Rice  will  give  the  course 
in  science  and  religion,  but  it  is  not  now  possible  to  make  further 
announcement  of  courses  in  this  department,  as  Professor  Raymond 
will  be  unable  to  take  up  the  work  as  planned,  and  temporary  provision 
must  be  made. 

Mathematics. — Next  year  Professor  Howland  will  give  Courses  II; 
I\';  \"II;  X,  former  IX;  and  XII;  and  Professor  Camp  will  give  Courses 
I,  III,  \',  VI,  XVI,  and  XVII.  Courses  V  and  VI  were  formerly  offered 
together  as  Course  V.  Course  VII  is  former  Course  VI,  differential  and 
integral  calculus,  and  it  will  be  supplemented  by  more  advanced  work 
in  Course  XII,  which  will  be  given  two  hours  a  week  through  the  year. 
The  former  two-hour  courses  in  descriptive  and  practical  astronomy  will 
be  given  three  times  a  week  for  a  half-year  each  and  will  be  numbered 
XVI  and  XVII. 

Physics. — The  title  of  Course  X  has  been  changed  from  the  mathe- 
matical theory  of  electricity  to  advanced  electricity  in  order  to  cover 
considerable  modifications  of  the  work.  In  the  second  half-year,  the 
subjects  of  electrical  oscillations  and  'wireless  telegraphy,  in  which 
Professor  Cady  is  doing  experimental  work,  will  receive  special  atten- 
tion. To  help  Professor  Cady  in  both  instruction  and  investigation  in 
the  electrical  laboratory,  Mr.  Charles  L.  Brightman  has  been  appointed 
as  an  additional  assistant  in  the  department. 
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Chemistry. — The  following  courses  will  be  given  next  year:  Courses 
I;  IIa,  qvialitative  analysis,  lectures;  IIb,  qualitative  analysis,  labora- 
tory practice;  III;  IV;  Y,  advanced  quantitative  analysis;  VI;  VII; 
VIII;  IX;  X,  former  IXa;  XI,  former  X;  XII;  XIII;  XIV,  former 
XII;  XV,  former  XIII;  XVI,  former  XIV;  XVII,  former  XV.  The 
former  three-hour  Course  III,  qualitative  anah-sis,  is  replaced  by 
Courses  IIa  and  IIb,  which  together  will  be  given  four  hours  for 
the  first  half-j-ear.  During  the  second  half-year  these  will  be  followed 
by  Course  III,  elementary  quantitative  anah'sis,  so  that  it  will  be 
possible  henceforth  to  take  the  latter  work  in  the  sophomore  year. 
Course  VII,  physical  chemistry,  and  Course  VIII,  indu.strial  chemistry, 
will  be  extended  through  the  whole  year.  Course  XI,  two  exercises  a 
week,  and  Course  XII,  three  exercises  a  week  after  Easter,  replace 
former  Course  X,  organic  chemistry.  Course  XIII,  former  XI,  will  be 
given  for  one  hour  through  the  year  instead  of  two  hours  for  a  half-year. 
Course  X\'I,  former  XI\',  will  be  given  for  two  hours  a  week  instead  of 
one. 

The  following  exhibits  have  been  presented  to  the  department  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  courses  in  industrial  chemistry  and  electro- 
chemistry: soaps,  The  Larkin  Compan)-,  Buffalo,  New  York;  artificial 
and  natural  silks  and  other  textile  products,  Badische  Conipagnie,  New 
York;  S.  A.  Salvage,  New  York;  Cheney  Brothers,  South  Manchester, 
Connecticut;  Russell  Manufacturing  Company,  Middletown;  and  Gordon 
Brothers,  Hazardville,  Connecticut;  sugar.  National  Sugar  Refinery, 
Yonkers,  New  York;  alcohol,  process  and  appliances.  The  Alcohol 
Utilities  Company,  New  York;  United  vStates  Industrial  Alcohol  Com- 
pany, Peoria,  Illinois;  Landers,  Frary,  and  Clark,  New  Britain,  Connec- 
ticut; Edward  Miller  and  Company,  Meriden,  Connecticut;  Manning, 
Bowman,  and  Company,  Meriden,  Connecticut;  graphite  and  other  elec- 
tric furnace  products,  International  Acheson  Graphite  Company,  Niagara 
Falls,  New  York;  rare  metals  and  alloys,  Goldschmidt  Thermite  Com- 
])any,  New  York. 

The  department  has  recently  purchased  a  Thompson  reflectoscope, 
which  can  be  used  for  the  projection  not  only  of  lantern  slides,  but  also 
of  illustrations  in  books,  and  of  other  opaque  objects. 


YOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASvSOCIATION 
The  past  year  has  seen  an  increased  interest  in  almost  all  phases  of 
the  work  of  the  Christian  Association  in  the  University.     The  Sunday 
morning  meetings  have  shown  a  considerable  growth  in  both  numbers 
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and  spirit  over  those  of  last  ^-ear.  Owing  to  careful  plans  made  during 
the  summer  an  unusual  number  of  able  speakers  from  out  of  town  was 
secured.  Several  members  of  the  faculty  have  also  helped  to  make 
these  meetings  more  effective. 

The  neighborhood  work  committee,  which  has  been  more  than  usually 
efficient,  has  held  regular  weekly  meetings  at  Xewfield  and  Long  Hill 
besides  assisting  greatly  in  the  conduct  of  the  Pacousett  Sunday  school 
in  Portland  and  of  the  Italian  mission  in  Middletown.  The  number  of 
students  who  have  taken  active  part  in  the  work  of  this  committee  has 
been  large,  but  it  is  felt  that  these  opportunities  for  service  ought  to  be 
the  means  of  bringing  to  many  more  students  the  realization  of  the 
importance  and  value  of  active  Christian  work. 

The  Bible  study  groups  have  grown  in  a  very  gratifying  manner,  and 
the  results  of  the  work  are  already  becoming  apparent.  The  normal 
class  for  the  leaders  of  these  groups  has  again  been  under  the  efficient 
leadership  of  Professor  Hewitt. 

The  committee  on  missions  has  been  unusually  successful  this  year, 
but  the  need  is  obvious  of  a  vigorous  effort  next  year  for  the  further 
development  of  the  mission  study  classes.  During  the  past  year  this 
committee  has  conducted  a  mission  study  class  in  South  Farms. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  send  a  large  delegation  to  the  student  con- 
ference at  Northfield  in  July,  in  order  that  there  may  be  a  group  of  men 
who  have  received  special  preijaration  and  inspiration  to  lead  in  the 
work  next  year.

DEBATE 

In  the  debates  of  the  triangular  league  held  on  December  18,  1908, 
the  teams  of  Amherst,  Williams,  and  Wesleyan  each  won  on  the  affirma- 
tive side  of  the  question:  ''Resolved,  That  all  railroads  engaged  in  inter- 
state commerce  should  be  operated  by  companies  incorporated  hy  the 
federal  government;  the  constitutionality  of  the  question  being  waived." 
Brengle,  '10,  Hancock,  '09,  and  Vanderbilt,  '10,  alternate,  upheld  the 
affirmative  against  Amherst  at  Middletown;  and  Barbour,  '09,  Roberts, 
'10,  and  Barker,  '09,  alternate,  defended  the  negative  against  Williams 
at  Williamstown. 

The  Wesle}-an  team,  composed  of  Barker,  Brengle,  and  Hancock, 
took  the  affirmative  of  the  question,  "-Resolved,  That  the  naval  policy 
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of  President  Roosevelt  should  be  adopted  b}-  the  country,"  and  were 
awarded  a  unanimous  decision  over  the  Bowdoin  team  at  Middletown 
on  March  19,  1909. 

In  the  interclass  debates  for  the  Scott  cup  the  freshman  (191 21  team, 
composed  of  H.  D.  Jones  and  Williams,  successfully  upheld  the  affirma- 
tive of  the  Bowdoin  debate  question  against  the  sophomores. 

The  debating  society  has  been  reorganized  as  the  debate  council  and 
a  constitution  has  been  adopted  for  the  council  under  which  all  debate 
matters  will  be  managed  in  the  future.  For  the  coming  year  the 
officers  will  be  Brengle,  president,  and  Vanderbilt,  manager. 

The  Briggs  Prize  debate  occurred  in  Memorial  Chapel  on  May  27,  on 
the  question:  ''Resolved,  That,  in  the  United  States,  nominations  for 
minor  elective  offices  should  be  by  the  method  of  the  primary."  The 
contestants  were  Barker,  '09,  Brengle,  '10,  Hancock,  '09,  and  Vanderbilt, 
'10.  The  judges.  Honorable  David  Ward  Northrop,  B.  A.,  LL.  B.,  '68, 
Reverend  Charles  Wesley  Flint,  M.  A.,  and  Mr.  James  Charles  Fox,  B.  A., 
awarded  the  prize  to  George  Swift  Brengle,  Amenia  Union,  New  York. 


UNIVERSITY  NOTES 

Andru.s  Field. — The  local  executive  committee  of  the  trustees  at 
their  April  meeting  appropriated  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  toward 
certain  improvements  which  are  to  be  made  on  Andrus  Field,  the  balance 
of  the  expense  to  be  borne  by  the  athletic  council.  Heretofore  match 
games  of  baseball  and  football  have  been  played  on  the  same  field,  and 
it  has  been  found  almost  impossible  to  keep  the  diamond  in  proper  con- 
dition for  baseball  and  properly  grassed  for  football.  The  football  grid- 
iron is  now  to  be  laid  out  on  the  east  side  of  the  field,  reserving  the 
present  field  for  baseball.  It  will  be  necessary  to  remove  a  part  of  the 
bank  near  Observatory  Hall,  and  to  raise  and  drain  the  northeast  part 
of  the  field.  Movable  bleachers  will  be  provided  for  football  games. 
The  baseball  diamond  will  be  raised  and  sodded,  thus  securing  a  first- 
class  baseball  diamond  even  under  adverse  weather  conditions. 

In  the  past  few  years  a  number  of  questions  have  arisen  as  to  how  far 
the  University  authorities  should  assume  responsibility  for  the  control 
and  care  of  Andrus  Field  and  the  various  improvements  on  it.  After 
several  conferences  during  the  winter  term,  Acting  President  Rice  and 
the  local  executive  committee  of  the  trustees,  for  the  University,  and 
the  representatives  of  the  athletic  council  agreed  upon  a  set  of  rules, 
which  have  been  published,  and  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  secure  proper 
control  and  care  of  the  field  and  athletic  properties.     According  to  the 
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aijrecniriil.  the  Held  and  track  may  be  used  l)y  outside  teams  only  by 
permission  of  the  president  after  consultation,  wlienever  possible,  with 
some  representative  of  the  athletic  council,  and  any  money  received  for 
the  vise  of  the  field  by  outside  parties  is  to  l)e  turned  over  to  the  council. 
The  University  agrees  to  maintain  the  .<:irand  stand,  fences,  and  walks; 
the  council  is  to  keep  in  proper  condition  the  l)leachers,  running  track, 
diamond,  and  football  field. 

Entrance  Requirements  in  Latin.— For  two  or  three  years,  the 
question  of  uniform  college  entrance  requirements  has  been  persi-stently 
agitated  in  various  educational  associations.  In  Latin,  especially,  several 
vexatious  minor  differences  in  the  requirements  have  been  perpetuated 
to  the  disadvantage  of  the  preparator}-  schools.  In  order  to  remedy  this 
condition,  it  was  proposed  by  Professor  Harrington  at  meetings  of  the 
Connecticut  and  of  the  Western  Massachusetts  sections  of  the  New 
England  Classical  Association  to  recommend  to  all  New  England  col- 
leges that  the  entrance  requirements  should  specif}-  no  reading  from 
Latin  authors,  except  four  books  of  Caesar,  or  their  equivalent,  six 
orations  of  Cicero,  and  six  books  of  Vergil's  ^-Eneid,  the  order  in  which 
they  should  be  read  being  left  to  the  schools  to  determine.  The  recom- 
mendation having  been  duly  made  by  these  associations,  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity has  brought  her  own  requirements  into  conformity  with  the 
proposed  plan  by  omitting  the  alternative  recjuirement  of  either  one 
thousand  lines  of  Ovid  or  the  Eclogues  of  Vergil. 

Junior  Exhibition. — The  annual  prize  contest  in  oratory  for  mem- 
bers of  the  junior  class  was  held  in  Memorial  Chapel,  Thursday  evening, 
Aj^ril  29,  1909.  Eight  speakers  participated  in  the  contest.  The  com- 
mittee of  award  consisted  of  Honorable  Frank  David  Haines,  LL.  B.,  of 
Middletown;  Mr.  Heman  Charles  Whittlesey,  B.  A.,  of  Middletown;  and 
Professor  Dodge.  To  Walter  Henry  Brown,  of  Bridgeport,  Connecticut, 
was  awarded  the  first  prize  for  an  oration  on  Booker  Taliaferro  Wash- 
ington, Creditor;  and  the  second  prize  to  Walter  Parks  Bliss,  of  Mont- 
clair,  New  Jersey,  who  spoke  on  Tuberculosis  and  the  Foreigner. 

Wekki.v  P.ui,letin. — At  the  end  of  January,  the  University  began 
the  regular  issue  of  a  Weekly  Bulletin,  such  as  is  now  published  by 
many  of  the  colleges.  It  is  a  1)roadside,  measuring  about  twelve  by 
eighteen  inches,  and  is  published  every  Saturda}'  to  furnish  a  calendar 
of  occurrences  for  the  ensuing  week. 

Gymnasium  Exhibition. — The  annual  gymnasium  exhibition  was 
conducted  by  Mr.  Reiter  on  March  31,  1909,  with  Doctor  Horace  Chenej' 
S\van   of   Trinity   College,    Professor   Nicolson,   and    Professor   I'Mfe  as 
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juds<es.  The  class  of  1910  was  awarded  the  ciip  presented  by  Mr.  Reiter 
for  the  class  winning  the  interclass  basketball  championship.  The  Olin 
cup  for  the  best  class  squad  drill  was  awarded  for  the  second  time  to  the 
class  of  1911,  and  the  Wallace  cup  was  again  awarded  to  F.  L.  Soule,'ii, 
as  the  best  gymnast.  Additional  cups  were  awarded  for  first,  second,  and 
third  places  in  gymnastics  to  F.  L.  Soule,'ii,  Stilwell,'ii,  and  G.  B.  Soule, 
'09.  Libby, '12,  won  the  light-weight  wrestling  contest,  and  the  middle- 
weight contest  was  a  draw  between  Pauunzio,  '11,  and  Simmons, '11. 

Athletic  Council. — During  the  year,  the  athletic  council  has  taken 
under  its  control  the  basketball  association.  Heretofore,  basketball  has 
been  regarded  as  a  minor  sport  and  conducted  tinder  the  management 
of  the  college  body.  This  is  an  important  step  in  the  coordination  of 
the  control  of  athletic  sports  in  the  Universit}\ 

Death  of  William  Connell. — Honorable  William  Connell,  who 
has  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  since  1888,  died  in  Scranton, 
Pennsylvania,  on  March  21,  1909,  aged  eightj'-one  years. 


FACULTY  NOTES 

Presidential  Activities.— Acting  President  Rice  and  President- 
elect Shanklin  were  present  at  the  inauguration  of  E.  A.  Noble,  '91,  as 
president  of  the  Woman's  College  of  Baltimore  on  February  2,  1909. 
Both  also  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Methodist  College 
Presidents  in  Chicago  on  January  13-14. 

President-elect  Shanklin  paid  his  first  visit  to  Middletown  on  February 
10-14,  and  was  the  guest  of  Acting  President  Rice.  At  the  regvilar 
chapel  exercises  on  the  morning  of  the  nth,  Thursday,  he  made  a 
brief  address  of  greeting  to  the  students  and  the  faculty  which  was 
enthusiastically  received.  On  Thursday  evening  Acting  President  Rice 
entertained  the  members  of  the  faculty  and  their  wives  in  honor  of 
Doctor  Shanklin.  On  Saturday  evening  Doctor  Shanklin  was  present 
and  spoke  at  an  informal  gathering  of  the  students  in  the  Psi  Upsilon 
house.

Professor  Raymond. — The  many  friends  of  ex-President  Raymond 
Avill  be  sorrv  to  learn  that  his  year  of  rest  has  resulted  in  no  considerable 
improvement  in  his  health,  and  that  he  finds  it  impossible  to  take  up 
the  work  of  teaching  next  year  as  had  been  planned.  During  the  past 
year  he  has  spent  most  of  the  time  in  a  sanitarium  at  Clifton  Springs. 
New  York,  and  at  the  home  of  his  daughter  near  EHenville,  New  York. 
For  next  year,  he  intends  to  occupy  the  residence  of  Professor  Dodge, 
who  will  be  in  Europe. 

Professor  Nicolsox.— Professor  Nicolson  attended  meetings  of  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  in  New  Y^ork  City,  on  November 
7,  1908  and  April  17,  1909,  as  the  representative  of  Wesleyan  University 
on  the  Board.  On  January  2,  1909,  he  represented  the  University  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  of  the  United 
States,  in  New  Y'ork  City,  and  was  elected  secretary-treasurer.  On 
April  12,  1909,  he  attended  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Nevv-  England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board  in  Boston;  and  on 
May  14,  1909,  was  present  in  Boston  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board. 
Professor  Nicolson  and  S.  V.  Coffin,  '89,  were  the  representatives  of  the 
athletic  council  of  Wesleyan  University  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  of  New  England  Colleges  for  Conference  on  Athletics,  in 
Boston,  on  May  14-15,  1909.  Professor  Nicolson  was  reelected  president 
of  the  Association.  He  was  present  at  thfe  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  of  Administrative  Officers  in  New  England  Colleges,  at 
Y'ale  University,  on  May  25-26,  1909. 

Professor  Br.a.dley.— Under  the  title,  Weitere  Versuche  an  Uuft- 
verfiiissigungs-Anlagen,  the  numbers  for  January  and  February,  1909,  of 
the  Zeitschrift fih' komprimierte  undfliissige  Case  of  Hanover,  Germany, 
published  an  extended  account  of  Professor  Bradley's  investigations  in 
liquid  air,  with  long  passages  translated  from  the  reports  of  his  work 
which  Professor  Bradley  has  published. 

Professor  Dodge. — Professor  Dodge  presented  a  paper  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Experimental  Psychologists  at  Princeton,  New  Jersey,  on 
April  9.  Professor  Dodge  has  been  granted  leave  of  absence  for  the 
collegiate  year  1909-10,  and,  after  conducting  cour.ses  in  psychology  at 
the  summer  school  of  Columbia  University,  he  will  sail  for  Europe  about 
the  middle  of  August.  His  plans  for  study  and  investigation  will  take 
him  principally  to  Germany  and  France. 

Profes.sor  Fife. — At  its  meeting  in  May,  1908,  the  New  England 
Modern  Language  Association  appointed  a  comiiiittee,  with  Professor 
Fife  as  chairman,   to  investigate  the  conditions  in   modern  language 
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instruction  in  the  schools  of  New  England.  At  the  meeting  of  the 
Association  in  Boston,  on  May  8,  1909,  Professor  Fife,  on  behalf  of  the 
committee,  presented  a  report,  containing  seven  recommendations  to 
the  colleges,  and  eleven  recommendations  to  the  schools  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  teaching  of  French  and  German  in  preparation  for 
college.  Some  reforms  of  a  radical  character  are  suggested.  The 
report  was  accepted,  ordered  printed  in  full  for  general  distribution  to 
the  schools  and  colleges  of  New  England  for  further  study  and  criticism, 
and  made  the  order  of  business  for  the  meeting  a  year  hence.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  report  will  receive  general  approval  and  adoption,  and 
that  it  will  result  in  a  decided  improvement  in  the  quality  of  preparatory 
school  work  in  the  modern  languages.  Professor  Fife  also  attended 
and  addressed  group  meetings  of  this  Association  in  Providence  on 
February  27,  and  in  Springfield  on  March  13. 

Baltimore  Meeting,  American  Association  for  the  Advance- 
ment OF  Science. — Acting  President  Rice,  Professors  Crawford,  Conn, 
and  Dodge,  Doctors  Renshaw  and  Turrentine,  and  Mr.  Whitne}-  attended 
the  sessions  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science 
in  Baltimore  during  the  Christmas  holidays.  Acting  President  Rice, 
Professor  Dodge,  and  Doctor  Turrentine  were  among  those  who  pre- 
sented papers. 

Meetings  Attended. — Professor  Winchester  attended  meetings  of 
the  New  England  Conference  of  College  Teachers  of  English  in  Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts,  on  January  15  and  on  May  22.  On  February  22, 
he  attended  the  meeting  of  the  National  Conference  on  College  Entrance 
Requirements  in  English  in  New  York.  Professor  Winchester  is  presi- 
dent of  the  former  and  vice-president  of  the  latter  conference. 

Professors  Winchester  and  Mead  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Mod- 
ern Language  Association  of  America  and  of  the  American  Dialect  So- 
ciety at  Princeton,  during  the  Christmas  holidaj-s.  At  the  same  time, 
Professor  Harrington  was  in  attendance  at  Toronto,  Canada,  upon  the 
sessions  of  the  American  Philological  Association  and  the  Archaeological 
Institute  of  America,  of  which  he  is  a  councillor.  Professor  Harrington 
has  also  taken  part  in  meetings  of  the  Western  Massachusetts  Section 
of  the  Classical  Association  of  New  England,  at  South  Hadley,  Massa- 
chusetts, on  December  12,  1908,  and  of  the  Connecticut  Association  of 
Classical  and  High  School  Teachers,  at  New  Haven,  on  February  27, 
1909.

OPEN  ED 


THE  installation  of  William  Arnold  >Shanklin  on  November  12th  as  the 
ninth  President  of  Wesleyan  University  was  in  every  particular  a 
remarkable  occasion.  No  event  in  the  history  of  Wesleyan  has  attracted 
so  large  a  number  of  distinguished  men  or  so  great  a  concourse  of 
strangers  from  various  parts  of  the  countr}'.  For  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  country  the  President  and  the  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States  were  present  together  at  the  installation  of  a  college 
president.  There  were  present  also  the  Commissioner  of  Education  of 
the  United  States,  the  head  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Teaching,  the  presidents  and  representatives  of  eightj'-one 
institutions  of  higher  education,  senators,  governors,  judges,  bishops 
and  other  prominent  clergy,  and  an  unprecedented  number  of  alumni. 
Many  thousands  of  strangers  filled  the  streets.  Ever}-  part  of  the 
ceremony  and  of  the  exercises  of  the  day  had  been  so  carefully  arranged 
that  the  entire  program  was  carried  through  without  a  break. 

This  brilliant  occasion  has  attracted  toward  Weslej^an  the  attention 
of  many  who  have  hitherto  very  imperfectly  appreciated  the  unique 
advantages  afforded  by  Wesleyan.  Everywhere  is  expressed  the  fullest 
confidence  that  under  the  new  administration  Wesleyan  is  entering 
upon  an  era  of  prosperity  greater  than  at  any  time  since  the  institution 
was  founded. 
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In  so  far  as  President  Shanklin  has  outlined  his  policy,  it  may  be 
summed  up  in  a  few  words:  Wesleyan  should  be  made  the  best  college  for 
its  size  in  the  country — the  foremost  in  material  equipment,  endowment, 
and  faculty,  and  the  highest  in  its  standards  of  scholarship.  This  ideal 
requires  some  definition  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstand- 
ing. The  policy  of  the  new  administration  is  evolutionary  rather  than 
revolutionary,  and  aims  to  ensure  and  hasten  the  progress  that  has  been 
steadily  made  at  Wesleyan  for  more  than  three-quarters  of  a  century. 

The  ideal  college  is  not  that  which  excels  in  mere  numbers,  but  that 
which  affords  the  best  facilities  for  a  liberal  education  to  men  of  excep- 
tional ability  and  preparation.  Such  has  been  the  aim  of  Wesle3'an  for 
many  years.  With  comparatively  small  additional  outlay  five  hundred 
students  can  be  well  taken  care  of.  And  five  hundred  students  are  as 
many  as  can  be  handled  to  the  best  advantage  with  the  present  equipment. 

It  remains  now  to  point  oi;t  definitely  some  of  the  immediate  and 
pressing  needs  of  the  institution: 

1.  It  was  announced  by  the  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  at  the 
last  Commencement  that  a  million  dollars  must  be  added  to  the  endow- 
ment to  enable  the  University  to  carry  on  work  already  begun,  and  to 
initiate  the  forward  movement  for  a  greater  Wesleyan.  Owing  to  the 
increased  expense  attendant  upon  the  growth  of  the  last  two  decades, 
the  income  has  for  years  fallen  below  the  annual  expenditure  by 
amounts  ranging  from  17,572.14  to  118,451.84.*  The  annual  expenditure 
cannot  be  curtailed  without  inevitable  loss  of  efficiency,  but  the  deficit 
should  be  met,  once  for  all,  by  so  increasing  the  endowment  that  the 
income  shall  equal  the  annual  outlay.  A  beginning  has  already  been 
made  by  the  subscription  of  $50,000  by  the  Hon.  George  G.  Reynolds, 
'41,  of  $25,000  by  Mr.  James  Noel  Brown,  and  of  $5,000  by  the  Hon. 
Watson  C.  Squire,  '59. 

2.  But  it  is  not  enough  merely  to  wipe  out  the  deficit,  for  Wesleyan 
is  definitely  pledged  to  expansion  in  various  departments,  which  must 
be  developed  according  to  a  symmetrical  plan,  with  additions  to  the 
teaching  force  for  handling  courses  which  are  so  fundamental  or  essential 
as  to  be  included  in  the  work  of  nearly  every  student.  In  more  than 
one  department  the  instructors  are  now  burdened  with  more  work  than 
they  can  carry  with  justice  to  themselves  or  profit  to  their  classes. 
The  recognized  policy  of  Wesleyan  requires  that  the  men  to  be  added 
to  the  faculty  should  be  scholars  of  proved  ability  and  experience. 

3.  For  the  past  ten  years,  at  least,  the  average  salary  of  Wesleyan 
professors  has  proved    inadequate    to    the   demands   of   a   professor's

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position.  With  few  exceptions,  salaries  stand  at  the  same  figure  as  they 
did  thirty  years  or  more  ago,  while  within  the  last  eight  years  the  cost 
of  living  has  advanced  nearly  fifty  per  cent.  The  maintenance  of  the 
high  rank  of  Wesleyan  in  the  educational  world  is  wholly  dependent 
on  the  quality  of  the  men  in  charge  of  the  various  departments,  but  to 
secure  new  men  of  the  type  that  all  the  traditions  of  Wesleyan  require 
will  be  increasingly  difficult  unless  the  compensation  is  such  as  to 
compare  favorably  with  that  in  the  institutions  from  which  the  teach- 
ing force  must  be  largely  drawn. 

4.  A  considerable  enlargement  of  the  material  equipment  must  be 
made  in  the  immediate  future.  At  the  present  rate  of  growth  the 
library  can  be  housed  in  the  present  building  for  no  long  time,  and 
even  now  great  inconvenience  is  experienced.  A  thoroughly  modern 
library  building,  with  an  adequate  reading-room,  has  become  generally 
recognized  as  a  pressing  necessitj-.  The  library  is  the  real  centre  of 
the  intellectual  life  of  the  University,  and  it  should  be  provided  with 
all  the  facilities  required  to  render  that  life  more  vigorous  and  efficient. 
An  adequate  building  is  needed  also  for  the  department  of  chemistry. 
The  laboratory  facilities  in  Judd  Hall  have  long  been  insufficient,  and 
the  investigations  necessarily  carried  on  there  are  a  constant  menace 
to  the  safety  of  the  collections  in  the  nuiseum  on  the  floors  above.  The 
withdrawal  of  the  department  of  chemistry  from  Judd  Hall  would 
permit  the  departments  of  geology  and  biology  to  occupy  the  entire 
building  and  would  relieve  for  years  to  come  the  overcrowding  that  has 
long  been  a  hindrance  to  successful  work. 

A  suitable  building  is  needed  to  serve  as  a  college  union,  and  as  a 
general  meeting  place  for  students,  alumni,  and  faculty.  Under  present 
conditions,  although  there  is  a  remarkable  group  of  attractive  fraternity 
houses,  there  is  no  one  place  recognized  as  the  centre  of  the  college 
life.  The  lack  of  such  a  building  has  long  been  keenly  felt,  and  par- 
ticularl}'  the  lack  of  an  assembly  hall  for  social  gatherings  and  informal 
addresses.  Among  the  features  that  might  be  included  in  the  proposed 
building  are  sleeping  rooms  for  graduates  at  Commencement  and  at 
other  times  when  suitable  accommodations  are  difficult  to  obtain.  It 
might  thus,  in  some  measure,  serve  as  a  college  inn.  Here,  too,  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  the  Glee  Club,  the  offices  of  the 
student  periodicals  and  of  the  various  college  organizations,  could 
properly  find  a  place.  The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  a  large 
swimming-pool  might  be  constructed  in  the  basement.  There  is  no 
question  that  a  building  of  this  tj'pe  might  be  one  of  the  most  effectual 
aids  to  the  promotion  of  a  loyal  and  united  college  spirit. 
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The  hopes  for  a  stead)-  increase  in  the  size  of  the  freshman  class  have 
again  been  realized  by  the  admission  of  a  class  numbering  122  men — 
the  largest  ever  admitted  to  Wesleyan  University.  This  is  a  gain  of 
twenty-three  men  over  the  entering  class  of  a  year  ago.  The  total 
registration  this  year  is  343.  The  growth  indicated  by  these  figures  is 
encouraging,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  area  from  which  Wesleyan 
draws  students  might  be  widely  extended.  There  has  hitherto  been  no 
concerted  effort  to  secure  students  from  the  great  middle  west  and  from 
the  states  bej-ond  the  Mississippi,  though  initial  steps  in  this  direction 
have  been  taken  by  the  Wesleyan  Alumni  Association  of  Chicago.  A 
decided  increase  in  the  number  of  new  students  from  the  west  appears 
this  year.  But  there  are  regions  much  nearer  to  Wesleyan  which 
might,  with  some  cooperation  on  the  part  of  Wesleyan  alumni,  be  made 
to  contribute  a  regular  contingent  of  new  students. 

The  inevitable  shrinkage  in  numbers  as  the  college  course  advances 
requires  that  the  freshman  class  should  have  not  less  than  150  men. 
There  should  therefore  be  an  immediate  effort  to  increase  by  at  least 
twenty-five  men  the  size  of  the  classes  that  enter  for  the  next  four 
years.  Such  a  growth  presents  little  difficulty  if  every  alumnus  and 
every  undergraduate  will  do  his  part. 


There  are  now  fifteen  Wesleyan  University  alumni  associations,  only 
two  of  which  are  west  of  the  middle  states.  Oljviously,  associations  are 
formed  only  where  a  considerable  number  of  alumni  are  in  residence, 
but  the  suggestion  may  be  made  to  the  alumni  scattered  throughout  the 
states  west  of  the  Mississippi  that  in  so  far  as  possible  they  should  plan 
to  hold  a  reunion  at  least  once  or  twice  a  year  and  thus  not  only  revive 
old  friendships  but  also  extend  the  influence  of  Wesleyan  where  it  is  too 
little  known.  The  new  administration  has  undertaken  to  accomplish  a 
great  work,  and  there  are  multitudes  of  ways  in  which  the  various  associa- 
tions and  the  individual  alumni  can  make  the  burden  somewhat  lighter. 


One  especial  aim  of  the  new  administration  will  be  to  bring  before  the 
public  in  every  legitimate  way  the  activities  of  the  University.  Wes- 
leyan is  not  desirous  of  iinearned  recognition,  but  may  justly  demand 
that  somewhat  more  of  public  attention  be  directed  to  the  exceptional 
facilities  here  provided  for  higher  education.  The  alumni  associations 
should  make  such  diffusion  of  information  about  Wesleyan  a  part  of 
their  regular  duties. 
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There  has  been  sent  to  every  alumnus  who  is  not  already  a  subscriber 
to  the  IVesleyan  Argus  a  copy  of  the  specia?  issue  of  November  i8th, 
containing  a  full  account  of  the  installation  of  President  Shanklin.  This 
number  contains  twenty-eight  pages  and  will  doubtless  be  long  pre- 
served as  a  vahied  souvenir  of  a  memorable  occasion.  Alumni  who  wish 
to  procure  views  of  the  college  will  be  interested  to  see  the  admirable 
pictures  that  appeared  in  the  Youth's  Companion  of  November  iSth. 


The  June  entrance  examinations  were  conducted  under  the  direction 
of  a  representative  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board.  Under 
the  new  system  prospective  students  may  take  their  examinations  at 
Middletown  or  at  any  of  the  appointed  places  that  may  prove  most 
convenient.  Attention  may  be  once  more  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
September  entrance  examinations  are  under  the  direction  of  the  faculty 
and  are  held  at  Middletown. 


At  the  opening  of  the  present  college  year  a  Sunday  vesper  service,  at- 
tendance at  which  is  required  of  all  students,  was  established.  Eminent 
preachers  of  various  denominations  have  taken  part,  and  have  presented 
from  different  points  of  view  topics  of  especial  interest  to  )^oung  men. 
The  service  is  brief — lasting  less  than  an  hour — and  thus  far  appears  to 
have  solved  in  large  measure  the  vexed  question  of  church  attendance 
at  Weslevan. 


Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  preparation  of  the  new  Alunnii 
Record,  which  has  not  been  published  in  unabridged  form  since  18S3, 
although  an  address  list  of  alumni  and  non-graduates  has  been  issued 
from  time  to  time.  The  collection  of  the  mass  of  necessary  material 
imposes  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  editor  charged  with  the  publication. 
All  possible  aid  should  be  given  by  those  whose  names  are  to  appear  in 
the  book,  and  requests  for  information  should  be  met  without  delay. 

The  usual  supplement  to  the  Alumni  Record  will  be  published  this 
year  before  the  end  of  January.  Hereafter  this  supplement  will  be 
issued  in  briefer  form,  probablj-  as  a  mere  address  list  of  graduates  and 
non-graduates. 


Before  the  close  of  the  last  collegiate  year  ex-President  Raymond 
found  his  health  so  impaired  as  to  incapacitate  him  for  assuming  the 
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duties  of  the  chair  of  the  English  Bible,  to  which  he  had  been  ap- 
pointed, and  to  necessitate  his  permanent  withdrawal  from  the  work 
of  teaching.  On  the  presentation  of  his  resignation  to  the  board  of 
trustees,  suitable  resolutions  were  drawn  up,  which  will  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  trustee  meeting.  By  special  action  of  the  Carnegie 
Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching,  Dr.  Raymond  has  been 
made  a  beneficiary  of  the  Foundation.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  announce 
that  he  will  continue  to  make  Middletown  his  home. 


For  more  than  forty-five  years  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  Wesleyan 
University  have  been  under  the  efficient  charge  of  the  janitor,  Mr. 
Harlow  Raymond.  No  figure  has  been  more  familiar  to  the  students  of 
Weslevan,  and  none  has  become  more  deservedly  popular.  On  the 
recent  occasion  of  his  eightieth  birthday  he  was  presented  by  the  Wes- 
leyan faculty  with  a  tall,  handsome  clock,  and  by  the  student  body  with 
a  silver  loving-cup.  It  is  a  matter  of  general  regret  that  he  is  to  with- 
draw from  active  service  at  the  close,  of  the  present  college  year.  The 
good  wishes  of  the  entire  college  community  and  of  the  graduates  of 
manv  vears  will  follow  him  in  his  well-earned  retirement. 


General  satisfaction  will  greet  the  announcement  that  the  endowment 
of  S5,ooo  for  the  Wesleyan  Free  Bed  in  the  Middlesex  Hospital  was 
completed  on  November  6th  by  the  Hon.  William  Pallister  Hubbard,  '63, 
•  of  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  who  contributed  somewhat  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  to  the  fund.  Some  additional  subscriptions  have  since 
been  received,  and  the  entire  fund  now  amounts  to  $5,340.30.  Grateful 
acknowledgment  is  due  to  many  who  have  aided  in  this  enterprise,  but 
especially  to  Mrs.  A.  C.  Armstrong,  who  headed  the  committee  intrusted 
with  the  work  of  securing  the  endowment,  and  also  to  the  late  Mrs. 
Walter  G.  Cady,  to  whom  the  success  of  the  hospital  bazaar  a  year  ago 
was  largely  due. 


THE  INSTALLATION  OF  PRESIDENT  SHANKLIN 
The  ninth  president  of  Wesleyan  University  was  installed  on  Novem- 
ber 12,  1909,  under  circumstances  that  made  the  occasion  one  long  to  be 
remembered  by  all  who  witnessed  it.  The  d^te  first  set,  October  29, 
was  changed  in  the  summer,  in  order  to  render  possible  the  presence  of 
President  Taft,  who  had  signified  his  willingness  to  attend. 
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A  committee  composed  of  representatives  from  the  trustees  and 
faculty  began  the  work  of  preparation  in  the  svimmer  vacation.  Soon 
after  President  Shanklin  had  announced  that  President  Taft  was 
expected  to  attend  the  installation,  the  citizens  of  Middletown  began  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  making  preparations  distinct  from  those  of 
the  L^niversity  to  give  the  distinguished  guest  a  suitable  welcome.  The 
University  authorities  accordingly  invited  the  city  to  participate  in  the 
ceremonies  of  the  day.  The  visit  of  a  president  of  the  United  States 
to  Middletown,  for  the  second  time  in  the  history  of  the  towm,  and  the 
extensive  preparations  to  receive  him  attracted  large  throngs  from  the 
neighboring  towns  and  cities.  The  cooperation  of  the  citizens  un- 
doubtedly lent  to  the  installation  an  added  degree  of  eclat  and  the 
hospitalit}'  exhibited  by  many  of  them  in  opening  their  homes  for  the 
entertainment  of  our  invited  guests  and  the  delegates  from  other  in- 
stitutions contributed  largely  to  solve  the  troublesome  problem  of 
entertainment. 

Most  of  the  alunnii,  delegates,  and  invited  guests  reached  Middletown 
on  Thursda)'  evening.  The  fraternity  initiations,  which  had  been 
postponed  to  the  eve  of  the  installation,  were  largeh-  attended,  not  only 
by  the  alumni  of  Wesleyan,  but  by  distinguished  guests  from  other 
colleges.  In  view  of  the  busy  day  to  follow,  the  initiations  were 
brought  to  a  close  at  an  hour  considerably  earlier  than  usual. 

The  weather  of  Friday,  the  twelfth,  was  ideal.  The  skj'  was  cloudless 
and  the  temperature  unusually  high  for  the  time  of  year.  At  8:40  a.  m. 
President  Taft  arrived  in  his  private  car,  the  "Ma)^flower,"  which  was 
attached  to  the  train  from  New  Haven.  AVith  him  were  Vice-President 
Sherman  and  Senator  Elihu  Root.  The  President  was  welcomed  at  the 
station  by  a  delegation  consisting  of  President  Shanklin,  Professors 
Van  Vleck  and  Rice;  Messrs.  G.  S.  Coleman,  A.  R.  Crittenden,  and 
S.  H.  Olin,  trustees  of  the  Universit}-;  Governor  Weeks  and  his  aides, 
Major  Rice,  Major  Ullman,  and  Colonel  Shepard;  Maj^or  Russell,  and 
Postmaster  Calef.  These  gentlemen  boarded  the  "Mayflower"  im- 
mediately on  its  arrival  and,  after  a  brief  interval,  escorted  the  President 
through  throngs  of  sightseers  down  Main  Street  to  the  Middlesex, 
which  they  entered  at  9:30,  after  half  an  hour's  participation  in  the 
civic  parade. 

The  exercises  of  installation  began  promptly  at  ten  o'clock,  although 
the  Boston  Festival  Orchestral  Club,  which  was  to  furnish  the  music,  did 
not  arrive  till  twenty  minutes  later.  The  academic  procession,  conse- 
quently, marched  in  unaccompanied  by  music,  in  the  following  order  r 
the  chief  marshal.  Professor  Armstrong,  and  his  first  assistant.  Professor 
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Bradley  ;  the  local  clergy,  the  conference  visitors,  the  principals  of 
secondary  schools,  the  faculty,  the  trustees,  other  guests  of  the  Univer- 
sit}-,  the  delegates  from  other  institutions,  and  last,  the  dignitaries, 
including  Vice-President  Sherman,  President  Shanklin,  and  President 
Taft.  Since  each  of  these  groups  marched  in  reverse  order  of  seniority, 
the  two  presidents  brought  up  the  rear  of  the  procession  and  were 
greeted  with  prolonged  applause  when  they  entered  the  auditorium. 

With  the  entrance  of  the  head  of  the  procession,  the  audience  rose  and 
remained  standing  until  all  had  reached  the  platform.  In  front  and  at 
the  right  of  the  audience  was  placed  a  chair  for  President  Ingraham 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  immediately  behind  this  another  for 
President  Shanklin.  At  the  left.  President  Taft  occupied  a  chair  of 
generous  dimensions,  once  owned  by  President  Washington  and  used 
by  him  during  his  residence  in  New  York  after  his  inauguration.  It 
was  loaned  to  the  University  for  this  occasion  by  the  Middlesex  County 
Historical  Society.  Behind  the  three  presidents  were  ranged  the  other 
participants  in  the  academic  procession. 

In  the  body  of  the  house  the  floor  was  reserved  for  alumni,  the  boxes 
and  the  balcony  for  the  ladies  and  for  other  invited  guests,  while  the 
upper  gallery  was  filled  with  undergraduates,  whose  enthusiastic  cheer- 
ing was  distinctly  a  feature  of  the  occasion.  The  members  of  the  senior 
class  wore  academic  costume. 

The  exercises  opened  with  the  singing  of  Faber's  noble  hymn,  "  Faith 
of  our  Fathers."  Professor  Harrington  led,  and  the  vast  audience,  still 
standing,  joined  heartily.  There  followed  an  impressive  invocation  by 
Bishop  William  Burt.  The  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  Henry 
Cruise  Murphy  Ingraham,  LL.  D.,  then  inducted  President  Shanklin  into 
ofl&ce  and  presented  to  him  the  charter  of  the  University,  inscribed  upon 
a  parchment  roll,  and  a  small  red  box  containing  the  seal.  After  a  few 
words  of  acceptance  from  President  Shanklin  came  addresses  of  con- 
gratulation by  Professor  Rice,  on  behalf  of  the  faculty,  by  A.  T.  Van- 
derbilt,  'lo,  on  behalf  of  the  undergraduates,  and  by  Stephen  H.  Olin, 
'66,  on  behalf  of  the  trustees.  Ex-President  Raymond  brought  a  ring- 
ing message  of  encouragement  and  good-will,  President  Harris  of  North- 
western University  followed  with  greetings  from  the  West,  President 
Stryker  of  Hamilton  College,  the  alma  water  of  President  Shanklin, 
with  a  keen,  bright  speech,  full  of  vigor,  and  President  Hadley  of  Yale 
University  with  a  greeting  from  "  thos6  who  are  to  be  your  nearest 
neighbors,  and,  I  hope,  your  closest  associates." 

A  musical  number  by  the  orchestra  was  succeeded  by  a  few  words 
from  Senator  Root  of  New  York,  who  said  that  he  represented  nothing 
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but  himself  and  a  personal  friendship.  President  Taft,  the  next  speaker, 
received  a  prolonged  ovation.  He  defined  his  ideal  of  a  college  presi- 
dent and  congratulated  Wesleyan  University  on  its  acquisition  of  a  man 
who  fulfilled  that  ideal. 

After  another  selection  by  the  orchestra  came  the  inaugural  of 
President  Shanklin,  which  dealt  with  the  problems  of  collegiate  admin- 
istration and  the  ideals  by  which  such  administration  should  be  governed. 

The  conferring  of  honorary  degrees  was  an  unusually  impressive  cere- 
mony. Professor  Crawford  presented  to  President  Shanklin  the  candi- 
dates for  the  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  and  Doctor  of  Humane 
Letters,  Professor  Winchester,  those  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 
Prolonged  applause  succeeded  the  conferring  of  the  degree  upon  Presi- 
dent Taft.  After  it  had  subsided  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  the 
Right  Reverend  Chauncey  Bunce  Brewster,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Connecticut, 
and  the  academic  procession  was  conducted  in  reverse  order  from  the 
auditorium,  while  the  audience  remained  standing  until  the  entire  pro- 
cession had  passed  out. 

The  exercises,  as  had  been  planned,  closed  in  abundant  time  to  allow 
the  delegates,  the  invited  guests;  the  alumni,  trustees,  and  faculty  of  the 
University  to  assemble  in  the  basement  of  Fisk  Hall  at  i  :30  to  partake 
of  an  informal  bufi^et  luncheon,  which  was  served  to  about  650  people. 
The  distinguished  speakers  of  the  morning,  including  President  Taft, 
took  luncheon  at  President  Shaiiklin's  house.  On  his  way  from  the 
Middlesex  President  Taft  had  found  opportunity  to  spend  five  minutes  at 
the  chapter  house  of  the  Psi  Upsilon  fraternity,  of  which  he  is  a  member. 

At  the  close  of  the  luncheon  the  delegates  from  other  institutions  and 
the  faculty  of  the  University  resumed  academic  costume  for  the  exercises 
at  the  gymnasium.  A  wide  platform,  carpeted  with  the  colors  of  the 
University,  had  been  erected  at  the  west  end  of  the  building.  Here  sat 
in  two  rows  the  Wesleyan  faculty,  among  whom  a  seat  was  reserved  for 
Captain  Butts,  the  President's  aide.  President  Shanklin  occupied  a 
seat  at  the  right  of  the  platform,  and  President  Taft  sat  at  the  left  in  the 
same  chair  that  he  had  used  at  the  Middlesex.  Soon  after  three  o'clock 
the  exercises  opened  with  brief  speeches  from  President  Faunce  of 
Brown  University,  and  the  Honorable  Elmer  E.  Brown,  Commissioner 
of  Education  of  the  United  States.  The  marshal  of  the  day.  Professor 
Armstrong,  then  called  the  roll  of  the  delegates,  who  ascended  the  plat- 
form in  response  to  their  names,  and  were  presented  to  President 
Shanklin  and  President  Taft.  Congratulatory  addresses,  some  of  which 
were  presented  at  this  time,  were  sent  by  the  following  institutions: 
The  United  States  Bureau  of  Education,  Harvard  University,  Columbia 
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University,  New  York  I'niversity,  The  Woman's  College  of  Baltimore, 
Victoria  University  of  Toronto,  aucl  the  University  of  Chicago.  This 
ceremony  was  witnessed  by  alumni,  alumnae,  and  invited  guests,  in 
addition  to  the  trustees  and  faculty  of  the  University  and  their  wives. 
Twent}-  seniors  in  academic  garb  served  efiiciently  as  ushers. 

InimediateU^  afterwards  many  of  the  trustees  and  faculty  proceeded 
to  the  President's  house  and  were  presented  by  him  to  Senator  Root  and 
to  President  Taft.  Soon  after  four  o'clock  the  long  civic  procession, 
with  many  bands  and  various  societies  in  line,  came  along  High  Street 
to  escort  President  Taft  to  the  station,  where  his  car  was  attached  to  the 
5:34  train  for  Hartford.  The  guests  of  the  University  thus  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  view  the  parade  before  repairing  to  the  formal  dinner  in  Fisk 
Hall.  This  was  attended  by  about  160  of  the  delegates,  the  invited 
guests,  the  trustees,  and  the  faculty  of  the  University.  Preceded  by 
pleasant  social  intercourse  in  one  of  the  lecture  rooms,  the  banquet 
opened  at  6:45  with  grace  pronounced  by  Dean  Hart  of  the  Berkeley 
Divinity  School.  The  banquet  was  elaborate,  and  was  excellently 
served.  A  pleasing  feature  was  a  succession  of  college  songs  rendered 
by  the  Wesleyan  Glee  Club.  At  8:15  Professor  Winchester,  who  pre- 
sided, spoke  a  few  appropriate  words  and  then  called  successively  upon 
President  Buckham  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  President  Cooper, 
Dr.  Shanklin's  successor  at  Upper  Iowa  University,  Professor  Thorndike 
of  Columbia  L'niversity,  Chancellor  Kirkland  of  Vanderbilt  University, 
and  President  Garfield  of  Williams  College,  who  responded  with  brief 
speeches. 

Even  before  the  conclusion  of  the  banquet,  the  reception  at  the  Pres- 
ident's house  had  commenced.  Nearly  nine  hundred  people  were 
present.  In  the  course  of  the  evening  Vice-President  Sherman  made 
a  brief  speech  at  the  invitation  of  President  Shanklin.  At  eleven 
o'clock,  by  special  invitation  of  President  and  Mrs.  Shanklin,  the 
entire  body  of  students,  who  for  over  an  hour  had  been  singing  in  the 
grounds  outside,  entered  the  house.  After  they  had  been  received,  a 
beautiful  loving-cup  was  presented  to  President  Shanklin  as  a  token  of 
love  and  esteem  by  Vanderbilt,  '10,  in  the  name  of  the  student  body. 

Both  as  a  whole  and  in  its  details  the  day  was  marred  by  no  circum- 
stance that  could  by  any  foresight  have  been  obviated.  There  were  in 
attendance  about  475  alumni  and  alumnae,  thirty  of  the  trustees,  in 
many  cases  accompanied  by  their  wives,  forty-three  invited  guests, 
four  bishops  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  and  one  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  church,  seven  conference  visitors,  and  al)oiit  ninety  delegates, 
forty  of  them  presidents,  from  eighty-one  institutions. 
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TRUSTEE  MEETING 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Wesleyan  University 
was  held  in  South  College,  Middletown,  beginning  at  8:00  p.  M.,  Mondaj', 
June  28,  1909.  Acting  President  Rice  and  President-elect  Shanklin  met 
with  the  board  by  invitation.  The  officers  of  the  preceding  year  were 
"reelected,  namely:  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  president;  D.  G.  Downey, 
secretary,  and  C.  D.  Burdick,  treasurer. 

Various  requests  from  members  of  the  facultj-  for  leave  of  absence  were 
considered.  One  was  referred  to  the  general  executive  committee  with 
power,  and  the  others  were  laid  on  the  table. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  a  coordinate  college  for  women  was 
considered  and  a  reconmiendation  of  the  committee,  that  it  is  not  advis- 
able to  inaugurate  a  separate  college  for  women  at  Middletown  until  at 
least  1400,000  is  raised,  was  approved.  It  was  further  voted  that  a 
standing  committee  consisting  of  five  trustees,  of  which  President 
Shanklin  should  be  chairman,  should  be  appointed  by  the  chair,  to 
whom  all  matters  relating  to  a  coordinate  college  for  women  shoiald  be 
referred. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Charles  Scott,  W.  I.  Haven,  and  F.  M. 
North  was  appointed  to  frame  suitable  resolutions  relating  to  the  ser- 
\'ices  of  Acting  President  Rice.  A  committee  consisting  of  F.  M.  North, 
W.  V.  Kelley,  and  J.  I\I.  Buckley  was  appointed  to  frame  suitable  reso- 
lutions in  regard  to  the  services  of  President  Raymond  during  his  long 
term  of  service. 

•  At  the  adjourned  session  of  the  annual  meeting,  held  in  South  College 
at  9:00  A.  M.  Tuesday,  June  29,  degrees  in  course  were  voted  on  recom- 
mendation pf  the  faculty. 

G.  G.  Reynolds,  C.  L.  Rockwell,  and  \V.  N.  Rice  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  prepare  suitable  resolutions  concerning  William  Connell, 
trustee,  recently  deceased. 

The  treasurer  was  authorized  to  accept  the  gift  for  the  chair  of  the 
English  Bible,  and  to  execute  the  usual  annuity  bond. 

William  H.  Burrows,  of  Middletown,  Conn.,  was  elected  trustee  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  William  Connell. 

Acting  President  Rice  was  authorized  to  confer  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity  in  absentia  upon  Rev.  Charles  E.  Davis. 

The  report  of  the  general  executive  committee  was  presented,  and  the 
various  recommendations  of  the  committee  were  approved. 

The  president  and  the  secretary  of  the  board  were  authorized  to  make 
suitable  reply  to  the  trustees  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  in  regard  to 
the  pension  granted  to  ex-President  Raymond. 
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A  committee  of  five  was  appointed  on  by-laws,  to  make  ten  copies  of 
all  existing  by-laws,  to  codify  the  same,  and  report  to  the  board  at  their 
mid-year  meeting.  The  committee  consists  of  J.  M.  Buckley,  W.  N. 
Rice,  W.  A.  vShanklin,  W.  U.  Pearne,  and  G.  D.  Beattys. 

The  president  of  the  University  was  authorized  to  remit  tuition  charges 
to  deserving  students  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  |io,ooo  for  the  college 
j-ear  1909-10. 

A  report  from  the  Alumni  Association  was  presented,  showing  the 
election  of  Stephen  H.  Olin  and  Charles  Scott  as  trustees  to  succeed 
themselves  for  a  term  of  five  years.  George  D.  Beattys,  of  the  com- 
mittee to  consider  the  petition  of  certain  members  of  the  student  body 
for  the  use  of  the  gymnasium  for  college  dances,  reported  recommend- 
ing that  no  action  be  taken  until  a  request  for  some  action  should  be 
received  from  the  president  and  faculty  of  the  University.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

On  recommendation  of  the  committee  on  a  new  edition  of  the  Alumni 
Record,  it  w^as  voted  to  publish  such  an  edition  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  Professor  Nicolson,  in  association  with  Professors  Rice  and 
Winchester  as  advisers. 

F.  E.  Barker,  president  of  the  Alumni  Association,  presented  a  request 
for  such  change  in  the  charter  as  will  give  the  alumni  an  increased  pro- 
portion of  elective  trustees.  This  matter,  together  with  the  question 
of  the  relation  of  the  board  to  trustees  elected  by  patronizing  confer- 
ences, was  referred  for  consideration  and  report  to  the  general  executive 
committee. 

The  board  appointed  the  usual  standing  committees. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

"The  trustees  of  Wesleyan  University  place  upon  record  at  this  meet- 
ing, which  marks  the  end  of  the  interregnum  during  .which  Professor 
William  North  Rice,  Ph.D.,  LU.  D.,  has  been  acting  president,  their 
gratitude  to  him  for  the  unstinted  use  of  his  resources  of  mind,  of  body, 
and  of  spirit  in  the  twenty  months  of  his  remarkable  administration. 
These  resources  were  dedicated  to  the  service  of  Wesleyan  University  two 
score  years  ago.  They  have  been  ever  ample  and  available.  The  lucid 
intellect  disciplined  to  sound  reasoning,  the  generous  heart,  unselfish  in 
its  response  to  every  demand,  the  unclouded  conscience  which  never 
held  parley  with  an  enemy  of  purity  or  truth,  the  equipment  of  an  exact 
and  comprehensive  scholarship,  the  power  of  eloquent  and  persuasive 
speech,  the  patience  of  unwearied  purpose,  these  all  had  become  the 
cherished  possession  of  the  University.  When  the  emergency  came  by 
which,  as  senior  professor,  Professor  Rice  was  requested  by  the  trustees 
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to  assume  the  labors  of  acting  president,  while  shrinking  from  the  task, 
to  its  claims  he  brought  the  personality  and  the  equipment  which  for 
forty  years  had  been  placed  under  tribute  by  students,  academic  council, 
faculty,  and  trustees.  The  fine  result  of  that  surrender  to  the  task  of 
administration  is  found  in  the  unmarred  harmony  of  the  past  year  in  the 
college  comnuinity,  the  orderly  preparation  of  business  for  the  use  of 
him  to  whom  the  leadership  will  soon  be  transferred,  and  the  applause 
of  our  college  world,  in  which  every  member  of  the  college  body,  every 
colleague  in  the  faculty,  every  trustee  and  friend  of  the  University,  is 
eager  to  share.  We  assure  Acting  President  Rice  of  our  high  apprecia- 
tion of  himself,  of  our  deep  satisfaction  in  his  administration,  and  we 
extend  to  him  our  hearty  and  thankful  congratulations  upon  the  highly 
successful  termination  of  a  service  which  must,  we  believe,  be  reckoned 
among  the  most  notable  of  the  many  achievements  of  a  striking  career." 

The  general  executive  committee  were  given  power  to  arrange  for  the 
carving  of  an  appropriate  designation  on  the  building  known  as  Fisk 
Hall. 

A  communication  was  read  from  ex-President  B.  P.  Raymond,  resign- 
ing his  appointment  as  Professor  of  the  English  Bible  and  Biblical  Lit- 
erature on  account  of  ill  health,  the  same  to  take  effect  June  30,  1909. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

"We,  the  trustees  of  Wesleyan  University,  receive  and  accept  with 
profound  regret  the  resignation  of  Bradford  P.  Raymond,  D.  D.,  LL.D., 
from  the  Waite  Professorship  of  the  English  Bible.  We  had  anticipated 
with  satisfaction  the  reenforcement  of  the  curriculum  of  the  college  by 
the  instruction  in  the  important  subjects  for  which  Dr.  Raymond's 
tastes,  study,  and  thinking  had  so  eminently  fitted  him.  We  felt 
assured  that  the  experience  of  one  long  intimately  connected  with  the 
administration  of  the  college  and  of  such  kindly  tact  in  the  expres- 
sion of  even  deep  convictions  would  be  a  Avelcome  contribution  to 
the  deliberations  of  the  faculty  and  of  the  academic  council.  We  had 
believed  that  the  persistence  in  the  college  community  of  that  quiet  but 
penetrating  moral  and  spiritual  influence  which  had  for  nearly  a  score 
of  years  been  a  potent  force  in  the  maintenance  of  highest  ideals  and 
noblest  practices,  would  hold  sure  and  safe  for  the  University  an  asset 
of  the  utmost  value.  We  feel  the  keenest  disappointment,  in  which  the 
faculty,  students,  and  friends  of  the  college  share,  that  the  impaired 
health  of  Dr.  Raymond  at  this  time  compels  him  by  presenting  his 
resignation  to  disappoint  their  hopes. 

"We  have  already  placed  upon  our  records  a  statement  of  our  high 
estimate  of  the  importance  of  the  services  rendered  to  this  college  and 
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the  cause  of  Christian  education  by  Dr.  Raj-niond  during  the  long  period 
iu  -which  he  was  president  of  the  University.  The  essential  nature  of 
that  service  and  its  permanent  results  will  be  discerned  more  clearly  as 
the  advancing  A-ears  bring  the  college  to  the  heights  of  even  larger 
achievement.  Here  we  are  glad  to  reassert  that  estimate  of  the  signifi- 
cance of  his  career  as  a  college  president,  but  we  are  more  concerned  to 
express  our  heartfelt  sympathj-,  and  our  profound  regard  for  a  man  in 
whose  sincerit)-  distinction  wrought  no  change,  whose  honors  were  ever 
borne  with  the  quietness  of  a  heart  singularly  natural,  just,  and  kind. 
To  Dr.  Raymond  iu  the  larger  leisure  of  the  coming  3-ears,  amid  the 
pursuits  of  an  uncompelled  service,  the  trustees  of  Wesleyan  University 
express  their  deep  affection  and  their  hope  that  the  fellowship  of  the 
official  relation  long  maintained  may  continue  for  many  years  as  the 
communion  of  friendship  and  cooperation  in  the  cause  of  sound  learning 
and  the  nobler  life." 

Voted,  That  hereafter  the  arrangements  for  the  Commencement 
Luncheon  should  be  in  charge  of  the  local  executive  committee. 

A  sum  not  to  exceed  $2,000  was  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of 
vesper  services  during  the  college  year  1909-10.

The  total  receipts  from  investments  during  the  j^ear  were  $79,630.26. 
The  income  of  the  general  investments  has  been  divided  at  the  rate  of 
5.376  per  cent,  among  the  funds  and  balances  to  which  these  invest- 
ments belong,  no  interest  being  allowed  to  the  profit  and  loss  accounts, 
for  general  investment,  and  for  Ayres  scientific  endowment,  and  onl}- 
the  interest  called  for  b}'  agreement  being  allowed  on  the  annuity  funds. 
The  income  remaining  after  the  above  division  ($8.80)  has  been  added 
to  the  income  of  the  general  endowment  funds.  By  vote  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  the  expenditures  from  any  library,  scholarship,  or  prize 
fund,  in  any  one  year,  shall  not  exceed  4><  per  cent,  of  the  principal 
of  said  fund.  Any  income  above  4^^  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  the 
principal  of  the  fund. 

During  the  year,  payments  of  $12,620.01  increased  the  alumni  fiind 
from  $64,954.56  to  $77,574.57.  Of  the  new  payments  $9,207.25  was 
credited  to  the  general  endowment  fund,  $912.76  to  the  general  income 
account,  and  $2,500  to  scholarship  funds.

APPOINTMENTS  TO  THE  FACULTY 
Clark  Smith  Beardslee,  elected  Lecturer  in  Ethics,  was  graduated 
from  Amherst  College  in  1876,  and  from  the  Hartford  Theological  Sem- 
inary in  1879.  He  was  in.structor  in  Hebrew  in  the  latter  institution  for 
twoyearsand  was  pastor  successively  in  Iowa,  Arizona,  and  Massachusetts 
for  five  years.  After  studying  at  the  University  of  Berlin,  he  held  the 
position  of  Professor  of  Biblical  Dogmatics  and  Ethics  in  the  Hartford 
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Theological  Seminary  for  eighteen  years,  and  at  present  is  Professor  of 
Biblical  Homiletics  in  the  same  institution.  He  has  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  Berea  College. 

Arthur  Lincoln  GiIvLETT,  elected  Lecturer  in  Evidences  of  Chris- 
tianit}',  was  graduated  from  Amherst  College  in  1880,  and  from  the 
Hartford  Theological  Seminary  in  1883.  The  next  year  he  was  a  grad- 
uate student  at  the  latter  institution,  and  in  1889-91  held  a  fellowship, 
studying  in  Berlin  and  Tiibingen,  Germany.  He  was  appointed  to  the 
Department  of  Apologetics  in  the  Hartford  Seminary  in  1888  where  he 
has  remained  ever  since.  He  received  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  1884,  and 
of  D.  D.  in  1901,  both  from  Amherst  College. 

Henry  Barrett  Learned,  elected  Lecturer  in  History,  was  grad- 
uated from  Harvard  College  in  1890.

Paul  Holroyd  CurTS,  elected  Instructor  in  German,  was  graduated 
from  Yale  College  in  1905.  For  two  years  he  was  instructor  in  physics 
and  chemistry  in  Cheshire  Academy.  In  1907,  he  took  an  M.  A.  at  Yale 
and  the  following  year,  1907-8,  -was  an  instructor  in  German  in  the 
She^ield  Scientific  School.  In  June,  1909,  he  received  the  degree  of 
Ph.  D.  from  Yale  Universit}'.  The  subject  of  his  dissertation  was 
"Luther's  Variations  in  Sentence  Arrangement  from  the  Modern  Liter- 
ary Usage." 

Charles  Edward  Graves,  elected  Instructor  in  Romance  Lan- 
guages,was  graduated  from  Wesleyan  University  in  1908,  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  spent  the  year  of  1908-9  in  the  study  of  lan- 
guages in  Europe,  the  greater  part  of  the  time  at  the  University  of  Paris.

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DEPARTMENT  NOTES 

Chemistry. — In  their  latest  catalogue  of  scientific  ap])aratus,  PUnier 
and  Amend  have  listed  and  illustrated  the  graphite  cathode  dish  and 
rotating  anode  described  by  Dr.  Turrentine  in  an  article  which  was 
published  last  spring  in  \\\&  Journal  of  Physical  Chemistry  s-wd  in  the 
Transactions  of  the  American  Electro-chemical  Society,  and  was  pre- 
sented before  the  latter  society  in  April.  This  piece  of  apparatus  is 
designed  for  use  in  electro-chemical  analysis  in  place  of  the  usual  ex- 
pensive Classen  dish,  which  is  made  of  platinum.  That  the  substitu- 
tion of  graphite  for  platinum  was  not  made  long  ago  is  due  to  certain 
practical  difficulties  which  have  now  been  overcome. 

Ethics  and  Religion. — The  course  in  Evidences  of  Christianity 
(Course  II)  is  given  the  first  half-year  by  Professor  A.  L.  Gillett  of  Hart- 
ford Theological  Seminary,  and  the  course  in  Ethics  (Course  I)  will  be 
given  the  second  half-year  by  Professor  C.  S.  Beardslee  of  the  same 
institution. 

Geology.— The  course  in  Physical  Geography  (Course  I)  will  be  given 
the  second  half-vear  by  an  instructor  who  has  not  yet  been  appointed. 

Biology.— Hereafter  the  regular  course  in  bacteriology  will  be  two 
hours  a  week  for  the  year  instead  of  for  a  half-year.  In  addition, 
students  in  Course  V  will  have  opportunity  to  learn  bacteriological 
method  by  practice  in  the  laboratory. 

Physics. — A  Gaede  mercury  pump  for  the  production  of  high  vacua, 
with  accessory  apparatus,  has  been  purchased  from  Leybold  in  Ger- 
many, for  use  in  demonstrations  and  in  experimental  work. 

Mathematics  and  Astronomy.— The  course  in  Practical  Astronomy, 
now  numbered  XVII,  has  not  been  offered  for  several  years,  but  is  to 
be  given  this  year. 

History.— Owing  to  the  illness  of  Professor  Dutcher,  the  courses  in 
history  have  been  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Learned  for  the  fall  term. 

English  Language.— A  readjustment  of  the  work  in  rhetoric  has 
been  made  by  which  the  class  is  for  the  first  half-year  in  charge  of  Mr. 
Gillet,  and  for  the  second  half-year  in  charge  of  Professor  Mead. 

A  new  course  of  two  hours  a  week  in  the  development  and  types  of 
the  English  essay  (Course  III)  is  given  this  year  by  Mr.  Gillet.  The 
essay  is  considered  from  both  the  literary  and  the  rhetorical  points  of 
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MUSEUM  NOTES 

The  Mineralogical  Department  of  the  Museum  has  received  a  collec- 
tion of  over  sixty  specimens  from  Mr.  A.  H.  Petereit  of  New  York  City, 
in  exchange.  This  collection  includes  specimens  of  a  number  of  rare 
minerals  and  of  several  minerals  only  recently  discovered  and  described. 
Mr.  Petereit  presented  to  the  Museum  a  collection  of  over  fiftj-  small 
cut  specimens  of  jade,  lapis-lazuli,  and  other  gems  and  ornamental 
stones. 

A  glass  model  of  the  famous  Cullinan  diamond  has  been  presented  to 
the  Museum  by  Mr.  Willis  E.  Terrill.  This  diamond,  measuring  about 
four  and  one-half  inches  in  its  longest  diameter,  and  weighing  more 
than  three  times  as  much  as  the  largest  previously  known,  was  pre- 
sented by  the  government  of  the  Transvaal  to  King  Edward  of  England, 
and  has  now  been  broken  up  and  cut  into  a  large  number  of  brilliants, 
several  of  which  rank  among  the  largest  of  cut  diamonds,  though  they 
are  only  fragments  of  the  huge  Cullinan.  In  the  interest  of  science  a 
model  was  made  of  the  huge  stone  while  still  entire. 

Mr.  Edward  Sheldon  has  presented  to  the  Museum  some  specimens  of 
chiastolite,  several  of  which  have  been  cut  into  transverse  sections  in 
order  to  show  more  clearly  the  remarkable  arrangement  of  impurities 
which  characterizes  that  peculiar  variety  of  andalusite. 

Mr.  Loper  has  made  this  fall  a  very  successful  expedition  to  the  iolite 
locality  in  Guilford.  With  the  assistance  of  a  number  of  workmen, 
considerable  blasting  was  done,  and  seventy-five  specimens  of  the  rare 
and  beautiful  mineral  were  obtained.  The  locality  is  on  the  land  of 
Mr.  Richard  Woodruff,  who  very  courteously  gave  permission  for  the 
quarrying  and  assisted  in  it  himself. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Petersen  has  presented  some  stone  beads  and  other  orna- 
ments from  the  Aztec  p3-ramids  of  the  sun  and  moon,  at  San  Juan 
Teotihucan,  in  Mexico. 

A  collection  of  mounted  ferns,  twenty-six  in  number,  has  been  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  Bradford  P.  Raymond. 

In  a  former  number  of  the  Bulletin  it  was  announced  that  arrange- 
ments had  been  made  for  the  purchase,  in  behalf  of  the  Museum,  of 
Mr.  Loper' s  private  collection  of  ethnological  specimens.  The  collec- 
tion, which  included  many  valuable  specimens  from  the  shell  heaps  of 
Denmark,  and  Avhich  was  especially  rich  in  Indian  relics  from  the  \-icinity 
of  Middl^town,  was  placed  in  the  Museum  at  the  time  of  the  bargain 
for  its  purchase.  Since  then  the  money  has  been  contributed  by  Hon. 
A.  R.  Crittenden,  Mr.  E.  K.  Hubbard,  and  Professor  W.  N.  Rice. 
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UNIVERSITY  NOTES 

Repairs  and  Improvements. — Among  the  improvements  in  college 
property  that  have  been  made  in  the  past  few  months,  the  most 
important  is  the  complete  renovation  of  the  house  of  the  President. 
The  entire  interior  has  been  redecorated  at  an  expense  of  several 
thousand  dollars,  and  new  furnishings  i)rovided  in  harmony  with  the 
surroundings. 

The  building  heretofore  used  for  many  years  as  a  dormitory  and 
boarding  hall  for  women  students,  and  known  as  Webb  Hall,  has  been 
made  a  dormitory  for  men  and  renamed  East  Hall.  On  the  ground 
floor,  a  room  has  been  reserved  for  the  meetings  of  the  Deutscher  Verein. 

A  considerable  number  of  rooms  in  Observatory  Hall,  which  has  not 
for  many  years  been  used  as  a  dormitory  for  students,  have  been 
remade  for  dormitory  purposes. 

On  the  campus  tiew  concrete  walks  have  been  constructed,  leading  to 
the  Chapel  and  the  Library.  The  old  walks  had  been  in  use  for  more 
than  a  generation. 


FACULTY  NOTES 

Professor  Rice  spent  a  few  weeks  in  the  White  Mountains  after  Com- 
mencement. Later  he  attended  the  meeting  of  the  British  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Science  at  Winnipeg.  After  that  meeting  he 
took  a  rapid  tour  to  the  Pacific  coast.  On  the  way  he  spent  some  days 
in  the  part  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  region  traversed  by  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railroad,  stopping  for  excursions  at  Banff,  Laggan,  Field,  and 
Glacier. 

Professor  Armstrong  represented  the  Philosophical  Review  at  the  Sixth 
International  Congress  of  Psj'chology,  held  at  Geneva,  Switzerland, 
August  3-7. 

Professor  Mead  spent  the  summer  in  travel  and  study  in  Northern 
Italy. 

Professor  Conn  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Public 
Health  Association  held  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  October  19-21.  Pro- 
fessor Conn  was  sent  as  delegate  by  the  Connecticut  State  Board  of 
Health. 

Professor  Nicolson  represented  the  College  at  the  meeting  of  the  Col- 
lege Entrance  Examination  Board  in  Ne\y  York  on  November  6,  and  was 
appointed  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Review. 

Professor  Cady  attended  the  meeting  of  the  American  Phj'sical  Society 
at  Princeton,  New  Jersey,  on  October  23,  the  occasion  being  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  new  phj'sics  laboratory  at  Princeton  University.

Young  Men's  Christian  Association.— Like  all  other  branches 
of  college  activity  the  association  is  adapting  itself  to  the  changes 
brought  about  by  the  new  administration,  and  the  enthusiasm  arising 
from  it.

M.  to  Thursday  at 
7:00  p.  M.  Two  meetings  each  month  are  led  by  students  from  the 
upper  classes;  the  other  meetings  are  conducted  partly  by  members  of 
the  faculty,  and  partly  by  influential  and  active  association  workers 
from  other  places.  Group  classes  for  Bible  study  have  been  started  in 
all  the  fraternities.  Professor  Hewitt  is  in  charge  of  the  normal  class 
and  meets  the  leaders  once  a  week.  Several  classes  have  also  been 
started  for  freshmen  and  furnished  with  suitable  leaders.     Considerable

time  and  effort  are  devoted  to  mission  stvidy.  Recently  Mr.  Kenneth 
Latourette,  secretary  of  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement  for  New 
Knglaud  Colleges,  has  been  working  among  our  students  with  good 
results.  Wesleyan  will  send  a  full  delegation  of  four  men  to  the 
Student  Volunteer  Convention  to  be  held  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  December 

29  to  January  2.  On  each  evening  from  December  6  to  December  11 
Reverend  Theodore  Sommers  Henderson,  '92,  has  addressed  the  students 
in  Memorial  Chapel,  and  during  each  day  has  met  individuals  in  a  room 
set  aside  for  this  purpose  in  North  College. 

Debate. — Last  spring  the  debating  interests  of  the  college  were 
reorganized  and  a  debating  council  was  formed.  The  council  consists 
of  all  the  men  who  have  been  selected  to  represent  the  college  as 
speakers  or  as  alternates  in  intercollegiate  debates.  The  officers  for 
the  present  year  are  George  Swift  Brengle,  '10,  president,  Arthur  T. 
Vanderbilt,  '10,  manager,  and  W.  Randolph  Montgomery,  '11,  assistant 
manager.  The  council  has  made  application  for  a  charter  to  Delta 
Sigma  Rho,  a  national  debating  society  of  about  twenty-five  chapters, 
and  there  is  every  probability  that  the  petition  will  be  granted  at  the 
convention  in  May. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  establish  a  New  England  Oratorical  League, 
which  will  hold  an  oratorical  contest  every  year.  Professor  Winchester 
and  Montgomery,  '11,  represented  Wesleyan  in  Boston  on  December  4 
at  a  meeting  of  delegates  from  Amherst,  Bowdoin,  Brown,  Wesleyan, 
and  Williams.  The  league  is  to  be  modeled  after  the  oratorical  leagues 
among  the  western  universities. 

On  December  18,  the  triangular  league  debates  with  Amherst  and 
Williams  will  be  held.  The  question  for  debate  is,  "  Resolved,  that 
compulsory  workingmen's  insurance  for  old  age,  sickness,  accident, 
and  death  should  be  adopted  throughout  the  United  States."  Wesleyan 
will  uphold  the  affirmative  at  Middletown  against  Williams  with  the 
following  team:  Roberts,  '10,  Vanderbilt,  '10,  and  Montgomery,  '11, 
alternate.  At  the  same  time  Brengle,  '10,  Judd,  '11,  with  H.  D.  Jones, 
'12,  as  alternate,  will  oppose  Amherst  at  Amherst. 

In  the  spring  term  Bowdoin  and  Wesleyan  will  meet  again  in  debate, 
this  time  at  Brunswick,  Maine.  Negotiations  are  also  being  carried  on 
with  a  view  to  debating  with  New  York  University  at  the  same  time  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  question  from  that  taken  in  the  Bowdoin  debate. 
The  Briggs  Prize  debate  has  been  set  early  in  March  this  year  in  order 
to  provide  competition  for  these  two  spring  debates. 

The  freshmen  won  on  December  14th  the  annual  freshman-sophomore 
debate  for  the  Scott  Cup  troph}'.     The  freshman  Debating  Society  has 
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been  organized  with  the  following  officers:  Hancock,  president;  Mnrphy, 
secretary. 

President  of  College  Body. — The  president  of  the  college  body 
this  year  is  Arthur  T.  Vanderbilt,  '10,  of  Newark,  New  Jersey. 

Managerships. — There  has  been  instituted  this  j-ear  a  competitive 
system  for  the  athletic  managerships.  Upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  manager,  assistant  manager,  captain,  and  faculty  adviser,  the  three 
men  scoring  the  highest  number  of  points  are  placed  in  nomination 
before  the  college  body.  This  as.sures  the  election  of  a  man  experienced 
and  capable  of  managing  a  team. 

Undergr.\duaTE  Speakers. — The  following  undergraduate  speakers 
have  been  elected:  for  the  banquet  of  the  Wesleyan  University  Club  of 
New  York  Alumni  Association  on  December  10,  George  S.  Brengle,  '10, 
of  Amenia  Union,  New  York;  for  the  banquet  of  the  Philadelphia  Wes- 
leyan Alumni  Association  on  December  17,  William  K.  Anderson,  '10,  of 
Chattanooga,  Tennessee;  for  the  Washington's  Birthda}^  banquet,  Arthur 
T.  Vanderbilt,  '10,  of  Newark,  New  Jersey. 

Wesleyan  Argus. — Under  the  editorship  of  William  K.  Anderson,  '10, 
and  Arthur  T.  Vanderbilt,  '10,  the  Argus  has  been  made  a  semi-weekly, 
issued  in  newspaper  form.  This  brings  the  Argus  into  line  with  other 
college  papers. 

Hockey. — Wesleyan  has  entered  a  new  branch  of  sport  this  year  by 
the  introduction  of  hockey.  It  is  planned  to  play  four  or  five  games, 
weather  conditions  permitting. 


NEW  ALUMNI  RECORD 
As  noted  in  the  report  of  the  June  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
it  was  voted  at  that  time  to  undertake  the  preparation  of  a  new  Alumni 
Record.  The  last  Record  appeared  in  1883.  It  is  proposed  to  publish  a 
new  Record  as  complete,  except  for  bibliography,  as  the  last  one.  The 
number  of  alumni  has  more  than  doubled  since  that  time.  The  proposed 
Record  will  contain  a  full  personal  history  of  each  graduate,  giving  in 
addition  to  previous  records  the  fraternity  relationship  of  all  members 
of  Greek  letter  societies.  The  Record  will  further  contain  a  complete 
family  record  so  far  as  it  is  traceable,  giving  the  names  of  children 
and  data  as  to  their  birth,  marriage,  college  education,  etc.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  publish  the  names  of  all  the  non-graduates  by  classes,  with 
some  information,  but  not  to  make  this  so  complete  as  in  the  case  of  the 
graduates.     A  full  account  will  be  given  of  the  honorary  alumni,  and  of

present  and  former  members  of  the  facult}-.  The  book  will  also  contain 
the  annals  of  the  College  bronght  down  to  date  from  1883,  and  a  brief 
historical  sketch  of  the  College.  There  may  be  some  pictures  and 
other  illustrative  material,  but  this  point  is  not  yet  decided.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  book  may  be  published  before  Commencement,  191 1.  Consider- 
able work  has  been  done  on  records  of  the  older  alumni  who  have  died 
since  1883,  and  over  a  thousand  letters  of  inquiry  have  been  sent  out  in 
the  course  of  the  past  few  months.  The  book,  when  published,  will  be 
on  sale  at  a  reasonable  price,  not  yet  determined.

A  s  NOTED  in  the  December  Bulletin,  the  present  administration  is 
**  definitely  pledged  to  raise  a  million  dollars  at  the  earliest  moment 
possible.  By  the  time  of  the  installation  of  President  Shanklin  some- 
what more  than  eighty  thousand  dollars  had  been  subscribed.  Since 
that  time  the  General  Education  Board  administering  the  Rockefeller 
Fund  has  promised  $100,000,  conditional  upon  the  raising  of  the  entire 
million.  At  present  the  total  amount  subscribed,  including  that  from 
the  Rockefeller  Fund,  is  considerably  more  than  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 


In  the  Bulletin  of  last  December,  attention  was  directed  to  the  need  of 
a  new  chemical  laboratory,  of  a  building  to  serve  as  a  college  union, 
and  of  a  new  library  building.  The  importance  of  securing  as  early  as 
possible  the  laboratory  and  the  college  union  is  as  great  as  ever,  but  in 
the  case  of  the  library  the  situation  is  urgent.  The  present  library 
building  was  erected  more  than  forty  years  ago,  according  to  plans  then 
generally  adopted  for  the  housing  of  large  libraries.     In  the  course  of 
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the  past  quarter  of  a  century,  however,  the  conception  of  what  is  needed 
in  a  library  building  has  been  greatly  modified.  The  emphasis  at  present 
is  upon  convenience  and  adaptability  to  working  needs  rather  than  upon 
displaj-. 

Many  defects  in  plan  can  be  pointed  out  in  the  present  building,  but 
the  most  serious  is  that  it  is  too  small  to  contain  the  books  now  in  the 
collection,  to  say  nothing  of  the  annual  increase.  At  present  the  books 
in  several  alcoves  have  to  be  arranged  in  double  rows  upon  the  shelves. 
There  is,  moreover,  no  adequate  general  reading-room,  and  there  is 
entire  lack  of  work-rooms  for  students.  The  capacity  of  the  building 
has  been  roughly  estimated  at  ninety  thousand  volumes,  but  the  limit 
of  convenient  use  will  be  reached  before  that  number  is  on  the  shelves. 
Library  experts,  indeed,  maintain  that  a  library  building  should  not  be 
filled  bej-ond  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  its  theoretical  capacity.  The 
number  of  books  to  be  accommodated  in  the  Wesleyan  librar}-  is  not  far 
from  eighty-five  thousand,  or  more  than  ninety-four  per  cent,  of  the 
capacity. 

The  situation,  then,  at  which  we  arrive  is  this:  in  less  than  two  years 
the  normal  increase  of  the  library,  averaging  three  thousand  volumes 
annually,  will  fill  the  present  building  to  overflowing.  And  even  were 
the  funds  pro^nded  for  a  new  building,  and  the  plans  drawn,  the  most 
speedy  construction  could  hardly  prevent  a  year  or  two  of  overcrowding 
and  confusion.     This  state  of  things  calls  for  no  comment. 


Public  announcement  has  more  than  once  been  made  in  the  course  of 
the  past  year  that  the  aim  of  the  present  administration  is  to  secure  a 
body  of  students  numbering  about  five  hundred  men.  The  freshman 
class  that  entered  last  September  contained  nearly  one  fourth  of  that 
number,  but  the  total  enrollment  for  this  year  falls  short  of  the  desired 
five  hundred  by  one  hundred  and  sixty  men.  There  are  indications  that 
the  freshman  class  next  year  may  also  be  very  large,  but  to  secure  this 
result  there  must  be  unremitting  work  not  only  by  the  faculty  and  the 
active  student  bod^-,  but  by  alumni  scattered  here  and  there  throughout 
the  country. 
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A  very  hopeful  sign  for  the  future  of  the  College  is  the  activity  of  the 
various  Wesleyan  alumni  associations  throughout  the  present  year. 
The  number  of  meetings  held  this  year  is  larger  than  ever  before;  and 
the  enthusiasm  shown  in  the  large  attendance  and  in  the  discussion  of 
the  problems  of  the  College  gives  new  evidence  of  the  hearty  and  united 
spirit  of  the  Wesleyan  alumni. 

It  need  hardly  be  said  that  the  increase  of  students,  as  well  as  the 
increase  of  the  endowment,  will  be  largely  dependent  upon  the  attitude 
of  our  alumni.  Five  years  of  active  cooperation  can  hardly  fail  to  make 
the  new  and  larger  Wesleyan  a  realized  achievement,  with  an  equipment 
in  faculty,  in  buildings,  and  endowment,  adequate  for  all  the  work  that 
any  American  college  can  legitimatel}'  attempt  to  do. 


Attention  is  called  to  the  modification  of  the  admission  requirements 
in  Latin  as  stated  in  a  later  page  of  this  Bulletin.  The  requirements  in 
their  revised  form  are  those  agreed  upon  by  the  Commission  on  Uniform 
Entrance  Requirements  in  Latin,  and  are  the  outcome  of  various  move- 
ments extending  over  a  series  of  years. 


Among  recent  improvements  none  is  more  welcome  to  students  and 
faculty  alike  than  the  installation  of  electric  bells  to  indicate  the  time 
for  beginning  and  ending  college  exercises.  For  the  first  time  since 
the  erection  of  Fisk  Hall  and  Scott  Laboratory  it  is  now  possible  to 
secure  uniform  promptness  in  attendance  upon  college  work. 


At  the  opening  of  the  present  college  year  a  Sunday  vesper  service 
was  instituted,  attendance  at  which  was  required  of  the  student  body. 
It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  success  of  the  plan  has  far  surpassed 
expectations.  From  various  parts  of  the  country  distinguished  speakers 
representing  different  denominations  have  been  secured,  and  have  de- 
livered addresses  designed  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  college  men. 
A  list  of  the  speakers  appears  on  a  subsequent  page  of  this  Bulletin. 


The  news  of  the  death  of  Bishop  Cyrus  David  Foss  on  January  29 
brought  to  many  a  graduate  of  Wesleyan  a  sense  of  deep  personal  loss. 
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To  the  classes  that  were  in  college  between  1875  and  1880,  the  years  in 
■which  he  was  at  the  head  of  the  University,  his  memory  remains  as  an 
inspiration.  Assuming  as  he  did  the  burden  of  administration  at  a  time 
of  peculiar  difficulty,  he  devoted  himself  with  unsparing  zeal  and 
marked  success  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  resources  of  the  institution. 
But  of  even  more  value,  in  the  opinion  of  many,  were  the  standards  of 
character  and  of  sound  learning  that  he  upheld  in  his  frequent  addresses 
and  in  conferences  with  students.  More  than  one  Wesleyan  graduate 
who  has  won  eminence  owes  more  than  he  can  estimate  to  the  personal 
influence  of  President  Foss — the  orator,  the  scholar,  and  the  ideal 
Christian. 

The  death  of  Reverend  Charles  Henry  Buck,  D.  D.,  '64,  and  of  George 
Slocum  Bennett,  '64,  deprives  Weslej^an  of  the  service  of  two  loyal  sup- 
porters. Dr.  Buck  was  for  a  term  of  years  treasurer  of  the  Universit}' 
after  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Andrus,  and  ably  administered  the  finances 
as  long  as  his  health  permitted.  Mr.  Bennett  was  for  a  score  of  years 
a  trustee  of  the  University  and  one  of  her  most  liberal  benefactors. 
Seldom  was  he  absent  from  a  meeting  of  the  board,  where  his  keen 
"business  instinct  and  progressive  spirit  made  him  a  peculiarly  useful 
member.  

Until  a  few  weeks  ago  the  museum  of  Wesleyan  University  was  under 
the  efficient  and  intelligent  care  of  Samuel  Ward  Loper,  for  nearly  a 
score  of  j-ears  the  curator.  His  recent  death  has  called  forth  many  well- 
deserved  tributes  to  his  scientific  knowledge,  to  his  skill  in  collecting 
and  preparing  specimens,  and  to  his  manly  and  lovable  character. 


On  March  15  Mr.  Harlow  Raymond,  janitor  of  Wesle^-an  Universit}', 
retired  from  the  position  he  has  so  efficiently  filled  for  more  than  forty- 
five  years.  In  recognition  of  his  services  the  board  of  trustees  at  the 
April  meeting  voted  him  a  life  pension  of  $500.  He  is  to  make  his 
future  home  at  East  Longmeadow,  Massachusetts,  where  the  best  wishes 
of  the  entire  college  community  follow  him. 


It  is  of  interest  to  state  that  at  its  last  meeting.  May  5,  the  executive 
committee  of  the  trustees  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Teaching  placed  Wesleyan  University  on  the  list  of  institutions 
receiving  the  benefit  of  the  Foundation. 
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CYRUS  DAVID  FOSS 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  faculty,  February  i,  1910,  the  folloAviug 
resolutions  were  adopted: 

In  the  death  of  Bishop  Foss  the  Church  and  the  world  haye  lost  a 
great  and  good  man — a  man  whose  clearness  of  intellect  and  force  of 
personality  made  him  a  power  for  righteousness.  While  the  earth  is 
poorer,  the  cloud  of  witnesses,  whose  unseen  presence  inspires  men  to 
noble  living,  is  richer. 

It  is  natural  and  fitting  that,  in  the  tribute  to  his  memory  which  we 
place  upon  our  records,  special  mention  should  be  made  of  those  parts 
of  his  long,  honored,  and  useful  life  which  were  related  to  Wesleyan 
University. 

As  a  student  he  gained  distinction  by  the  brilliancy  of  his  scholarship, 
receiving,  at  his  graduation  in  1854,  the  highest  honors  of  his  class.  It 
was  during  his  student  days  in  Wesle3'an  University  that  his  life  was 
ennobled  by  Christian  consecration  and  enriched  by  the  undying  J03-  of 
Christian  faith.  During  his  student  days  he  acquired  an  intense  love 
and  loyalty  for  the  college,  which  inspired  him  for  his  service  as  presi- 
dent from  1875  to  1880,  and  as  trustee  for  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

He  came  to  the  presidency  of  Wesleyan  University  at  a  crisis  in  its 
history.  Financial  disaster  had  practically  blotted  out  its  endowment. 
In  the  five  years  of  his  administration  a  new  endowment  was  created, 
and  the  college  placed  on  a  stronger  foundation  than  it  ever  had  before. 
Doubt  and  discouragement  among  the  friends  of  the  college  changed  to 
hope  and  courage. 

Those  who  were  associated  with  Bishop  Foss  in  the  facult)-  of  Wesleyan 
cherish  fondly  the  memory  of  the  intimacy  and  freedom  of  his  personal 
relations  with  them.  The  life  of  the  faculty,  much  less  numerous  then 
than  now,  was  almost  like  that  of  a  family.  To  the  older  men  President 
Foss  was  a  brother  beloved.  To  the  younger  men  he  seemed  like  a 
father. 

The  deepest  impression  which  he  left  upon  the  memory,  alike  of  his 
colleagues  and  his  students,  was  that  of  his  intense  moral  earnestness 
and  the  profound  sincerity  of  his  Christian  faith.  The  men  with  whom 
he  was  associated  in  daily  life  were  no  more  real  personalities  to  him 
than  his  God  and  his  Saviour.  His  life  was  free  from  sanctimoniousness 
and  ascetic  gloom.  No  burden  of  care  and  responsibility  could  dim  the 
cheerfulness  of  his  spirit.  He  enjoyed  the  pleasure  and  the  fun  of  life, 
and  his  presence  made  brighter  and  more  joyous  the  life  of  all  who  knew 
him.     But  no  one  could  be  in  his  presence  without  feeling  the  impression 
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of  that  intense  moral  earnestness,  which  ennobled  every  word  and  deed. 
His  character  was  an  inspiration  to  the  whole  college. 

Our  hearty  sympathy  is  with  the  bereaved  family  and  friends.  Yet, 
even  amid  the  grief  of  bereavement,  they  have  the  unfading  treasure  of 
the  memory  of  a  noble  life,  and  the  comfort  of  that  faith  which  was 
so  intensely  real  to  him,  and  which  his  words  of  tenderness  and  power 
kindled  so  often  in  the  hearts  of  others. 


SAMUEL  WARD  LOPER 

The  following  minute  was  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  faculty,  April 
20,  1910. 

In  the  death  of  Samuel  Ward  Loper,  curator  of  the  museum  since 
1894,  Wesleyan  University  has  lost  a  faithful  and  loyal  officer,  and  the 
members  of  the  faculty  have  been  bereft  of  a  cherished  friend.  The 
irrepressible  love  of  learning  which  made  him  a  life-long  student  of 
science,  though  denied  the  privilege  of  advanced  training  in  the  schools 
in  his  youth,  and  which  led  him  eagerly  to  embrace  the  opportunity  of 
instruction  in  Wesleyan  University  when  that  opportunity  came  to  him 
in  middle  age;  the  enterprise,  the  skill,  and  tact,  which  made  him  a 
most  successful  collector,  whether  in  the  employ  of  the  University  or  of 
the  United  States  Geological  Survey;  the  unsparing  enthusiasm  with 
which  he  devoted  himself  to  the  interests  of  the  museum,  increasing  its 
treasures  by  his  faithful  expeditions,  and  making  those  treasures  avail- 
able for  instruction  by  his  patient  care  and  resourceful  planning  in  their 
arrangement  and  display;  his  genial  friendliness  to  all  with  whom  he 
was  associated,  and  his  unselfish  interest  in  all  work  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  kingdom  of  truth  and  righteousness,  commanded  our  respect 
and  love. 

We  place  this  testimonial  upon  our  records,  and  we  send  a  copy  there- 
of, in  heartfelt  sympathy,  to  his  family. 


FOOTBALL  REFORM 
As  a  result  of  the  number  of  deaths  and  serious  injuries  in  football  in 
the  season  of  1905,  Chancellor  McCracken  of  New  York  University  in- 
vited the  presidents  and  delegates  of  a  number  of  American  colleges  to 
meet  in  New  York  to  consider  the  situation.  It  was  decided  to  organize 
an  intercollegiate  athletic  association.  In  the  discussion  as  to  football, 
two  views  were  presented— to  abolish  the  game  or  to  reform  it.  The 
conservative  counsel  finally  prevailed,  and  a  football  committee  of  seven 
was  selected,  with  instructions  to  amalgamate,  if  possible,  with  the 
existing  football  rules  committee  of  seven.  This  amalgamation  was 
effected  and  the  joint  committee  since  that  date  has  made  the  rules  for 
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the  game,  the  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  appointing  each  year 
seven  members.  As  a  result  of  the  revision  of  the  rules  the  game  was,  in 
the  judgment  of  most  persons,  much  improved,  and  the  dangers  in  con- 
nection with  it  were  diminished.  The  ingenuity  of  coaches,  however, 
soon  succeeded  in  circumventing  the  rules  in  various  details,  and  during 
the  season  of  1909  a  greater  number  of  injuries  and  deaths  resulted  than 
had  been  the  case  in  the  previous  histor}-  of  the  game.  Public  opinion 
was  aroused,  and  college  faculties  all  over  the  country  passed  resolutions 
demanding  further  reform.  A  conference  of  eight  New  England  col- 
lege presidents  was  held  in  Cambridge,  December  20,  1909.  President 
Shanklin  reported  the  results  of  the  conference  to  the  Wesleyan  faculty, 
who  passed  the  following  resolution  December  21: 

'■'■Resolved,  that  the  faculty  of  Wesleyan  University  concur  in  the 
action  of  the  presidents  of  New  England  colleges  in  demanding  a  radical 
reform  of  the  rules  of  football,  in  such  wise  as  to  diminish  greatly  the  risk 
of  serious  or  fatal  injury,  and  in  asserting  that  no  action  of  the  rules 
committee  can  be  accepted  as  final,  but  such  action  must  be  subject  to 
the  judgment  of  the  faculties  of  the  colleges. 

'■'•Resolved,  also,  that  our  representative  to  the  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Association  be  instructed  to  make  known  our  views  on  the  matter  and 
to  use  his  best  efforts  to  secure  such  action  as  will  tend  to  accomplish 
the  desired  end." 

At  the  fourth  annual  convention  of  the  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation held  in  New  York,  December  28,  1909,  Professor  Nicolson,  the 
secretary  of  the  association,  read  a  large  number  of  communications 
from  colleges,  associations,  and  individuals,  calling  for  a  radical  change 
in  football  rules.     The  association  passed  the  following  resolution: 

"That  the  football  rules  committee  of  this  association  be  instructed  to 
use  every  possible  endeavor  to  bring  about  such  a  modification  of  the 
rules  as  shall,  in  their  judgment,  tend  to  reduce  to  a  minimum  the 
dangers  of  physical  injury  to  the  players  and  at  the  same  time  retain,  so 
far  as  may  be  feasible,  the  most  desirable  and  wholesome  features  of  the 
game." 

Thirty-seven  colleges  voted  in  favor  of  this  resolution,  four  against  it. 
The  representative  of  Wesleyan  voted  with  the  minority,  deeming  the 
resolution  inadequate,  in  view  of  his  instructions  from  the  faculty  as 
above  stated. 

The  joint  committee  on  riiles  has  had  four  sessions,  of  two  or  three 
days  each,  during  the  spring  of  1910,  and  the  revised  rules  are  known  to 
the  public.  Whether  or  not  they  will  eliminate  the  fatal  accidents  re- 
cently associated  with  the  game  of  football  can  only  be  determined  by 
experiment  next  season. 
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NEW  ENTRANXE  REQUIREMENTS  IN  LATIN 

I.   AMOUNT  AND  RANGE  OF  THE  READING  REQUIRED 

1 .  The  Latin  reading  required  of  candidates  for  admission  to  college, 
without  regard  to  the  prescription  of  particular  authors  and  works, 
shall  be  not  less  in  amount  than  Caesar,  Gallic  War,  I-IV;  Cicero,  the 
orations  against  Catiline,  for  the  Manilian  Law,  and  for  Archias;.  Vergil, 
Aeueid.  I- VI. 

2.  The  amount  of  reading  specified  above  shall  be  selected  by  the 
schools  from  the  following  authors  and  works:  Caesar  (Gallic  War  and 
Cixnl  War)  and  Nepos  (Lives);  Cicero  (orations,  letters,  and  De  Senectute) 
and  Sallust  (Catiline  and  Jugurthine  War);  Vergil  (Bucolics,  Georgics, 
and  Aeneid)  and  Ovid  (Metamorphoses,  Fasti,  and  Tristia). 

II.      SUBJECTS   AND   SCOPE   OF   THE   EXAMINATIONS 

1.  Translation  at  Sight.  Candidates  will  Vje  examined  in  translation 
at  sight  of  both  prose  and  verse.  The  vocabulary,  constructions,  and 
range  of  ideas  of  the  passages  set  will  be  suited  to  the  preparation 
secured  by  the  reading  indicated  above. 

2.  Prescribed  Reading.  Candidates  will  be  examined  also  upon  the 
following  prescribed  reading:  Cicero,  orations  for  the  Manilian  Law  and 
for  Archias,  and  Vergil,  Aeneid,  I,  II,  and  either  IV  or  VI  at  the  option 
of  the  candidate,  with  questions  on  subject-matter,  literary  and  his- 
torical allusions,  and  prosody.  Every  paper  in  which  passages  from  the 
prescribed  reading  are  set  for  translation  will  contain  also  one  or  more 
passages  for  translation  at  sight;  and  candidates  must  deal  satisfactorily 
with  both  these  parts  of  the  paper,  or  they  will  not  be  given  credit  for 
either  part. 

3.  Grammar  ajid  Composition.  The  examinations  in  grammar  and 
composition  will  demand  thorough  knowledge  of  all  regular  inflections, 
all  common  irregular  forms,  and  the  ordinary  syntax  and  vocabulary  of 
the  prose  authors  read  in  school,  with  ability  to  use  this  knowledge  in 
writing  simple  Latin  prose.  The  words,  constructions,  and  range  of 
ideas  called  for  in  the  examinations  in  composition  will  be  such  as  are 
common  in  the  reading  of  the  year,  or  years,  covered  by  the  particular 
examination. 

Note.  The  examinations  in  grammar  and  composition  may  be  either  in  separate 
papers  or  combined  with  other  parts  of  the  Latin  examination,  at  the  option  of  each 
individual  institution;  and  nothing  in  any  of  the  above  definitions  of  the  requirements 
shall  be  taken  to  prevent  any  college  from  asking  questions  on  the  grammar,  pro.sody, 
or  subject-matter  of  any  of  the  passages  set  for  translation,  if  it  so  desires. 
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SUGGESTIONS   CONCERNING   PREPARATION 

Exercises  in  translation  at  sight  should  begin  in  school  with  the  first 
lessons  in  which  Latin  sentences  of  any  length  occur,  and  should  con- 
tinue throughout  the  course  with  sufficient  frequenc\'  to  insure  correct 
methods  of  work  on  the  part  of  the  student.  From  the  outset  particular 
attention  should  be  given  to  developing  the  ability  to  take  in  the  mean- 
ing of  each  word — and  so,  gradually,  of  the  whole  sentence — just  as  it 
stands;  the  sentence  should  be  read  and  understood  in  the  order  of  the 
original,  with  full  appreciation  of  the  force  of  each  word  as  it  comes,  so 
far  as  this  can  be  known  or  inferred  from  that  which  has  preceded  and 
from  the  form  and  the  position  of  the  word  itself.  The  habit  of  reading 
in  this  way  should  be  encouraged  and  cultivated  as  the  best  preparation 
for  all  the  translating  that  the  student  has  to  do.  No  translation,  how- 
ever, should  be  a  mechanical  metaphrase.  Nor  should  it  be  a  mere 
loose  paraphrase.  The  full  meaning  of  the  passage  to  be  translated, 
gathered  in  the  way  described  above,  should  finalh-  be  expressed  in 
clear  and  natural  English. 

A  written  examination  cannot  test  the  ear  or  tongue,  but  proper  in- 
struction in  any  language  will  necessarih-  include  the  training  of  both. 
The  school  work  in  Latin,  therefore,  should  include  much  reading 
aloud,  writing  from  dictation,  and  translation  from  the  teacher's  read- 
ing. Learning  suitable  passages  by  heart  is  also  very  useful,  and  should 
be  more  practised. 

The  work  in  composition  should  give  the  student  a  better  understand- 
ing of  the  Latin  he  is  reading  at  the  time,  if  it  is  prose,  and  greater 
facility  in  reading.  It  is  desirable,  however,  that  there  should  be 
systematic  and  regular  work  in  composition  during  the  time  in  which 
poetry  is  read  as  well;  for  this  work  the  prose  authors  already  studied 
should  be  used  as  models. 


TRUSTEE  MEETINGS 

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  was  held  at  150  Fifth 
Avenue,  New  York  City,  on  Wednesday,  October  27,  1909,  with  Presi- 
dent H.  C.  M.  Ingraham  in  the  chair. 

Voted  to  confer  the  following  honorar}-  degrees  at  the  installation  of 
President  Shanklin.  (These  are  given  on  pp.  20-21  of  the  Bulletin  for 
December,  1909.) 

Reverend  Bradford  P.  Raymond,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  was  made  Professor 
Emeritus  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Ethics. 

Harlow  Raymond,  for  forty-five  years  superintendent  of  grounds  and 
buildings,  tendered  his  resignation  to  take  effect  any  time  before  April 
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I,  1910.  President  Shanklin,  W.  U.  Pearue,  and  W.  H.  Burrows  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  formulate  proper  resolutions  relating  to  Mr. 
Raymond's  faithful  services. 

The  following  appointments  were  made,  in  each  case  for  one  year: 

H.  B.  Learned,  to  be  Lecturer  in  History. 

C.  S.  Beardslee,  to  be  Lecturer  in  Ethics. 

\'oted  to  make  the  following  charges  to  students:  in  I  Chemistry,  52  a 
year;  in  General  Biology,  $1  a  year;  in  Botany,  $1  a  year. 

The  local  executive  committee  were  authorized,  in  their  discretion,  to 
purchase  certain  property  near  the  college  lands.  President  Shanklin 
was  placed  in  full  charge  of  the  settlement  of  the  Gould  will. 

Voted  to  request  the  President  and  a  committee  of  the  faculty  to  con- 
sider the  scholarship  of  candidates  for  free  tuition  in  and  after  the 
freshman  year. 

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  was  held  at  150  Fifth 
Avenue,  New  York  City,  on  April  22,  1910.  President  Shanklin  pre- 
sented an  informal  report  referring  to  the  death  of  three  trustees — 
Bishop  C.  D.  Foss,  Mr.  G.  S.  Bennett,  and  Reverend  C.  H.  Buck— and 
to  the  illness  of  another,  Mr.  C.  B.  Rogers;  to  the  vesper  services  and 
religious  life  of  the  college,  and  the  improvement  in  the  scholarly  tone 
of  the  undergraduates,  and  improvements  in  discipline;  to  his  visits  to 
alumni  associations;  and  to  his  intention  to  enter  upon  an  endowment 
campaign  next  autumn.  He  reported  also  the  provisional  gift  of 
$100,000  from  the  General  Education  Board,  and  that  other  sums 
amounting  at  the  present  time  to  $105,000  have  been  promised.  The 
secretary  was  requested  to  send  a  message  of  sympathy  to  Mr.  Rogers. 

The  resignation  of  H.  H.  Benedict  from  the  board  of  trustees  was 
received  and  accepted.  The  following  were  elected  trustees  to  fill  unex- 
pired terms:  W.  T.  Rich,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  in  place  of  C.  D.  Foss; 
Judge  A.  E.  Sutherland,  '85,  in  place  of  H.  H.  Benedict;  R.  N.  Bennett, 
'97,  in  place  of  his  father,  G.  S.  Bennett;  John  C.  Clark,  '86,  in  place  of 
C.  H.  Buck. 

The  secretary  was  requested  to  write  Reverend  J.  E.  Adams,  D.  D., 
acknowledging  the  receipt  of  a  gift  of  $1,000  sent  to  the  L'niversity 
through  him,  and  thanking  him  for  his  interest  in  the  University. 

Voted  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  academic  council  that  the 
teaching  force  be  increased  by  an  additional  instructor  in  Mathematics. 
Professor  Fife  was  granted  leave  of  absence  for  the  second  half  of  the 
academic  year  1910-11. 

The  local  executive  committee  were  given  power  to  have  an  appro- 
priate designation  carved  on  Fisk  Hall. 
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The  following  regulation  was  adopted  concerning  the  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity Hospital  Bed  Fund:  That  the  treasurer  of  the  college  hold  the 
principal  of  the  fund  and  turn  over  to  the  assistant  treasurer  the  entire 
income,  which  shall  be  deposited  by  him  in  one  of  the  savings  banks  in 
Middletown;  that  the  assistant  treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  out  such 
income  upon  the  requisition  of  a  committee  composed  of  the  President 
of  the  college,  the  assistant  treasurer,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Wesleyan 
Hospital  Fund  Committee  (which  secured  the  money  for  the  fund).  The 
above  committee  of  three  is  to  have  full  power  to  apply  the  income  for 
the  benefit  of  sick  students  of  the  college. 

Professor  Rice  reported  for  the  committee  appointed  to  codify  the  by- 
laws.    The  report  was  presented  in  printed  form.

RECENT  GIFTS 

Since  the  publication  of  the  December  Biilletin  additional  payments 
of  $508.05  have  been  received  for  the  undergraduate  building  fund  for 
North  College;  and  further  payments  to  the  alumni  endowment  fund 
have  been  made,  amounting  to  $1,671.84. 

Securities  and  cash  amounting  to  $50,000  have  been  received  from 
Judge  George  G.  Reynolds,  '41,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York.  This  is  the 
first  payment  toward  the  new  endowment  fund  which  President  Shanklin 
is  raising,  and  is  given  by  Judge  Reynolds  in  fulfilment  of  a  pledge 
announced  last  Commencement.  As  a  further  contribution  to  this  new 
endowment  fund,  Hon.  Watson  C.  Squire,  '59,  of  Seattle,  Washington, 
has  given  a  note  for  $5,000. 

The  principal  of  the  Wesleyan  Hospital  Fund,  amounting  to  $5,232.42, 
has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  University.  The 
conditions  under  which  this  fund  is  to  be  administered  are  stated  else- 
where in  this  Bulletin. 
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The  Weslej-aii  University  Alumni  Athletic  Association  has  paid  $630 
on  account  of  the  salary  of  the  director  of  the  gymnasium.  Hon.  S.  H. 
Olin,  '66,  has  given  $20  for  the  museum.  Mr.  A.  R.  Crittenden  has 
given  $50,  Mr.  E.  K.  Hubbard,  |ioo,  and  Professor  W.  N.  Rice,  $250,  to 
pay  for  the  ethnological  collection  of  the  late  S.  Ward  Loper.  The 
acquisition  of  this  collection  was  noted  in  the  Bulletin  for  December, 
1904.  For  tuition,  $25  has  been  received  from  D.  G.  Downe)%  '84.  R. 
C.  Parker,  '93,  has  given  $12.50  for  the  Atwater  Library.  Charles  Scott, 
'86,  has  given  $200  to  the  department  of  physics  for  the  purchase  of 
electrical  instruments. 

Reverend  J.  E.  Adams,  from  certain  funds  bequeathed  him  in  trust, 
has  decided  to  give  Wesleyan  University  $1,000  to  establish  a  scholarship 
in  memory  of  Reverend  James  Montgomery.  The  will  of  the  late  Rev- 
erend Charles  H.  Buck,  '64,  which  is  now  being  probated,  contains  a 
bequest  of  $5,000  for  the  University.

SuB.scRiPTiONS  TO  THE  NEW  ENDOWMENT. — In  addition  to  the  gifts 
of  money  recorded  above,  the  General  Education  Board  has  jaromised 
$i(X),ooo  toward  the  new  endowment  which  President  Shanklin  is  raising. 
The  sum  of  $25,000  has  been  pledged  to  the  same  object  by  a  donor  who 
requests  that.,  for  the  present,  his  name  be  withheld. 


LIBRARY 


Since  the  report  published  in  the  Bulletin  for  May,  1909,  the  endow- 
ment of  the  library  has  been  increased  by  a  gift  of  $20.00  and  by  the 
transfer  from  income  of  $618.05.     The  total  endowment  is  $88,543.39. 

The  number  of  volumes  added  from  May  i,  1909,  to  April  30,  1910, 
w-as  2,601.  They  were  obtained  as  follows:  by  purchase,  1,027;  by 
binding  periodicals,  319;  by  exchange,  5;  by  gift,  1,250;  deducting 
6  volumes  exchanged  or  lost,  there  remains  a  net  addition  of  2,595 
volumes.  The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  at  the  present 
time  is  84,000.

Italia  Artistica,  54  vols.;  Cj-clopedia  of  Commerce,  Accountancy, 
Business  Administration,  10  vols.;  Documentary  History  of  American 
Industrial  Society,  10  vols,  (in  course  of  publication);  George  Meredith, 
memorial  edition  of  works,  27  vols,  (in  course  of  publication);  a  collec- 
tion of  indexes  to  individual  Greek  authors,  15  vols.;  The  Printing  Art, 
vols.  1-12;  Pennsylvania  Archives,  second  series  (lacking  5  vols.),  third 
series  complete,  fifth  series,  vols.  1-8. 

From  May  i,  1909,  to  April  30,  1910,  6,242  books  and  periodicals  were 
drawn  from  the  library  for  home  use.  In  addition,  812  volumes  were 
withdrawn  from  general  circulation  and  reserved  for  special  use  either 
in  the  library  or  in  the  seminar}^  rooms.  The  current  numbers  of  80 
periodicals  were  sent  to  the  seminary  rooms  or  laboratories  for  the  use 
of  instructors  and  advanced  students. 

There  were  presented  to  the  library  from  May  i,  1909,  to  April  30, 
1910,  1,107  bound  volumes,  4,077  pamphlets  and  numbers  of  periodicals, 
and  8  maps.  Among  the  donors  were  the  United  States  Government, 
the  Library  of  Congress,  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  the  State  Libraries 
of  Connecticut,  Maine,  and  New  York,  the  Carnegie  Institution,  the 
Connecticut  State  Board  of  Education,  the  Field  Museum  of  Natural 
History,  the  Pennsylvania  Steel  Co.,  the  Geological  Survey  of  Canada, 
the  American  Peace  Society,  Lake  Forest  University,  Berkeley  Divinity 
School  Library,  Funk  and  Wagnalls  Co.,  and  the  following  individuals: 
Professor  A.  C.  Armstrong,  W.  R.  Barbour,  '09,  Hon.  F.  B.  Brandegee, 
A.  C.  Bruner,  '79,  G.  S.  Coleman,  '76,  Reverend  J.  C.  W.  Coxe,  '63,

During  the  year  Miss  Nettie  L.  Whitney  gave  $10,  which  has  been 
spent  in  the  purchase  of  a  reference  book.  Mr.  J.  C.  Graham's  gift  of 
$50,  announced  a  year  ago,  has  been  used  in  buying  the  memorial 
edition  of  George  Meredith's  works. 

The  increase  in  the  size  of  the  card  catalogue  has  made  necessary  the 
purchase  of  an  additional  catalogue  case.  The  author  cards  of  the 
standard  size  from  A  through  Ste,  are  now  arranged  separately  in  the 
new  cases.  It  will  be  necessary  during  the  coming  year  to  carry  this 
double  arrangement  through  the  alphabet. 
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The  printed  cards  supplied  by  the  Library  of  Congress  have  been  used 
in  the  recataloguing  so  far  as  they  were  available.  In  addition  the  large 
author  cards  for  A  and  half  of  B  have  been  replaced  by  written  cards  of 
standard  size. 

A  very  thorough  revision  of  the  catalogue  is  being  carried  on. 
Authors  having  the  same  name  are  being  carefully  distinguished  and 
small  errors  are  being  detected  and  corrected. 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  Library  of  Congress  the  Wesleyan 
Library  has  undertaken  to  catalogue  certain  of  its  new  books  which  are 
not  likely  to  be  purchased  by  the  Library  of  Congress.  The  Library  of 
Congress  will  print  cards  from  the  copy  furnished  by  the  Wesleyan 
Librarj-  and  will  sell  these  cards  as  it  doesits  own  cards.  Similar  work 
is  also  being  done  by  certain  other  large  libraries,  which,  like  the  Wes- 
leyan Librar}-,  have  complete  sets  of  the  cards  printed  by  the  Library  of 
Congress. 

The  unbound  numbers  of  periodicals  have  been  sorted  and  alphabeti- 
cally arranged.  The  unbound  pamphlets  have  also  been  arranged 
rough!}-  according  to  subject. 

In  Jul}-,  1909,  an  electric  vacuum  cleaner  was  purchased  and  installed 
in  the  library.  During  the  summer  and  early  autumn  all  the  books  and 
shelves  on  the  first  two  floors  of  the  library  building  were  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  considerable  progress  was  made  on  the  third  floor.  The 
noise  made  by  the  motor  disturbs  readers  and  the  vacuum  cleaner  can 
be  used  to  advantage  only  at  times  when  the  library  is  practical!}- 
deserted. 

THE  MUSEUM 
The  museum  has  sustained  an  irreparable  loss  in  the.  death  of  Samuel 
Ward  Loper,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  collections  since  1893.  As 
curator  of  the  museum  he  showed  unique  and  extraordinary  adaptation 
for  the  position,  in  that  he  was  able  to  do  every  kind  of  work  which  is 
required  in  a  museum.  He  was  a  prince  of  collectors;  and  his  collecting 
trips  to  Western  Maryland,  to  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  to  Valcour 
Island,  to  Fossil,  Wyoming,  and  Florisant,  Colorado,  to  Herkimer 
County,  New  York,  and  to  Nova  Scotia,  yielded  rich  treasures  for  the 
geological  department  of  the  nmseum.  In  recent  years  he  also  gave  a 
good  deal  of  attention  to  the  localities  of  minerals  and  fossils  in  the 
vicinity  of  Middletown,  greatly  enriching  the  exhibit  of  local  geology 
and  mineralogy  in  the  museum.  He  had  a  remarkable  power  of  inter- 
esting other  people  in  the  museum,  so  as  to  secure  gifts  of  specimens  and 
money  and  cooperation  in  other  ways.  He  knew  how  to  use  the  litera- 
ture necessary  for  the  identification  and  classification  of  the  specimens 
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that  he  collected.  He  understood  the  art  of  effective  display  of  speci- 
mens. He  printed  the  labels  in  the  museum  on  a  little  printing  press  of 
his  own.  If  he  wanted  for  any  special  exhibit  a  case  of  some  peculiar 
pattern  or  arrangement,  he  knew  how  to  build  it  himself.  He  added 
greatly  to  the  usefulness  of  the  museum  as  a  means  of  popular  instruc- 
tion by  his  genial  attention  to  visitors.  It  was  his  delight,  on  days 
when  the  museum  was  open  to  the  public,  to  show  its  treasures  to  young 
or  old,  rich  or  poor.  It  was  his  earnest  desire  that  a  special  museum 
library  might  be  established,  and  his  own  scientific  books  he  gave  to  the 
college  that  they  might  form  a  nucleus  of  such  a  library.  In  the  history 
of  the  museum  his  name  is  second  only  to  that  of  George  Brown  Goode, 
who  mav  fairly  be  called  the  founder  of  the  museum. 


The  museum  has  secured  a  considerable  number  of  specimens  of  the 
rare  mineral,  uraninite,  from  Portland,  Connecticut.  Among  them  are 
more  than  a  score  of  pretty  good  crystals  and  a  much  larger  number  of 
fragments. 

A  beautiful  plaster  model  of  Ichthyosaurus,  showing  the  impression 
of  the  dorsal  and  caudal  fins,  has  been  obtained  from  F.  Krantz  in 
Bonn.  The  discovery  in  recent  years  of  a  number  of  specimens  of 
Ichthyosaurus,  showing  impressions  of  the  large  caudal  fin,  has  shown 
the  traditional  restoration  of  the  animal  to  be  exceedingly  erroneous, 
and  has  confirmed  the  belief  which  the  paleontologist,  Richard  Owen, 
put  on  record  more  than  half  a  century  ago,  that  the  creature  possessed 
a  large  caudal  fin.  The  cast  which  has  been  purchased  for  the  museum 
was  made  from  one  of  the  finest  and  most  perfect  specimens  that  have 
been  discovered.  

DEPARTMENT  NOTES 
Latin. — Attention  is  called  to  the  new  entrance  requirements  in  Latin, 
published  in  full  elsewhere  in  this  Bulletin.  As  Weslej-an  was  a  leader 
in  the  agitation  for  the  unification  of  entrance  requirements  in  Latin, 
the  prompt  adoption  of  such  requirements  after  they  were  formulated 
by  the  Commission  and  favorably  received  by  the  American  Philolog- 
ical Association  was  to  have  been  expected.  By  their  adoption  several 
decided  advantages  will  undoubtedly  be  gained.  Schools  will  not  be 
harassed  by  the  attempt  to  meet  several  different  sets  of  requirements 
each  year.  The  increased  emphasis  upon  sight  reading  must  result  in  a 
better  mastery  of  the  language  for  practical  purposes.  The  more  inten- 
sive study  of  smaller  portions  of  certain  authors  will  develop  greater 
accuracy  of  thought  and  attention.     The  permission  of  a  wider  range  of 
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cht)ice  in  reading  \vill  lead  to  greater  interest  in  the  selections  read. 
Everything  points  to  the  early  adoption  of  these  reciuirenients  by  practi- 
cally all  colleges  of  standard  graile.  The  new  requirements  will  go  into 
effect  in  191 1. 

Greek. — Professor  Heidel  is  absent  on  leave  during  the  second  half 
year.  Courses  II  and  IV  consequently  were  discontinued  at  the  close  of 
the  first  semester,  while  Courses  XI  and  XIV  were  transferred  from  the 
second  to  the  first  semester.  I  Greek  is  being  continued  throughout 
the  year. 

History. — Dr.  Learned  conducted  Courses  I,  II,  and  V  during  the 
first  semester,  owing  to  the  illness  of  Professor  Dutcher,  who  resumed 
full  charge  of  the  work  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester. 
Course  VI,  the  seminary,  which  is  regularly  given  during  the  first  two- 
thirds  of  the  year,  was  deferred  to  the  last  two-thirds  of  the  year,  so  as 
to  be  entirely  under  the  charge  of  Professor  Dutcher. 

The  subject  for  the  seminary  course  next  year  will  be  the  first  admin- 
istration of  President  Grant.  This  period  has  been  studied  this  year 
with  special  reference  to  foreign  affairs;  next  year  attention  will  be 
given  mainly  to  the  internal  affairs. 

English  Literature. — In  his  seminary  class  next  year,  Professor 
Winchester  will  give  Course  VI,  the  Literature  of  the  Period  of  Queen 
Anne;  in  the  junior  year.  Course  II,  Six  Plays  of  Shakespeare. 

Hereafter  no  formal  essays  or  orations  will  be  required  of  seniors;  but 
an  elective  will  be  offered  to  seniors  on  the  various  forms  of  public 
address.  This  course  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Winches- 
ter and  Mr.  Wetzel,  and  will  count  as  one  hour  a  week. 

The  elective  in  debate  will  be  discontinued,  but  especial  attention 
will  be  given  to  debates  in  the  classes  of  Mr.  Wetzel. 

English  Language. — Mr.  Gillet  will  next  year  conduct  the  required 
course  in  freshman  .rhetoric. 

The  course  in  sophomore  es.says  will  be  in  charge  of  Professor  Mead. 

In  the  junior  year  formal  essays  will  no  longer  be  required,  but  an 
elective  course  in  English  composition,  open  to  juniors  and  seniors  and 
counting  as  two  hours  a  week,  will  be  offered.  This  course  will  be  con- 
ducted by  Professor  Mead. 

Philosophy. — Professor  Dodge  will  return  in  the  summer  from  his 
year's  leave  of  absence,  and  will  resume  his  regular  work  with  the  new 
academic  year.  Courses  II,  III,  V,  and  VI,  omitted  in  1909-10,  will  be 
given  next  year.  Course  \'II,  given  in  1909-10,  will  be  omitted  in 
1910-11. 
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Biology. — A  new  course  in  Embryology  has  been  given  to  the  students 
of  V  Biology.  The  course  is  given  by  Dr.  Whitne}-  and  occupies  all  the 
spring  term.  To  illustrate  this  course  Dr.  Whitney  has  made  a  series 
of  preparations  of  the  life  histories  of  animals,  which  will  be  stored  in  a 
special  case  in  the  biological  laboratory,  convenient  for  use  and  study. 

Physics. — A  photographic  dark-room  has  been  built  in  one  corner  of 
Room  15  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Scott  Laboratory,  for  the  ptirpose, 
especially,  of  developing  the  photographic  records  obtained  with  the 
electric  oscillograph. 

Besides  the  Gaede  mercur}-  pump  referred  to  in  the  December  Bulletin, 
apparatus  to  the  value  of  about  545o  has  been  purchased  during  the  year 
for  the  department.  Of  this,  some  of  the  more  important  pieces  are  the 
following:  a  spherometer;  a  Foucault's  pendulum;  two  specially  cut 
Iceland  spar  prisms;  a  large  direct-vision  spectroscope;  a  mercury  vapor 
lamp;  a  standard  tuning  fork;  a  standard  thermometer;  two  Weston 
voltmeters  and  two  Weston  ammeters;  a  variable  capacity  for  electrical 
oscillations;  a  Braun  electrometer;  and  a  pair  of  head  telephone  receivers. 

M.A.THEMATICS.— An  instructor  will  be  added  to  the  teaching  force  of 
the  department  of  mathematics  next  year.  It  will  then  be  possible  to 
increase  the  number  of  advanced  courses  given  in  the  department,  and 
also  to  divide  the  freshman  class  into  smaller  .sections.  It  is  the  present 
plan  to  have  a  total  of  ten  sections  in  Courses  I,  II,  and  III.  This  w'ork 
will  be  shared  by  the  three  instructors.  Courses  IV  and  VI  will  prob- 
ably be  given  b}'  the  new  instructor. 

Geology. — The  class  in  Physical  Geography  is  meeting  during  the 
second  half-year.  The  instructor  is  Gilbert  Haven  Cady,  B.  A.  (North- 
western L'niversit}-),  Assistant  in  Geolog}-,  Yale  L'niversity. 


YOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION 
The  weekly  meeting  of  the  association  is  held  every  Thursday  at  7:00 
p.  M.  The  policy  at  present  is  to  select  as  leaders  noted  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
speakers  from  other  sections,  members  of  the  faculty,  and  students  from 
the  upper  classes,  in  equal  proportion.  The  attendance  is  gradually 
increasing.  A  delegation  of  six  men  attended  the  Student  Volunteer 
Convention,  held  in  Rochester,  New  York,  from  December  29,  1909,  to 
Januai-y  2,  1910,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  goodly  number  will  attend  the 
Northfield  convention  next  June.  A  valuable  opportunity  for  Christian 
activity  is  afforded  by  the  various  committees  of  the  Association. 
Besides  general  Y.  M.  C.  A.  administration,  these  undertake  neighbor- 
hood work  at  three  places  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  as  well  as  Bible 
and  mission  studv. 
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DEBATE 

In  the  past  year  the  Wesleyan  debating  teams  have  not  had  the  suc- 
cess which  has  characterized  the  work  of  previous  years.  In  the  Tri- 
angular League  contests  with  Amherst  and  WilUams,  held  on  December 
iS,  1909,  Wesleyan  was  defeated  in  both  debates,  Williams  winning  first 
place  in  the  league,  and  Amherst  second.  The  question  was,  "■Resolved, 
That  a  compulsory  system  of  workingmen's  insurance  for  accident,  sick- 
ness, old  age,  and  death,  should  be  established  throughout  the  United 
States."  In  each  case  the  home  team  upheld  the  affirmative  side  of 
the  question.  The  Wesleyan  team  which  debated  against  Williams 
at  Middletown  consisted  of  Roberts,  '10,  and  Vanderbilt,  '10,  with 
Montgomery,  "11,  alternate;  and  the  negative  team  which  debated  at 
Amherst  consisted  of  Judd,  '11,  and  Brengle,  '10,  with  H.  D.  Jones,  '11, 
alternate. 

In  the  spring,  instead  of  having  only  one  debate  as  in  previous  years, 
two  teams  were  selected,  and  debates  were  held  with  Bowdoiu  and  New 
York  University.  Both  debates  were  held  on  April  8,  the  question 
being,  "  Resolved,  That  the  United  States  government  should  establish 
a  central  bank  similar  to  the  Imperial  Bank  of  Germany."  The  affirm- 
ative team,  consisting  of  Stuntz,  '10,  Vanderbilt,  '10,  and  Brengle,  '10, 
lost  at  Bovvdoin,  the  decision  being  two  to  one  against  them;  the  nega- 
tive team,  consisting  of  Panunzio,  '11,  Judd,  '11,  and  Wriston,  '11,  with 
H.  D.  Jones,  '11,  alternate,  were  awarded  a  unanimous  decision  against 
New  York  University  at  Middletown.  Negotiations  with  Bowdoin  are 
under  way  for  a  renewal  of  the  two-year  agreement,  which  expired  this 
year,  and  a  debate  will  probably  be  held  with  New  Y^'ork  University 
next  year  also,  provided  a  triangular  league  can  be  formed,  consisting 
of  Bowdoin,  New  Y^ork  University,  and  Wesleyan. 

In  the  interclass  debate  for  the  Scott  cup  the  freshman  (1913)  team 
defeated  the  sophomores.  A  debate  was  held  on  May  21  between  the 
freshman  team,  consisting  of  Hancock  and  Rice,  with  Murphy,  alter- 
nate, and  a  team  representing  the  freshmen  of  Brown  University. 
The  Wesleyan  team  upheld  the  negative  of  the  following  question: 
''Resolved,  That  government  by  commission,  similar  to  the  Galveston 
plan,  should  be  adopted  by  cities  of  over  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  in 
the  United  States."     The  decision  was  unanimous  for  the  negative. 

The  Briggs  Prize  Debate  was  held  in  Memorial  Chapel  on 'March  3,  on 
the  same  question  which  was  used  in  the  New  Y'ork  University  and 
Bowdoin  debates.  The  contestants  were  Williams,  '12,  Vanderbilt,  '10, 
Panunzio,  '11,  and  Wriston,  '11.  The  judges.  Honorable  W.  U.  Pearne, 
Mr.  W.  K.  Bacon,  and  Reverend  E.  R.  Hyde,  unanimously  awarded  the 
prize  to  Vanderbilt. 
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NEW  ENGLAND  ORATORICAL  LEAGUE 
The  first  intercollegiate  contest  of  the  newly  formed  oratorical  league 
was  held  at  Amherst  on  May  5,  1910.  The  league  is  composed  of  Amherst, 
Bowdoin,  Brown,  Wesleyan,  and  Williams,  each  of  which  was  represented 
by  one  speaker.  The  judges,  Professors  John  Spencer  Bassett  of  Smith, 
Charles  Ernest  Fay  of  Tufts,  Sidney  N.  Morse  of  Williston  Academy, 
Henry  Lawrence  Southwick  of  the  Emerson  School  of  Oratory,  and 
Irvah  Lester  Winter  of  Harvard,  rendered  a  decision  awarding  first 
medal  to  George  Swift  Brengle  of  Weslej-an,  '10,  who  spoke  on  "The 
Mission  of  Theodore  Roosevelt."  James  Z.  Colton  of  Amherst,  '12, 
was  second  with  an  oration  on  "  Child  Labor  in  the  United  States." 


UNIVERSITY  NOTES 

State  Bacteriological  Laboratory. — The  work  of  this  laboratory 
is  constantly  increasing,  and  during  the  last  year  has  been  four  times  as 
large  as  in  the  first  year  of  its  existence.  During  the  last  three  months 
it  has  put  into  operation  an  organized  plan  for  the  examination  of  the 
milk  supply  in  the  various  towns  of  the  state.  Acting  in  connection 
with  the  health  officers  of  the  various  towns,  the  laboratory  is  now  re- 
ceiving large  numbers  of  milk  samples  from*numerous  dealers  scattered 
about  the  state.  The  purpose  of  the  work  is  to  improve  the  grade  of 
milk  supplied  in  the  different  towns.  This  work  has  been  carried  on  to 
a  limited  extent  for  three  years,  and  has  resulted  in  an  improvement  in 
the  milk  wherever  it  has  started.  The  success  of  the  plan  has  led  the 
State  Board  of  Health  to  authorize  its  extension  so  as  to  cover  the 
whole  state  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  amount  of  work  to  be  done  is 
very  large  and  has  already  taxed  the  laboratory  to  its  limits. 

Ozone  purification  of  water. — At  the  request  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  this  laboratory  has  undertaken  the  testing  of  the  ozone  method 
of  water  purification.  Through  the  kindness  of  C.  D.  Meeker,  Wesleyan, 
'02,  apparatus  designed  for  water  purification  by  ozone,  and  made  by 
the  Gerard  Ozone  Process  Co.,  has  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
laboratory  and  erected  in  judd  Hall.  Experiments  with  this  machine 
have  been  carried  out  for  about  three  months.  The  result  of  the  tests 
has  been  to  demonstrate  the  efficiency  of  ozone  in  purifying  water. 

Junior  Exhibition. — The  annual  Junior  Exhibition  was  held  in 
Memorial  Chapel  on  the  evening  of  Thursdaj^  April  14.  The  committee 
of  award  consisted  of  Mr.  William  Alonzo  Wheatley,  B.  A.,  M.  A., 
Superintendent  of  Middletown  Schools,  Mr.  Gustaf  Birger  Carlson, 
B.  A.,  of  Middletown,  and  Professor  Joseph  William  Hewitt,  Ph.  D. 
To  Constantine  Marius  Panunzio,  of  Molfetta,  Italy,  was  awarded  the

first  prize,  for  an  oration  on  "  Ls  the  Italian  an  I'ndesiraljle  Citizen?  " 
The  second  prize  was  divided  between  Mr.  P'rank  Chaplain  Brodhead, 
of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  who  discussed  "Republicanism  in  Phila- 
delphia," and  Mr.  William  Randolph  Montgomery,  of  Stamford,  Con- 
necticut, whose  topic  was  "The  Awakening  of  the  American  People." 

Doctor  Learned.— The  University  was  extremely  fortunate  in  find- 
ing a  gentleman  of  scholarly  attainments  and  wide  experience  such  as 
Doctor  Henry  Barrett  Learned,  of  New  Haven,  to  fill  the  temporary 
vacancy  in  the  department  of  history  caused  by  the  illness  of  Professor 
Dutcher  during  the  first  semester.  Doctor  Learned  generously  con- 
sented to  put  aside  for  the  time  his  chosen  lines  of  research  and  writing, 
and  devoted  himself  fully  to  a  service  which  because  of  its  temporary 
character  could  scarcely  have  been  other  than  difficult  and  uncongenial. 
Doctor  Learned  will  be  gratefully  and  pleasantly  remembered  by  the 
friends  he  made  in  his  brief  service  on  the  faculty  of  Wesleyan 
University. 

:siiDVEAR  Examinations.— Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  college  year 
will  henceforth  begin  one  week  earlier  than  before,  a  change  in  the 
time  of  the  midyear  examinations  is  rendered  necessary.  At  the  same 
time  the  previous  disparity  of  one  week  between  the  first  and  second 
half-years  has  been  removed.  The  midyear  period  will  consequently 
begin  two  weeks  earlier  than  heretofore. 

Press  Club.— In  January  there  was  established  a  Press  Club,  to  which 
all  correspondents  of  newspapers  and  all  members  of  the  Argus  board 
are  eligible.  The  club  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Mondays  of  £ach 
month  and  is  sometimes  addressed  by  newspaper  men  from  outside  the 
college.  On  such  occasions  the  entire  college  body  is  invited  to  attend. 
The  officers  are:  Wriston,  'ii,  president;  Vanderbilt,  'lo,  vice-president; 
Proskey,  'ii,  secretary-treasurer. 

Visitors'  P:vening  at  the  Gymnasium.— The  gymnasium  exhibi- 
tion was  held  on  March  15,  igio,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Reiter. 
The  program  was  made  up  of  gymnastic  performances  on  various 
pieces  of  apparatus,  of  fancy  steps,  free  hand  work,  competitive  drills 
by  squads  from  the  two  lower  classes,  and  the  final  game  in  the  class 
basketball  series.  This  was  played  between  the  seniors  (1910)  and  the 
freshmen  (1913)  and  was  won  by  the  latter.  'The  class  drill  M'as  awarded 
to  the  sophomores  (191 2).  The  individual  cup  for  excellence  in  gym- 
nastics and  the  college  cup  for  the  best  gymnast  were  awarded  to  Soule, 
"ii.  Fletcher,  '12,  and  Dexter,  '13,  received  second  and  third  prize  cups 
res]jectively.

Professor  Heidel.— Professor  Heidel  and  his  family  sailed  for 
Naples  on  February  19.
